The  Grand  Sire  announced  that  M.  A.  Raney ,  General  Command¬ 
ing,  would  occupy  a  seat  on  his  left  during  the  session. 

Rep.  Bullard,  of  Montana,  moved  that  the  appointments  be  con¬ 
firmed,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  officers  were  assigned  to  their 
duties. 

The  Grand  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  1903,  when  on  motion  of  Bro.  Cable,  Past  Grand  Sire,  of 
Ohio,  the  reading  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings,  as  printed,  was  approved,  except  that  the  name  of  Rep.

The  question  recurring  on  the  resolution  as  amended,  Rep. 
Melosh,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the 
table,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Watson,  of  Florida,  presented  the  following,  for  which  he 
asked  immediate  consideration,  which  was  granted :

The  question  being  on  the  resolution  it  was  unanimously 

adopted. 

Bro.  Pinkerton,  Past  Grand  Sire,  moved  the  following,  for  which 
he  asked  immediate  consideration,  which  was  granted  : 

Resolved ,  That  with  unfeigned  regret  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
learns  that  distance  and  the  burden  of  years  prevents  the  presence 
to-day  of  the  Senior  Past  Grand  Sire,  whose  wisdom,  counsel  and 
experience  has  for  more  than  half  a  century  contributed  to  the  history 
of  the  Order.  Through  our  Grand  Sire,  we  tender  Brother  Sanders 
our  fraternal  greeting  and  wishes  for  his  continued  happiness  and 
prosperity. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  unanimously

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REPORT  OF  THE 

GRAND  SIRE  AND  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows, 

Officers  and  Representatives : 

We  assemble  in  the  eightieth  annual  session  of  this  Body  in  the  great 
and  famous  State  of  California  and  in  its  chief  city  and  metropolis 
of  the  Pacific  Coast,  San  Francisco,  and  for  the  fourth  time  in  its 
history  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
In  1869  the  session  was  held  here  in  San  Francisco,  and  in  1888  in  Los 
Angeles,  and  in  1892  in  Portland,  Oregon.  All  the  other  seventy-six 
sessions  have  been  held  east  of  the  Rockies. 

The  order  which  in  America  had  its  commencement  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast  has  developed  and  accompanied  civilization  as  it  extended  to  the 
middle  west;  then  to  what  was  once  the  Great  American  Desert,  but 
now  a  most  fertile  and  productive  land;  then  across  the  Rockies  and 
Sierra  Nevadas  to  the  golden  shores  of  the  Pacific  and  as  we  gather 
here  for  the  present  session  we  find  it  strong  and  accomplishing  great 
and  good  work  in  California  and  receiving  as  it  deserves,  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  all  good  people  whether  members  of  its  organization 
or  not.  After  those  from  the  eastern  Jurisdictions  have  traveled  across 
the  Continent  to  reach  the  meeting  place  of  1904  they  find  themselves 
in  the  atmosphere  and  surroundings  and  under  the  influence  of  Odd 
Fellowship  and  a  welcome,  cordial  and  fraternal,  extended  by  thousands 
of  brothers  and  sisters  bound  to  each  other  and  to  us,  in  the  never 
dying  bonds  of  fraternity;  and  find  also  a  civilization  as  high  and  per¬ 
fect  as  any  in  the  world  and  a  people  as  refined,  educated  and  patriotic 
as  any.  Great  is  the  privilege  therefore  to  us  all  to  gather  here  under 
such  favorable  conditions,  and  gratifying  that  the  present  session  is 
held  at  a  time  when  our  beloved  Order  is  having  great  prosperity  and 
harmony.  In.  1869  when  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  met  here 
the  subordinate  lodge  membership  was  only  268,608,  whereas  at  the 
end  of  1903  it  was  1,151,421,  besides  284,681  sisters  of  the  Rebekah 
Degree,  making  a  total  of  1,436,102  members.  The  total  revenue 
in  1868  amounted  to  $2,347,073.86.  And  now  it  is  $12,887,714.22  for 
1903.  Then  the  total  relief  expenditure  in  1868  was  $760,429.54  and 
now  for  1903  it  is  $4,326,509.19.  The  year  1902  was  the  most  pros¬ 
perous  in  the  history  of  the  Order  up  to  that  time  and  surpassed 
all  previous  records  of  work  but  it  remained  for  1903  to  exceed  it  and 
take  its  place  as  the  red  letter  year  in  our  history  as  an  Order. 
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The  condition  of  the  Order  including  all  parts  of  the  world  at  the 
close  of  1903  is  shown  by  returns  as  follows:

DECISIONS. 

The  following  decisions  (in  addition  to  those  to  be  submitted  in 
executive  session),  have  been  rendered  during  the  year: 

4 

SUBORDINATE  LODGE  DECISIONS. 

1.  Can  a  subordinate  lodge  pass  a  resolution  in  our  Jurisdiction 
changing  its  night  of  meetings  from  four  meetings  a  month  to  one 
night  of  meeting  in  a  month,  where  the  Grand  Constitution  is  silent 
on  the  question? 

The  answer  is,  a  subordinate  lodge  of  your  Jurisdiction  cannot  make 
the  change  stated  in  your  question.  The  general  law  upon  the  subject 
is  set  forth  in  Section  1461  of  White’s  New  Digest  of  1895. 

2.  While  paragraph  3  of  Section  1  of  Article  14  of  the  Constitution 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  provides  that  subordinates  working 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall 
pay  five  per  cent  on  their  receipts,  I  think  this  is  intended  to  apply 
to  ordinary  receipts  for  dues,  admissions,  initiations,  etc.,  and  should 
not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  taxation  of  moneys  of  Subordinates  derived 
by  assessments  for  the  payment  of  funeral  benefits  or  funeral  expenses, 
and  which  fund  so  created  by  subordinates  is  intended  to  be  imme¬ 
diately  paid  out  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  assessment  was  made. 
I  therefore  hold  that  subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  paying  tax  on  receipts  are  not  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  tax  on  the  funds  received  by  them  from  assessments  for 
funeral  benefits  or  expenses. 

3.  Referring  to  Decision  No.  34,  page  28,  Journal  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  1903,  the  subject  matter  of  said  decision  was  that  a  lodge  could 
not  require  service  as  Recording  Secretary  as  the  qualification  for 
Vice  Grand.  It  seems  that  inadvertently  I  copied  and  referred  to  the 
Section  of  the  Digest  which  left  out  the  Chaplain  as  a  qualifying  office 
for  Vice  Grand. 

Said  decision  does  not  interfere  with  the  law  as  stated  in  Section 
997,  of  Digest  which  makes  the  Chaplain  also  a  qualifying  office. 

4.  Question. — “  When  a  Constitution  lacks  or  when  a  Grand  Lodge  has 
no  regular  code  for  trials,  would  the  form  for  trials  laid  down  in  Book 
of  Forms  be  the  rule  to  go  by?  We  have  not  got  any  such  thing  in  our 
constitution  and  I  would  like  your  decision  in  this.” 

Decision. — The  code  of  procedure  for  trials  in  the  Book  of  Forms  is 
adapted  to  and  to  be  followed  by  subordinates  under  the  immediate 
jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  that  is,  subordinates  not 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  subordinate  Grand  Lodge.  Under  the  laws 
of  your  Grand  Jurisdiction  this  code  might  or  might  not  be  applicable 
and  it  would  not  be  safe  to  follow  it  except  in  such  instances  as  are 
in  harmony  with  the  laws  of  your  Grand  Lodge  and  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  subordinate  bodies.  For  instance  this  code  of  procedure  in 
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rule  3  prescribes  the  manner  and  time  of  selecting  the  trial  committee, 
whereas,  your  laws  might  provide  differently.  Again  in  rule  5  the  time 
for  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  and  the  notice  to  the  accused  is 
fixed,  and  also  the  manner  of  service  on  the  accused.  These  instances 
will  show  that  this  code  of  procedure  should  only  be  used  by  your 
lodges,  in-so-far  as  it  may  be  applicable  to  your  laws,  for  where  this 
code  of  procedure  is  not  in  harmony  with  your  laws  you  would  have  to 
follow  the  latter. 

No.  5.  Statement. — Charges  .were  preferred  against  a  brother  for 
“  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,”  a  trial  committee  was  appointed, 
the  accused  appeared  before  the  trial  committee  by  himself  and  counsel. 
Immediately  after  giving  his  own  testimony  to  the  committee  he  left 
the  city  for  another  Jurisdiction  where  he  expects  to  reside  in  future. 
The  committee  found  the  accused  guilty,  whereupon  the  lodge  directed 
the  Noble  Grand  to  reprimand  the  accused,  but  who  is  out  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  lodge. 

Question  A. — Under  the  foregoing  statement  of  facts  can  the  lodge 
require  the  accused  to  appear  before  his  lodge  to  receive  the  reprimand? 

Question  B. — If  the  accused  claims  inability  to  come  before  his  lodge 
because  of  business,  expenses,  or  otherwise,  what  is  the  lodge  to  do  in 
the  premises? 

Question  C. — If  the  accused  after  being  summoned  to  appear  before 
the  lodge,  fails  to  comply  with  such  summons,  can  the  lodge  try  him 
for  contempt,  and  punish  him  as  provided  by  law  in  such  cases? 

Decision. — To  question  A. — The  lodge  can  require  the  accused  to 
appear  to  receive  the  reprimand. 

To  question  B. — If  the  accused  does  not  appear  after  summons  to  do 
so,  the  lodge  may  proceed  in  accordance  with  law  to  try  him  for 
contempt. 

To  question  C. — The  answer  is,  yes. 

No.  6.  I  have  your  favor  asking  my  advice  as  to  who  has  precedence 
in  the  matter  of  the  laying  of  corner  stones,  etc.  You  will  find  by 
consulting  the  Book  of  Forms,  page  62,  that  if  the  hall  is  the  property 
of  a  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge,  the  ceremony  would  be  performed 
by  such  body.  From  which  it  follows  that  the  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Lodge  having  the  ownership  or  a  hall  can  direct  the  corner  stone  laying 
by  designating  the  presiding  officer,  or  any  past  officer,  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  or  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  the  question  of  pre¬ 
cedence  does  not  arise  as  it  does  on  other  questions,  because  of  the 
rule  above  stated  giving  to  the  owner  of  the  hall  discretion  in  the 
corner  stone  laying.  In  other  words  if  the  subordinate  lodges  referred 
to  own  or  control  the  hall,  they  will  have  charge  of  the  corner  stone 
laying,  and  can  control  and  conduct  it  as  indicated  in  the  Book  of 
Forms. 

I  am  glad  to  note  this  evidence  of  prosperity  and  success  on  the  part 
of  the  lodges  of  Honolulu  in  being  able  to  provide  a  building  in  which 
the  lodges  are  to  meet. 

7.  Question. — Shall  an  appeal  be  entertained  when  made  by  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  subordinate  lodge  over  nine  months  in  arrears  for  dues  in  a 
matter  that  does  not  affect  appellant  personally?  In  other  words,  can 
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a  member  not  in  good  standing  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  on  questions  that  are  not  a  personal 
matter? 

Decision. — When  by  your  local  law,  members  are  in  arrears  to  such 
extent  as  not  to  be  permitted  to  vote  and  not  entitled  to  benefits,  then 
such  member  so  in  arrears  for  dues  could  not  prosecute  an  appeal  under 
the  question  stated.  See  last  clause  of  section  765,  White’s  New  Digest 
of  1895. 

No.  8.  In  the  matter  of  trials,  your  local  law  must  govern  where  not 
in  conflict  with  any  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  such 
local  law  provides  that  “  no  member  shall  vote  on  the  question  of 
sustaining  charges  or  imposing  penalties,  except  those  in  good  standing 
who  have  been  present  during  the  entire  trial  and  heard  the  report  of 
the  trial  committee,”  then  such  provision  must  be  followed.  If  a  mem¬ 
ber  was  absent  from  his  lodge  after  charges  were  preferred  and  before 
final  action  was  taken,  and  there  was  nothing  done  with  reference  to 
the  trial  or  report  of  the  committee  at  any  meeting  or  meetings  at 
which  he  was  absent,  such  member  would  not  be  debarred  from  voting 
on  the  case,  if  he  had  been  present  at  all  meetings  when  any 
action  was  had  with  reference  to  the  trial  and  report  of  the  committee, 
With  reference  to  question,  “  Would  one  charge  be  considered  a  pro^ 
fessional  gambler?”  following  your  statement  that  a  member  had 
pleaded  guilty  to  gambling,  the  discipline  of  a  member  of  the  Order  for 
gaming  is  not  restricted  to  cases  where  such  member  has  become  a 
professional  gambler,  but  if  the  local  law  so  provides,  a  conviction 
in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  any  offense  against  the  penal 
laws  would  authorize  trial  and  such  action  thereon  as  the  local  law 
may  provide. 

The  term  “  professional  gambler  ”  is  used  in  the  Constitutional 
Amendment  adopted  in  1895,  which  provides  that  that  class  of  persons 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Order,  but  does  not  prevent 
trial  and  discipline  of  those  in  membership  guilty  of  an  offense  against; 
the  public  law  if  the  law  of  the  Order  of  the  Jurisdiction  so  provides. 

No.  9.  The  law  referred  to  in  Decision  No.  3,  Journal  of  1903,  is 
contained  in  Report  No.  114,  pages  392,  and  393  of  the  Journal  of  1901, 
the  Resolution  on  page  392  constituting  the  law. 

This  report  made  at  the  1901  Session  went  over  as  unfinished  busi¬ 
ness  and  was  called  up  at  the  Session  of  1902  by  Representative  Winch, 
of  New  Hampshire,  see  Journal  of  1902,  page  1012.  The  report  was  then 
considered  and  adopted.  You  will  see  on  examination,  however,  that 
this  law  is  not  as  broad  and  comprehensive  as  has  been  claimed  to 
you,  for  while  it  provides  that  members  sixty  years  of  age  and  who 
have  been  contributing  members  for  twenty-five  consecutive  years,  can¬ 
not  be  dropped  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues,  they  are  only 
to  be  carried  as  non-beneficial  members  and  per  capita  tax  is  not  to  be 
paid  upon  them. 

It  is  true  that  previously  in  the  same  session  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  refused  to  enact  such  a  law,  but  later  in  the  session  did  so. 

No.  10.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  held  September,  1899,  the  following  legislation 
was  enacted: 
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Resolved,  that  no  elective  officer  of  a  subordinate  or  Rebekah  lodge 
shall  serve  as  trustee  of  funds. 

At  the  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  held  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1902,  decision  No.  45,  of  the  Grand  Sire  was  approved  as 
follows : 

Question. — Can  a  member  hold  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  and  trustee 
at  the  same  time? 

Answer. — Yes.  Trustee  is  not  an  office  provided  by  general  law  but 
permitted  by  local  law. 

The  question  now  comes  to  me  whether  the  treasurer  of  a  subordinate 
lodge  can  serve  as  trustee  of  funds.  The  question  is  also  asked  if  the 
approval  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  decision  above  cited  renders  the  legislation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  on  the  subject-matter  null  and 
void.  The  resolution  adopted  in  1899  was  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
our  Grand  Lodge  and  clearly  expresses  the  sentiment  of  the  membership 
in  this  Jurisdiction.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  defining  qualification  for  office 
and  seems  to  be  a  subject  for  local  legislation. 

I  ask  you  to  decide  whether  it  is  competent  for  a  Grand  Lodge  to 
enact  legislation  providing  that  no  elective  officer  of  a  subordinate 
or  Rebekah  lodge  within  its  jurisdiction  shall  serve  as  a  trustee  of 
funds. 

Decision. — The  resolution  quoted  as  having  been  adopted  by  your 
Grand  Lodge  in  1899  does  not  conflict  with  any  general  law  of  the  Order, 
said  resolution  not  defining  a  qualification  for  office  and  not  providing 
that  a  trustee  of  funds  may  not  be  elected  to  office.  Properly  construed, 
said  resolution  would  have  the  effect  of  vacating  the  service  or  position 
of  trustee  on  election  to  office,  and  Also  prohibit  an  officer  while  serv¬ 
ing,  being  elected  as  trustee. 

Decision  No.  45  of  the  Grand  Sire  approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  September,  1902,  see  Journal  of  1902,  page  537,  was  presumably 
rendered  in  a  case  or  from  a  Jurisdiction  having  no  local  law  to  the 
contrary,  and  if  so  was  in  accordance  with  the  law  as  stated  in  Section 
975  of  White’s  New  Digest  of  1895. 

Referring  to  your  final  question,  I  hold  that  it  is  competent  for  a 
Grand  Lodge  to  enact  legislation  providing  that  no  elective  officer  of 
a  subordinate  or  Rebekah  lodge  shall  serve  as  a  trustee  of  funds,  pro¬ 
vided  such  legislation  does  not  render  a  member  holding  the  position 
of  trustee  ineligible  to  election,  if  otherwise  qualified,  but  providing 
in  effect  that  if  a  member  serving  as  trustee  should  accept  an  elective 
office  the  position  of  trustee  thereby  becomes  vacant,  and  further  provid¬ 
ing  that  an  elective  officer  wh.le  serving  as  such  cannot  be  elected  or 
appointed  as  trustee. 

11.  Statement. — If  ten  lodges  holding  charters  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia,  in  the  year  1865  petitioned  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0. 
O.  F.  of  the  United  States,  for  a  charter,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
Grand  Lodge,  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  and  a  charter  was  issued 
to  the  aforesaid  ten  lodges,  in  accordance  with  said  pex  tion  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  being  instituted  by  Bro.  James  L.  Ridgely,  in 
the  City  of  Wheeling,  December  5,  1865.  The  aforesaid  ten  lodges, 
never  received  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  but 
held  charters  as  herein  before  stated  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F. 
of  Virginia.  Question, — Has  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F,  of  West  Vir* 
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ginia  a  legal  right  which  can  be  enforced  in  a  court  of  law  or  equity 
to  the  assets  of  the  aforesaid  ten  lodges  in  case  said  lodges  should 
become  defunct,  the  same  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia  has 
the  legal  right  to  the  assets  of  lodges  which  can  be  enforced  in  a 
court  of  law  and  equity,  chartere  1  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  I.  O.  O.  F.  (2)  Or  should  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  West  Virginia, 
compel  the  aforesaid  ten  lodges,  or  any  part  of  them  which  has  not 
received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  a  charter,  to  ask  the 
aforesaid  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  for  a  charter,  they  having 
no  charter  from  said  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  yet  they  are  all  in 
the  sovereignty  of  the  said  State  of  West  Virginia. 

Decision. — Although  the  ten  lodges  referred  to  did  not  receive  their 
charters  directly  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  hut  having 
petitioned  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  for  a  charter  for 
forming  a  Grand  Lodge  in  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  when  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  West  Virginia  was  formed  that  Body  then  had  immediate 
jurisdiction  over  said  ten  lodges  as  well  as  over  lodges  thereafter  in¬ 
stituted  in  said  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia 
has  the  same  power,  jurisdiction  and  control  of  said  ten  subordinate 
lodges  as  of  any  other  lodges  in  said  Jurisdiction  as  to  the  assets  of  any 
of  them  which  may  become  defunct,  and  otherwise. 

In  case  of  any  litigation  in  courts  in  regard  to  the  assets  of  any  of 
said  lodges  which  might  become  defunct,  it  might  become  necessary 
to  place  in  evidence  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  with  reference  to  the  petition  of  said  ten  lodges  to  establish  a 
Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia  and  also  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  thereon  granting  said  petition  and  providing  for 
the  formation  of  such  Grand  Lodge. 

No.  12.  Question. — Can  a  subordinate  lodge  pass  a  resolution  in  our 
Jurisdiction  changing  its  night  of  meetings  from  four  meetings  a  month 
to  one  night  of  meeting  in  a  month,  where  the  Grand  Constitution  is 
silent  on  the  question? 

Decision. — The  answer  is,  a  subordinate  lodge  of  your  Jurisdiction 
cannot  make  the  change  stated  in  your  question.  The  general  law  upon 
the  subject  is  set  forth  in  Section  1461  of  White’s  New  Digest  of  1895. 

No.  13.  You  ask  whether  the  law  passed  in  1902,  Journal,  page  1012, 
showing  the  adoption  of  Report  No.  114  on  pages  392  and  393,  of  the 
Journal  of  1901,  becomes  a  law  without  action  of  your  Grand  Lodge? 
It  does  so  go  into  effect  without  any  action  of  your  Grand  Lodge. 

No.  14.  If  I  understand  the  correspondence  correctly  a  member  of 
one  of  your  subordinates  was  square  on  the  books  on  January  1st,  1903, 
and  was  taken  sick  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1903. 

I  further  understand  that  he  had  made  no  payment  of  dues  from  the 
date  his  account  balanced  as  aforesaid  until  either  the  11th  or  17th  of 
May,  1903,  when  he  paid  $2.00  and  received  an  official  certificate  there¬ 
for.  The  date  of  this  last  payment  of  $2.00  is  material.  If  made  on  the 
11th  of  May  it  was  before  he  was  taken  sick  and  would  place  him  in 
good  standing  and  make  him  beneficial.  If  it  was  paid  on  the  17th  of 
May,  it  would  be  after  the  commencement  of  his  sickness  and  would 
not  make  him  beneficial. 

As  I  am  not  certain  whether  the  figures  showing  the  payment  in 
May  are  the  11th  or  the  17th  I  can  only  state  again  the  rule  which  is: 
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If  the  brother  was  thirteen  weeks  or  more  in  arrears  for  dues  at  the 
time  his  sickness  commenced  he  would  not  be  beneficial  and  a  payment 
made  thereafter  would  not  make  him  so,  even  though  he  received  an 
official  certificate  for  the  payment.  If,  however,  he  made  a  payment 
before  he  was  taken  sick  which  placed  him  in  good  standing  then 
he  became  beneficial. 

Whether  or  not  the  brother  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  he  was 
taken  sick,  it  is  competent  for  him  if  he  desires  to  do  so,  to  pay  dues, 
and  for  the  proper  officer  of  the  lodge  to  receipt  him  therefor,  but  such 
payments  if  made  would  not  place  him  in  good  standing  if  he  was  in 
arrears  as  stated  when  he  was  taken  sick. 

No.  15.  Question. — A  member  in  good  standing  sends  to  his  lodge 
his  resignation  and  his  resignation  is  accepted.  A  few  days  later  he 
goes  into  a  retail  liquor  business.  The  lodge  neglected  to  bring  charges 
against  him.  He  remained  in  said  business  a  year  or  so  and  disposed 
of  his  business.  Later  on  he  made  application  to  be  admitted  in  his 
former  lodge  as  an  ancient  Odd  Fellow.  Can  he  be  admitted  as  such, 
or  should  charges  be  preferred  against  him  for  evading  the  laws  of 
the  Order?  Some  claim  that  after  a  member  has  resigned  his  member¬ 
ship  the  lodge  has  no  more  jurisdiction  over  him,  and  no  charges  can 
be  preferred  against  him? 

Decision. — Under  the  laws  of  the  Order  a  written  resignation  severs 
the  connection  of  a  brother  finally  and  entirely  with  the  Order,  pro¬ 
vided  he  is  in  good  standing  in  his  lodge  at  the  time  of  such  resignation. 
White’s  Digest  of  1895,  Section  717. 

A  brother  cannot  resign  unless  in  good  standing.  White’s  Digest  of 
1895,  Section  718. 

If  the  resignation  is  properly  made  he  is  not,  under  the  law  as  set 
forth  in  Section  717,  of  Digest  above,  any  longer  in  any  respect  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge. 

If  a  member  went  into  the  saloon  business  since  January  1st,  1896, 
prior  to  resignation,  charges  should  have  been  preferred  against  him, 
but  if  he  was  in  good  standing  and  only  engaged  in  the  business  after 
resigning,  and  subsequently  retired  from  the  business,  and  applied  for 
membership  in  his  lodge  as  an  ancient  Odd  Fellow,  he  could  be  re¬ 
ceived  or  rejected  as  the  lodge  might  determine,  and  the  lodge  in  pass¬ 
ing  on  his  application  for  admission  might  well  consider  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  his  resignation,  and  his  subsequent  conduct  in  engaging  in 
the  saloon  business,  and  if  he  resigned  to  evade  the  law  he  should  not 
be  admitted. 

No.  16.  Question. — If  a  member  shall  violate  the  laws  of  the  Order 
by  becoming  a  saloon  keeper,  I  understand  that  the  law  provides  that 
he  shall  be  expelled.  In  case  no  one  volunteers  to  prefer  charges,  does 
the  law  make  it  the  d  lty  of  any  particular  member  to  prefer  charges, 
and  if  it  does,  who  is  the  one  that  must  prefer  charges? 

Decision. — The  penalty  to  be  inflicted  upon  an  Odd  Fellow  or  bar¬ 
tender  contrary  to  the  law  of  our  Order,  and  who  at  the  time  of  his 
conviction  continues  in  such  business  is  expulsion;  but  if  the  offending 
member  has  prior  to  his  conviction  in  good  faith  discontinued  such 
business,  then  the  penalty  is  such  as  may  be  determined  by  the  trial 
lodge.  See  Decision  No.  18,  of  Grand  Sire,  Journal  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  1903,  pages  22  and  23  and  the  law  there  cited. 
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If  the  lodge  of  which  such  a  brother  is  a  member  knows  of  the  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  law,  its  duty  is  to  prefer  charges  against  the  offending 
brother.  Decision  of  Grand  Sire,  No.  12,  Journal  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  1903. 

If  the  local  law  does  not  regulate  or  provide  by  whom  charges  are  to 
be  preferred,  then  the  duty  would  specially  devolve  upon  the  Noble 
Grand  and  Vice  Grand  as  the  principal  officers  of  the  lodge,  to  make 
such  charges,  and  also  in  the  absence  of  any  local  regulation  any 
member  of  the  lodge  having  knowledge  of  such  violation  would  be 
authorized  to  prefer  charges. 

No.  17.  Question. — Must  the  funeral  ceremony  adopted  in  1903  be 
used  exclusively,  or  may  lodges  continue  to  use  the  old  form  if  they  so 
prefer? 

Decision. — The  funeral  ceremony  adopted  in  1903  must  be  used  ex¬ 
clusively.'  The  resolution  providing  for  the  preparation  and  report  of 
this  ceremony  found  on  Journal  of  1902,  page  947,  and  the  Report  No.  21 
in  Journal  of  1903,  page  288,  provides  that  the  ceremony  shall  be 
“  up-to-date,  uniform  and  impressive.”  This  report  as  amended  was 
adopted,  but  none  of  the  amendments  sought  to  change  the  above  re¬ 
quirement  indicated  both  in  the  resolution  and  the  report.  At  the  date 
of  rendering  this  decision  (January  22nd,  1904),  I  am  not  advised 
whether  the  new  funeral  ceremony  of  1903  has  been  prepared  in  book 
form  for  sale  and  transmission  to  the  Order.  Until  the  new  form  is 
accessible,  it  is  permissible  out  of  necessity,  to  use  the  old  form. 

No.  18.  Question  1. — Can  a  Noble  Grand,  whose  term  of  office  ex¬ 
pires  January  1st,  1904,  be  elected  secretary  of  a  subordinate  lodge  for 
the  ensuing  year? 

Question  2. — If  so  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  Past  Grand’s  charge  at 
initiation? 

Decision. — On  the  first  question  I  answer,  yes. 

To  the  second  question  the  answer  is,  no,  he  is  relieved  of  the  duty 
by  the  lodge  having  elected  and  installed  him  as  secretary.  He  would 
be  competent  to  give  the  charge  and  could  do  so  voluntarily  if  not  in 
conflict  with  his  immediate  duties  in  the  lodge  as  secretary,  but  could 
not  claim  the  right,  and  could  not  be  required  to  do  so. 

No.  19.  Question. — Complaint  having  been  made  against  a  brother 
and  the  N.  G.  having  appointed  an  investigating  committee,  can  the 
brother  resign  his  membership  before  the  investigating  committee  has 
reported? 

In  other  words  is  a  brother  “  under  charges  ”  from  the  time  complaint 
is  made,  or  is  he  not  under  charges  until  the  investigating  committee 
has  preferred  charges? 

Decision. — If  formal  regular  charges  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
your  Jurisdiction  have  been  preferred  and  are  pending  against  a  brother 
he  cannot  resign. 

If,  however,  only  an  informal  complaint  has  been  made  and  the 
subject  has  .only  been  referred  to  a  committee  to  investigate  and  report 
whether  charges  should  be  preferred,  he  can  resign  before  any  regular 
formal  charges  have  been  preferred. 
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No.  20.  Statement  and  Question. — In  the  month  of  May,  1900,  a 
member  of  the  Order  of  this  Jurisdiction  purchased  a  summer  hotel,  with 
bar  attached,  at  Put-in-Bay,  Ohio,  and  has  continuously  owned  that 
hotel  and  owns  it  now,  and  it  has  been  his  custom  during  the  summer 
months  of  June,  July  and  August  to  open  and  conduct  that  hotel  as 
a  summer  hotel,  and  at  the  same  time,  in  connection  therewith,  open 
and  conduct  a  bar  in  the  hotel  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold  as 
a  beverage.  During  the  winter  months  he  teaches  school.  At  the 
present  time  he  is  teaching  school,  and  while  he  is  now  offering  his 
hotel,  with  the  bar  attached  for  sale  and  proposes  to  sell  it  and  not 
open  it  again,  if  he  can  find  a  purchaser  upon  terms  of  sale  satisfactory 
to  himself,  yet  if  he  does  not  find  such  a  purchaser  between  now  and 
the  summer  season,  he  then  proposes  to  open  the  hotel  with  the  bar  at¬ 
tached  and  conduct  it  as  he  has  conducted  it  during  the  past  three 
years. 

Question. — Is  he  a  saloon  keeper? 

Decision. — He  is  a  saloon  keeper  if  he  is  the  proprietor  or  manager 
of  the  bar,  and  he  is  a  bar  tender  if  he  attends  to  the  bar  himself. 
If  he  should  in  good  faith  lease  or  rent  out  the  bar  privilege  to  another 
and  should  retain  no  interest  or  control  in  it  he  would  not  be  a  saloon 
keeper. 

No.  21.  Statement  and  Question. — Rockspring  Lodge,  No.  9,  I.  O.  O.  F., 
of  this  Jurisdiction  has  the  following  by-laws:  A  brother  in  good 
standing  being  taken  sick  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  six  months 
sickness  at  the  rate  of  $7.00  per  week  and  $5.00  per  week  thereafter 
until  one  year  of  such  sickness  and  $2.00  thereafter  as  long  as  his  sick¬ 
ness  continues. 

A  brother  of  said  lodge  was  reported  sick  with  heart  trouble,  and  the 
lodge  paid  him  the  weekly  benefit  of  $7.00  for  26  weeks  and  paid  him 
thereafter  for  eleven  (11)  weeks  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  per  week,  when  he 
was  reported  cured  on  July  22nd,  1903,  and  taken  off  the  sick  list. 

The  same  brother  on  November  12th  was  again  reported  sick  with 
the  same  disease  heart  trouble.  The  question  is  whether  the  brother 
is  entitled  to  again  commence  with  $7.00  per  week,  or  should  he  receive 
$5.00  per  week  as  a  continuous  sickness. 

Decision. — If  when  the  brother  was  taken  off  the  sick  list  he  and  the 
lodge  in  good  faith  believed  he  was  cured  and  nearly  four  months 
elapsed  before  a  recurrence  of  his  trouble  or  sickness,  he  should  for 
his  last  reported  sickness  draw  benefits  commencing  with  $7.00  per 
week  as  provided  by  the  By-Laws  of  said  lodge. 

No.  22.  Statement. — In  1895,  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  and  who  has  since  continuously  been  a  member  of  the  Order  in 
good  standing  to  this  date  bought  a  certain  building  and  opened  in  it  a 
grocery  and  saloon  and  continued  to  own  and  operate  this  grocery  and 
saloon  until  the  16th  day  of  September,  1902,  when  he  bargained  and 
sold  the  saloon  furniture,  fixtures  and  business  to  another  party,  and 
gave  this  other  party  possession  November  2,  1902.  On  October  8, 
1902,  this  member  of  the  Order  contracted  for  another  building  in 
the  same  city  and  on  November  2,  1902,  obtained  a  deed  for  the  same. 
At  the  time  there  were  two  tenants  in  this  last  mentioned  building 
who  were  running  restaurants  therein,  but  without  a  bar  attached. 
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This  member  of  the  Order  gave  these  tenants  notice  that  he  wanted 
possession,  but  they  could  not  and  did  not  give  him  possession  until 
February  1,  1903.  In  the  mean  time  between  November  2,  1902,  and 
February  1,  1903,  he  began  to  make  some  improvements  upon  the  pro¬ 
perty  and  as  soon  as  he  got  full  possession  on  February  1,  1903,  he 
then  further  remodeled  this  second  building  and  on  May  28,  1903, 
opened  therein  a  restaurant  with  a  bar  attached  wherein  intoxicating 
liquors  were  sold  as  a  beverage  and  to  be  drank  upon  the  premises 
where  sold.  During  all  these  years  from  1895  continuously  to  the 
present  time  this  member  of  the  Order  has  held  his  Federal  Government 
license,  but  some  time  during  the  month  of  December,  1902,  sold  and 
gave  up  his  state  license  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  known  as  the  Dow  tax 
and  then  took  out  another  state  license  known  as  the  Dow  tax  in  April 
1903,  and  during  all  said  interim  between  September  16,  1902  and  May 
28,  1903,  he  owned  and  held  in  storage  certain  liquors  in  bond  in  a 
bonded  warehouse  in  Kentucky  and  also  certain  other  liquors,  known 
as  case  goods,  he  took  out  of  his  old  place  when  he  vacated  the  old 
place  in  November  2,  1902,  and  stored  them  in  a  barn  in  the  city  of  his 
residence  and  when  he  opened  his  new  place  in  May,  1903,  removed 
them  to  the  new  place.  For  the  new  place  he  purchased  a  new  set  of 
bar  fixtures  and  furniture.  These  were  ordered  in  January,  1903,  and 
placed  in  his  new  place  between  January,  1903  and  May,  1903.  When 
he  sold  out  his  grocery  and  saloon  in  the  first  mentioned  place,  in  the 
month  of  September,  1902,  it  was  his  intention  to  re-engage  in  the 
restaurant  and  saloon  business  as  soon  as  he  could  get  a  new  location 
ready. 

Question. — Did  he  quit  the  saloon  business  and  re-engage  in  the 
same?  You  will  find  the  question  of  “Quitting  and  Re-engaging”  dis¬ 
cussed  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journals  as  follows: 

1896,  Dec.  88,  pp.  14679,  14948,  15019. 

1896,  104,  pp.  14681,  14948,  15019. 

1901,  23,  pp.  29,  332,  345. 

1903,  10,  pp.  19,  284,  314. 

Decision. — Yes,  he  did  quit  the  saloon  business  and  re-engage  in  the 
same. 

No.  23.  Statement  and  Question ,  to-wit. — We  have  had  considerable 
trouble  in  Kentucky  in  regard  to  lodge  jurisdiction  and  I  desire  to 
present  this  question  to  you  for  your  decision. 

Should  we  always  adhere  strictly  to  the  air-line  rule  and  not  take 
into  consideration  the  accessibility  or  inaccessibility  of  the  lodges? 

Decision. — You  inadvertently  omitted  sending  me  a  copy  of  your  law 
upon  the  subject.  Whether  your  rule  is  fixed  in  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Lodge  Constitution  or  general  legislation  it  would  have  to  be  followed, 
and  I  could  not  construe  it  without  having  it  before  me.  If,  however, 
you  have  no  fixed  rule  by  constitution  or  general  legislation,  then  it  is 
competent  for  your  Grand  Lodge  to  enact  a  provision  regulating  the 
subject  of  lodge  jurisdiction  with  respect  to  the  reception  of  members, 
and  in  doing  so  could  name  distance  by  air-line  or  by  the  nearest  prae-. 
ticable  travel  route.  Under  the  law  upon  the  subject  as  set  forth  in 
Sections  626  and  629  of  White’s  Digest  of  1895,  Subordinate  Grand 
Bodies  can  regulate  this  subject  in  the  matter  of  fixing  the  rule  as  to 
computing  distance  by  air-line;  or  by  the  nearest  practicable  travel 
route  accessibility. 
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If  you  desire  a  more  definite  decision,  and  will  send  me  a  copy  of 
your  law  on  the  subject,  I  will  render  a  decision  construing  it.  Of 
course  if  you  have  no  definite  law  construing  it,  then  the  action  of  your 
Grand  Lodge  in  any  particular  case  would  become  a  precedent. 

No.  24.  Statement,  question  and  citation  from  the  law  of  Kentucky. 
The  matter  in  dispute  is  between  Corbin  Lodge,  No.  52,  and  North 
Jellico  Lodge,  No.  320,  in  this  Jurisdiction  in  reference  to  taking  in 
members  from  Wilton,  Ky.  The  distances  as  measured  from  Wilton 
to  each  point  are  as  follows:  From  Wiltpn  to  Corbin  twenty-nine  thou¬ 
sand  (29,000)  feet;  from  Wilton  to  North  Jellico,  eighteen  thousand, 
six  hundred  and  forty  (18,640)  feet  by  actual  measurement.  The  ques¬ 
tion  is:  Is  it  lawful  for  Corbin  to  take  in  members  from  Wilton? 
And  if  they  do  so,  should  the  fees  be  paid  to  North  Jellico? 

However,  Corbin  claims  to  be  more  accessible  to  Wilton  on  account 
of  a  railroad  between  the  two  points,  while  between  North  Jellico  and 
Wilton  there  is  only  a  mountainous  road.  How  as  to  the  law  covering 
this  case? 

At  the  February  session  of  1844,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “  No  lodge  shall  be  privileged  to  initiate  any  gentleman  who  shall 
be  remote  from  his  permanent  residence  and  at  or  near  whose  residence 
there  shall  be  a  lodge  located,  without  the  consent  of  said  lodge.” 
From  this  action  of  1844,  Digest  Granci  Lodge  of  Ky.  of  1874,  has  this 
section:  “ Must  have  consent  of  nearest  lodge.  No  lodge  shall  initiate 
a  person  at  or  near  whose  residence  a  lodge  is  located,  without  the 
consent  of  said  lodge.”  In  the  Digest  of  1874,  is  also  the  following  sec¬ 
tion:  “Depositing  Card.  A  brother  holding  a  permanent  card,4  who 
may  wish  to  deposit  for  membership,  must  deposit  it  in  a  lodge  nearest 
his  place  of  residence,  unless  such  lodge  consent  to  his  depositing  it 
in  a  distant  lodge.”  The  same  Digest  has  the  following  section: 
“  Initiation  of  persons  at  places  remote  from  their  residence.  No  lodge 
shall  initiate  a  person  at  or  near  whose  residence  a  lodge  is  located 
without  the  consent  of  said  lodge,  though  it  may  be  a  German  desirous 
of  joining  a  lodge  working  in  that  language.” 

Sections  78,  79  and  80  of  the  Digest  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ky.,  1895, 
bear  on  the  same  subject.  They  are  as  follows:  Section  78:  “ Must 

apply  to  lodge  nearest  his  residence.  It  is  competent  for  a  lodge  to 
receive  and  act  upon  a  petition  of  a  person  from  an  adjoining  county, 
.  provided  the  lodge  petitioned  was  nearest  to  the  residence  of  the 
petition  and  in  the  same  Jurisdiction.” 

Section  79:  “To  give  or  withhold  its  consent  for  another  lodge  to 
receive  the  petition.  A  lodge  to  give  or  withhold  its  consent  for  another 
lodge  to  receive  the  petition  of  an  applicant  living  within  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  first,  must  by  the  usual  mode  of  voting  in  the  lodge,  de¬ 
termine  by  a  majority  vote.” 

Section  80:  “Must  make  application  in  the  lodge  nearest  his  resi¬ 
dence  or  get  its  consent  to  petition  another.  A  German  desirous  of 
joining  a  lodge  working  in  the  German  language,  and  residing  nearer 
a  lodge  working  in  the  English  language,  must  first  obtain  the  consent 
of  said  lodge.” 

In  1899,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ky.,  on  page  7340,  adopted  a  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Grievances,  which  is  as  follows:  “We  your  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Grievances,  find  that  Grove  Lodge  No.  274,  should  pay  to 
Willis  Lodge,  No.  9,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00),  that  being  the 
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amount  received  by  said  Grove  Lodge,  No.  274,  for  intiation  and  degrees 
conferred  on  Sam  Herndon,  who  resided  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Willis 
Lodge,  No.  9,  and  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  so  direct  Grove 
Lodge,  No.  274.”  This  was  a  case  where  Grove  Lodge,  No.  274,  had  in¬ 
itiated  a  member  living  closer  to  Willis  Lodge,  No.  9,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  required  Grove  Lodge,  No.  274,  to  pay  the  Willis  Lodge,  No.  9, 
the  fees.” 

Decision. — Under  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  above 
cited,  Corbin  Lodge,  No.  52,  cannot  take  in  members  from  Wilton  with¬ 
out  the  consent  of  North  Jellico  Lodge,  No.  320.  See  White’s  Digest  of 
1895,  Sections  626  and  629. 

No.  25.  It  is  not  lawful  for  the  officers  of  a  subordinate  lodge  to  wear 
jewels  in  lieu  of  regalia  either  in  their  work  or  when  open  in  the  third 
degree. 

No.  26.  '  Statement. — In  December,  1903,  when  electing  officers  of  the 
lodge  and  representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  subordinate  lodge  had 
no  qualified  member  who  could  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1904,  there¬ 
fore,  that  lodge  elected  a  Past  Grand  of  another  subordinate  lodge  as 
proxy  representative  to  represent  them  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  After  the 
installation  of  officers  of  said  lodge  the  Noble  Grand  of  that  lodge  be¬ 
came  a  Past  Grand,  and  eligible  to  be  elected  a  representative  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Section  2,  of  Article  V,  of  the  uniform  constitution,  for  subordinate 
lodges  of  Alabama  reads: 

Any  lodge  that  is  entitled  to  a  representative  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  not  having  a  qualified  member  who  can  attend  the  Grand  Lodge 
session,  may  elect  a  Past  Grand  of  any  other  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
who  is  in  good  standing  in  his  lodge  as  a  proxy  representative  of  the 
lodge,  but  such  representative  cannot  represent  more  than  one  lodge. 

Question. — Can  that  lodge  after  having  elected  a  proxy  representative 
in  December,  1903,  to  represent  it  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1904,  anull  the 
election  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  elect  a  qualified 
Past  Grand  of  their  own  lodge  to  represent  the  lodge  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama  of  1904? 

Decision. — Assuming  that  the  election  for  representative  was  had  at 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  your  local  law,  the  election 
can  not  be  annulled,  notwithstanding  thereafter  the  Noble  Grand  of  the 
lodge  electing  became  a  Past  Grand.  If,  however,  the  representative 
elect,  should  resign  or  a  vacancy  otherwise  occur,  the  same  could  be 
filled  as  your  law  may  prescribe  and  the  Past  Grand  of  the  lodge  electing 
would  then  be  eligible. 

No.  27.  I  have  your  favor,  enclosing  a  communication  addressed  to 
you  by  Elmore  W.  Kilbourne,  in  which  he  states  that  he  is  a  holder  of 
a  withdrawal  card  from  Regia  Lodge,  No.  6,  Havana,  Cuba,  which 
expires  the  27th  of  July  next,  and  that  he  desires  to  join  a  lodge  in  the 
United  States,  but  finds  he  cannot  be  admitted  until  he  has  been  six 
months  in  the  State  and  setting  forth  that  he  is  a  soldier  of  the  United 
States  Army,  and  not  probable  that  he  would  ever  be  six  months  in 
one  place,  and  that  his  card  would  expire  before  his  six  months  resi¬ 
dence  had  been  acquired,  and  asking  whether  he  could  obtain  permis- 
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sion  to  join  before  he  had  been  a  resident  of  a  State  six  months.  In 
reply  I  beg  to  say  first,  the  Grand  Sire  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  case 
to  grant  any  permission,  as  the  matter  is  one  for  regulation  by  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  Jurisdictions.  In  other  words  it  is  a 
matter  of  local  legislation  as  to  what  residence  shall  be  required  be¬ 
fore  an  application  could  be  made  for  admission.  See  White’s  Digest  of 
1895,  Sections  626  and  629.  It  is  also  provided  that  soldiers  of  the 
United  States  army  become  eligible  for  admission  by  being  stationed 
in  a  State.  See  White’s  Digest,  Section  625. 

The  fact  that  the  brother  holds  a  card  from  a  lodge  at  work  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  gives  no  right 
to  deposit  the  same  in  a  lodge  working  under  a  Subordinate  Grand 
Lodge,  except  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  regard  to  residence  of  such 
Grand  Lodge. 

See  also  Decision  102,  Journal  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  of  1897, 
page  15,176  and  report  No.  105,  page  15,534,  and  adoption  of  report  ap¬ 
pearing  on  page  15584. 

No.  28.  Statement. — A  brother  joins  our  lodge  in  December,  1903, 
and  on  the  15th  of  March  1904,  he  is  killed  by  accident.  He  is  in  good 
standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  but  was  entirely  without  means  and 
his  relatives  were  unable  to  bear  any  portion  of  the  expense  of  the 
funeral. 

Section  7  and  Section  9,  of  Article  XII,  constitution  fo*  subordinate 
lodges,  provides  that  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  the  brother  must  have 
been  a  contributing  member  for  six  months.  To  bury  the  dead  is  one 
of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  Order. 

Question. — Can  a  lodge  under  the  conditions  stated  1  gaily  refuse  to 
pay  the  expense  of  the  funeral,  it  having  had  full  charge  of  it,  and  its 
officers  having  made  all  the  preliminary  arrargements,  the  lodge  as  a 
lodge  taking  no  action  as  the  death  and  funeral  all  occurred  between 
two  regular  meeting  nights? 

Decision. — Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  have  the  power  to  authorize 
subordinate  lodges  to  provide  that  members  admitted  shall  not  be  bene¬ 
ficial  until  a  reasonable  time  thereafter,  see  White’s  Digest  of  1895, 
Section  78,  last  clause  therein. 

In  the  case  referred  4o  in  that  section,  the  objection  was  that  a  lodge 
had  undertaken  to  make  one  class  beneficial  after  three  months  and 
another  after  six  months,  and  it  was  held  that  that  sort  of  division 
could  not  be  made  and  that  the  longest  period  named  was  null  and  void 
but  the  principle  was  sustained. 

This  rule  may  be  also  applied  to  card  members,  see  Digest,  Section  14. 
See  also  decision  number  37,  Journal  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1903, 
page  29. 

I  therefore  hold  that  the  lodge  could  legally  refuse  to  pay  expenses 
of  the  funeral  in  the  case  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  statement.  Under 
the  present  law  the  propriety  of  having  such  a  rule  as  to  newly  admitted 
members  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  several  Juris¬ 
dictions  respectively. 

No.  29.  Statement  and  Questions. — A  secretary  of  a  certain  lodge  in 
this  Jurisdiction  wired  the  secretary  of  another  lodge  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction  asking  what  amount  the  lodge  allowed  for  funeral  expenses. 
The  Noble  Grand  of  the  lodge  replied:  “Funeral  benefits,  $30.00.  Pay 
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same  and  we  will  remit.”  The  funeral  was  under  the  direction  and 
charge  of  the  lodge  wiring  for  information,  but  all  the  regular  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  funeral  were  paid  by  the  widow  of  the  deceased  brother. 
The  lodge  wiring  for  amount  of  funeral  expenses,  etc.,  expended  $5.00 
for  a  floral  offering,  and  $8.00  for  carriage  hire,  etc.,  as  the  funeral  oc¬ 
curred  on  the  day  of  a  very  bad  sleet  storm. 

Question  first,  is  the  lodge  to  which  this  brother  belonged  legally 
liable  for  any  part  of  the  $13.00  so  expended? 

Question  second,  is  the  lodge  to  which  this  brother  belonged  morally 
liable  for  any  part  of  the  $13.00  so  expended? 

Decision. — To  first  question  the  answer  is  “  No.”  See  Journal  of 
1897,  decision  number  31,  page  15,168  and  pages  15,534,  15,584.  Also 
Journal  of  1898,  decision  number  68,  page  15,578  and  pages  16,071, 
16,116. 

The  above  decisions  relate  to  carriage  and  railroad  fare  at  funeral, 
and  holds  same  not  legally  authorized. 

Payment  for  flowers  is  not  legally  authorized  except  from  five  per 
cent  contingent  funds,  see  Journal  of  1899,  decision  number  147,  pages 
39,  365  and  394,  construing  Section  378  of  White’s  Digest  of  1895. 

To  the  second  question  the  answer  is  “  Yes,”  to  the  extent  of  $8.00 
for  carriage  hire,  under  the  facts  as  stated,  that  expenditure  being  reas¬ 
onably  necessary,  but  not  for  the  floral  offering  as  that,  while  a  com¬ 
mendable  fraternal  tribute,  was  not  in  any  sense  necessary. 

No.  30.  Statement  and  Question. — A  question  has  arisen  in  our 
Jurisdiction  in  regard  to  a  matter  which,  while  not  of  paramount  im¬ 
portance,  perhaps  ought  to  be  decided. 

The  general  rules  of  our  Order  provide  that  all  business  shall  be 
transacted  in  the  Third  Degree.  Our  State  Constitution,  provides  if  a 
brother  is  advanced  from  one  Degree  to  another  he  shall  pass  a  satis¬ 
factory  examination  in  open  lodge,  in  regard  to  his  proficiency  in  the 
preceding  Degree. 

The  question  is  this:  A  brother  has  been  voted  the  Second  Degree 
on  regular  application  for  same  in  the  Third  Degree.  The  lodge  is 
closed  in  the  Third  Degree  and  opened  in  the  First  Degree  and  the 
brother  admitted  for  examination,  is  it  necessary,  after  the  brother  has 
retired,  for  the  lodge  to  close  in  the  First  Degree  and  re-open  in  the 
Third  Degree  to  ask  the  question  whether  the  members  are  satisfied 
with  the  examination?  Or  can  the  question  be  asked  and  answered 
while  the  lodge  is  open  in  the  First  Degree? 

Decision. — It  is  necessary  to  close  in  the  First  and  re-open  in  the 
Third  Degree  for  said  purpose. 

No.  31.  Questions. — 1st.  Is  it  proper,  in  a  degree  staff,  for  any  other 
member  of  the  Order  than  the  Noble  Grand  or  a  Past  Grand  to  occupy 
the  chair  of  a  Noble  Grand? 

2nd.  In  a  degree  staff  is  it  proper  for  any  other  member  of  the  Order 
to  occupy  the  chair  of  the  Vice  Grand,  other  than  the  Vice  Grand,  a 
Past  Grand  or  a  Past  Vice  Grand? 

3d.  In  a  Rebekah  lodge  which  has  a  nurse  fund,  for  sisters  only,  if  a 
sister  entitled  to  this  nurse  fund  becomes  sick  while  in  good  standing, 
and  a  nurse  be  provided  for  her  to  be  paid  out  of  the  nurse  fund,  but 
during  the  continuance  of  her  sickness  she  becomes  in  arrears  for  dues, 
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is  she  still  entitled,  during  that  sickness,  to  the  continuance  of  the  nurse 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  nurse  fund? 

Decision. — To  the  first  question  the  answer  is  No,  except  that  in  the 
absence  of  the  Noble  Grand  the  Vice  Grand  may  also  occupy  the  chair 
of  Noble  Grand. 

To  second  question  the  answer  is  No. 

To  third  question  the  answer  is  No. 

No.  32.  In  the  definition  of  intoxicating  liquors,  relating  to  the  law 
of  the  Order  on  the  subject,  reference  should  be  had  to  the  ordinary 
meaning  of  the  English  language,  but  I  find  it  is  appropriate  also  to 
consider  the  expressions  of  the  highest  court  of  states  in  regard  to  same 
subject  where  it  was  the  question  involved  in  the  decision. 

As  our  Order  conforms  to  law  we  should  give  proper  force  and  respect 
to  the  judgment  of  the  courts  of  last  resort  where  an  important  question 
which  concerns  our  Order  was  judicially  determined. 

No.  33.  The  effect  of  amendment  adopted  to  your  subordinate  con¬ 
stitution  by  your  Grand  Lodge  is  to  provide  that  all  degrees  must  be 
conferred  without  any  other  ballot  therefor  than  the  original  balloting 
for  initiatory,  and  your  question  is  whether  such  provision  dispensing 
with  balloting  for  degrees  separately  is  in  harmony  with  existing  laws 
of  the  Order. 

Decision. — Construing  the  law  as  set  forth  in  White’s  Digest  of  1895, 
Sections  260  and  267  together,  such  a  provision  is  legal,  not  as  dispens¬ 
ing  with  balloting,  but  as  balloting  for  the  degrees  and  the  initiatory 
together. 

No.  34.  Statement  and  Question.  Our  law  requires  that  a  member 
shall  notify  some  lodge  of  his  sickness  and  if  he  shall  neglect  to  do 
so  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits.  A  member  received  his  benefits 
up  to  the  time  he  left  for  parts  unknown  and  later  presented  a  claim 
for  benefits,  during  the  time  of  his  absence  his  lodge  searched  in  vain 
for  information  of  his  whereabouts. 

Did  the  member  forfeit  his  right  to  benefits  without  notice  to  either 
lodge? 

Decision. — The  provision  requiring  a  member  absent  from  his  lodge 
to  notify  another  lodge  where  he  is  of  his  sickness,  is  a  reasonable  reg¬ 
ulation  and  if  a  member  does  not  comply  with  it  if  there  was  a  lodge 
near  enough  to  him  to  be  reasonably  accessible  to  notice  and  if  his 
physical  or  mental  condition  was  not  such  as  to  render  him  incapable  of 
giving  the  notice,  then  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  benefits. 

No.  35.  Question  and  Statement. — Whenever  it  shall  become  neces¬ 
sary  for  any  sick  brother  of  this  lodge  to  have  sitters-up,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  N.  G.  and  V.  G.  to  procure  a  nurse,  whose  pay  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  per  week  and  the  expense  of  same 
shall  be  assessed  pro  rata  upon  the  members  of  the  lodge.  Art.  5,  Sec. 
5,  Uniform  Constitutions  for  sub.  lodges  of  N.  J.,  reads  as  follows:  “  The 
regular  contribution  to  the  lodge  fund  shall  be  such  sums  per  week  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws.  The  lodge  may  by  by-law  require  such 
further  contributions  for  Educational  Fund,  Widows  and  Orphans  Fund, 
Home  for  Aged  and  Indigent  Odd  Fellows  funeral  benefits,  or  either 
or  all  of  them  as  the  lodge  may  determine  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present.” 
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Decision. — The  by-law  is  legal  as  the  assessments  mentioned  are 
made,  as  occasion  arises  for  same  and  does  not  conflict  with  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  constitution  quoted  which  refers  to  regular  contributions 
to  the  lodge  funds. 

No.  36.  I  have  your  favor  of  June  23,  in  which  you  submit  copy  of 
section  one,  article  two  of  your  constitution  as  follows: 

Article  II.  Membership. — Section  I. — A  candidate  for  initiation  shall 
be  a  white  man,  having  attained  the  age  of  21  years,  be  of  sound  health, 
of  good  moral  character  and  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme 
Being,  the  Creator  and  preserver  of  the  universe.  An  applicant  for 
membership  shall  ordinarily  present  his  petition  to  the  nearest  lodge, 
but  where  two  or  more  lodges  exist  in  the  same  community,  he  may  elect 
to  apply  to  either.  This  rule  shall  have  special  force  in  cities  and 
towns  connected  by  street  railway,  and  where  “  nearest  does  not  have 
weight,”  the  purpose  being  to  allow  the  applicant  to  affiliate  with  the 
lodge  of  his  choice.  But  all  candidates  for  initiation  must  reside  in  the 
state  of  Alabama,  except  such  candidates  as  may  apply  from  other 
states,  who  have  first  procured  permission  from  the  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Master  of  said  state  to  be  initiated  in  this  state.  No  saloon¬ 
keeper,  bar  tender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  this  Order. 

And  submitting  also  the  following  statement  and  questions:  “  In¬ 
closed  you  will  find  a  section  of  our  constitution,  also  questions  bearing 
upon  the  same,  which  I  would  like  your  opinion  in  regard  to  same. 

The  point  I  wish  to  know  is  this,  that  this  section  practically  leaves 
the  selection  of  the  lodge,  into  which  he  shall  go  to  the  choice  of  the 
applicant,  as  there  can  be  no  prescribed  boundary  to  a  community. 
Does  it  not?  This  being  so,  there  is  no  recourse  of  one  lodge  on  another 
for  the  fees. 

Our  former  constitution  was  very  explicit  in  that  an  applicant  for 
membership  should  apply  to  the  nearest  lodge,  but  it  seems  to  me  that 
in  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  it  leaves  it  to  be  the  choice  of  the 
applicant. 

I  also  claim  that  if  it  applies  to  those  who  ride  on  trolley  cars,  it 
would  apply  to  one  who  goes  cn  horseback,  or  in  a  carriage,  if  it  suits 
his  convenience  best  to  travel  that  way.  It  seems  that  it  is  not  a  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  how  a  man  shall  ride,  but  the  company  with  which  he  wishes 
to  mingle. 

It  has  been  decided  that  a  man  living  in  Bessemer,  under  this  con¬ 
stitution,  may  apply  for,  and  be  admitted  a  member  of  East  Lake  or 
Gate  City,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles  or  more,  connected  by  trolley  car 
lines,  though  the  passenger  is  compelled  to  change  cars  to  make  the 
distance. 

Decision. — You  do  not  state  whether  the  constitution  referred  to  is 
that  of  your  Grand  Lodge  or  the  constitution  for  the  subordinate  lodges, 
but  I  presume  it  is  the  latter  and  answer  your  question  on  that  view. 
If  this  article  and  section  is  a  part  of  your  Grand  Lodge  constitution, 
then  I  can  not  pass  upon  it,  as  the  Grand  Sire  can  not  determine  any 
question  arising  out  of  the  constitution  of  a  subordinate  Grand  Lodge. 

Under  this  provision  of  the  constitution  cited  the  only  restriction  as 
to  residence  and  application  is  that  the  lodge  to  which  he  applies  must 
be  in  a  community  of  his  residence,  and  if  two  or  more  lodges  are  at 
work  in  the  same  general  community  the  applicant  can  apply  to  either 
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and  should  another  lodge  in  the  same  community  he  nearer  his  resi¬ 
dence  it  could  not  claim  fees  of  the  one  admitting  him. 

No.  37.  The  general  law  on  the  subject  requires  that  in  order  for 
a  member  to  visit  on  an  official  certificate,  the  certificate  must  show  a 
payment  of  dues  in  advance  of  the  date  of  the  visit. 

No.  38.  Questions. — 1st. — A  brother  applies  for  his  withdrawal  card, 
same  is  granted,  but  by  the  usual  voting  sign,  instead  of  by  ball  ballot, 
as  prescribed  by  Section  No.  185,  White’s  Digest  1895;  before  the  card 
is  deposited  in  a  lodge,  the  holder  dies.  His  family  claim  the  death 
benefit,  the  lodge  declines  to  pay  same,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not 
a  member  of  the  lodge,  the  card  having  been  granted  him,  family  claims 
that  he  was  a  member  of  the  lodge,  as  the  card  was  illegally  granted, 
and  was  therefore  null  and  void.  What  would  be  your  decision  in  the 
case? 

2nd. — A  brother  applies  for  a  withdrawal  card,  same  is  granted  by  the 
usual  voting  sign,  card  is  deposited  in  another  lodge;  question,  was  it  a 
legal  card,  and  which  lodge  is  the  brother  a  member  of? 

3rd. — Our  charter  fee  in  Va.,  is  five  dollars,  do  holders  of  unexpired 
withdrawal  cards,  desiring  to  come  in  as  charter  members,  have  to  pay 
this  fee,  or  can  they  come  in  for  some  amount  tacitly  agreed  upon  by  the 
charters;  in  many  cases  these  parties  have  paid  fifteen  or  twenty 
dollars  already,  to  become  Odd  Fellows,  and  a  dollar  for  their  cards, 
and  if  they  have  to  pay  an  additional  sum  of  five  dollars,  it  works  a 
hardship  upon  them,  especially  as  they  come  in,  in  many  cases  to  assist 
in  starting  a  new  lodge. 

4th. — White’s  Digest,  1895,  Section  No.  1443,  says  that  a  Grand 
Master  can  not  consolidate  subordinate  lodges,  unless  his  Grand  Body 
has  enacted  legislation,  authorizing  him  so  to  do. 

In  Virginia  it  has  been  customary  for  Grand  Master’s  to  consolidate 
lodges,  though  the  Grand  Body  has  never  passed  any  law  on  the  subject, 
but  has  been  approving  the  consolidations.  Question,  have  I  the  right 
under  the  head  of  ‘  Good  of  the  Order  ’  to  grant  a  dispensation  allowing 
two  subordinates  to  consolidate? 

Decision—  On  first  question,  the  lodge  and  the  member  having  treated 
the  card  as  legally  issued,  he  was  estopped  in  his  life  time  from 
claiming  against  it,  and  so  were  those  claiming  under  him,  and  the 
lodge  is  not  liable  for  the  death  benefit.  See  White’s  Digest  of  1895, 
Section  190. 

2nd. — The  brother  is  a  member  of  the  lodge  in  which  the  card  is 
deposited,  see  White’s  Digest  of  1895,  Section  190. 

3rd. — The  matter  is  one  for  regulation  by  the  local  law  and  unless 
said  law  is  fully  set  out  no  decision  can  be  rendered  on  it. 

4th. — In  the  absence  of  legislation  by  a  Grand  Lodge,  no  legal  con¬ 
solidation  can  be  made  and  if  the  Grand  Master  undertakes  to  so  au¬ 
thorize  the  consolidation,  it  does  not  become  complete  or  take  effect 
until  the  approval  of  his  act  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  See  White’s  Digest 
of  1895,  Section  1444. 

No.  39.  Decision. — In  balloting  for  initiatory  and  other  degrees  it  is 
permissible  for  the  ballot  box  to  be  carried  to  the  Chairs  of  the  Noble 
Grand  and  Vice  Grand  and  no  other  officers.  A  decision  to  this  effect 
was  rendered  last  year  and  reported  last  session  and  approved  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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No.  40.  Decision. — Under  the  law  as  set  forth  in  Journal  of  1899, 
page  344,  report  No.  102,  a  visiting  card  or  official  certificate  paid  to  a 
date  later  than  when  presented,  and  properly  executed,  is  authority  for 
having  communicated  to  the  holder  from  another  Jurisdiction  the  A.  T. 
P.  W.,  if  he  passes  a  satisfactory  examination. 

If  the  visiting  brother  be  from  the  same  Jurisdiction  and  such  visit¬ 
ing  card  or  certificate  shows  advance  payment  and  he  passes  a  satis¬ 
factory  examination  he  is  entitled  to  have  communicated  to  him  the 
Semi  Annual  Pass  Word  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

No.  41.  Decision. — A  Grand  Lodge  whose  officers  are  elected  by  Past 
Grands’  casting  their  votes  in  their  subordinate  lodges  upon  a  fixed 
meeting  night  each  year,  does  not  have  the  right  under  the  general 
law  of  the  Order  to  enact  a  law  permitting  a  Past  Grand  when  away 
from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge,  upon  presentation  of  proper  cre¬ 
dentials,  to  cast  his  vote  in  another  lodge  in  the  same  Jurisdiction. 

He  can  only  vote  in  his  own  Lodge,  see  White’s  Digest  of  1895, 
Section  1120. 

Nor  can  he  vote  by  proxy,  White’s  Digest  of  1895,  Section  1122,  see 
also  Journal  of  1851,  page  1737,  and  report  of  committee  on  state  of 
the  Order  thereon,  page  1754  which  report  was  adopted. 

REBEKAH  LODGE  DECISIONS. 

No.  42.  I  have  your  favor,  and  also  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  referred  to,  and  constitution  for  Rebekah  lodges  in  your 
Jurisdiction  on  the  subject  of  attentive  benefits  in  Rebekah  lodges,  and 
the  manner  of  providing  for  the  same.  The  following  is  submitted: 

Decision. — Under  Section  36,  of  the  Rebekah  code  any  Grand  Body 
having  jurisdiction  may  provide  for  requiring  only  the  sisters  in 
Rebekah  lodges  to  perform  the  service  of  watching  with  the  sick  and 
may  require  only  the  sisters  to  watch  with  sick  sisters  leaving  the 
watching  for  and  by  brothers  to  the  subordinate  lodges.  Under  Sections 
90  to  96  inclusive  of  the  constitution  for  the  Rebekah  assembly  of  Ohio, 
it  is  provided  or  clearly  contemplated  that  only  the  sisters  shall  per¬ 
form  the  service  of  watching  with ,  the  sick,  and  that  they  shall  only 
watch  with  sick  sisters.  Said  provisions  do  not  contemplate  any  watch¬ 
ing  with  sick  brothers  and  no  requirement  for  brothers  to  watch  with 
the  sick  of  Rebekah  lodges  as  such. 

Under  such  provisions  of  the  constitution  for  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
of  Ohio,  an  assessment  cannot  be  levied  upon  brothers  of  a  Rebekah 
lodge  for  nursing  sick  or  disabled  sisters,  but  such  assessment  may  be 
levied  and  collected  of  sisters  for  such  purpose. 

Under  said  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  said  assembly  a  Rebekah 
lodge  may  provide  for  employment  of  nurses  to  watch  with  sick  sisters 
by  levying  an  assessment  of  a  fixed  sum  therefor,  or  by  detailing  sisters 
for  watch  service. 

Under  Section  14,  of  the  Rebekah  code  of  1900  this  regulation  seems 
to  be  within  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction. 

Attentive  benefits  is  one  of  the  declared  objects  and  purposes  of 
Rebekah  lodges.  See  1st  paragraph,  Rebekah  code  of  1900,  under  the 
head  of  “  Objects  and  Purposes.”  See  also  Decision  No.  56  of  Grand 
Sire  Cable,  Journal  of  1902,  pages  539,  988  and  1004. 

Rebekah  lodges,  however,  are  not  authorized  to  pay  sick  benefits  or 
funeral  benefits  or  expenses  as  such,  but  in  proper  cases  this  may  be 
done  as  a  charitable  donation.  See  Decision  of  Grand  Sire  Cable,  No. 
55,  page  539,  Journal  of  1902. 
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No.  43.  At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  fol¬ 
lowing  was  adopted:  “That  the  title  ‘Grand’  be  abolished  in  all  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  of  Rebekahs  as  a  prefix  to  official  title.”  See  Journal, 
1903,  pages  353,  372  and  392.  As  the  language  in  this  resolution  is 
ambiguous  and  interpretation  thereof  has  been  asked  for,  on  said 
question  I  submit  the  following: 

Decision. — There  is  nothing  in  Rebekah  lodges  to  which  said  resolu¬ 
tion  could  relate  or  apply,  unless  it  was  intended  to  eliminate  the  word 
“  Grand  ”  where  it  occurs  after  “  Noble  ”  in  Noble  Grand;  after  “  Vice  ” 
in  Vice  Grand,  and  after  “  Past  Noble  ”  in  Past  Noble  Grand.  If  it  was 
intended  to  apply  to  said  official  titles  or  designations,  then  by  in¬ 
advertence  or  oversight  the  word  “  prefix  ”  was  used  when  “  subfix  ” 
should  have  been  employed,  as  “  Grand  ”  in  the  instances  named  occurs 
after  “  Noble,”  “  Vice  ”  and  “  Past  Noble.”  I,  therefore,  hold  that  the 
resolution  set  forth  is  void  and  of  no  effect. 

No.  44.  Statement  and  Questions. — Permit  me  to  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  for  your  decision.  By  reference  to  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal 
for  1896,  pages  14,679,  14,948,  15,019  and  15,042  you  will  see  that  the 
following  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire  was  approved: 

83.  Question.  Can  the  Grand  Lodge  empower  the  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  to  appoint  a  Department  President  in  every  Rebekah 
lodge,  and  clothe  her  with  power  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  correctly, 
install  the  officers  and  report  directly  to  the  President  of  the  As¬ 
sembly,  with  power  to  appoint  a  substitute,  if  she  cannot  attend  to  the 
duties? 

Answer. — No. 

By  reference  to  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  for  1897,  pages 
15,606  and  15,633,  you  will  see  that  the  following  report  No.  206,  from 
a  Committee  on  Degree  of  Rebekah  was  adopted. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  several  Grand  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  permitted  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  President  of  their  Rebekah  Assemblies  to 
appoint  and  commission  District  Deputies  for  Rebekah  lodges  in  their 
respective  Jurisdictions. 

“  Resolved,  That  all  laws  in  conflict  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.” 

1st. — Question.  Does  report  No.  206  of  1897,  annul  decision  83  of  1896? 

2nd. — Question.  Has  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  power  and  authority  to 
divest  the  Grand  Master  and  to  invest  the  President  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  with  authority  to  appoint  Special  Deputies  in  the  Rebekah 
lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  who  shall  be  clothed  with  power  to  see  that 
the  work  is  done  correctly,  install  the  officers  and  report  directly  to 
the  President  of  the  Assembly?  By  mail  under  separate  cover  I  am 
sending  you  a  copy  of  the  advanced  annual  report  of  your  Grand 
officers.  By  reference  to  pages  41  and  42,  you  will  there  see  what  I 
have  recommended  upon  the  subject  of  Special  Deputies.” 

Decision. — To  the  first  question;  Decision  No.  83,  Journal  of  1896, 
construed  the  law  as  it  then  existed. 

Report  No.  206,  Journal  of  1896,  and  adoption  thereof  provided 
legislation  regulating  the  subject  thereafter,  and  decision  83  of  1896, 
has  not  been  of  force  since  this  legislation, 
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To  the  second  question,  Yes,  under  the  legislation  of  1897,  M  it  deems 
proper.  This  law  of  1897  appears  in  Rebekah  code  of  1900  top  of  page 
25  section  50.  See  also  Rebekah  code  section  30. 

No.  45.  Question. — Can  a  lady  who  is  a  Past  Noble  Grand  of  a 
Rebekah  lodge  be  appointed  special  deputy  to  institute  a  Rebekah 
lodge? 

Decision—  Yes,  if  properly  appointed.  See  Rebekah  Code  of  1900, 
Section  3,  page  4. 

No.  46.  The  conductor  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  has  the  right  to  hold  that 
position  in  the  team  when  ordered  to  vacate  it  by  the  Noble  Grand 
and  captain  of  the  team. 

See  Rebekah  Code,  page  26,  paragraph  near  the  top  of  the  page  and 
the  law  there  cited. 

No.  47.  The  Rebekah  Degree  Code  of  1900,  specifies  those  eligible 
to  membership  under  section  6,  as  follows: 

2.  All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  their  wives,  daughters,  sisters 
and  mothers.  Also,  the  daughters,  sisters,  and  mothers  of  deceased 
Odd  Fellows  who  at  the  time  of  their  death  were  members  of  our 
Order. 

Now,  the  question  arises. — If  a  daughter  or  a  sister  of  an  Odd  Fellow 
(as  specified)  is  married  to  one  who  is  not  an  Odd  Fellow,  is  she 
eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  by  virtue  of  her  relationship 
to  an  Odd  Fellow  in  good  standing? 

Decision. — Yes.  See  Journal  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  1900,  pages 
509,  827,  873  being  decision  of  Grand  Sire,  No.  25,  and  action  approving 
the  same. 

No.  48.  Question. — Who  are  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  Rebekah 
degree? 

Statement. — A  Rebekah  lodge,  desiring  to  perfect  themselves  in  giving 
the  H.  of  the  D.,  gives  it  immediately  after  a  new  member  is  introduced 
to  the  lodge,  both  for  instruction  to  the  new  member,  and  for  practice, 
not  as  an  honor  due  the  new  member,  but  so  as  to  have  a  systematic 
practice. 

Question. — Is  the  above  exercise  allowable,  with  the  understanding 
that  it  is  not  given  to  the  new  member  as  an  honor,  but  for  instruction 
and  practice?  ” 

Decision. — To  the  1st  question. — The  honors  of  the  Rebekah  branch 
of  the  Order  are  to  be  given  both  to  officers  of  the  assembly  and  officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  when  visiting  officially  and  when  so  announced. 
If  an  officer  of  the  assembly  or  Grand  Lodge  should  not  be  visiting 
officially  they  should  not  so  announce. 

To  the  2nd  question,  based  on  the  statement  preceding  the  same: 
It  is  permissible  to  illustrate  the  honors  of  the  degree  as  indicated  in 
the  statement,  and  as  qualified  in  the  question. 

No.  49.  Question. — Tue  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  decided  (see 
pages  4883,  4919  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal),  that  a  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  or  Patriarch  is  entitled  to  be  received  with  the 
honors  of  the  Order  when  visiting  his  subordinate  body  officially,  and 
on  pages  14,481  and  14,513  has  extended  the  same  honors  even  to  a 
special  deputy.  In  view  of  the  above  should  a  deputy  of  the  Grand 
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Master,  either  special  or  District,  or  a  Deputy  President,  be  received 
with  the  honors  of  the  degree  when  visiting  his  or  her  Rebekah  lodge 
officially? 

Decision. — A  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  when  visiting  officially  is 
entitled  to  the  honors.  The  same  principle  applies  to  the  Encampment 
branch  as  to  District  Deputy  Grand  Patriarch.  White’s  Digest  of  1895, 
Section  1807. 

The  same  principle  applies  to  Rebekah  lodges  as  to  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  or  Deputy  Presidents  as  the  case  may  be,  since  honors 
have  been  provided  for  Rebekah  lodges.  But  a  Special  Deputy  of  the 
Grand  Master  is  only  entitled  to  the  honors  in  Jurisdictions  where  the 
law  does  not  provide  for  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  then  only 
when  visiting  officially  to  install  officers.  Digest  Section  1808.  A 
Special  Deputy  of  the  Grand  Master  or  of  the  President,  for  Rebekah 
lodges,  is  not  entitled  to  the  honors  for  the  general  law  provides  for 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  or  Deputy  Presidents  in  all  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  Rebekah  Code  and  Laws  of  1900,  Section  50,  pages  24  and  25. 

No.  50.  While  Rebekah  lodges  do  not  pay  stated  benefits,  and  the 
authority  to  do  so  has  frequently  been  denied  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  funds  of  Rebekah  lodges  are  nevertheless  trust  funds  for 
the  relief  of  distress  and  the  kindred  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Re¬ 
bekah  code,  and  it  would  not  be  proper  or  lawful  for  Rebekah  lodges 
to  vote  money  from  its  general  funds  to  purchase  flowers  for  the 
sick  or  dead,  or  for  refreshments  when  entertaining  other  lodges,  or 
at  installation.  Section  18,  of  the  new  Rebekah  code  is  in  substance 
the  same  as  Section  18,  of  the  Rebekah  code  of  1894,  as  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  expenditures  can  be  made.  Section  18,  of  the  code  of 
1894,  refers  to  disbursements  from  the  funds  “  for  any  of  the  declared 
purposes  of  this  degree,”  and  while  it  does  not  there  enumerate  the 
purposes,  these  purposes  are  clearly  set  forth  just  preceding  the  first 
Section  of  the  code,  and  the  purposes  are  in  substances  the  same  as  in 
the  code  of  1900.  Section  18,  of  the  code  of  1900  in  referring  to  such 
disbursements  enumerates  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  code,  which 
does  not  change  the  substance  of  this  Section  18  from  that  of  the 
former  code.  While  therefore  the  code  of  1894  was  of  force,  and  under 
it,  Decision  No.  54  of  the  Grand  Sire  at  the  Session  of  1897  (see  Journal 
of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  page  15,171),  held  subordinate  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  could  authorize  Rebekah  lodges  to  set  aside  five  per  cent  of 
the  receipts  for  dues  for  contingent  fund,  and  this  Decision  was  adopted, 
and  this  clearly  implied  that  the  same  rule  as  to  lodge  funds  being  trust 
funds  applied  to  Rebekah  lodges,  and  that  the  latter  were  entitled  to 
have  the  same  authority  from  subordinate  Grand  Jurisdictions  author¬ 
izing  the  setting  aside  of  five  per  cent  of  receipts  for  dues  for  con¬ 
tingent  fund  from  which  certain  expenditures  could  be  made  which 
would  not  be  authorized  from  the  general  fund.  If  therefore  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  your  Rebekah  Assembly  or  legislation  of  your  Grand  Lodge 
so  authorizes,  this  five  per  cent  contingent  fund  can  be  provided,  out 
of  which  such  expenditures  could  lawfully  be  made. 

No.  51.  Question. — Is  a  lady  whose  husband  is  dead,  eligible  to  apply 
for  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge,  she  having  no  relationship  as  a 
basis  for  application. 

Decision. — Being  a  widow  she  is  an  unmarried  woman  and  is  elig¬ 
ible  to  membership.  See  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  of  1895, 
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No.  4  of  Rebekah  Decisions,  pages  14,239,  and  also  pages  14,487  and 
14,570.  This  decision  is  cited  on  page  33  of  the  Rebekah  code  of  1900, 
and  Digest  of  laws. 

No.  52.  Question. — I  have  your  favor,  in  which  you  submit  to  me 
the  question,  whether  a  Deputy  (Grand  Master  Deputy)  can  also  be 
Vice  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  lodge. 

Decision. — Such  Grand  Master  Deputy  cannot  also  and  at  the  same 
time  be  Vice  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  lodge.  There  is  some  apparent  con¬ 
flict  between  Sections  955  and  956  of  the  Digest  of  1895,  but  the  law  as 
stated  in  956  must  control  as  it  embodies  later  and  definite  legislation 
upon  the  subject.  See  the  report  of  the  committee,  Journal  of  1890, 
middle  of  the  page  12,177.  This  report  was  adopted  as  shown  on  page 
12,274.  This  related  to  a  subordinate  lodge  but  the  principle  applies 
to  Rebekah  lodges. 

No.  53.  Question. — Does  your  decision  approved  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  Session  in  1903,  to  the  effect  that  “  while  the  law 
does  not  require  that  the  ballot  box  shall  be  passed  to  the  Noble  Grand 
and  Vice  Grand  when  balloting  for  candidates,  it  is  permissible  to  do  so 
if  the  lodge  desires,  but  that  it  cannot  be  passed  to  any  other  officers, 
except  to  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand  in  their  official  positions.” 
apply  to  Rebekah  lodges  as  well  as  subordinate  lodges? 

Decision. — The  decision  which  you  set  out  above  was  rendered  with 
reference  to  a  subordinate  lodge,  but  by  analogy  the  same  should  and 
does  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges. 

No.  54.  The  honors  of  the  Rebekah  degree  are  given  to  officers  of  the 
assembly  and  Grand  Lodge  when  visiting  officially  and  announcing  as 
such  and  this  includes  officers  conducting  installation. 

SUBORDINATE  ENCAMPMENT  DECISIONS. 

No.  55.  Statement. — A  patriarch,  who  is  not  in  arrears  for  dues  or 
under  charges  in  the  encampment  to  which  he  belongs,  is  suspended 
for  a  period  of  one  year  for  cause  by  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which 
he  belongs. 

Question  1. — Is  he  entitled  to  attend  a  meeting  of  said  encampment, 
or  visit  other  encampments  during  said  period  of  suspension? 

Statement. — A  patriarch,  who  is  not  in  arrears  for  dues  or  under 
charges  in  the  encampment  to  which  he  belongs,  is  a  member  of  a. 
subordinate  lodge  that  has  been  suspended  by  order  of  the  Grand 
Master. 

Question  2. — Is  he  entitled  to  attend  a  meeting  of  said  encampment, 
or  visit  other  encampments  while  said  lodge  is  suspended? 

Decision. — To  the  first  question,  No,  and  refer  to  Section  710,  White’s 
Digest  of  1895.  Decision  31  of  the  Grand  Sire,  page  15,751,  Journal  of 
1898,  is  in  somewhat  apparent  conflict  with  the  provision  of  the  law 
cited,  but  may  be  distingnished  as  having  been  rendered  under  the 
peculiar  facts  with  reference  to  absence  and  holding  an  official  certifi¬ 
cate  in  said  decision  mentioned.  Section  710  quoted,  clearly  indicates 
that  in  such  case  the  membership  in  Encampment  is  also  suspended 
during  the  suspension  in  the  Subordinate  lodge,  but  provides  that  if 
a  member  thus  suspended  in  a  subordinate  lodge  is  restored  thereto 
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he  is  thereby  reinstated  in  his  Encampment  membership.  The  law  of 
said  Section  goes  further  and  points  out  that  the  Encampment  might 
also  have  proceeded  against  and  punished  the  member  but  having  failed 
to  do  so  his  restoration  in  the  lodge  restored  him  in  the  Encampment. 

To  question  two,  No,  and  refer  to  Sections  711  and  774  of  Digest  of 
1895.  I  find  nothing  in  your  statement  and  question  to  indicate  that 
the  member  would  be  entitled  to  the  exception  provided  for  in  Section 
711,  applying  to  aged  and  infirm  members. 

No.  56.  Question. — Can  a  Patriarch  of  the  Order  wishing  to  become 
a  member  of  another  encampment  make  application  presenting  his  offi¬ 
cial  receipt?  Can  the  Encampment  lawfully  elect  him  to  membership 
upon  said  application,  afterward  securing  the  regular  withdrawal  card? 

Decision. — Yes.  See  Decision  No.  1,  Journal  of  1903,  pages  15  and 

16  and  authorities  there  cited. 

No.  57.  Statement  and  Question: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother. — I  am  requested  to  ask  the  Grand  Sire’s  opin¬ 
ion  on  the  following: 

Bros.  Pollock,  Waite,  Jensen,  Sutherland,  Nereland  and  Robertson, 
charter  members  of  “  Klondyke  ”  Encampment  No.  1,  were  granted  a 
charter  (and  I  was  commissioned  to  institute  the  same).  It  appears 
they  arranged  among  themselves  to  pay  in  $12.00  each,  to  start  it  going, 
and  since  then  have  credited  themselves  with  twelve  months  dues,  that 
is  to  say  they  have  only  paid  twelve  dollars,  for  12  months’  dues  and 
to  become  members  as  well. 

The  by-laws  called  for  $12.00  initiation  fee,  and  one  dollar  a  month 
dues,  some  of  the  members  have  discovered  this,  and  Patriarchs  “  Shaw  ” 
and  “  Langley  ”  want  to  know  if  it  is  legal,  and  what  to  do  about  it,  as 
they  think  it  is  not  right. 

Replying  to  the  foregoing  letter  and  question  of  Brother  Holmes, 
D.  D.  G.  S.,  for  Alaska  I  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

Decision. — As  the  members  named  were  charter  members  of  the  En¬ 
campment,  if  the  proper  fees  for  charter  and  supplies  were  paid  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  said  members  voluntarily  made  such  ar¬ 
rangements  they  could  in  the  same  way  change  it. 

MISCELLANEOUS  DECISIONS. 

No.  58.  In  all  cases  where  consent  of  the  Grand  Body  to  appeal  is 
required  it  must  be  had  before  the  appeal  is  taken.  The  standing  reso¬ 
lutions  which  you  cite  must  be  considered  in  connection  with  Section  4 
of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  found 
on  page  12  of  White’s  Digest  of  1895. 

The  rule  is,  that  consent  of  the  Grand  Body  is  necessary  before 
a  Subordinate  can  appeal,  except  that  an  expelled  Subordinate  which 
has  surrendered  its  effects  may  appeal  without  consent.  The  same 
Section  and  also  the  standing  resolutions  provide  that  members  of 
a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal  without  consent.  You  will  there¬ 
fore  observe  the  difference  in  a  matter  of  appeal  between  Subordinates 
and  by  members  of  Subordinate  Grand  Bodies. 

No.  59.  Question. — I  enclose  a  letter  received  from  the  National  Odd 
Fellows  Sanitarium  of  Florida,  asking  permission  to  solicit  aid  from 
the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Before  giving  this  matter  further 
consideration  I  desire  to  ask  you  if  said  sanitarium  is  privileged  at 
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this  time  to  solicit  aid  in  permission  granted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1900.  Said  permission  is  referred  to  in  the  Journal  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  1901,  pages  55,  118,  and  224.  In  hastily 
perusing  the  Journals  of  1902  and  1903,  I  do  not  find  that  any  subse¬ 
quent  action  has  been  taken  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  I  am 
in  doubt  whether  permission  granted  by  Grand  Sire  Cable  would  au¬ 
thorize  the  issuance  of  the  enclosed  appeal  without  your  approval. 

Decision. — At  the  session  of  1901,  see  Report  No.  102,  page  387, 
Journal  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  1901,  the  committee  on  State  of 
the  Order  in  refer  ing  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  action  of  1900,  by 
Grand  Sire  Cable  recommended  that  permission  be  extended  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  said  sanitarium  to  further  solicit  donations 
under  the  authority  heretofore  given,  and  without  pecuniary  limita¬ 
tion  as  to  amount,  etc.  This  report  was  adopted  (see  Journal  of  1901, 
page  413).  In  1902  (see  Journal,  pages  947  and  948,  being  Report  No. 
60,  and ,  especially  see  2nd  Resolution  on  page  948),  it  was  recom¬ 
mended  that  Grand  Jurisdictions  be  urged  to  respond  liberally  in 
donating  to  the  National  Odd  Fellows’  Sanitarium  in  Florida,  under 
authority  found  on  page  387,  Journal  of  1901,  etc.  Under  this  action 
and  the  former  action  referred  to,  I  conclude  that  the  management  of 
said  sanitarium  still  have  the  authority  to  apply  to  Grand  Jurisdictions 
for  contributions. 

No.  60.  Statement  and  Question. — In  1895  a  brother  by  the  name 
of  Rice,  a  member  of  the  Order  at  that  time,  went  into  the  saloon 
business  in  partnership  with  one  Rempe  in  Caldwell.  Rempe  lived 
in  Marietta  and  Rice  had  sole  charge  and  conduct  of  the  business  at 
Caldwell.  Each  had  an  undivided  one-half  interest  in  the  business  and 
in  addition  thereto  Rempe  paid  Rice  the  sum  of  $50.00  per  month  as 
compensation  for  his  services  in  managing  the  other  one-half  of  the 
business.  Thus  the  business  was  conducted  until  1897.  In  1897  Rice 
bought  out  the  interest  of  his  partner  and  has  ever  since  been  conduct¬ 
ing  the  business  at  the  same  place. 

The  question  now  is  whether  or  not  Rice  rendered  himself  amenable 
to  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Decision. — Being  engaged  in  the  saloon  business  prior  to  January 
1st,  1896,  as  a  partner  therein  and  having  the  personal  conduct  and  man¬ 
agement  of  the  business,  the  purchase  by  him  of  the  interest  of  his 
co-partner  in  said  business  subsequent  to  the  going  into  operation  of 
the  saloon  amendment,  would  not  render  him  liable  or  amenable  to 
the  law.  He  certainly  had  not  given  up  the  business  and  re-entered 
or  resumed  it,  but  was  still  engaged  in  it  as  sole  proprietor  instead  of 
as  a  partner  only,  and  only  assumed  a  different  interest  in  the  same 
business. 

No.  61.  Statement  and  Question. — A  part  of  the  membership  of  one 
of  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  which  I  suspended  for  refusing  to 
enforce  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  against  a  saloon  keeper 
in  their  membership,  who  was  amenable  to  the  law,  have  applied  to 
me  for  a  restoration  of  their  charter  and  effects,  claiming  that  the 
action  of  the  lodge  was  the  action  of  a  few  members  and  that  it  was 
not  tne  will  nor  desire  of  the  majority  of  the  lodge  that  the  lodge  should 
have  refused  to  comply  with  the  law. 

They  regret  the  situation  very  much  and  are  anxious  that  they  may 
be  restored  to  their  rights  and  privileges  as  soon  as  possible.  As 
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Grand  Master,  under  the  authority  of  Decision  22,  pages  13,258,  13,548 
and  13,G71  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  for  1893,  there 
being  no  restriction  in  the  constitution  of  Ohio,  I  take  it  that  I  have 
authority  to  restore  a  charter  when  a  lodge  purges  itself  of  insubordi¬ 
nation. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  has,  on  certain  occasions  where  a  lodge 
has  been  suspended  for  insubordination,  restored  the  charter  and  effects 
to  certain  named  and  specified  members  of  that  lodge  who  did  not 
participate  in  the  insubordination,  and  thereby  excluded  from  member¬ 
ship  those  who  were  guilty  of  insubordination. 

In  the  case  in  hand,  a  saloon  keeper  and  his  friends  so  controlled 
and  manipulated  the  lodge  that  the  lodge,  as  a  lodge,  refused  to  take 
any  action  against  the  offender,  and  as  a  last  resort  I  suspended  the 
lodge. 

The  question  I  desire  to  submit  to  you  is,  whether  in  view  of  the 
premises,  and  of  the  decisions  and  precedents,  I  can  restore  the  charter 
and  the  lodge  effects  to  the  loyal  members  of  that  lodge,  and  by  an 
order,  as  Grand  Master,  exclude  from  membership  the  saloon  keeper 
and  those  who  participated  in  his  defiance  of  the  law,  subject  of  course 
to  review  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  I  would  like  very  much  to  do 
this.  It  would  be  a  great  hardship  upon  the  loyal  members  to  have 
their  lodge  suspended  and  it  would  be  a  travesty  upon  justice  and 
discipline  to  restore  this  charter  to  the  offender  against  the  law  and 
his  aiders  and  abetters  who  were  not  only  defiant  but  insolent  in  their 
defiance. 

Decision. — You  have  the  authority  to  restore  the  charter  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  referred  to  on  the  basis  and  in  the  manner  indicated  by 
you,  subject  to  review  by  your  Grand  Lodge.  In  addition  to  the  decis¬ 
ion  cited  in  your  statement,  will  also  refer  to  the  appeal  of  John  C. 
Smith  and  others,  Journal  of  1893,  pages  13,439  to  13,441.  Also  to 
Journal  of  1899,  page  2G9,  Report  No.  8. 

No.  G2.  Statement  and  Question. — A  member  of  the  Order  in  this. 
Jurisdiction  is  employed  in  what  is  popularly  known  as  a  beer-garden. 
The  building  is  divided  into  two  parts.  In  one  part  is  a  saloon.  In 
the  adjoining  part  there  are  tables  and  chairs  and  a  small  stage  where 
certain  actors  and  performers  play  their  parts  in  the  presence  of  the 
audience.  This  member  of  the  Order  does  not  go  behind  the  bar  to 
wait  upon  customers  at  the  bar  but  he  goes  to  the  front  of  the  bar  and 
carries  drinks  and  liquors  of  all  kinds  from  the  bar  to  customers  in 
the  opera  house  part  of  this  beer  garden.  This  establishment  is  not  a 
restaurant  nor  a  hotel. 

Questio?i. — Is  this  member  of  the  Order  a  bartender? 

Decision. — He  is  a  bartender. 

No.  63.  As  I  understand  the  law,  no  organization  can  have  the 
emblems  or  refer  to  ritual  or  work  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  no  organi¬ 
zation  claiming  to  be  a  part  of  Odd  Fellowship  can  pay  benefits  or  have 
legal  existence  without  the  sanction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
See  Grand  Sire’s  report,  Journal,  1903,  under  head,  “  Ladies  Militant,” 
pages  74  and  75  and  the  resolution  therein  cited. 

T  do  not  think  however,  that  a  purely  social  club  or  organization 
having  no  other  object  or  purpose  and  composed  of  the  Order  only  and 
using  no  emblems  and  no  work  of  the  Order  and  not  paying  benefits  and 
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not  claiming  to  be  a  part  of  Odd  Fellowship  would  be  a  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  Order. 

No.  64.  I  have  your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  and  replying  thereto, 
will  say,  that  the  unwritten  work  which  you  referred  to  does  not  go 
into  effect  until  January  first  next,  and  it  cannot  be  given  in  instruction 
until  then.  All  legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  goes  into 
effect  the  first  day  of  January  after  its  adoption  unless  it  is  expressly 
provided  that  it  shall  go  into  effect  immediately,  and  no  such  action 
putting  this  into  immediate  effect  was  had. 

No.  65.  Statement  and  Question. — An  inquiry  from  a  Jurisdiction 
has  been  received;  and  they  wish  to  know  whether  the  action  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  in  granting  permission  to 
Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  to  solicit  aid  throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  abrogated  the  general  law  requiring  such  appeals  to  be  sanctioned 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  from  whence  they  emanate.  Kindly  give  me  your 
ruling  on  this  question. 

Decision. — The  action  taken  at  the  recent  session,  authorizes  the  ap¬ 
plication  to  be  made  to  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  to  solicit  sub¬ 
scriptions  in  the  name  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  and  does  not 
legally  require  the  consent  and  request  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction 
under  which  Washington  Lodge  No.  1  is  at  work. 

The  action  taken  is  not  necessarily  in  conflict  with  the  general  law 
upon  the  subject  as  set  forth  in  Sections  1557  and  1558  of  White’s  New 
Digest  of  1895,  as  it  was  probably  intended  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  distinguish  the  application  in  behalf  of  Washington  Lodge 
No.  1,  from  the  kind  of  aid  or  relief  contemplated  in  the  general  law 
and  place  the  right  to  make  the  application  by  Washington  Lodge  No.  1, 
not  so  much  on  the  idea  of  aid  or  relief  as  it  placed  it  on  the  view  of 
the  erection  of  a  Memorial  building  to  said  Washington  Lodge  No.  1. 
If  not  so  intended,  it  works  repeal  to  the  extent  of  this  last  legislation. 

However,  the  application  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  when  made 
to  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  through  the  Grand  Masters  or  Grand 
Bodies  thereof,  will  be  within  the  discretion  of  Grand  Masters  and 
Grand  Bodies  to  grant  or  refuse.  It  would  be  entirely  competent  to 
obtain  the  views  of  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  in 
respect  to  the  matter  for  such  consideration  and  weight  as  the  same 
would  be  properly  entitled  to. 

No.  66.  Question. — Is  it  legal  for  a  subordinate  lodge  to  petition  The 
Sovereign-  Grand  Lodge  direct  without  first  receiving  sanction  or  in¬ 
dorsement  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  said  subordinate  lodge  is 
a  part? 

Decision. — It  would  not  be  proper  for  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
to  receive  a  petition  from  a  subordinate  lodge  working  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  subordinate  Grand  Lodge  without  the  sanction  or 
endorsement  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  which  such  subordinate  lodge  is 
subject  asking  for  action  referred  to  below. 

However,  as  the  question  has  reference  to  a  decision  recently  ren¬ 
dered  to  you,  have  to  say,  that  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  matter  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  1  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Mary¬ 
land  was  independent  of  any  petition  from  said  subordinate  in  this 
that  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  based  on  a  Reso- 
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lution  introduced  by  Grand  Secretary  Grant.  See  Resolution  No.  11, 
Journal  of  1903,  page  52. 

The  Grand  Secretary  had  the  right  under  Section  5,  of  Article 
3,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  introduce  this 
Resolution. 

Whether  it  was  wise  or  unwise  for  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to 
consider  this  subject  matter  without  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Maryland,  is  not  for  the  Grand  Sire  to  determine,  my  official  respon¬ 
sibility  only  being  as  to  the  force  or  effect  of  such  action. 

No.  67.  Question. — I  have  your  favor  submitting  the  question, 
whether  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  granting  per¬ 
mission  to  Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  of  Maryland,  to  solicit  contribu¬ 
tions  for  a  Memorial  building  is  sufficient  authority  for  a  Grand  Master 
to  legally  grant  such  permission  to  Washington  Lodge  or  whether 
Section  1557  of  White’s  Digest  should  be  complied  with  in  this  case 
as  well  as  all  other  such  appeals  for  contributions? 

Decision. — The  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  authorizes  the 
application  to  be  made  to  the  several  grand  jurisdictions  to  solicit 
subscriptions  in  the  name  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  and  does  not 
legally  require  the  consent  and  request  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  under 
which  said  Washington  Lodge  No.  1  is  at  work. 

However,  whether  it  was  wise  or  unwise  for  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  consider  this  subject  matter  without  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  juodge  of  Maryland,  had  before  or  subsequent  to  said  action,  is 
not  for  the  Grand  Sire  to  determine,  my  official  responsibility  only 
being  as  to  the  force  or  effect  of  such  action. 

Besides,  as  the  application  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  1,  when  made 
to  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  through  the  Grand  Masters  or 
Grand  Bodies  thereof  will  be  within  the  discretion  of  Grand  Masters 
and  Grand  Bodies  to  grant  or  refuse,  the  absence  of  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  or  the  Grand  Master  thereof,  before  or 
subsequent  to  the  legislation  referred  to  could  be  considered  and  given 
such  weight  or  importance  as  might  be  deemed  proper  in  withholding 
or  granting  the  application. 

No.  68.  Statement. — The  Canton  of  Patriarchs  Militant  of  this 
Jurisdiction  having  appointed  a  committee  to  arrange  for  a  so-called 
sacred  concert  to  be  given  on  some  Sunday,  not  yet  selected,  in  a  theatre 
or  public  hall,  using  the  name  of  the  Order,  charging  an  admission  fee 
and  using  the  proceeds  for  its  benefit. 

Question. — Can  a  Lodge,  Encampment,  or  Canton  give  such  a  concert 
as  mentioned  in  the  above  statement,  without  violating  the  laws  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Decision. — No. 

No.  69.  Question. — Is  it  contrary  to  law  to  adopt  that  provision  in 
the  constitution  of  subordinate  lodges  providing  for  the  establishment 
of  boards  of  relief,  giving  such  boards  power  to  compel  all  lodges  located 
in  any  city  or  town  to  join  said  board  of  relief  and  to  have  the  power 
to  make  a  per  capita  assessment  upon  each  lodge  in  said  city  and 
compel  the  payment  of  same? 

Decision. — Section  469  of  the  Digest  of  1895,  provides  that  a  Grand 
Lodge  cannot  enact  a  law  compelling  assessments. 
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The  law  of  1899,  see  Journal  1899,  page  362,  being  the  last  two 
resolutions  attached  to  report  No.  116,  provides  that  the  General  Relief 
committee  may  be  organized  under  the  authority  of  Grand  Lodges  and 
receive  contributions  from  lodges  and  individuals  and  raise  funds  by 
other  legitimate  means,  etc.,  but  the  proviso  in  the  resolution  expressly 
prohibits  compelling  the  formation  of  such  relief  committees  and  this 
general  law  does  not  authorize  compulsory  assessments.  I  therefore 
hold  that  the  provision  cited  above  is  not  legal. 

No.  70.  Question. — I  desire  to  propound  the  following  question  to 
you:  Section  3,  Art.  X,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kentucky,  says:  “No  appeal  shall  be  taken  from  the  action  of  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  acquitting  a  brother  of  charges  preferred  against  him.” 
In  1897  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  a  member  preferring 
charges  against  another  member  had  a  right  to  appeal  from  the  action 
of  the  lodge  acquitting  the  brother.  What  I  desire  to  know  is,  is 
Section  3;  of  the  Constitution  of  our  Grand  Lodge  contrary  to  the  law 
in  view  of  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1897? 

Decision. — Decision  No.  34,  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Journal  1897,  page 
15,168,  is  broad  and  comprehensive  and  under  the  authority  of  that 
decision  and  the  adoption  thereof  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  section 
3,  of  the  Constitution  of  your  Grand  Lodge  is  illegal. 

No.  71.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  initiate  a  man  who  lives  closer  to 
another  lodge  in  the  same  Jurisdiction? 

Decision. — Not  without  the  consent  of  the  lodge  nearest  his  residence, 
as  provided  by  the  law  of  your  Jurisdiction  set  forth  in  a  former 
decision. 

No.  72.  Statement  and  Question. — We  will  have  1000  members  in  our 
Encampments  in  Idaho  on  the  30th  of  June.  We  will  be  entitled 
to  an  additional  representative  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Can 
the  Grand  Patriarch  appoint  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  vacancy? 

Decision. — Under  the  law  as  set  forth  in  Section  548,  White’s  Digest 
of  1895,  the  Grand  Patriarch  can  not  in  such  cases  appoint,  but  as  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  the  judge  of  the  election  and  qualification  of 
its  members  it  could  change  the  ruling  and  seat  the  appointee  should  it 
deem  it  proper  to  do  so.  See  this  subject  discussed  in  decision  75, 
Journal  of  1903,  pages  52  and  53. 

No.  73.  Answering  your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  in  which  you  state 
that  the  Encampment  membership  in  your  Jurisdiction  had  never 
reached  more  than  700  before  this  term,  but  that  you  have  now  several 
more  than  1000,  and  at  the  last  session  of  your  Grand  Encampment  you 
did  not  have  1000  and  ask  now  whether  there  is  a  vacancy  under  the  law 
entitling  you  to  additional  Grand  Representative,  and  whether  an  ap¬ 
pointment  can  be  made  by  your  Grand  Patriarch  of  such  additional 
Grand  Representative,  have  to  say  that,  under  the  law  stated  in  section 
550  of  the  Digest  it  would  seem  there  is  no  vacancy  and  that  no 
appointment  can  be  made.  If  therefore  you  have  such  additional  rep¬ 
resentative  at  the  next  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  election 
by  the  Grand  Encampment  would  be  necessary  if  'the  law  heretofore  is 
followed. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  however,  has,  under  Section  2,  of  Ar¬ 
ticle  13  of  its  constitution  the  “  right  to  judge  of  the  qualification  and 
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election  of  its  members  ”  but  the  section  quoted  shows  that  two  deci¬ 
sions  to  same  effect  have  been  rendered  and  it  is  hardly  probable  that 
such  a  change  would  be  made. 

Of  course  if  you  desire  to  take  the  risk  of  having  additional  Repre¬ 
sentative  seated  under  appointment  you  could  have  the  appointment 
made  and  the  per  capita  tax  forwarded  and  if  the  Representative  was 
not  seated  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  tax  would  be  refunded,  but  I  think 
it  would  be  a  very  considerable  risk  without  any  good  prospects  of  the 
additional  Representative  being  seated  and  I  could  not  as  Grand  Sire 
advise  that  you  adopt  this  course  in  view  of  Section  550  of  the  Digest 
which  embodies  two  decisions  of  the  same  affect. 

No.  74.  Statement  and  Question. — I  have  before  me  for  approval  the 
By  Laws  of  a  lodge  which  provides  that  $5.00  per  week  shall  be  paid  as 
benefits  for  the  first  ten  weeks  sickness,  after  which  benefits  shall  be 
reduced  to  $2.00  per  week. 

Decision. — If  there  is  no  local  law  of  your  Jurisdiction  providing  to 
the  contrary,  such  By-Law  when  properly  approved  will  be  legal,  as 
there  is  no  general  law  of  the  Order  prohibitory  thereof.  See  Decisions 
of  Grand  Sire,  No.  20,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  of  1903,  pages 
23  and  24;  and  No.  37,  pages  29  and  30. 

No.  75.  Question. — I  beg  your  decision  on  a  matter  upon  which  I  am 
uncertain  and  which  I  submit  herewith. 

The  two  German  lodges  of  Indianapolis,  Mozart,  No.  531,  and  Ger¬ 
mania,  No.  129,  have  been  anxious  for  some  time  to  consolidate,  under 
the  name  and  number  of  the  latter. 

After  full  discussion  and  due  notice  the  lodges  voted  upon  the 
question,  with  the  following  result:  Mozart  voted  unanimously  in 
favor  of  consolidation,  except  one  vote.  In  Germania  there  were  six 
votes  against  consolidation  with  about  forty-five  votes  in  favor  of  it. 

The  question  is  can  the  consolidation  take  place  with  so  large  a 
majority  vote. 

I  understand  that  five  votes  will  prevent  the  surrender  of  a  charter, 
but  in  this  case  the  only  charter  to  be  surrendered  is  that  of  Mozart 
Lodge  and  there  was  only  one  vote  against  it  there. 

The  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  upon  the  question  reads  as 
follows:  Sec.  507,  Consolidation,  How  affected.  Any  two  or  more 
neighboring  lodges,  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
may,  by  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Master  in  vacation, 
consolidate  their  membership  into  one  lodge;  Provided,  That  the  provi¬ 
sion  for  such  consolidation  shall  be  presented  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
each  of  the  lodges  interested,  and  shall  not  be  acted  upon  until  a  sub¬ 
sequent  regular  meeting  of  which  all  resident  members  shall  have  due 
notice;  And  provided  further,  That  so  long  as  five  members  of  any 
subordinate  lodge  desire  to  retain  its  charter  and  work  thereunder, 
said  charter  can  not  be  taken  from  them  by  a  vote  of  said  lodge  in 
favor  of  consolidating  with  another  lodge. 

Sec.  508,  Name,  The  Lodges,  when  consolidated,  shall  take  the  name 
and  number  of  that  one  of  the  consolidating  lodges  which  shall  be 
determined  upon  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  members  present  at  the 
meeting  at  which  the  consolidation  is  perfected. 

Decision. — Under  the  law  as  set  forth  in  section  1445  of  White’s 
Digest  the  consolidation  can  not  be  accomplished  so  long  as,  as  many  as 
five  members  of  either  lodge  vote  against  same. 
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No.  76.  Question. — Charges  are  preferred  against  a  brother  of  “  con¬ 
duct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow.”  He  is  regularly  tried,  convicted,  and 
expelled.  On  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Master  the  judgment  is  reversed. 
The  Grand  Lodge  reverses  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master,  thus  up¬ 
holding  the  subordinate  lodge.  By  petition  his  case  goes  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  and  by  that  body  he  is  ordered  reinstated.  The 
Grand  Lodge  then  asks  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  a  rehearing, 
which  is  granted. 

What  is  the  brother’s  standing  in  his  subordinate  lodge  during 
the  time  intervening,  one  year,  after  rehearing  is  granted  and  before 
the  rehearing  is  presented?  Is  he  in  good  standing  or  is  he  an  expelled 
member? 

Decision. — He  is  in  good  standing.  The  action  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  directing  his  reinstatement  is  still  of  force  and  only 
a  rehearing  has  been  granted.  Prima  facie  the  judgment  rendered  is 
correct  and  is  to  be  so  treated  until  or  unless  reversed  on  the  rehearing. 
As  to  the  power  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  petition  to  direct 
reinstatement,  see  Decision  No.  86,  Journal  1903,  pages  44  and  45,  and 
approval  of  the  same  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  same  session. 

No.  77.  Statement. — I  have  your  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.,  in  which 
you  refer  to  applications  for  charters  signed  by  holders  of  live  with¬ 
drawal  cards,  and  holders  of  dismissal  certificates  and  expired  with¬ 
drawal  cards,  and  by  persons  not  members  of  the  Order  at  all,  and  ask¬ 
ing  whether  the  names  of  the  latter  should  be  placed  in  the  charter. 

Decision. — Section  1420,  of  the  Digest  must  be  construed  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  Article  1  of  the  By-Laws,  which  states  that  “  Upon  the  petition 
of  five  brothers  of  the  Order  of  the  Degree  of  Truth,”  etc.,  a  charter 
may  be  granted.  The  law  set  forth  in  Section  1420,  gives  a  liberal 
construction  of  this  provision  of  the  by-laws  in  that  (providing  of 
course  that  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  holders  of  unexpired 
withdrawal  cards),  holders  of  dismissal  certificates  and  expired  cards 
may  join  in  the  petition.  Persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Order 
should  not  sign  the  petition  for  a  charter,  and  if  they  do  join  in  such 
petition  their  names  should  not  be  inserted  in  the  charter. 

No.  78.  Referring  to  your  inquiry  in  which  you  state  that  a  Past 
Grand  Representative  has  ordered  three  copies  of  the  new  digest  and 
asking  whether  he  is  entitled  to  have  more  than  one  copy  at  the  cost 
price  thereof,  I  hold  and  decide  that  under  the  standing  resolution  No. 
36,  page  496,  of  Journal  of  1903,  Past  Grand  Representatives  are  only 
entitled  to  purchase  one  copy  each  of  the  digest  at  said  cost  price. 

The  object  of  said  resolution  as  I  construe  it  is  to  allow  each  Past 
Grand  Representative  the  privilege  of  having  one  copy,  for  his  personal 
use  and  does  not  extend  further. 

No.  79.  I  have  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  asking  whether  the 
Grand  Master  has  a  right  to  permit  the  use  of  the  name  of  the  Order  in 
the  formation  of  an  Odd  Fellows’  Bowling  League  to  be  composed  of 
teams  to  be  selected  from  the  various  lodges,  etc.,  and  in  reply  thereto 
have  to  say  that  under  the  law  the  name  of  the  Order  can  not  be  used 
in  connection  with  such  an  organization. 

No.  80.  Is  it  legal  for  Rebekah  lodges  to  provide  in  their  by-laws 
that  moneys  received  from  socials  and  entertainments  be  placed  in  the 
contingent  fund? 
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Decision. — It  is  legal  to  do  so  if  the  Grand  Lodge  of  your  Jurisdiction 
has  expressly  conferred  the  power  on  Rebekah  lodges  or  has  conferred 
the  necessary  general  power  on  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  and  if  in  the 
latter  case  the  Assembly  has  taken  action  authorizing  the  same,  but  not 
otherwise.  If  any  such  power  has  been  conferred  specifically  or  gen¬ 
erally  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  then  provision  can  be  inserted  in  the 
by-laws.  The  same  rule  applies  to  Rebekah  lodges  as  to  subordinate 
lodges.  See  White’s  new  Digest  of  1895,  Sections  378  and  380.

Dear  Brother  Grant:  Referring  to  the  matter  which  we  have  had 
under  advisement  for  some  time  as  to  whether  the  New  Uniform  Charter 
could  be  delivered  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Netherlands,  in  the  absence 
of  the  possession  of  the  Encampment  work  by  that  Jurisdiction,  have  to 
say,  that  after  a  quite  diligent  search  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any 
requirement  for  the  possession  of  the  Encampment  work  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  receiving  the  charters  by  foreign  Jurisdictions  under 
former  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  and  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Besides,  the  legislation  of  1900  on  the  subject  of  New  Uniform 
Charters,  seems  to  provide  and  contemplate  that  the  New  Uniform 
Charter  should  be  tendered  to  each  and  all  of  the  foreign  Jurisdictions 
and  the  Resolutions  on  Journal,  pages  938  and  939  immediately  preced¬ 
ing  the  rorm  of  charter  seems  to  fully  so  provide.  Therefore,  unless 
in  your  researches  you  have  found  something  which  prevents  the  exe¬ 
cution  and  transmission  of  the  charter  to  a  foreign  Jurisdiction  not 
possessing  the  Encampment  work,  then  I  think  we  need  no  longer 
delay  supplying  the  New  Uniform  Charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Netherlands.  Please  examine  the  Resolutions  which  I  refer  to  on  which 
the  New  Uniform  Charter  is  based.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
your  favor  of  the  23rd  October,  1903,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  23rd  June, 
relating  to  the  question  of  a  uniform  form  of  charter  for  foreign  Juris¬ 
dictions.  I  have  also  received  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  proceedings  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  containing  a  report  of  the  session  held  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore  in  September  last.  I  have  read  your  report  on 
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the  matter  above  referred  to  as  well  as  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Internationl  Relations,  and  particularly  the  paragraphs  on  page  156 
of  the  Daily  Journals  to  which  you  invite  my  special  attention.  1  have 
also  looked  into  all  printed  matter  at  my  command  bearing  on  this 
important  question  and  since  writing  you  in  June  last  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  studying  the  able  and  exhaustive  report  of  Bro.  Wright, 
presented  at  the  Richmond  Session,  so  that  if  I  have  failed  to  grasp  the 
intention  and  desire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  it  cannot  be  be¬ 
cause  of  any  lack  of  material  to  enable  me  to  do  so. 

I  desire  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  to  thank  you 
and  all  concerned  for  the  patient  and  fraternal  manner  in  which  this 
matter  has  been  discussed  and  I  am  particularly  pleased  to  note  that 
our  objection  to  the  proposed  uniform  form  of  charter  is  not  considered 
to  be  of  a  captious  character.  No  one  having  any  knowledge  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  will  for  one  moment  doubt  its  loyalty  and  attachment  to 
the  parent  Body,  nor  that  our  inability  to  accept  the  amended  charter 
arises  not  from  any  desire  to  embarrass,  but  from  a  natural  determin¬ 
ation  to  defend  what  we  believe  to  be  existing  rights,  freely  conferred 
upon  us  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

I  do  not  know  that  I  am  in  a  position  to  add  anything  to  the  argu¬ 
ments  already  advanced  in  support  of  the  action  taken  at  our  last  ses¬ 
sion,  and  these  do  not  appear  to  me  to  have  been  answered  in  the 
manner  I  expected  at  your  recent  session.  As  already  indicated  our 
objection  lies  in  the  constitution  of  clause  1,  paragraph  2,  and  clause 
5,  wherein  a  curtailment  of  the  forms  hitherto  conferred  upon  this 
Jurisdiction  seem  to  be  suggested.  A  modification  of  these,  would 
probably  lead  to  a  mutual  understanding  on  the  question. 

I  note  that  the  whole  matter  has  been  referred  to  a  committee  of  one, 
whose  duty  it  will  be  after  having  exhaustively  examined  all  corre¬ 
spondence  and  reports  on  the  abject  to  formulate  a  final  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  the  Committee  on  International  Relations,  for  consideration  at 
the  session  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  in  September  next.  I  am  quite 
satisfied  this  Grand  Body  will  not  object  to  accept  a  charter  of  a  uni¬ 
form  character  so  long  as  our  “  Independent  Sovereignty  ”  with  full 
and  complete  and  absolute  power  over  “  the  Order  within  its  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  ”  is  kept  inviolate  (subject  of  course  to  present  limitations),  and 
I  would  earnestly  urge  that  no  circumstance  has  arisen,  and  that  no 
good  reason  has  been  advanced  in  justification  of  any  infringement  on 
these  conditions. 

I  have  every  confidence  in  the  attachment  and  interest  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Order  in  this  and  other  lands,  and  I  desire  to 
convey  my  assurance  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  will  join 
in,  and  do  all  that  is  possible  to  bring  about  a  settlement  of  this  im¬ 
portant  question  on  lines  of  mutual  concession  and  satisfactory  to  all 
parties.  Of  course  you  are  aware  that  our  next  session  will  not  be  held 
until  May,  1905,  and  it  will  not  be  until  that  date  that  any  further  con¬ 
sideration  can  be  given  to  the  subject  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

I  note  that  my  letter  relating  to  the  proposed  secession  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Zealand  was  .  duly  considered  and  reported  on.  In 
thanking  you  for  the  action  taken  I  desire  to  say  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia  will  give  every  consideration  to  any  representations  made 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  on  the  question. 

I  am  also  in  receipt  of  your  circular  letter  of  October  last,  relating 
to  the  general  prosperity  of  the  Order  and  suggesting  measures  to  'Be 
adopted  for  a  still  further  effort  at  expansion.  In  this  connection  I 
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would  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  report  to  Grand  Secretary  Grant,  to 
be  found  on  page  188  of  last  Journal  of  Proceedings  (erroneously 
stated  to  have  been  received  from  Grand  Secretary  Smith),  and  I  am 
sure  it  will  gratify  you  to  know  that  every  State  Grand  Lodge  on  this 
continent  and  New  Zealand  is  making  special  efforts  to  extend  the  Order 
in  every  direction.  Recent  reports  indicate  that  the  effort  has  been 
attended  with  a  fair  measure  of  success. 

I  congratulate  you  on  the  success  of  your  last  session,  and  again 
assuring  you  of  our  loyalty  to  the  Order  and  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  with  warmest  assurance  of  personal  regard.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favour  dated 
23rd  October  inst.  I  congratulate  you  upon  having  a  both  successful 
and  harmonious  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  our  Order. 
I  duly  received  copies  of  the  daily  journals  and  read  same  with  much 
interest,  especially  that  portion  which  deals  with  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  re  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into  South  Africa.  I  need 
scarcely  say  that  I  was  disappointed  and  even  disheartened.  The  read¬ 
ing  of  the  report  has,  in  my  mind,  much  of  ‘  The  Dog  in  the  Manger  ’ 
element  about  it;  admitting  the  field  of  South  Africa  was  a  very  im¬ 
portant  one,  the  committee  practically  recommend  the  work  be  not  dele¬ 
gated  outside  the  environment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  do 
not  make  any  suggestion  as  to  the  necessity  of  this  great  field  being 
immediately  canvassed  for  the  purpose  of  developing  our  relations,  as 
we  are  taught  in  our  initiatory  ceremony  is  one  of  the  great  ends  of 
our  Institution.  As  far  as  I  know,  Australia  has  conformed  to  the 
great  principles  underlying  the  whole  superstructure  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  as  ordained  in  the  Rituals  of  the  Independent  Order,  and  our 
desire  in  Australasia  to  see  our  beloved  Order  firmly  established  in  this 
practically  new  land,  which  is  now  only  beginning  to  develop,  is  an 
innate  wish  in  keeping  with  our  avowed  principles  and  obligations.  I 
have  been  to  some  trouble  in  following  up  this  matter,  and  accept  youi 
grateful  thanks  for  what  I  may  have  attempted  to  do  in  carrying  out 
the  tenets  of  our  fraternity.  It  is  a  misfortune,  especially  for  Odd 
Fellows  of  the  Independent  Order,  that  excepting  in  Australasia,  New 
Zealand,  and  Canada,  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  is  not  established  in  other  British 
dominions,  particularly  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  Wales.  I  beg 
to  enclose  a  letter  received  a  few  days  back,  which  is  only  one  or  many, 
asking  a  very  simple  question — Are  there  any  lodges  of  our  Order  m 
Northumberland  or  Durham?  Considering  the  great  wealth  we  so 
proudly  boast  of  possessing,  and  the  principles  of  our  Order  which  we 
still  more  proudly  hold  up  as  a  beacon  to  mankind,  I  consider  a  little 
of  the  former  used  in  carrying  out  the  objects  and  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  viz. — the  Universality  of  Man — the  Order  would  be  a  little 
nearer  consummating  what  it  began  its  existence  for,  and  what  we 
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all  hope  will  sooner  or  later  be  accomplished.  I  am  a  cosmopolitan — 
and  every  true  Odd  Fellow  must  he  a  citizen  of  the  world — and  it  mat¬ 
ters  little  which  end  of  the  world  takes  up  the  important  work  of  in¬ 
troducing  our  Order,  so  long  as  the  members  are  vouched  safe,  which 
can  be  done  under  charters  which  must  subsequently  issue.  I  have 
nothing  more  to  add  to  this  already  lengthy  letter,  but  sincerely  hope 
the  parochialism  of  your  committee  will  be  but  temporary,  and  the 
Order,  no  matter  where  it  exists,  be  fully  empowered  to  enlarge  its 
sphere.

In  the  matter  of  establishing  the  Order  in  England,  there  are  other 
fraternal  bodies  in  that  country  as  well  as  the  Manchester  Unity,  there 
is  no  doubt  the  Manchester  Unity  is  exercising  a  great  influence,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  has  not  numerically,  been  keeping  up  its  ratio  of 
increases  as  compared  with  previous  years,  and  I  believe  once  the 
I.  0.  0.  F.,  obtains  a  footing  its  Ritualistic  Preferments  would  quickly 
excite  the  attention  of  the  people  in  the  land  of  our  forefathers.  I 
note  with  some  degree  of  satisfaction  that  your  own  views  do  not  alto¬ 
gether  coincide  with  the  finding  of  the  committee  in  regard  to  establish¬ 
ing  the  Order  in  South  Africa,  I  was  never  more  disappointed  than  when 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  refused  the  disinterested  assistance  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales.  In  reading  my  letter  addressed  to 
you  on  the  subject,  there  dre  errors  which  occurred  between  the  dictat¬ 
ing  and  typewriting  of  same,  I  beg  to  enclose  a  printed  copy  of  the  letter 
as  revised,  and  you  will  oblige  me  by  attaching  the  same  to  my  com¬ 
munication,  on  the  subject. 

I  am  now  very  busy  preparing  for  the  Annual  Session  of  this  Juris¬ 
diction,  which  takes  place  on  the  12th  prox.  My  report  so  far  as  the 
progress  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  concerned  will  be  a  satis¬ 
factory  one,  ail  along  the  line  the  Order  is  making  good  progress,  I  am 
glad  to  say  we  are  gradually  overtaking  other  societies,  and  in  the 
course  of  a  few  years  hope  to  be  on  a  par  with  much  larger  bodies.

The  transcript  from  the  minutes  is  signed  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  but  does  not  appear  to  have  any  seal  on  it,  but  will 
be  submitted  as  it  is  forwarded,  unless  in  the  meantime  you  will  advise 
Grand  Secretary  Smith  of  the  apparent  omission  of  the  seal  that  he 
may  correct  it  in  time  for  the  next  session.  I  notice  in  the  transcript 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  that  reference  is  made 
to  the  threatened  secession  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  from  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  I  do  not  understand 
that  this  statement  appearing  in  the  transcript  is  intended  to  invoke  any 
ruling  or  action,  and  therefore  I  decide  nothing  about  it  except  as  it 
might  possibly  affect  the  relations  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  with 
the  _Order  in  Australasia.  The  effect  of  such  withdrawal  is  stated  in 
the  4th  paragraph  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Australian  Controversy,  No.  150,  appearing  on  page  972,  Journal  of 
1900.  From  which  it  follows  that  such  secession,  if  carried  out,  would 
put  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  outside  of  the  pale  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  and  under  the  7th  paragraph  of  the  same  report.  Journal  of  1900, 
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page  972,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  cannot,  through  your  office,  furn¬ 
ish  any  supplies  directly  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  but  could 
only  do  so  through  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.

Secretary’s  office  at  Baltimore.  The  communication  will  be  presented 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session  to  be  held  at  San 
Francisco,  California,  commencing  the  third  Monday  in  September, 
1904.  I  am  not  at  all  sure,  however,  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
has,  or  will  take,  any  jurisdiction,  because  under  the  charter  of  1878, 
and  the  amendment  thereto  of  1888,  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia,  that  Body  is  created  an  Independent  Sovereignty  in  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  throughout  its  Jurisdiction,  except  as  to  certain  matters  therein 
expressly  reserved  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  may  therefore  be 
useful  for  you  to  consider  the  original  charter  as  set  forth  commenc¬ 
ing  on  page  7572,  Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (formerly 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States),  of  1878,  and  amendment  thereto  on 
page  11,359,  Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  1888.  However, 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  when  the  petition  is  presented  deter¬ 
mine  whether  it  has  any  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  and  the  decision  of 
the  question  will  involve  a  construction  of  the  constitution  and 
amended  constitution  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
a  petition  was  received  by  me  last  year  from  a  number  of  patriarchs 
of  New  South  Wales,  in  which  they  protest  against  certain  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  taken  at  the  session  at  Adelaide  in 
1902,  expunging  from  the  constitution  of  that  body  and  which  action 
it  is  claimed  is  to  the  detriment  of  the  Encampment  branch  and  com¬ 
plaining  also  of  further  actions  along  same  line  alleged  to  be  inimical 
to  patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  with  which  you  are  doubtless  familiar. 

This  petition  was  referred  by  me  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
by  that  body  was  referred  back  to  me  and  I  have  just  recently  received 
the  paper  from  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office. 

Respecting  as  I  do  your  high  office  and  Jurisdiction,  may  I  ask  be¬ 
fore  addressing  myself  further  to  this  matter  for  full  expression  of 
your  views  on  the  subject  matter  of  said  petition,  that  I  may  understand 
the  position  and  contention  of  both  sides  of  the  question  at  issue.

Pending  the  consideration  of  former  questions  and  correspondence 
with  foreign  Jurisdictions  relative  to  the  new  uniform  charter  by  the 
committee  and  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  per  action  of  the  last  session 
the  correspondence  during  the  last  year  in  regard  to  that  important 
subject  has  not  been  extensive. 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT. 

As  indicated  in  the  general  order  heretofore  set  out,  since  July  1, 
1904,  many  matters  formerly  devolving  upon  the  Grand  Sire  as  com- 
mander-in-chief,  in  the  P.  M.  branch  of  the  Order,  were  transferred  to 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  General  Commanding,  and  these,  together  with 
the  general  condition  and  result  of  the  work  will  appear  in  the  report 
of  that  officer  as  shown  in  the  appendix  hereto  as  “  Document  B.” 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  will  also  show  the  work  in  general 
and  contain  valuable  data.  Much  good  work  and  attention  are  being 
given  in  behalf  of  this  branch  by  General  Raney,  who  is  proving  a 
capable  and  active  leader  of  the  army  of  Patriarchs  Militant. 

THE  BALTIMORE  FIRE  AND  NEW  DIGEST. 

With  profound  sorrow  the  Order  throughout  the  world  heard  of  the 
extensive  and  disastrous  fire  which  occurred  in  the  business  area  of 
Baltimore,  early  in  February  last.  As  the  home  city  and  headquarters 
of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  which  had  been  visited  in  September  last  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  by  thousands  of  members  who  had  formed 
renewed  interest  in  the  city,  the  news  was  received  as  a  loss  to  all. 
Apprehension  was  felt  at  first  that  the  office  and  property  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  and  of  the 
Order  in  Baltimore  might  have  been  consumed,  but  fortunately  this  did 
not  happen.  On  learning  of  the  great  fire  and  fearing  that  suffering 
might  result  to  the  membership  of  our  Order  there,  I  wrote  to  Grand 
Master  Rossman  that  if  it  was  necessary  to  do  so  to  call  on  other

Jurisdictions  for  help,  but  was  informed  that  such  call  was  not  neces¬ 
sary.  The  result  of  the  fire  was  that  the  plates  and  everything  in  the 
way  of  the  material  for  getting  out  the  new  digest  prepared  by 
Past  Grand  Sire,  Busbee,  were  consumed  and  further  delay  incurred  in 
getting  out  the  digest.  This  was  a  matter  of  regret  as  the  Order  was 
waiting  for  and  expecting  the  book  and  its  need  is  great  but  as  the 
loss  and  delay  were  unavoidable,  Grand  Secretary  Grant  sent  out  a 
notice  of  it.  The  digest,  however,  will  be  out  before  the  September 
session. 


SESSION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

PROCLAMATIONS. 

Deeming  it  to  the  interest  of  the  Order,  the  following  proclamation 
or  letter  was  issued  and  distributed  throughout  the  vast  membership 
and  it  is  believed  that  some  good  resulted  therefrom:

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Rebekah  Assembly  Presi¬ 
dents,  and  Department  Commanders.  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Greeting:  In  1902,  our  beloved  Order  did  much  good  work  along  all 
lines  in  the  cause  of  fraternity  and  benevolence,  and  also  made  a  large 
net  increase  in  the  membership,  having  at  the  end  of  1902  a  membership 
of  1,329,956,  composed  of  brothers  of  subordinate  ledges  and  sisters  of 
Rebekah  lodges.  The  end  of  1903  is  now  approaching,  and  an  account¬ 
ing  or  consideration  of  the  condition  of  each  subordinate  lodge,  Rebekah 
lodge,  Encampment  and  Canton,  is  desirable  and  in  the  interest  of  the 
Order.  Through  you  it  is  expected  that  by  the  12th  of  November,  1903, 
at  farthest,  every  subordinate  body  of  the  22,000  at  work  on  the  con¬ 
tinent  of  North  America,  will  have  received  the  call  or  request  herein 
made. 

It  is  deemed  proper  to  make  of  you  a  fraternal  request  that  you  will 
at  once  issue  and  distribute  to  your  subordinates  a  proclamation  calling 
attention  to  the  great  work  being  accomplished  and  asking  that  each 
subordinate  organization  contribute  to  and  participate  in  the  general 
prosperity,  and  thus  present  the  record  at  the  close  of  the  present  year, 
of  1,500,000  Odd  Fellows,  including  brothers  of  subordinate,  and  sisters 
of  Rebekah  lodges,  and  at  the  same  time  add  to  the  interest  and  effici¬ 
ency  of  the  work  and  meetings  of  subordinates.  Cheering  news  comes 
from  many  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  indicates  that  the  present  year  will 
be  the  most  successful  of  any  in  the  history  of  our  Order  and  it  certainly 
will  be  if  all  Jurisdictions  and  all  subordinates  contribute  to  the  good 
work  being  done.  If  each  subordinate  body  will  appoint  a  committee 
of  such  number  as  may  be  deemed  best  and  look  after  those  good  mem¬ 
bers  who  may  be  liable  to  suspension,  such  diligent  attention  will  save 
the  loss  of  many  members  and  preserve  them  for  future  usefulness. 
As  these  are  already  members  and  familiar  with  the  merits  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Order,  there  can  be  no  impropriety  in  thus  looking  after 
them.  Then  too,  there  are  many  legitimate  and  proper  ways  in  which 
the  claims  of  Odd  Fellowship  may  be  called  to  the  attention  of  those 
who  are  not  members  without  urging  or  importuning  any,  and  many 
good  men  and  women  not  now  in  membership  would  doubtless  esteem  it 
a  kindness  and  ever  be  thankful  for  it  having  been  suggested  that  they 
consider  the  claims  of  our  Order.  This  course  would  doubtless  add 
considerably  of  good  material  to  the  membership  and  give  work  enough 
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to  keep  the  lodge  meetings  live  and  interesting.  While  nothing  like  a 
rush  for  members  is  intended,  it  seldom  happens  that  a  subordinate 
maintains  for  a  long  period  precisely  the  same  position,  but,  as  a  rule, 
must  either  go  forward  or  fall  back,  and  no  organization  of  any  order 
can  prosper  without  attention  and  interest  and  our  Order  certainly 
deserves  the  service  of  its  members.  The  good  work  accomplished  by 
Odd  Fellowship  in  the  field  of  fraternity  and  benevolence  and  the  great 
prosperity  which  has  come  to  it  must  be  gratifying  not  only  to  the 
entire  membership  but  must  challenge  and  receive  the  admiration  of  all 
people  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  mankind. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  no  branch  of  the  Order  will  suffer  a  loss 
of  membership  in  any  Jurisdiction  during  the  present  year.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  am  advised  by  Bro.  Edward  F.  Sherman,  of 
Camden,  New  Jersey,  that  Camden  Encampment,  No.  12,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  is  disregarding  the  law  on  the  subject  of  official 
certificates.  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  same  believing  that  as 
a  loyal  official  of  the  Order  you  will  give  prompt  and  efficient  atten¬ 
tion  and  cause  the  law  to  be  observed,  if  there  is  foundation  for  the 
alleged  violation.  The  utility  of  this  official  certificate  is  now  manifest 
to  the  Order,  as  when  it  shows  payment  of  dues  in  advance  it  is  an 
order  for  the  annual  travelling  pass  word  and  facilitates  visiting,  and 
if  I  remember  correctly,  its  passage  or  introduction  was  brought  about 
largely  by  the  efforts  of  representatives  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  your  Jurisdiction.  But,  however  that  may  be,  it  is  now  a  law  of 
the  Order  that  only  these  certificates  shall  be  given  for  payment  of  dues, 
etc.,  and  as  long  as  it  is  the  law  it  should  be  in  good  faith  observed  and 
not  nullified.  If  the  law  is  not  satisfactory  and  needs  amendment  of 
course  efforts  should  be  directed  to  that  end.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  Several  months  ago  a  complaint  came  to  this 
office  that  there  was  much  violation  of  the  law  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
New  Jersey,  in  regard  to  the  non-use  of  official  receipts  for  dues,  and 
I  had  some  correspondence  on  the  subject  and  had  hoped  that  the 
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cause  for  complaint  had  ceased,  but  am  now  in  receipt  of  a  communi¬ 
cation  from  King  David  Lodge,  No.  255,  of  Camden,  New  Jersey,  in 
which  it  recites,  among  other  things,  that  some  of  the  lodges  in  district 
No.  23,  “  are  persistently  violating  their  obligations  by  using  illegal 
receipts  for  dues  paid,  notwithstanding  King  David  Lodge  has  pro¬ 
tested  to  the  Grand  Lodge  against  the  violations  of  the  law;  and 
agitation  against  the  open  defiance  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has 
become  a  matter  of  great  notoriety  in  this  district. 

As  this  complaint  comes  to  me  the  second  time,  and  as  the  law  o : 
the  Order  should  be  in  good  faith  complied  with,  I  beg  to  call  your  at¬ 
tention  to  these  alleged  violations  and  insist  that  proper  steps  be  taken 
if  the  charges  are  true,  to  cause  the  law  to  be  enforced,  and  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  each  of  you  will  join  in  proper  effort  in  this 
behalf.  Of  course  it  is  a  plain  proposition  that  this  law  should  be  com¬ 
plied  with  by  all  Jurisdictions.  As  the  history  of  the  legislation  or¬ 
iginated  largely  in  the  demand  from  your  Jurisdiction  that  it  be 
enacted,  it  would  seem  that  non-compliance  with  it  from  that  Juris¬ 
diction  could  not  have  been  expected.  If  this  law  needs  any  perfec¬ 
tion  by  amendment  or  if  the  price  of  the  official  receipts  is  too  high 
then  proper  action  should  be  taken  to  accomplish  the  change  but 
meantime,  the  law  as  it  exists,  should  be  enforced.

Dear  Grand  Sire  and  Brother:  I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  commun¬ 
ication  relative  to  a  complaint  of  the  violation  of  the  law  in  district  No. 
23,  of  our  Jurisdiction,  for  the  non-use  of  the  official  certificate,  I  would 
state  that  the  Grand  Master,  Brother  Melosh,  and  myself,  also  Past 
Grand  Master  Tussev,  of  the  district  mentioned,  had  a  conference  last 
Wednesday  night  in  regard  to  it,  and  the  Grand  Master  has  already 
arranged  to  take  the  matter  up  and  thoroughly  investigate  the  same 
which  will  be  done  at  an  early  date,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  he  finds  the 
law  being  violated  as  reported,  he  will  cause  the  offending  parties  to 
at  once  cease  the  violation,  or  atone  to  the  offended  law. 

It  does  seem  strange  that  a  complaint  should  come  from  the  home  of 
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the  origin  of  the  certificate,  and  I  regret  very  much  that  you  should  be 
annoyed  with  the  complaint.  The  Grand  Master  will  do  his  duty  and  we 
will  do  our  duty  in  making  the  investigation,  and  I  feel  sure  it  will  all 
be  attended  to,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

I  do  not  think  any  improvement  can  be  made  at  this  time,  in  the 
form  of  the  certificate,  and  there  is  none  needed  in  the  price  of  it, 
surely  all  lodges  can  afford  to  use  them,  according  to  the  law,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  if  the  lodges  would  encourage  the  members  to  ask  for 
them,  it  would  in  many  instances  increase  the  interest  of  the  members 
and  help  the  lodges  as  well. 

I  hope  you  are  in  the  best  of  health,  and  that  I  will  have  the 
pleasure  of  soon  meeting  you  at  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

•  Being  advised  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  that  there  was  operating 
in  Fremont,  in  that  State,  an  association  known  as  the  “  Odd  Fellows’ 
Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Pennsylvania,”  I  addressed  the  follow¬ 
ing  communications  respectively  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  and 
Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania:

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  12th  inst., 
have  to  say,  that  as  you  are  no  doubt  already  advised,  no  company, 
corporation  or  association  has  the  right  to  use  the  name  or  emblems 
of  our  Order  in  the  conduct  of  insurance  or  any  other  business.  See 
Journal  1898,  pages  16,125,  16,126,  16,154,  16,155  and  Decisions  of  Grand 
Sire  Pinkerton,  No.  132,  Journal  1899,  page  37,  and  No.  137  Journal  of 
1899  page  38.  Of  this  law  the  membership  generally  should  be  by  this 
time  well  informed,  but  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  it  in  my  annual 
report  to  the  recent  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  hoping 
that  it  would  thereby  soon  become  known  to  all.  Of  course,  if  any  Odd 
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Fellows  are  interested  in  or  connected  with  any  such  company,  doing 
business  under  any  such  name,  they  are  subject  to  discipline  under  the 
law,  and  it  will  be  very  well  for  you  as  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  to 
write  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania,  calling  his  attention  to 
the  name  of  this  association  that  he  may  ascertain  whether  any 
persons  interested  in  or  connected  with  such  company  have  membership 
in  any  of  the  Pennsylvania  lodges  of  our  Order,  and  you  could  mean¬ 
time  ascertain  whether  any  such  persons  have  their  membership  in 
any  of  the  Ohio  lodges.  I  will  also  write  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  upon  the  subject.  If  in  addition  you  will  issue  a  circular  to 
all  the  lodges  of  your  Jurisdiction  stating  the  law  on  the  subject  and 
asking  all  lodges  to  enforce  it  against  any  persons  who  are  in  member¬ 
ship  and  who  have  any  connection  with  or  interest  in  such  concerns  you 
will  doubtless  afford  very  general  relief  to  your  membership,  and  if 
thereafter  they  patronize  such  concerns  they  will  have  only  themselves 
to  blame.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the  courts  would  enjoin  such 
concerns  from  doing  business  when  using  the  name  or  emblem  of  our 
Order  in  violation  of  our  laws,  but  that  would  be  more  a  legal  question 
for  a  practitioner  in  the  particular  State  to  consider  than  for  me  to 
pass  upon.  Even  if  the  courts  would  enjoin  such  business  it  would  be 
requisite  to  first  have  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  the 
subject  set  out  as  exemplifications  and  certified,  to  be  used  as  evidence.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Chas.  O.  Pavey,  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  advising  that  there  is  operating 
in  Fremont,  Ohio,  an  association  known  as  the  Odd  Fellows’  Mutual 
Insurance  Company  of  Pennsylvania.  I  have  advised  the  Grand  Master 
of  Ohio,  that  if  any  of  the  persons  interested  in  or  connected  with 
such  company  are  members  of  the  Order  in  Pennsylvania  or  Ohio,  they 
are  subject  to  discipline  by  their  lodges  respectively,  for  violating  the 
law,  which  prohibits  the  use  of  the  name  or  emblems  of  the  Order  in 
connection  with  insurance,  or  any  other  business.  He  will  endeavor 
to  ascertain  whether  any  such  persons  have  membership  in  Ohio  lodges, 
and  if  it  is*  practicable  for  you  to  do  so,  please  ascertain  whether  any 
such  persons  have  membership  in  Pennsylvania  lodges,  that  steps  may 
be  taken  to  deal  with  such  offending  members.  See  Journal  of  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  of  1898,  pages  16,125,  16,126,  16,154  and  16,155,  and  deci¬ 
sions  of  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton,  Nos.  132  and  137,  on  pages  37  and  38  of 
Journal  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  1899. 

In  this  connection  permit  me  to  ask  what  information  you  have  as 
to  the  record  of  work  in  the  lodges  of  your  Jurisdiction  and  in  the 
matter  of  the  institution  of  new  lodges,  and  what  will  be  the  probable 
net  increase  in  your  membership  during  this  year.

Throughout  my  official  service,  I  have  been  favored  with  the  aid  and 
encouragement  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Officials  and  by  the  Order 
generally  in  the  matter  of  co-operation  in  the  work  and  in  furnishing 
needed  information  and  all  have  contributed  to  the  great  result  ac¬ 
complished  in  the  work,  and  in  the  condition  of  harmony  and  pros¬ 
perity  which  the  Order  now  enjoys  in  the  fullest  measure.  I  recognize 
a  deep  sense  of  obligation  to  each  and  all  who  have  in  any  way  aided  in 
the  work  and  contributed  to  these  gratifying  conditions.  My  special 
acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  his  assistant  for 
prompt  and  intelligent  co-operation  in  my  official  duties.  During  my 
whole  term  I  have  been  in  constant  correspondence  with  that  office  and 
a  large  volume  of  the  business  is  thus  transacted  and  there  has  not 
been  a  single  instance  of  delay  or  failure  in  giving  attention  and  it  is 
a  great  pleasure  at  the  close  of  my  official  relations  with  these  officers  to 
bear  testimony  to  their  constant  and  intelligent  performance  of  duty. 
My  relations  with  all  the  officers  have  been  pleasant  but  it  is  with  the 
Grand  Secretary’s  office  that  the  Grand  Sire  comes  most  in  contact, 
there  being  a  constant  stream  of  correspondence  between  the  two  officers. 

OFFICIAL  VISITATIONS. 

Notwithstanding  the  regular  work  and  official  duties  devolving  upon 
me,  I  have  been  enabled  to  make  more  official  visitations  during  the  last 
year  of  my  service,  than  reported  for  the  first  year.  The  calls  and 
invitations  made  to  the  Grand  Sire  from  various  Jurisdictions,  show  a

Manifestly,  however,  where 
there  is  no  special  need  or  occasion  requiring  it,  visits  should  only  be 
made  on  invitation,  when  it  is  believed  by  the  membership  in  the 
Jurisdiction  extending  them,  that  good  to  the  Order  will  result  there¬ 
from.  If  space  permitted  I  should  be  glad  (and  the  membership  in  the 
places  visited  well  deserve  itl,  to  give  a  full  account  of  each  visitatiom 
but  must  be  content  with  only  a  general  reference  to  each.  Wherever 
I  have  gone  the  reception  has  been  fraternal  and  in  most  instances 
enthusiastic,  and  in  all  cases  the  hospitality  has  been  unbounded  and 
everything  anticipated  and  provided  for  that  could  contribute  to  com¬ 
fort  and  happiness.  The  visitations  made  have  been  delightful  breaks 
in  the  arduous  detail  work  of  the  office  and  members  where  they  have 
been  made  have  kindlv  expressed  the  belief  that  some  good  resulted 
from  them.  In  addition  to  visitations  made  to  a  number  of  lodges, 
Rebekah  lodges  and  encampments  in  my  home  Jurisdiction,  the  follow¬ 
ing  visits  have  been  made  to  other  Jurisdictions. 

On  the  30th  September  1903,  I  visited  the  order  at  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  and  in  the  evening  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Order  and  their 
friends  at  the  opera  house  and  made  an  address  in  the  interest,  of  the 
Order.

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On  October  20th,  1903,  arrived  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  attended 
a  meeting  under  the  auspices  of  Woodbine  Rebekah  Lodge,  famous  for 
its  splendid  rendition  of  the  work.  The  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Tenn. 
had  just  closed  its  annual  meeting  and  many  of  its  members  were  still 
in  the  city  and  attended  this  lodge  meeting  which,  being  held  in  a 
large  and  commodious  hall,  accommodated  a  large  gathering  of  brothers 
and  sisters.  The  work  was  well  given  on  this  occasion  and  during  the 
meeting  I  made  an  address  on  Odd  Fellowship  and  especially  in  regard 
to  the  Rebekah  branch  which  I  found  to  be  prosperous  and  enthusiastic 
in  Tennessee. 

The  next  day,  October  21,  attended  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Tenn.  and  found  a  large  attendance  of  active  and  enthusiastic  mem¬ 
bers,  representing  the  lodges  and  Order  from  every  part  of  the  State. 
The  Order  has  been  greatly  prospering  in  Tennessee  and  this  gave 
additional  interest  and  enthusiasm  and  in  addressing  this  Grand  Body 
felt  the, inspiration  of  the  occasion  and  surroundings  and  was  greatly 
pleased  at  the  privilege  of  meeting  with  such  active  workers  in  the 
Order.  No  more  cordial  or  fraternal  welcome  could  have  been  given 
than  that  accorded  to  me  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  by  the  membership 
throughout  my  stay. 

On  October  30th  and  31st,  visited  the  Order  at  Greenville,  S.  C.,  and 
found  not  only  the  local  membership  of  that  beautiful  city  in  attend¬ 
ance  but  also  many  members  from  adjacent  sections  and  Grand  Master 
Blease  and  other  Grand  officers  from  other  parts  of  the  State  honored 
the  occasion  with  their  presence  and  assistance  and  joined  in  extending 
greeting. 

On  the  evening  of  the  31st  October,  the  members  of  the  Order  as¬ 
sembled  at  the  opera  house  and  addresses  were  made  by  the  Grand 
Master,  myself  and  others.  Charming  hospitality  was  extended  by  the 
membership  and  the  visit  was  made  altogether  delightful. 

On  December  10,  1903,  visited  the  Order  in  Pensacola,  Florida,  and 
in  that  section  of  Florida,  the  occasion  being  the  dedication  of  a  new 
and  handsome  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  erected  and  owned  by  the  local  lodges. 
On  this  visit  I  had  the  honor  of  being  the  guest  of  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive,  Thos.  C.  Watson  and  his  wife,  at  their  elegant  and  hospitable  home 
and  in  connection  with  the  stay  in  Pensacola  many  delightful  courtesies 
were  extended  including  a  boat  ride  on  the  bay  to  the  Gulf  and  a 
banquet  at  the  Armory  Hall,  where  welcome  addresses  were  made  by 
members  of  the  Order,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  and  by  the  Representatives 
of  the  State,  to  which  I  responded. 

At  the  dedication  of  the  hall  a  large  gathering  of  brothers  and  sisters 
were  present  and  a  lively  and  commendable  interest  manifested.  In 
addition  to  presiding  during  the  dedication  service  delivered  an  address. 
The  hall  reflects  great  credit  on  the  membership  in  Pensacola. 

On  the  third  of  May  attended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  at 
Gulfport  and  was  most  cordially  received.  Made  an  address  at  the 
public  reception  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  later  made 
one  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  session. 

On  returning  from  Gulfport  on  May  4th,  made  a  short  stop  at  Mobile, 
Ala.,  and  was  greeted  by  a  committee  of  brothers,  who  extended  fra¬ 
ternal  attentions  and  made  the  stay  one  of  pleasure. 

On  the  evening  of  May  4th,  attended  a  public  meeting  of  members 
and  friends  of  the  Order  at  the  opera  house  in  Montgomery,  Ala.,  and 
made  an  address.  After  the  exercises  at  the  opera  house  attended  a 
reception  at  Odd  Fellows  Hall,  where  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
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many  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  local  lodges.  The  reception 
accorded  me  was  in  all  respects  fraternal  and  hospitable. 

On  May  9,  1904,  attended  the  opening  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  of  Va.,  at 
Lynchburg,  and  witnessed  the  interesting  exercises,  made  an  address 
and  inspected  the  building  and  grounds. 

Attended  a  reception  at  Odd  Fellows  Hall  in  the  evening  wThere  a 
large  concourse  of  brothers  and  sisters  were  present  many  of  them 
being  from  the  local  lodges  and  many  from  other  parts  of  the  State, 
having  come  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Assembly,  and 
the  opening  of  the  home. 

On  the  10th,  visited  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  and  was  cordially 
and  fraternally  received  and  delivered  an  address.  The  attendance  at 
this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  large  and  the  membership  enthus¬ 
iastic  because  of  the  great  work  accomplished  for  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction  during  the  year  preceding.  This  visit  to  the  Order  in  the 
Old  Dominion  afforded  me  a  great  pleasure  and  the  hospitality  for 
which  Virginians  are  famous  was  manifested  on  every  hand. 

TO  THE  NORTHWEST  AND  PACIFIC  COAST. 

On  the  27th  of  May  1904,  I  started  on  a  visit  to  some  of  the  north¬ 
western  Jurisdictions  and  returned  home  on  June  27,  1904,  having  spent 
one  month  devoted  exclusively  to  meeting  and  association  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  in  Colorado,  Idaho,  Oregon,  Washington  and  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Knowing  that  some  of  these  Jurisdictions  had  never  had  an 
official  visit  from  a  Grand  Sire  and  being  advised  that  as  to  all  of  them, 
some  good  would  result  from  such  a  visit,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  go  to 
them  and  was  everywhere  received  and  greeted  in  a  manner  demonstrat¬ 
ing  the  splendid  activity  and  devotion  of  the  fraternity  to  the  work  and 
principles  of  the  Order,  as  also  the  loyalty  of  the  membership  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  respect  for  the  authority  of  that  Body. 
It  would  be  a  privilege  to  present  an  extended  account  of  the  incidents 
of  the  visit  to  each  place  but  as  this  is  not  practicable,  must  be  content 
with  a  somewhat  general  reference.  Met  with  fraternal  demonstration 
and  regard  and  with  a  beautiful  and  magnificent  hospitality  throughout 
my  journey,  I  was  profoundly  impressed  with  the  activity  and  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  Order  and  with  the  high  character  of  our  membership. 
In  this  greeting  all  branches  of  the  Order  participated  and  are  entitled 
to  recognition  in  this  report. 

On  May  30th,  1904,  arrived  at  Denver,  Colo.,  where  a  large  and  repre¬ 
sentative  committee  of  brothers  met  me  at  the  station  and  extended 
every  courtesy  and  hospitality  during  my  stay  until  the  morning  of 
June  2nd.  The  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriarch,  President  of  the  As¬ 
sembly  and  most  of  the  Grand  Officers  of  these  bodies  in  Colorado  were 
present  to  participate  in  the  meetings  and  incidents  as  also  were  many 
members  and  organizations  from  different  parts  of  the  State.  While 
here  I  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  many  of  the  members  in  lodge  and 
encampment.  There  was  also  a  large  procession  of  the  Order  through 
some  of  the  streets  of  Denver  to  the  church  where  a  public  meeting  was 
held  in  the  afternoon  of  May  31st,  at  which  addresses  were  made  by 
Past  Grand  Master  C.  D.  Cobb  and  myself. 

In  the  evening  a  banquet  was  given  which  was  attended  by  many 
Grand  Officers  and  members  and  by  the  Governor  and  his  wife  and  by 
the  Representative  of  the  Mayor  of  Denver.  At  the  banquet  a  number 
of  addresses  were  made  including  one  by  the  President  of  the  State 
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Rebekah  Assembly  and  one  by  General  M.  A.  Raney,  who  met  me  in 
Denver  and  honored  the  occasion  with  his  presence.  Early  in  the 
evening  a  reception  was  held  in  the  Hotel  Parlors  where  General  Raney 
and  myself  had  the  pleasure  of  personal  presentation  to  many  of  the 
brothers  and  sisters  of  Colorado  and  many  visiting  members  from  other 
Jurisdictions. 

On  June  3rd,  1904,  accompanied  by  General  Raney,  arrived  at  Boise, 
Idaho,  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriarch  and  Assembly  President 
having  met  us  some  distance  from  the  city  to  welcome  us  to  the 
Jurisdiction.  Here  too  the  reception  was  delightful,  every  arrangement 
having  been  made  for  our  comfort  and  the  rooms  occupied  by  us  having 
been  beautifully  decorated  with  flowers  by  the  Rebekah  sisters.  In  the 
evening  a  large  and  representative  audience  gathered  at  a  banquet  and 
the  next  day  a  large  and  magnificent  procession  marched  through  the 
city,  the  streets  of  which  were  thronged  with  people  who  had  turned 
out  to  do  honor  to  the  Order. 

The  arrangements  for  this  procession  were  artistic  and  complete  and 
included  some  splendid  floats  and  a  cavalcade  of  mounted  sister 
Rebekahs  which'  added  much  interest.  At  the  close  of  the  procession 
a  public  meeting  was  held  at  a  large  pavilion  and  several  thousand 
people  attended  and  listened  to  addresses  from  the  Grand  Master  and 
other  Grand  Officers  and  from  Mayor  Hawley  and  Governor  Morrison, 
to  which  I  responded.  In  the  evening  a  reception  occurred  at  the  large 
Natatorium  building  and  was  attended  by  a  great  number  of  brothers 
and  sisters  and  their  families  and  friends;  The  decorations  here  had 
been  made  under  the  direction  and  by  the  sisters  and  were  rich  and 
beautiful.  On  this  occasion  the  brothers  and  sisters  and  their  large 
attendance  and  bearing,  reflected  great  credit  on  the  Order  and  illus¬ 
trated  a  charming  hospitality.  From  Boise,  General  Raney  returned 
home  with  my  regrets  that  he  could  not  accompany  me  further. 

On  the  morning  of  June  6th,  arrived  in  Portland,  Oregon,  en  route  to 
Tacoma,  and  had  six  hours  to  stop  between  trains.  Past  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative  Ansell  of  Washington  representing  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington,  had  met  me  at  Boise  to  travel  with  me  to  Tacoma,  and 
we  were  met  at  Hood  River,  Oregon,  by  Grand  Secretary  Sharon  and 
Past  Grand  Representative  Williamson,  who  accompanied  us  to  Port¬ 
land,  and  on  reaching  there  were  met  by  the  Grand  officers  and  com¬ 
mittee  of  brothers  who  extended  greeting  and  courtesy,  including  a 
delightful  dinner  and  a  boat  ride  on  the  beautiful  and  famous  Willam¬ 
ette  River. 

In  the  afternoon,  with  Brother  Ansell,  left  Portland  for  Tacoma, 
Washington,  and  on  reaching  the  middle  of  the  Columbia  River  which 
marks  the  division  line  between  Oregon  and  Washington,  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  and  committee  entered  our 
car  and  extended  welcome  to  the  Jurisdiction  and  traveled  with  us  to 
Tacoma.  At  Tacoma  the  Grand  Encampment,  Rebekah  Assembly  and 
Grand  Lodge  were  holding  the  annual  session  for  1904,  and  a  large  at¬ 
tendance  was  present.  At  the  station  hundreds  of  brothers  and  sisters 
had  gathered  to  extend  welcome,  and  enthusiasm  and  good  cheer 
abounded  throughout  the  stay  of  over  two  days.  On  arrival,  and  be¬ 
fore  going  to  my  hotel,  attended  a  meeting  under  the  auspices  of  one  of 
the  Tacoma  Rebekah  lodges  and  witnessed  the  rendition  of  the  work 
in  a  splendid  and  impressive  manner.  The  meeting  was  in  a  large  hall 
and  a  great  concourse  present.  Made  a  short  address  and  met  many 
of  those  present. 
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The  next  day  visited  the  Grand  Lodge  in  session  and  also  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  and  was  cordially  received  by  each  and  delivered  an  address 
to  each.  In  the  evening  attended  a  public  meeting  at  the  theatre  and 
delivered  an  address  on  Odd  Fellowship,  On  the  8th,  enjoyed  a  boat 
ride  on  Puget  Sound  and  a  visit  to  Defiance  Park  in  company  with  quite 
a  party  of  brothers  and  sisters.  In  the  evening  was  present  at  a  recep¬ 
tion  at  Hotel  Tacoma  and  met  several  thousand  members  of  the  Order 
and  their  families  and  friends.  During  all  my  stay  in  Tacoma  was 
the  recipient  of  many  and  constant  and  kind  and  fraternal  courtesies. 
The  hospitality  shown  was  warm,  generous  and  unbounded. 

On  the  morning  of  the  9th,  left  Tacoma  for  Seattle,  accompanied  by  a 
committee  of  the  Order  from  Seattle  and  by  a  number  of  brothers  from 
Tacoma  and  other  parts  of  Washington.  The  short  run  between  these 
oities  was  made  by  the  sound  on  the  famous  boat  “  Flyer  ”  and  with  a 
happy  congenial  party  was  a  most  delightful  experience. 

At  Seattle  the  greeting  was  generous  and  fraternal.  At  Hotel  Wash¬ 
ington  a  reception  was  held  on  arrival  and  thereafter  a  trolley  ride 
over  the  city  including  a  stop  at  the  beautiful  home  of  Past  Grand 
Representative  Holmes  on  Lake  Washington  where  refreshments  were 
served  and  delightful  hospitality  shown.  In  the  evening  a  public 
meeting  was  held  at  the  theatre  and  was  largely  attended  by  the  Order 
and  citizens.  Here  addresses  of  welcome  were  extended  by  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  Assembly,  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  other  Grand 
Officers,  and  by  the  mayor  of  Seattle,  to  which  I  responded. 

On  the  10th,  returned  to  Portland,  Oregon,  to  fill  an  engagement  with 
the  Order  there  and  was  met  by  a  committee  of  brothers  on  reaching 
the  State  boundary  and  escorted  into  the  city  and  received  with  en¬ 
thusiastic  welcome.  In  the  evening  met  the  brothers  of  Portland  and 
vicinity  in  lodge  meeting  and  delivered  an  address  to  them.  On  the 
next  day  enjoyed  a  boat  ride  with  a  large  party  of  the  brothers  and 
sisters  and  their  friends,  down  the  Willamette  to  and  up  the  Columbia 
River.  The  day  and  scenery  were  fine  and  the  trip  a  most  charming 
one.  In  the  evening  attended  a  public  meeting  where  a  program  of 
music  and  speaking  was  rendered  and  addressed  the  audience  on  the 
Order.  The  next  day  visited  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  home  and  talked  to  the 
aged  Odd  Fellows,  who  were  the  inmates  and  to  the  large  number  of 
brothers  and  sisters  who  had  come  out  on  the  occasion.  Hospitality 
and  fraternal  regard  were  shown  during  my  entire  stay  in  Portland. 
This  closed  the  official  appointments  I  had  previously  made  and  I  was 
greatly  inspired  and  encouraged  by  all  the  meetings,  receptions  and 
incidents  and  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Order  at  all  the  points  visited. 

My  son,  Wm.  M,  Goodwin,  accompanied  me  on  the  long  trip  to  these 
appointments  and  makes  acknowledgement  through  me  for  the  great 
kindness  shown  him. 


TO  CALIFORNIA. 

Having  delivered  many  addresses  and  attended  many  receptions  and 
been  the  subject  of  many  fraternal  courtesies  in  connection  with  the 
visitations  mentioned,  I  left  Portland  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  of 
June  for  San  Francisco,  where  I  spent  a  few  days  in  conference  with 
Past  Grand  Sire,  Underwood,  who  met  me  there  and  who  was  complet¬ 
ing  some  arrangements  for  the  comfort  of  the  members  and  visitors 
during  the  session  next  September.  While  in  San  Francisco,  it  was 
my  privilege  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  reception  of  The 
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Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  hospitably  received  by  them.  I  next 
went  to  Los  Angeles  for  a  few  days  and  while  there  met  with  the  Order 
at  a  lodge  meeting  and  spent  a  pleasant  and  interesting  evening. 

Since  returning  home,  on  the  4th  of  August,  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  membership  of  the  six  subordinate  lodges  and  the  Rebekah  lodge 
of  Cobb  County  and  one  or  two  lodges  from  an  adjoining  county,  at 
Kennesaw,  and  made  an  address  on  the  principles  and  work  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  This  meeting  had  special  interest  for  me  in  that  it  was 
held  in  my  native  county  and  attended  chiefly  by  those  residing  in  that 
county. 


CONCLUSION. 

Two  years  ago  your  generous  confidence  called  me  to  the  honorable 
and  responsible  service  which  closes  at  the  present  session.  Appreci¬ 
ating  the  honor,  responsibility  and  importance  of  the  work  on  which  I 
was  then  entering,  business  arrangements  had  been  made  to  con¬ 
form  to  it  and  business  interests  subordinated  whenever  necessary,  to 
the  interest  and  work  for  the  Order.  As  far  as  possible  and  able, 
whatever  service  I  could  render  has  been  given  to  our  great  and  good 
cause  and  to  the  promotion  of  its  interest,  and  while  the  work  has 
been  arduous  and  constant  it  has  been  accompanied  with  the  hearty 
good  will,  respect,  fraternal  regard  and  encouragement  of  the  member¬ 
ship  generally.  It  has  been  my  effort  and  pleasure  as  was  also  my  duty, 
to  keep  in  close  and  constant  touch  and  sympathy  with  the  Order 
every-where  and  to  know  the  condition  in  every  Jurisdiction  and  this 
has  added  largely  to  the  correspondence  of  the  office,  but  has  given  me 
much  satisfaction  and  inspiration.  Besides,  as  calls  and  opportunity 
came,  have  gone  into  various  Jurisdictions  to  personally  meet  the  mem¬ 
bership,  loyal  and  enthusiastic  brothers  and  sisters,  whose  greetings 
and  devotion  to  the  principles  of  the  Order  have  greatly  strengthened 
and  encouraged  me  in  the  official  service.  These  years  and  these 
associations  constitute  a  bright  chapter  in  my  life  work  and  experience 
and  the  recollection  of  them  will  be  fondly  cherished.  The  membership 
generally  have  been  found  active  and  devoted  to  the  principles  and  work 
of  the  Order  and  this  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  accomplishing  the 
gratifying  results  and  progress  made,  and  in  bringing  about  the  present 
splendid  condition.  The  record  of  prosperity  during  the  last  two  years 
must  be  gratifying  to  us  all  for  it  represents  not  only  building  up  in 
membership  but  also  splendid  financial  administration  in  all  branches 
and  increased  ability  for  discharging  benevolent  obligations;  large  and 
extensive  fraternal  influence  wThich  is  drawing  people  closer  together 
in  sympathy;  liberal  and  growing  relief  expenditures  for  all  purposes 
and  along  all  lines  provided  by  our  system,  and  all  these  with  that 
harmony  which  is  so  essential  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  best  re¬ 
sults.  An  examination  of  the  condition  and  results  elsewhere  shown  in 
this  report  and  more  fully  set  out  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
will  give  the  relief  expenditures  along  the  various  lines,  to-wit:  For 
sick  and  funeral  benefits,  for  the  aid  of  widows  and  orphans,  and  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  homes  for  widows  and  orphans  and 
aged  Odd  Fellows.  Reference,  however,  should  be  made  to  the  further 
fact  that  during  the  years  1902  and  1903,  there  was  added  a  net  increase  • 
in  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  151,000  brothers  and  60,000  sisters 
in  the  Rebekah  branch,  making  an  aggregate  net  increase  for  that  very 
short  period  in  the  history  of  the  Order  of  211,000  members. 
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It  is  known  that  much  and  general  good  work  is  being  done  the 
present  year,  1904,  and  it  is  almost  assured  that  the  close  of  the  year 
will  find  the  Order  with  more  than  one  million  and  a  half  members  if 
we  do  not  already  have  that  many  by  the  reports  of  the  subordinates  for 
the  first  semi-annual  term  ending  June  30th,  last.  With  grateful  hearts 
and  thanksgiving  should  we  contemplate  the  development  and  growth 
of  a  system  and  an  organization  which  make  the  world  better  and 
mankind  happier  for  its  existence  and  influence.  In  our  Order  is  found 
the  most  potential  contribution  to  fraternal  and  benevolent  organization 
and  it  should  be  regarded  as  a  high  privilege  to  be  enrolled  in  its  mem¬ 
bership  and  under  its  bright  banners,  and  to  be  co-workers  in  its  great 
mission  to  humanity.

EXHIBIT  B. 

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMANDING  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT. 

Army  Headquarters,  Marengo,  Iowa,  August  6,  1904. 

Sir  and  Sire:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  and  through  you  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  my  command,  not  including 
the  statistical  tables,  detailed  reports,  general  or  special  orders  issued, 
such  as  may  properly  be  submitted  by  and  included  in  the  report  of  the 
Adjutant-General. 

The  general  staff  as  announced  in  general  orders,  now  comprises 
an  active  officer  within  the  organization  for  all  departments  of  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  Denmark,  with  the  single  exception  of  one, 
and  that  exception  it  is  expected  to  have  active  within  the  near  future, 
so  that  militant  organization  will  be  had  throughout  your  entire  domain 
of  jurisdiction. 

Since  our  last  report,  personal  visitations  for  inspection  and  the  good 
of  the  service  have  been  made  to  thirteen  different  departments,  in  each 
of  which  much  enthusiasm,  active  interest  and  a  general  desire  for 
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betterment  was  found  to  exist.  In  many  cantons  proficiency  of  officers 
and  chevaliers,  standard  of  attainment  and  personality  of  membership, 
are  found  to  be  fully  up  to  the  highest  point  of  attainment,  while  in 
others  the  ranking  is  not  nearly  so  high.  This  depending  on  the  in¬ 
dividuality  represented  in  the  canton  to  a  great  extent,  but  more 
particularly  being  a  reflex  of  the  interest  and  efforts  of  officers  in 
command. 

Three  weeks  were  enjoyably  and  profitably  devoted  to  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  States,  headquarters  being  established  at  Boston,  from  which 
visits  were  made  to  points  in  Maine  and  New  Hampshire,  besides 
several  places  in  Massachusetts.  These  departments  were  found  to  be 
in  excellent  condition,  with  capable  officers  in  charge,  so  that  the  near 
future  for  the  Militant  in  New  England  is  indeed  bright.  It  would  be 
a  pleasure  to  include  much  of  the  details  of  all  department  visits,  but 
being  admonished  that  this  report  must  not  be  too  lengthy,  will  refrain 
therefrom. 

The  department  of  Pennsylvania  was  entered  next,  meetings  being 
attended  at  two  points,  and  while  at  some  places  good  cantons  with  an 
active  membership  are  had,  yet  on  the  whole  am  of  the  opinion  that  a 
general  reorganization  will  add  to  the  effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  the 
department. 

The  District  of  Columbia  could  not  be  in  better  hands  and  the 
rating  from  all  viewpoints  would  be  a  high  one.  Not  so  many  cantons 
are  had,  but  the  enrollment  is  of  the  best  and  proficiency  in  all  details 
is  especially  good. 

Tennessee  has  a  good  enrollment,  some  splendid  cantons,  with 
several  more  soon  to  be  added,  and  with  the  cordial  support  extended 
by  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment,  there  is  no  question  as  to 
its  soon  ranking  as  one  of  the  strong  departments. 

Oklahoma  and  a  new  department  council,  where  enthusiasm  and 
energy  that  fairly  bubbled  over,  next  claimed  our  attention.  This  be¬ 
ing  a  new  department  of  six  cantons,  scarcely  two  years  old,  the  at¬ 
tainment  thus  far  reached  was  remarkable  and  reflected  great  credit 
on  officers  in  command  and  the  chevaliers  forming  the  membership. 

The  department  of  Colorado,  where  only  grandeur  and  magnificence 
prevail,  was  found  to  be  fully  up  to  the  characteristic  standards  of  the 
State,  and  in  good  hands  for  c  bright  future. 

Idaho  with  its  western  zeal,  progressive  ideals,  splendid  showing  and 
glorious  results,  will  soon  rank  well  up  with  the  best,  and  the  wreath 
awarded  for  successful  achievements,  will  need  careful  watching  if  it 
be  not  carried  off  to  the  land  of  the  “  Muscovites/’ 

Several  good  cantons  are  had  in  the  department  of  Nebraska,  but  a 
general  reorganization  will  bring  about  an  improved  condition  for  the 
Militant,  that  would  develop  the  latent  forces  only  necessary  to  make 
what  is  so  apparent,  one  of  the  best  and  most  active  departments. 

The  general  reorganization  had  in  the  department  of  Illinois,  has 
eliminated  much  dead  wood  and  necessarily  does  not  give  to  their  report 
for  the  current  year  anything  complimentary  in  the  showing  made,  but 
under  direction  of  officers  capable,  efficient  and  determined  that  it  shall 
be  second  to  none,  some  surprises  may  be  looked  for  when  opportunity 
may  present  itself  for  a  showing  by  that  Department. 

The  greatest  display  of  troops,  in  the  most  creditable  manner  and 
best  attended  department  council  visited,  was  had  at  Ithaca,  in  the 
department  of  New  York.  This  is  one  of  our  best  as  well  as  largest  de¬ 
partments,  and  the  interest  taken  not  alone  by  commanding  officers. 
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but  also  by  the  rank  and  file,  demonstrates  that  the  near  future  will 
mark  for  the  Militant  of  New  York  the  first  place  in  military  organi¬ 
zation. 

In  Iowa  the  standard  of  excellence,  under  the  direction  of  capable 
officers,  is  higher  than  ever  before.  The  council  session  and  two 
summer  camps  visited,  were  all  good  and  demonstrated  the  possibilities 
of  great  success  when  officers  in  all  graues  are  had  who  take  personal 
interest  in  behalf  of  their  commands. 

In  all  visitations  every  possible  courtesy,  compliment  and  chivalrous 
attention  was  extended  by  officers  and  chevaliers,  so  that  the  duty  of 
visits  and  inspection,  while  necessarily  involving  much  fatigue  and 
consuming  time,  yet  was  in  all  cases  thoroughly  enjoyed,  greatly  ap¬ 
preciated  and  in  a  measure  at  least,  we  trust,  of  some  beneficial  results. 
So  much  so  as  may  be  possible,  same  will  be  continued  during  the  en¬ 
suing  year,  whenever  desirable  and  requests  therefor  be  made.  Same 
being  had  in  ample  time  that  dates  therefor  may  be  included  to  other 
points  in  the  same  section  of  country. 

To  general  staff  officers  in  each  department  visited  are  special  obli¬ 
gations  felt  for  the  compliments  of  their  presence  and  the  many  atten¬ 
tions  and  favors  extended. 


PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  DECISIONS. 

1.  An  honorable  discharge  is  required  to  terminate  membership  in  a 
canton.  To  suspend  for  any  cause,  renders  the  chevalier  inactive,  but 
does  not  permit  membership  in  another  canton.  Severance  of  member¬ 
ship  cannot  be  effected  by  a  resignation  to  the  canton. 

2.  Section  13  code,  is  held  to  read,  that  the  staff  of  a  major  command¬ 
ing  a  battalion,  shall  comprise  an  adjutant,  with  rank  of  lieutenant,  for 
whom  commission  shall  issue. 

3.  An  applicant  for  active  canton  membership,  failing  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  his  application,  as  to  equipment,  does  not  in  fact 
become  an  active  chevalier  and  cannot  thereafter  receive  an  honorable 
discharge  as  such. 

4.  A  canton  being  mustered  in  after  orders  for  the  election  of  depart¬ 
ment  commander  had  been  issued  and  nominations  made,  in  which  the 
members  could  not  participate,  and  the  time  for  the  election  having 
practicaly  elapsed,  so  that  an  order  therefor  could  not  reach  them, 
returns  from  such  canton  would  not  be  included  in  the  canvass  of  votes 
for  department  commander. 

5.  Is  a  canton  which  has  regularly  elected  officers,  but  has  not  re¬ 
ceived  commissions  for  said  officers,  eligible  to  vote  for  department  com¬ 
mander?  Yes.  Delay  in  obtaining  commissions,  from  whatever  cause, 
not  their  own,  should  not  operate  to  disfranchise  the  chevaliers. 

6.  Has  a  canton,  after  having  placed  in  nomination  two  or  more  mem¬ 
bers  of  that  canton,  a  right  to  vote  on  them  the  same  night'  for  nom¬ 
inees;  and  is  the  one  that  receives  the  majority  vote  to  be  declared 
the  nominee?  Yes,  to  each  question. 

7.  Must  a  chevalier  running  for  department  commander,  be  nomin¬ 
ated  by  every  canton  voting  in  the  department,  in  order  to  be  a  legal 
nominee?  No.  Each  canton  has  the  right  to  name  a  nominee  for 
department  commander,  who  may  be  a  member  thereof  or  not,  whose 
name  when  so  selected,  shall  be  properly  certified  to  the  officer  conduct¬ 
ing  the  election. 
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INSPECTION. 

The  inspection  of  cantons  was  a  new  feature  of  the  past  year,  that  in 
the  main  has  resulted  in  much  good.  In  some  departments  the  results 
attained  are  splendid,  in  others  nil.  The  report  of  the  inspector  general 
makes  a  good  showing,  so  far  as  details  are  complete  and  is  credit¬ 
able  in  others,  but  there  is  much  room  for  improvement.  The  best, 
most  complete  and  comprehensive  report  received,  one  reflecting  great 
credit  on  the  officer  detailed  for  that  duty,  and  one  that  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended,  was  made  by  Major  F.  J.  Dart,  of  Coldwater,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Michigan,  who  concludes  his  report  by  saying:  “  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  at  the  next  annual  session  a  much  better  showing  will  be 
made,  as  the  majority  of  officers  and  chevaliers  evinced  much  interest 
in  the  details  of  the  inspection.”  A  copy  of  this  report  should  be  had 
by  every  department  commander,  and  it  is  regretted  that  same  cannot 
be  presented  for  the  information  of  Grand  Representatives.  It  is  a 
comprehensive  demonstration  of  what  may  be  accomplished,  when  the 
right  man,  who  takes  an  interest  in  the  work  is  had.  A  report  he 
submits  complete  in  all  details,  ordered  March  7th  and  submitted  May 
1st  for  the  council  session. 

The  inspection  is  an  especially  beneficial  feature  for  all  cantons  and 
demonstrates  clearly  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  The  work  of 
the  inspector  general  cannot  be  too  highly  commended.  He  has  devoted 
much  time,  care  and  attention  to  it.  Some  department  commanders 
have  co-operated  heartily,  others  have  not.  .All  must  do  so,  and  the 
sooner  a  start  is  made  to  make  a  good  showing  the  better.  The  report 
must  be  had  and  if  not  obtainable  through  department  commanders, 
other  steps  will  be  taken  therefor. 


LADIES  MILITANT. 

At  the  time  of  the  general  repeal  of  the  Militant  army  regulations 
and  enactment  of  the  present  code,  without  much  consideration  or  ref¬ 
erence  thereto,  the  section  authorizing  or  permitting  the  formation  of 
organizations  by  the  ladies,  was  repealed.  In  several  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  such  organizations  are  now  had,  under  the  guise  of  social  clubs 
and  other  titles  all  being  to  a  more  or  less  extent  auxiliary  to  the 
Militant.  Along  the  same  line  at  least  one  National  organization  has 
been  perfected,  its  membership  coming  from  the  chevaliers  and  their 
ladies,  but  its  constitution  and  emblems  not  embracing  anything  ap¬ 
pertaining  to  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  To  our  mind,  from  extended  observation 
and  experience,  this  is  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Militant  that  should 
not  be  lost,  nor  longer  permitted  to  go  unrewarded.  The  Militant  is 
regarded  as  the  social  feature  of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  just  how  much 
of  sociability  and  the  real  personal  pleasures  of  the  inner  man  can  be 
had  on  social  occasions,  without  the  presence  of  your  ladies,  must,  it  is 
apprehended,  be  something  of  a  negative  quantity.  The  ladies  are  ex¬ 
tending  their  co-operation  now  with  many  cantons,  from  many  others 
has  came  the  request  for  permission  to  so  organize,  and  the  subject 
we  trust  will  have  the  earnest  attention  of  all  Grand  Representatives. 

The  recommendation  being  that  such  organizations  be  permitted  un¬ 
der  the  present  code.  Officers  and  regulations  being  the  same  with  the 
prefix  of  “  Ladies  ”  to  the  word  “  Canton  ”  for  such  organizations. 
Which  would  place  them  entirely  within  the  present  militant  formation 
as  to  government  and  reports, 
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A  NEW  CODE. 

A  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  whom  should  be 
referred  the  copy  for  a  new  edition  of  the  code,  and  such  committee 
was  duly  announced,  whose  term  will  expire  with  this  session,  but  for 
the  reason  that  a  number  of  small  corrections  ‘must  be  made  in  the 
Code,  that  it  may  be  in  harmony  throughout,  the  Adjutant  General  was 
requested  to  defer  action  thereon  prior  to  this  session. 

With  the  corrections  noted,  that  mainly  relate  to  the  duties  of  com¬ 
mander-in-chief  and  general  commanding,  as  defined  at  the  last  session, 
the  recommendation  is  made  that  a  new  edition  of  the  code  be  had  at 
once.  And  that  a  new  edition  of  the  army  regulations  be  also  issued, 
that  shall  contain  full  information  as  to  equipment  and  such  other 
matters  as  may  appear  necessary  at  time  of  compilation.  The  two 
books  to  be  issued  separately  by  the  Adjutant  General,  at  prices  as 
fixed  by  the  committee  on  printing. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  an  entire  revision  of  all  militant  blank 
forms  be  had,  together  with  some  additions,  which  shall  include  an 
annual  detailed  report,  at  the  close  of  the  year  December  31st,  from 
each  canton  directly  to  the  general  commanding.  That  the  personnel 
of  each  canton  may  be  had  and  known  at  headquarters.  The  condensed 
report  as  made  to  the  adjutant  general,  by  department  commanders, 
which  is  to  be  continued  furnishing  no  such  information.  Each  depart¬ 
ment  now  provides  its  own  form  for  annual  reports,  some  of  which 
conform  to  the  statistical  tables  of  the  adjutant  general,  while  others 
do  not.  In  some  cases  delav  in  obtaining  canton  reports  is  due  to 
failure  in  supplying  the  blanks  therefor  by  department  commanders. 
If  one  general  form  were  in  use,  much  of  the  delay  it  is  thought  would 
be  thus  overcome. 

The  results  of  the  year  will  not  show  the  great  total  net  gain  that 
has  been  had,  for  the  reason  that  in  many  departments,  particularly  the 
older  ones,  a  desire  to  eliminate  the  ciphers  and  show  only  that 
which  really  exists,  has  resulted  in  an  apparent  loss.  However  the  net 
gain  given  indicates  a  good  healthy  condition  and  it  can  safely  be  as¬ 
serted  that  the  Militant  in  general  at  this  time,  stands  on  a  good  foun¬ 
dation,  with  a  bright  future  and  will  make  a  good  showing  in  the  next 
report.  The  total  enrollment  should  go  up  to  50.000  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  number  will  soon  be  reached. 

The  many  favors  extended  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  other  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  as  well  as  State  Grand  Lodge  officers,  are  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated,  and  have  been  a  great  encouragement  in  the  work  of  the  year. 
To  each  of  whom  are  we  under  great  obligations  for  the  assistance  given 
and  many  encouraging  words  spoken.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
yours  of  the  28th  May  last,  which  reached  me  yesterday,  wherein  you 
refer  to  a  petition  received  from  a  number  of  patriarchs  of  the  State 
of  New  South  Wales  complaining  of  certain  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia  in  respect  to  the  qualification  of  Representatives. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  am  thoroughly  conversant  with 
the  subject  under  notice,  and  I  have  a  copy  of  the  petition  before  me, 
which  I  regret  to  say  contains  a  number  of  inaccurate  statements. 

The  qualification  of  a  Representative  to  this  Grand  Lodge  is,  and 
has  been  the  same  for  many  years,  viz.: 

a.  He  must  be  an  elective  Officer  or  a  Representative  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  his  Jurisdiction. 

h.  He  must  be  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge  degree,  and  in  good 
standing  in  his  subordinate  lodge. 

c.  A  Representative  of  a  Grand  Encampment  must  be  a  Past  Chief 
Patriarch  in  good  standing. 

A  Grand  Encampment,  as  in  the  case  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  must  be 
possessed  of  500  members  before,  being  entitled  to  a  Representative  at 
all.  A  number  of  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  interested  in  the 
progress  of  the  Encampment  Branch,  have  from  time  to  time  urged  an 
alteration  in  the  latter  qualification,  on  the  ground  that  the  number 
required  was  practically  prohibitive,  but  without  success. 

At  the  session  held  in  Melbourne  in  the  year  1899,  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  was  carried,  the  whole  of  the  Representatives  of  one  State  being 
absent,  “  That  with  a  view  of  extending  the  Patriarchal  Branch  of  the 
Order,  membership  in  an  Encampment  be  a  qualification  for  Represen¬ 
tatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  qualification  to  be  the  Royal  Purple 
Degree,  in  addition  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  his  Juris¬ 
diction.” 

The  question  was  again  referred  to  at  the  opening  of  proceedings 
of  the  last  session  held  in  Adelaide  in  May,  1902,  when  the  objection 
was  taken  that  the  Constitution  had  not  been  amended  by  the  afore¬ 
said  resolution,  the  Acting  Grand  Sire  ruled  that  such  was  the  case,  and 
that  the  resolution  need  not  be  respected. 

At  the  session  referred  to  the  laws  of  this  Grand  Body  were  revised, 
and  while  that  relating  to  the  qualification  of  Representatives  was  al¬ 
lowed  to  remain  as  before,  the  following  new  laws  (Article  9,  Section  5) 
were  included:  “Should  any  Representative  at  the  date  of  election 
not  be  a  member  of  the  Royal  Purple  or  Grand  Encampment  Degree  he 
shall  have  the  same  conferred  on  him  previous  to  taking  his  seat  in 
the  Grand  Lodge.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  make  special 
arrangements  for  conferring  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  on  such  Repre¬ 
sentatives  as  are  not  in  possession  of  the  Encampment  Degrees;  and, 
if  necessary,  the  Grand  Sire  may  grant  a  special  dispensation  for  the 
opening  of  a  temporary  Encampment  for  the  purpose  in  the  city  where 
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the  regular  triennial  session  is  to  be  held.  No  Representative  shall 
represent  more  than  one  Grand  Body  at  the  same  time.” 

Nothing  further  took  place  until  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  held  in  Melbourne  in  June  of  last  year,  two 
petitions  were  received  from  members  of  the  Encampment  Branch  in 
the  States  of  New  South  Wales  and  South  Australia,  with  a  request 
that  the  documents  be  forwarded  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for 
consideration  and  action.  I  then  ruled  that  the  petitions  were  not  in 
order,  in-as-much  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  is  a  Sovereign 
Body,  from  whose  decision  there  is  no  right  of  appeal  on  matters  of 
local  legislation.  At  this  meeting  it  was  further  resolved,  “  That  the 
petitions  be  returned  and  the  petitioners  recommended  to  remit  the 
whole  question  to  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  re-consider¬ 
ation.” 

The  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Australia  did  not  (as  far  as  I  am 
aware)  take  any  further  action,  but  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New 
South  Wales  took  the  responsibility  of  forwarding  the  appeal  direct  to 
yourself,  and  are  now  being  asked  to  explain  their  action  in  taking 
such  a  course. 

I  think  it  proper  to  explain — and  I  do  so  with  much  regret — that 
despite  repeated  efforts  on  the  part  of  enthusiasts,  the  Encampment 
Branch  of  our  Order  has  hitherto  not  been  a  success  in  any  of  these 
States  or  New  Zealand,  although  it  was  introduced  over  twenty  years 
ago.  They  exist,  it  is  true,  but  there  is  no  evidence  of  vitality,  and 
during  the  three  years  the  resolution  above  referred  to  was  believed  to 
be  operative — and  which  it  was  hoped  would  result  in  an  increase  of 
interest — the  membership  in  the  State  of  South  Australia  actually 
decreased  from  a  total  of  48  to  34. 

I  desire  to  assure  you  that  there  is  no  hostility  on  the  part  of  a 
majority  of  the  Representatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  Branch,  on  the  contrary,  many  of  them  are  earnest  workers  in  the 
cause,  but  as  there  are  at  least  two  Jurisdictions  where  the  Branch 
does  not  exist,  and  where  the  lodges  are  so  scattered  that  it  would  at 
present  be  almost  impossible  to  look  for  any  measure  of  success,  it 
would  therefore  be  manifestly  unfair  to  deprive  these  bodies  of  repre¬ 
sentation,  because  those  whom  they  may  elect  are  not  in  possession  of 
the  Royal  Purple  Degree  and  are  not  Past  Chief  Patriarchs  in  good 
standing  in  a  subordinate  encampment;  Article  9,  Section  5,  was  there¬ 
fore  inserted  in  our  Constitutional  laws  to  meet  such  cases,  and  it  is 
respectfully  submitted  that  in  taking  such  a  step  this  Grand  Body  was 
not  infringing  any  of  the  limitations  contained  in  the  Charter  under 
which  we  are  working. 

As  a  further  illustration  of  the  difficulties  of  giving  effect  to  the 
wishes  of  our  New  South  Wales  brethren,  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I 
am  a  member  of  the  Melbourne  encampment  since  its  resuscitation  three 
years  ago,  and  the  fact  that  I  reside  a  hundred  miles  from  that  city 
entirely  precludes  me  from  taking  any  part  in  its  affairs,  except  to  pay 
contributions.  All  efforts  to  re-introduce  the.  institution  in  this  town 
have  failed,  and  there  are  members  of  the  lodge  here  who  are  highly 
qualified  to  act  as  Representatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  who,  if  the 
wishes  of  the  petitioners  were  acceeded  to,  would  be  effectively  barred. 

$ 
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At  the  close  of  December,  1903,  there  were  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge — 5  Grand  Lodges,  320  subordinate  lodges,  with  a 
total  membership  of  nearly  27,000.  There  are  2  Grand  Encampments 
and  9  subordinate  encampments,  with  a  total  membership  not  exceeding 
320.  I  take  no  pleasure  in  recounting  the  latter  facts,  but  they  appear 
to  me  to  be  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  you  to  arrive  at  a  true  under¬ 
standing  of  the  situation,  and  to  show  that  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia  is  not  without  the  fullest  justification. 

As  far  as  the  Encampment  branch  is  concerned,  the  foregoing  is  the 
result  of  over  twenty  years’  work,  and  the  difficulties  that  lie  in  the 
way  of  those  who  are  not  strong  enough  to  form  branches  in  their 
own  towns,  but  who  would  willingly  become  members,  appear  to  be  so 
obvious  that  to  grant  the  request  of  the  petitioners  would  restrict  the 
selection  of  Representatives  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be  altogether  repug¬ 
nant  to  the  good  sense  of  those  responsible  for  the  success  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

I  forwarded  my  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Australasia  to 
Grand  Secretary  Grant  last  month. 

I  beg  to  congratulate  you  on  the  success  of  the  Order  in  America 
during  your  term  of  office  as  Grand  Sire,  and  with  every  assurance 
of  loyalty  and  high  regard,  I  .am,

The  Grand  Sire  presented  the  following  as  supplemental  to  his 
report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary: 

Hon.  John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Sire  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Carolina,  in  May,  1903,  Brother  B.  F.  Barnes  was  elected  Grand  Master 
and  Brother  Cole  L.  Blease  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

In  August,  1903,  Brother  Barnes  resigned  as  Grand  Master,  having 
removed  from  the  Jurisdiction,  and  Brother  Blease,  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  at  once  took  charge  as  Grand  Master,  having  been  duly  notified 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  resignation  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  South  Carolina  Constitution  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  provides  as  fol¬ 
lows,  article  V,  section  2,  page  8: 

“  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  assist  the  Grand  Master  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  and  be  invested  with  his  powers  during 
his  temporary  absence.  And  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal 
from  office  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  be¬ 
come  ipso  facto  Grand  Master,  and  all  the  honors,  powers,  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  that  office  shall  devolve  upon  him.” 

Brother  Blease  served  as  Grand  Master  the  remainder  of  the  term, 
and  when  the  Grand  Lodge  met  in  May,  1904,  he  called  the  meeting 
to  order  and  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  and  announced  that  a  quorum 
was  present. 
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Brother  Blease  immediately  called  P.  G.  M.  and  G.  R.  J.  M.  Davis 
to  the  chair  and  requested  him  to  install  himself  (Blease)  as  Grand 
Master.  This  was  done,  there  being  no  objection  on  the  part  of  any  one. 

Brother  Blease,  after  he  was  installed,  presided  over  the  entire 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  duly  elected  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative. 

Question — Is  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  South  Carolina 
violative  of  any  section  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge? 

Is  Brother  Blease  entitled  to  the  honors,  etc.,  of  Past  Grand  Master?

Question — Is  a  brother  who  is  under  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  and  who  is  over  50  years  of  age,  eligible  for  reinstatement 
to  beneficial  membership,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  his  jurisdiction  not 
having  legislated  to  the  contrary? 

Will  the  Grand  Sire  kindly  answer  the  above  question  in  his  supple¬ 
mentary  report?

I  may  say,  for  your  information,  that  the  above  question  was  de¬ 
cided  in  the  negative  in  our  Grand  Lodge,  the  law  being  deduced  by 
implication  from  the  section  of  White’s  Digest  providing  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  suspended  members  over  50  years  of  age  as  non-beneficial 
members.

The  answer  is  “  yes.” — John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Sire.

Reports. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY 


To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

No  such  array  of  figures  as  those  accompanying  this  report  has  ever 
been  presented  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Never  in  any  one  year 
of  its  past  history  has  the  advance  made  in  1903  been  equaled  or 
approached.  One  year  ago  we  were  happily  surprised  to  learn  that 
an  increase  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  65,500  had  been  made 
in  1902,  the  greatest  increase  shown  up  to  that  time,  but  that  great 
augmentation  of  our  membership  is  dwarfed,  almost  into  insignifi¬ 
cance,  by  the  growth  made  in  1903.  The  reports  for  December  31,  1903 
show  an  increase  of  more  than  81,500,  and  the  figures  almost  challenge 
our  belief.  While  the  lodge  members  have  been  thus  abnormally 
active  and  energetic,  the  other  branches  of  the  Order  have  each  reaped 
a  commensurate  harvest;  membership  has  increased  in  all,  financial 
conditions,  healthy  for  many  years  past,  have  been  substantially 
strengthened,  and  the  sums  paid  for  benefits,  education,  etc.,  are  larger 
than  ever.  Surely  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  upon  this  most 
creditable  exhibition  of  vigor  and  strength,  and  at  the  same  time  look 
with  greater  confidence  than  ever  to  the  future.  Letters  from  all  parts 
of  the  world  speak  of  continued  activity  and  increasing  success,  and 
by  many  are  we  assured  that  even  the  unprecedented  increase  made 
in  1903  will  be  exceeded  in  1904. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Another  effect  of  the  wonderful  advance  made  by  the  Order  in  1903 
is  shown  by  an  increase  of  three  in  the  number  of  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  in  the  session  of  1904.  The  Grand  Encampments  of  Alabama 
and  Maryland,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico,  each  send  an 
additional  Grand  Representative  this  year,  making  a  total  of  195  accred¬ 
ited  Grand  Representatives. 

NECROLOGY. 

Soon  after  his  return  to  his  home  from  the  session  of  1903  the  sud¬ 
den  and  violent  death  of  Bro.  W.  J.  Burnett,  Grand  Representative  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory,  was  announced  through  the 
columns  of  the  fraternal  newspapers. 

Bro.  George  Coburn,  who  for  some  years  was  Assistant  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  under  Bro.  Theo.  A.  Ross,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in  Balti¬ 
more,  June  19,  1904.  Bro.  Coburn  was  a  member  of  all  branches  of  the 
Order,  and  his  funeral  was  conducted  by  members  of  the  lodge  and  en¬ 
campment  to  which  he  belonged,  the  Grand  Secretary  being  present  with 
other  members. 
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THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

An  examination  of  the  list  of  Fraternal  Papers  and  Periodicals 
received  at  this  office,  which  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report,  will 
disclose  the  fact  that  the  number  is  steadily  increasing.  A  few  of 
those  reported  last  year  have  ceased  to  exist,  new  ones  have  appeared 
to  take  the  places  made  vacant,  and  a  number  of  new  publications 
are  added  to  swell  the  list. 

To  one  who  examines  all  these  publications  it  is  easy  to  note  the 
general  improvement  in  ability  and  tone.  As  educators  to  the  great 
mass  of  our  membership  they  are  of  inestimable  value,  and  are  indis¬ 
pensable  to  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  work  and  progress  of  Odd 
Fellowship. 


SUPPLIES. 

The  traffic  in  supplies  shows  another  marked  increase,  and  your 
attention  is  asked  to  the  table  upon  the  subject  in  another  part  of  this 
report  for  details  and  volume  of  business  transacted. 

MESSENGER. 

The  permanent  failure  of  the  health  of  Bro.  C.  Bier,  who  for  many 
years  has  discharged,  with  great  fidelity,  the  various  functions  of 
messenger,  janitor,  stock-keeper,  packer  and  shipper,  made  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  employ  another  brother  to  perform  those  arduous  and  numer¬ 
ous  duties. 


BOUND  JOURNALS. 

Volume  XXI,  containing  the  proceedings  of  the  sessions  held  in  1903 
and  1904,  will  be  issued  within  the  year,  and  will  contain  about  1300 
pages.  Our  journals  are  growing  so  large  that  the  time  is  drawing 
near  when  we  shall' be  forced  to  consider  the  propriety  of ‘binding  the 
proceedings  of  each  year  separately. 

ITEMS  OVERLOOKED. 

Last  year  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
District  of  Columbia  was  presented,  Journal,  page  269,  upon  which  no 
report  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Constitutions. 

Accounts  against  the  following  defunct  lodges  were  reported:  Pacific, 
No.  2,  $69.47;  Germania,  No.  4,  $1.66;  Concepcion,  No.  11,  $54.43. 
These  lodges  formerly  existed  in  Chile,  South  America.  The  Grand 
Secretary  asks  for  authority  to  charge  these  valueless  accounts  to  the 
profit  and  loss  account.  In  addition  to  these  there  is  an  account 
against  Canton  Lincoln,  of  Illinois,  amount  45  cents,  which  has  been 
carried  on  the  books  of  this  office  for  ten  years  or  more.  The  Canton 
passed  out  of  existence  many  years  since,  and  the  account  cannot  be 
collected.  The  same  authority  is  asked  for  as  to  this  account. 


THE  NEW  DIGEST. 

After  many  delays,  the  most  serious  and  disastrous  of  which  was 
caused  by  the  great  fire  in  Baltimore  in  February  last,  this  work  made 
its  appearance  about  August  15th,  and  passed  into  general  circulation. 
A  copy  will  be  found  in  the  desk  of  each  Officer  and  Representative. 
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Owing  to  the  greatly  increased  size  of  the  book  it  was  necessary  to 
bind  it  in  heavier  and  better  leather.  It  makes  a  fine  appearance,  and 
its  compilation  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  distinguished  Brother 
who  did  the  work. 

As  it  is  a  Digest  it  contains  repealed  as  well  as  existing  law.  What 
we  need  now  is  a  Code  which  will  contain  only  law  in  force,  and  would 
therefore  be  less  likely  to  confuse  the  searcher  after  existing  laws  on 
any  subject. 

The  increased  thickness  of  the  Busbee  Digest  rendered  the  boxes 
heretofore  used  by  the  Officers  and  Representatives  useless  as  the  Di¬ 
gests  would  not  go  into  the  boxes.  The  Grand  Secretary  ordered  boxes 
made  of  steel  which  are  larger,  much  more  durable,  and  cost  but  little 
more  than  the  ones  formerly  used.  Your  approval  is  respectfully 
asked. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  fixed  the  prices  at  which  the 
Busbee  Digest  shall  be  sold  from  this  office  at  $3.00  per  copy  to  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes,  and  $3.50  to  subordinates  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This  was 
reported  by  circular  letter,  and  seems  to  have  been  interpreted  to  mean 
that  Grand  Secretaries,  etc.,  shall  not  charge  more  than  $3.50  per 
copy  for  Digests  sold  by  them  to  subordinates  and  others  in  their 
respective  Jurisdictions.  It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
to  fix  a  price  at  which  the  Digest  shall  be  sold  except  from  this  office. 
The  second  price  mentioned,  $3.50,  is  charged  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
for  Digests  sold  to  subordinates  as  above  stated,  and  Grand  Secretaries 
and  Grand  Scribes  are  at  liberty  to  charge  such  a  price  for  the  Busbee 
Digest  as  will  pay  expense  of  transportation  and  a  profit  besides  if 
they  desire  to  do  so. 

INSURANCE.

The  heavy  losses  by  the  gyeat  fire  in  Baltimore  compelled  one  insur¬ 
ance  company  in  which  we  held  policies  to  retire  from  business. 
These  policies  were  promptly  transferred  to  another  company  of  un¬ 
questioned  reliability,  without  cost  to  this  office. 

LEASE  ON  HALL  IN  COLUMBUS,  OHIO. 

At  the  session  of  1903,  Journal,  page  403,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
again  prescribed  the  steps  necessary  to  a  final  release  of  this  old  and 
useless  contract.  It  was  expected  that  the  brothers  in  Ohio  would 
prepare  and  forward  the  necessary  papers  for  execution  by  the  Grand 
Sire  and  Grand  Secretary.  Nothing  further  has  been  heard  at  this 
office  upon  the  subject,  but  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  will 
hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  officially  execute  the  papers  upon  their 
receipt  provided  the  instructions  referred  to  above  are  complied  with. 

SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  hopes  and  expectations  expressed  by  the  Grand  Sire  one  year 
ago  upon  the  subject  of  planting  our  Order  in  the  Transvaal  are 
being  realized,  a  charter  for  African  Lodge,  No.  1,  to  be  instituted  in 
Johannesburg,  having  been  issued  and  forwarded  from  this  office  April 
26th,  1904.  The  return  of  institution  is  expected  in  a  short  time,  and 
assurance  is  very  strong  that  our  Order  will  grow  rapidly  after  it  is 
planted  amongst  the  thrifty  prosperous  people  in  that  part  of  the 
world. 
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ENCAMPMENT  WORK  TO  THE  NETHERLANDS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Netherlands  having  decided  to  establish 
the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  under  its  jurisdiction  as  has 
been  done  by  other  Grand  Lodges  not  on  the  continent  of  North 
America,  a  letter  was  received  from  Bro.  I.  T.  Philips,  Grand  Master, 
asking  for  permission  to  take  the  Encampment  degrees  while  he  was 
visiting  in  Berlin,  Germany,  last  April.  Under  advice  from  the  Grand 
Sire,  letters  were  written  granting  permission  to  Bro.  Philips  to 
receive,  and  to  Bro.  Paul  Gerlach,  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  German  Empire,  authorizing  him  to  confer,  the  Encampment  de¬ 
grees.  This  was  accomplished  as  planned,  and  duly  reported  to  this 
office  by  Bro.  Philips.  The  report  from  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  German 
Empire  is  still  in  abeyance,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  come  to  hand 
and  thus  complete  the  record  in  this  important  item  of  business. 

Bro.  Philips  will,  under  instructions,  take  the  remaining  steps  neces¬ 
sary  to  set  an  encampment  at  work  in  the  Netherlands,  but  it  cannot 
be  accomplished  in  time  for  further  mention  in  this  report. 


THE  SEVEN  STARS  TAVERN. 

This  ancient  building,  the  first  established  landmark  of  our  Order  in 
America,  the  birth-place  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  destroyed 
by  the  great  conflagration  which  swept  the  business  section  of  Balti¬ 
more  in  February,  1904.  Since  its  destruction,  some  rumors  have 
been  circulated  that  the  building  destroyed  by  the  fire  was  not  the 
Seven  Stars  Tavern,  as  it  stood  in  1819.  With  a  view  to  testing  the 
reliability  and  accuracy  of  the  rumors,  I  sought  and  obtained  the 
written  statements  of  several  old  citizens  of  Baltimore  who  have  lived 
here  for  from  65  to  80  years.  These  statements  are  from  reliable 
business  men,  members  of  our  Order,  and  all  agree,  but  without  mutual 
consultation,  that  the  building  as  it  stood  at  the  time  of  the  fire  had 
stood  in  similar  condition,  without  other  change  than  the  cutting  of 
another  door  in  front  where  a  window  appears  in  the  old  picture  of 
the  building  found  in  our  Histories,  etc.,  from  the  earliest  periods  of 
their  memory. 

The  most  interesting  statement  of  them  all  is  that  made  by  Bro. 
Jas.  L.  Ridgely,  Jr.,  son  of  our  former  Grand  Secretary.  He  says 
that  when  he  was  a  boy  of  about  ten  years  he  spent  much  of  his 
time  in  his  father’s  office,  and  that  Thomas  Wildey  was  an  almost 
daily  caller.  One  day  he  listened  attentively  to  a  conversation  be¬ 
tween  his  father  and  Wildey  upon  the  subject  of  the  organization  and 
early  history  of  Washington  Lodge.  Wildey  suggested  that  Bro. 
Ridgely  go  with  him  to  see  the  room  in  which  the  lodge  was  organized, 
and  he  went  with  him  at  once,  taking  his.  son  along.  They  entered 
the  Seven  Stars  Tavern,  over  the  door  of  which  was  then  hanging  the 
sign  seen  in  the  pictures  referred  to  above,  mounted  to  the  third  floor, 
and  stood  in  a  long  room  at  the  back,  the  south  side  of  the  house. 
“Here,”  Wildey  said,  “Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  instituted,  and 
here  we  held  our  meetings  until  we  were  obliged  to  seek  other  quar¬ 
ters.” 

Bro.  Ridgely,  Jr.,  continues  his  interesting  statement  by  saying  that 
he  has  been  most  familiar  with  the  locality  and  the  building  from  his 
childhood  up  to  the  present  time,  and  he  knows  the  building  destroyed 
by  the  great  fire  of  1904  to  be  the  same  one  shown  by  Wildey  to  his 
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father  as  the  one  in  which  the  Order  had  its  birth  on  this  side  the 
Atlantic. 

Bro.  Jas.  L.  Ridgely,  Jr.  is  an  active  business  man,  a  modest,  faithful 
worker  in  church  and  lodge  affairs,  and  possesses  that  same  sterling 
integrity  and  reliability  which  characterized  his  father,  and  brought 
to  him  the  honor  and  confidence  of  the  Order  he  loved  and  served  so 
faithfully,  so  wisely  and  so  well.

FINANCIAL. 

In  the  table  of  “  Appropriations  and  Expenditures,”  published  on 
another  page  in  this  report,  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  expendi¬ 
tures  authorized  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Journal, 
1903,  pages  410,  430. 

In  compliance  with  report  No.  95,  Journal ,  1899,  page  342,  the  funds 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  been  deposited  during  the  past 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit 
Co.,  of  Maryland,  on  which  deposits  the  sum  of  $2,265.35  has  been 
received  as  interest  to  July  1,  1904. 

Resolved,  That  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Sire 
be  increased  from  $1500  to  $2000,  and  the  increase  of  $500  be  used  by 
him  in  visiting  Jurisdictions  not  yet  visited  by  him.” — Journal,  1903, 
page  425. 

The  above  appropriation  was  paid  as  follows:  December  29,  1903, 
by  warrant  No.  10,204,  $1000;  May  23,  1904,  by  warrant  10,331,  $1000. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Journal,  1896,  page  15,077,  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  were  executed  and 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  his  letters  acknowledging  their 
receipt  by  him  are  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office.  The  prem¬ 
ium  on  said  bonds  was  paid  as  follows:  October  5,  1903,  by  warrant 
No.  10,143,  $30;  November  3,  1903,  by  warrant  No.  10,165,  $30;  April 
19,  1904,  by  warrant  No.  10,300,  $30. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  net  profit  from  the  sale  of  Patriarchs  Militant 
supplies  during  the  past  and  ensuing  year  be  appropriated  and  paid 
over  to  Gen.  M.  A.  Raney  in  consideration  of  his  valuable  services  and 
necessary  expenses  as  Commander  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant.” — Jour¬ 
nal,  1903,  pages  351,  394,  426. 

-  In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  payments  were  made  as  follows: 
for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1903,  October  13,  1903,  by  warrant  10,147, 
$967.63;  November  5,  1903,  by  warrant  10,177,  $399.44. 

For  the  year  ending  July  31,  1904,  payments  were  made  as  follows: 
December  29,  1903,  by  warrant  10,205,  $250;  March  2,  1904,  by  warrant 
10,253,  $250;  July  6,  1904,  by  warrant  10,370,  $500;  July  30,  by  warrant 
10,390,  $820.93. 

As  directed,  Journal,  1903,  pages  312,  371,  392,  warrant  No.  10,156, 
for  $75  was  mailed  to  N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Mexico  to  reimburse  that  body  for  representative  tax 
paid  in  excess  of  the  amount  due. 
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GERMAN  RITUALS. 

The  legislation  of  1901,  Journal,  page  272,  directing  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  to  exchange,  without  charge,  subordinate  lodge  rituals  in 
English  for  those  in  the  German  language,  of  the  edition  of  1896, 
returned  to  him  in  good  condition,  was  extended  so  as  to  include  the 
subordinate  encampment  rituals  in  the  German  language,  Journal, 
1903,  pages  311,  358,  390. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  been  guided  by  the  legislation  mentioned 
above  in  exchanging  rituals. 

DUPLICATE  CHARTERS. 

“ Resolved ,  That  duplicate  charters  be  issued  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Iowa,  to  Alberta  Lodge,  No.  1,  Calgary, 
Alberta,  Canada,  and  to  City  of  Mexico  Encampment,  No.  2,  City  of 
Mexico,  Mexico,  the  originals  in  each  case  having  been  destroyed  by 
fire.”

October  1,  1903,  duplicate  charters  were  sent  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe  of  Iowa,  and  February  4,  1904,  duplicate  charters 
were  sent  to  Alberta  Lodge,  No.  1,  Alberta,  Canada,  and  City  of  Mexico 
Encampment,  No.  2,  Mexico.

The  resolution,  adopted  in  1900,  page  978,  upon  this  subject,  is 
strictly  complied  with  by  the  Grand  Secretary  as  each  publication 
susceptible  of  copyright  is  published. 

BOUND  JOURNALS. 

The  resolution,  Journal,  1901,  page  303,  upon  the  subject  of  furnish¬ 
ing  the  bound  journals  without  charge  to  Grand  Representatives  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  upon  their  application  therefor  in  writing,  for 
the  years  when  they  served  as  Grand  Representatives,  is  closely  fol¬ 
lowed  and  seems  to  give  perfect  satisfaction. 

officers’  reports,  daily  journals,  etc. 

“ Resolved ,  That  hereafter  the  Grand  Officers  who  make  reports  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  which  are  required  to  be  printed,  may  have  such  reports 
printed  at  such  time  and  place  as  suits  their  convenience,  and  present 
a  bill  for  such  printing  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  succeeding  session 
therefor,  when  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other  expenses  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  paid.” — Journal,  14,478. 

Under  the  foregoing  resolution  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  and  those  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  were  printed  in  Baltimore, 
Md. 

“ Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  be  mailed 
to  each  Grand  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Sire  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” — Journal,  14,932. 

This  instruction  was  obeyed  by  mailing  the  reports  to  each  person 
entitled  to  a  copy  direct  from  the  printer  on  August  30th,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  all  were  promptly  received. 

“ Resolved ,  2d,  That  the  names  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand 
Sires  should  not  appear,  except  at  the  first  day’s  session;  and  that  the 
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names  of  the  members  of  committees,  except  that  of  the  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  making  the  report,  should  be  omitted,  the  latter  item  alone  in 
many  instances  occupying  more  space  than  the  report. 

“3rd,  That  all  matter  hereafter  printed  in  the  Journal,  not  a  part  of 
the  legislation  of  this  Sovereign  3ody,  or  directed  to  be  placed  in  the 
Journal,  be  edited  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  reduced  to  a  minimum.” 
— Journal,  1899,  page  403. 

The  instruction  in  the  preceding  resolutions  will  be  followed  in  edit¬ 
ing  both  the  Daily  Journal  and  the  Journal  of  Proceedings. 

“Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  in  this  Sover¬ 
eign  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered  consecutively 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal,  and,  when 
reported  from  committee  for  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  ref¬ 
erence  to  said  resolution  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be  sufficient 
identification  thereof,  without  repeating  its  provisions  at  length  in  the 
committee’s  report.” — Journal,  1899,  page  402. 

The  Grand  Secretary  will  do  his  best  to  comply  with  above  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  hopes  that  the  Grand  Representatives,  in  writing  their  re¬ 
ports,  will  be  careful  to  make  all  references  by  numbers  of  reports  and 
pages  of  Journal.  It  is  also  hoped  that  all  resolutions  for  all  sessions 
will  be  written  in  duplicate.  If  this  instruction  is  followed  much  will 
be  saved  in  many  ways. 

Whereas,  this  Sovereign  Body  has  decided  in  future  to  discontinue 
the  mailing  list  of  the  Daily  Journal;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  furnish  each 
Representative  ten  copiesfpf  the  Daily  Journal  each  day  during  the  ses¬ 
sion,  and  ten  copies  of  the  Officers’  Reports. — Journal,  1903,  pages  871. 
392. 

The  Daily  Journals  have  been  so  ordered  that  the  Grand  Secretary 
can  furnish  them  as  per  the  above  resolution.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  tabulated  statement  of  official  certificates  sold  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  during  the  past  fiscal  year  to  each  Jurisdiction,  as  required 
by  the  legislation  of  1900,  page  914,  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

The  lists,  three  typewritten  copies,  of  the  Officers,  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  and  Past  Grand  Sires  for  the  current  year,  required  by  the  legis¬ 
lation  of  1900,  page  865,  were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem. 

The  codification  of  the  proceedings  of  1903,  as  required  by  resolution 
adopted  in  1902,  pages  861,  902,  967,  appears  at  the  end  of  the  index 
to  the  Journal  of  1903.

The  accommodations  for  the  editors  of  fraternal  publications  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  legislation  of  1900,  page  958,  will  be  provided  at  the 
session  of  1904,  and  the  usual  list  will  be  presented  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Under  instructions,  Journal ,  1903,  page  272,  the  sermon  delivered  on 
Sunday,  September  20th,  1903,  by  Rev.  Wm.  Howard  Falkner,  of  Balti¬ 
more,  was  printed  in  the  Journal  of  1903,  pages  445-450. 

The  sheets  of  carbon  paper  required  by  the  legislation  of  1901,  page 
384,  will  be  found  by  the  Grand  Representatives  in  their  desks. 

Memorial  addresses  received  during  and  after  the  session  of  1903, 
appear  in  the  Journal  of  that  year,  pages  433  to  441,  as  required  by  the 
legislation  of  1888.

HOMES,  ASYLUMS,  ETC.,  OF  THE  ORDER. 

The  annexed  table  gives  the  information  received  in  response  to  re¬ 
quests  sent  to  all  the  Grand  Secretaries  in  compliance  with  Resolution 
No.  26,  Journal  of  1900,  pages  786,  849,  874.  No  response  was  received  in 
many  instances,  and  several  jurisdictions  where  Homes  have  been  for 
years  in  active  operation  send  no  report.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Secre¬ 
taries  of  the  various  Homes  of  the  Order  will  be  interested  sufficiently 
to  see  that  reports  reach  this  office,  and  thus  assist  in  carrying  out  the 
spirit  of  the  resolution. 

The  following  jurisdictions,  where  Homes  have  not  yet  been  estab¬ 
lished,  report  as  follows: 

District  of  Columbia. — Raising  a  fund  for  a  Home;  cash  on  hand  for 
the  purpose,  $5,000.00. 

Idaho. — The  Grand  Secretary  writes  that  the  Home  of  Idaho  reported 
last  year  has  been  sold, 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  change  in  this  portion  of  the  report,  introduced  last  year,  of 
quoting  from  letters  instead  of  from  the  published  reports  of  Grand 
Officers  has  given  such  general  satisfaction  that  the  same  plan  has  been 
followed  this  year.  Almost  without  exception  the  quotations  are  from 
letters  written  since  January  1,  1904.  They  express  tersely  and  suc¬ 
cinctly  the  conditions  in  each  Jurisdiction,  and  are  of  general  as  well 
as  of  local  interest. 


LODGES. 

Alabama. — H.  C.  Weaver,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  affords  me 
great  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  had  a  vefy 
prosperous  year,  and  is  in  a  very  flourishing  and  growing  condition,  and, 
as  will  be  observed,  has  made  substantial  gains,  growing  stronger  finan¬ 
cially  and  numerically  each  year,  with  larger  increase  in  revenue  and 
lodge  investments.  During  the  year  1903,  forty-one  subordinate  lodges 
were  instituted  and  one  revived,  and  we  have,  to  December  31,  1903, 
two  hundred  and  fifty-six  lodges  with  a  membership  of  fifteen  thousand 
two  hundred  and  thirty,  and  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  two  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seventy.  It  is  also  very  pleasing  to  state  that  the 
Rebekah  branch  of  the  order  has  enjoyed  a  very  successful  year,  more 
lodges  instituted  and  larger  gains  in  membership,  and  is  in  better  con¬ 
dition  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  During  the  year  1903,  eighteen 
lodges  were  instituted  and  the  Rebekah  branch  has,  to  December  31, 
1903,  forty-six  lodges  with  a  membership  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten, 
a  gain  in  membership  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-four. 

“  The  prospects  for  the  year  1904  are  very  bright  and  encouraging  and 
we  hope  for  large  gains  in  membership  and  new  lodges  instituted.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are  now 
the  strongest  Fraternal  Order  in  Arkansas.  The  last  has  been  a  busy 
year;  it  has  been  no  common  occurrence  to  receive  letters  with  please 
give  us  the  particulars  how  to  institute  an  Odd  Fellows  Lodge. 

“  In  the  report  ending  1902  we  reported  210  lodges  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  8011;  in  the  report  ending  1903  we  report  262  lodges  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  10,789,  or  a  gain  of  52  lodges  and  2787  in  membership. 
We  attribute  our  progress  to  the  exertions  of  some  of  our  efficient 
Deputies,  and,  in  our  humble  way,  to  our  own  efforts.  We  have  left 
no  stone  unturned  to  promote  the  interest  and  welfare  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Arkansas.” 

California. — Geo.  T.  Shaw,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “While  the 
growth  of  the  Order  in  this  State  is  not  as  great  as  that  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  and  the  number  of  lodges  has  not  increased,  owing  to  consoli¬ 
dation  of  several  weak  lodges,  yet  our  onward  progress  is  such  as  to 
warrant  us  in  the  belief  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  on  a  better  and  stronger 
basis  than  ever  before.  Our  gain  during  the  year  was  1348,  showing  a 
membership  in  the  Jurisdiction  on  December  31,  1903,  of  35,386.  Since 
Januaiy  several  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  and  the  reports  from 
the  Deputies  show  a  more  decided  gain  during  the  past  six  months  and 
I  confidently  expect  that  when  full  returns  are  in  for  this  term  our 
membership  will  have  passed  the  36,000  mark. 

“  The  coming  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  this  State,  in 
September,  has  brought  about  renewed  activity  among  the  lodges  all 
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over  the  Jurisdiction  and  the  result  of  this  visit  cannot  be  but  for  the 
benefit  of  our  beloved  Order.” 

Colorado— J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  affords  me 
much  pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increase  in  membership. 
The  industrial  condition  of  Colorado  has  not  been  conducive  to  a  large 
gain  in  numbers  for  the  last  year  and  we  are  satisfied  with  our  condi¬ 
tion  under  the  circumstances.  When  peace  again  reigns  between 
capital  and  labor  we  will  do  better.” 

Connecticut. — Frederick  Botsford,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
gain  of  309  in  membership  is  satisfactory  in  these  days  of  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  and  with  so  many  figuring  to  see  how  much  can  be  got  out 
of  the  Order  at  the  smallest  expense.  There  is  a  gain  of  $17,744.64  in 
funds  with  suspensions  for  N.  P.  D.,  substantially  same  as  last  year 
and  probably  about  the  minimum  number.  The  number  of  weeks’ 
sickness  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  There  seems  to  be  more  life 
just  now  and  we  hope  for  a  better  report  next  year.” 

Delaware. — Isaac  W.  Hallarn,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Perform¬ 
ance  of  duty  is  not  always  pleasant,  but  a  peculiar  pleasure  becomes 
mine  in  the  compilation  of  the  report  of  this  Jurisdiction  for  the.  year 
1903.  For  a  few  years  past,  at  the  termination  of  each  yearly  period, 
a  decrease  in  membership  has  been  noted  and  regretted.  All  has  been 
changed;  regrets  are  banished,  smiles  appear,  and  congratulations  are 
in  order.  Our  little  Jurisdiction  again  takes  its  place  in  the  list  of 
States,  not  only  with  a  gain  in  membership,  but  in  every  detail  of  good 
work. 

“  Enthusiasm  is  a  grand  auxiliary,  but  without  determination  as  a 
leader  it  accomplishes  little.  Few  if  any  battles  are  won  by  shouting. 
Silent,  energetic  action  often  proves  the  most  effective.  The  Brothers 
of  this  Jurisdiction  have  tried  it  and  have  won  out  handsomely. 
Encouragement  cheers  them  in  their  preparation  of  the  fields  for  a 
greater  yield  in  the  near  future,  and  accomplishment  will  hail  them 
as  the  result  of  their  efforts.” 

District  of  Columbia. — E.  T.  Pettengill,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“  It  is  very  gratifying  to  again  note  a  continued  increase  in  membership, 
this  year  of  eighty-eight  in  the  subordinate,  and  thirty-four  brothers 
and  thirty-three  sisters  in  the  Rebekah  lodges,  as  a  net  gain;  and  since 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  same  healthy  growth  seems  con¬ 
tinuous.  In  nearly  all  the  lodges  considerable  enthusiasm  prevails 
and  several  projects  were  adopted  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  tending  to  foster  and  increase  the  same.  The  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  Association  report  collections  coming  in  continuously  and  there 
seems  no  reason  to  doubt  but  that  the  establishing  of  a  Home  in  this 
Jurisdiction  will  be  an  assured  fact  in  a  few  years.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “There  has 
been  a  gain  of  four  lodges  and  777  in  membership  since  our  last  report. 
There  is  great  enthusiasm  manifested  in  all  parts  of  the  Jurisdiction. 
The  Order  is  growing  steadily,  and  the  battle  cry  seems  to  be  ‘  Onward, 

I  ever  onward,’  and  each  lodge  seems  to  have  taken  it  up,  judging  from 
the  continual  increase  in  membership.  The  Rebekah  membership  is 
also  on  the  increase,  with  a  gain  of  three  lodges  in  the  last  three 
months.  We  are  anticipating  a  much  greater  increase  during  this 
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Grand  Lodge  year,  with  a  hope  of  organizing  a  Rebekah  Assembly  in 
the  not  far  distant  future.” 

Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “While  the  increase 
in  membership  is  not  as  much  as  for  the  year  1902,  by  158,  the  increase 
in  lodges  is  greater  by  ten;  and  all  over  the  State,  from  the  Savannah 
to  the  Chattahoochee,  from  the  Tennessee  line  to  the  sea,  lodges  are 
springing  up  and  the  best  men  of  the  respective  communities  are  cast¬ 
ing  their  lot  with  us.  Five  years  ago  we  had  less  than  5000  members; 
this  report  shows  over  17,000,  and  since  its  date,  January  1,  thirteen 
lodges  have  been  organized,  and  at  least  1000  have  been  added  to  the 
membership;  and  at  this  writing  five  more  lodges  are  in  sight.  We 
look  with  regret  upon  the  large  roll  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of 
dues;  we  would  stop  it  if  we  could,  and  while  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  that  end  it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  overcome  the  great  drain 
upop  our  members.  Why  it  is  that  18  per  cent  of  our  members  should 
permit  themselves  to  be  dropped  for  that  cause,  we  cannot  understand. 
The  subject  is  being  considered  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  remedy  will  be 
discovered  in  the  near  future.  For  our  next  report  we  are  anticipating 
275  lodges  with  20,000  members.” 

Idaho. — D.  L.  Badley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are  glad  we 
can  report  the  Order  in  a  very  prosperous  and  satisfactory  condition. 
A  gain  of  more  than  twelve  hundred  members  in  a  small  Jurisdiction 
like  ours  shows  that  our  members  are  wide  awake,  and  that  we  are 
practising  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  last  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  the  best  in  our  history.  The  ethics  of  the  Order  are 
being  more  widely  known  and  loved,  and  we  are  taking  our  place  in 
the  front  ranks  of  those  institutions  that  go  to  make  good  government. 
We  have  every  cause  to  be  thankful,  and  to  have  the  highest  hopes 
for  the  future.  January  1,  1901,  we  had  a  membership  of  2151.  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1904,  we  had  5295,  a  gain  of  3144  in  three  years,  more  than  a 
thousand  a  year.  This  year  will  show  the  usual  gains.  Our  Grand 
Master  is  enforcing  the  anti-saloon  laws  very  strictly  in  our  State  this 
year,  and  it  is  having  a  good  effect  on  the  general  membership.  He  is ! 
backed  almost  unanimously  by  the  members.” 

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Grand  Jur¬ 
isdiction  of  Illinois  is  maintaining  its  position  among  the  first  in 
membership,  growth  and  good  works.  We  have  now  902  subordinate! 
and  604  Rebekah  lodges,  representing  a  subordinate  membership  of 
66,843  and  a  Rebekah  membership  of  31,911,  the  net  gain  respectively 
being  3127  and  2494. 

“No  boom  or  mushroom  growth  has  taken  place  in  Illinois  but  a 
steady  and  onward  march  has  been  realized.  No  other  organization  ( 
rivals  Odd  Fellowship  in  its  practical  workings  and  herein  lies  its  great! 
merit.  Theories  can  be  overcome  by  argument  but  the  practical  work 
of  the  Order  is  winning  members  and  placing  our  Order  in  the  hearts 
of  the  people. 

“  The  best  monuments  ever  builded  by  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction  have  been  the  Orphans’  and  Old  Folks’  Homes  which  will  com¬ 
pare  favorably  with  any  other  Jurisdiction.  They  constitute  an  argu-|: 
ment  which  cannot  be  refuted  and  are  the  pride  of  every  member. 

“  It  is  impossible  to  make  an  address  in  Illinois  without  referring* 
with  pride  to  them.  A  splendid  Band  is  maintained  at  the  Orphans’) 
Home,  composed  entirely  of  children,  which  never  fails  to  attract 
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attention  and  interest  wherever  they  go,  and  they  are  much  in  demand 
for  picnic  and  other  occasions. 

“  The  capitation  tax  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  75  cents  per  member, 
which  includes  the  maintenance  of  our  Homes,  annual  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  which  we  have  lodge  representation,  salaries  and  all 
other  expenses.  An  appropriation  is  made  annually  to  support  the 
Homes,  being  for  the  present  year,  $19,000  to  the  Orphans’,  and  $6000 
to  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  or  computing  it  on  our  membership,  37  cents 
per  member. 

“  One  of  the  best  omens  is  the  excellent  financial  management  which 
prevails  in  our  lodges,  which  are  realizing  the  importance  of  a  good 
treasury  as  a  working  basis.  Our  lodges  are  owning  and  building 
halls,  and  it  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  to  find  the  best  building  in  a 
city  or  village  owned  by  the  Odd  Fellows.  This  means  stability,  it 
means  that  the  Order  has  come  to  stay  so  long  as  misery  and  heart¬ 
aches  are  in  the  world. 

“  The  fraternal  features  of  Odd  Fellowship  combined  with  practical 
relief  have  given  to  our  Order  a  permanent  place  in  the  economy  of 
the  world  and  in  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

“  The  helping  hand  of  the  Fraternity  is  being  extended  in  every  part 
of  our  Jurisdiction,  and  the  three  links  are  known  as  a  beacon  to  dis¬ 
tress,  until  today  Odd  Fellowship  stands  as  a  synonym  for  good  works.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  my  great 
pleasure  to  report  that  my  record  of  no  delinquent  lodges  continues 
unbroken.  There  has  not  been  a  delinquent  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction 
for  13  successive  terms — G1/^  years.  We  have  703  working,  active 
subordinate  lodges,  and  last  year  made  a  net  gain  of  exactly  3750  in 
membership.  The  condition  of  our  Order  here  is  shown  by  these  state¬ 
ments.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  to  call  for  a  single  regret.  What  is 
equally  gratifying,  this  condition  is  continuing  through  1904,  and  I  pre¬ 
dict  we  will  do  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  in  1903.  Information  from 
private  sources  indicates  work  in  nearly  all  of  our  lodges.  Our  losses 
from  non-payment  of  dues  is  less,  pro  rata ,  than  ever  before.  Indiana 
Odd  Fellowship  is  united,  prosperous,  loyal  and  happy.” 

Indian  Territory. — G.  H.  Alexander,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“  This  year  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
years  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Nineteen  new  subordinate  and 
sixteen  Rebekah  lodges  were  instituted  during  the  last  year,  and  there 
has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  both  branches  of  the  Order.  Both 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  subordinates  are  in  good  financial  condition 
and  the  membership  increasing  rapidly.  The  prospects  this  year  are 
bright  for  continued  prosperity.  Our  Grand  Master  is  putting  a  great 
deal  of  energy  into  the  work  and  I  feel  that  his  administration  will 
increase  our  membership  far  in  excess  of  any  that  has  preceded  it. 
We  are  getting  along  nicely  with  the  Home  at  Checotah.  We  now  have 
in  our  charge  8  little  boys  and  5  little  girls.” 

Iowa. — R.  L.  Tilton,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  condition  of  the 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  good  and  satisfactory,  with  prospects 
bright  for  the  future.  Odd  Fellowship  was  established  in  Iowa  with 
the  organization  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  1,  Burlington,  Iowa,  April 
4,  1844,  sixty  years  ago.  Today  we  have  over  700  subordinate  lodges 
and  a  subordinate  membership  of  52,000,  and  over  500  Rebekah  lodges 
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with  a  membership  of  34,000.  And  we  may  add  that  the  Rebekah  lodges 
of  Iowa  have  the  credit  of  supplying  the  means  to  furnish  the  rooms 
of  the  Orphans’  Home.  We  have  198  subordinate  encampments  with 
a  membership  of  9774.  We  believe  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
is  as  progressive  as  in  any  other.  We  believe  that  the  principles  of  the 
Order  are  here  as  well  exemplified  as  in  any  other  Jurisdiction. 

“  We  have  an  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home,  dedicated  last  year, 
which  has  cost  something  like  $60,000,  and  to  the  aged  brothers  and 
children  there  it  is  indeed  a  Home.  To  the  aged,  giving  all  the  com¬ 
forts  they  could  expect  or  desire,  and  to  the  children,  in  addition  to 
other  requirements  and  essentials,  the  advantages  of  a  good  education.”

Kansas. — W.  H.  Kemper,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Never  in  the 
history  of  the  State  were  we  in  as  good  condition  as  now.  Our  lodges 
are  gaining  in  membership,  finances  and  in  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
While-  our  gain  was  2292  in  1903,  our  gain  in  finances  was  very  satis¬ 
factory  indeed,  putting  us  many  thousands  of  dollars  ahead  of  where 
we  were  a  year  ago.  I  am  also  able  to  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that 
the  percentage  of  loss  by  dropping  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  continu¬ 
ally  growing  less.” 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  making 
this  report,  it  is  with  considerable  pleasure  that  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  very  fine  work  done  by  the  subordinate  branch  showing  an  in¬ 
crease  of  over  3100  for  the  year  1903,  with  a  large  increase  in  Lodges; 
also  to  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  with  an  increase  of  over 
five  hundred,  and  promise  that  the  year  1904,  will  show  a  still  larger 
increase,  as  we  have  instituted  since  January  1st  fifteen  Encampments. 
There  seems  to  be  a  general  awakening  all  along  the  line,  the  Rebekah 
branch  showing  a  nice  increase  during  the  year.  We  finished  and  dedi¬ 
cated  in  October,  a  very  handsome  addition  to  our  W.  &  O.  Home,  which 
is  beginning  to  fill  up  rapidly.” 

Louisiana. — E.  T.  Duckert,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  State  is  continually  on  the  in¬ 
crease.  The  number  of  lodges  on  January  1,  1903  wras  50;  six  new 
lodges  having  been  instituted  during  the  year,  one  lodge  was  consoli-  j 
dated  and  two  surrendered  their  charter,  leaving  53  lodges  in  good 
standing  on  January  1st,  of  the  present  year.  On  January  1,  1903,  we 
reported  2200  members  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  our  membership 
had  reached  2504,  making  a  net  gain  during  the  year  of  304  members. 
We  are  looking  for  a  still  greater  increase  both  in  lodges  and  in  mem¬ 
bership  during  the  present  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  has  resently  been  mustered  in  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  will  be  a  great  adjunct  towards  bringing  in  young  and 
active  men  within  our  lodges  and  afterwards  through  the  other 
branches  of  the  Order. 

“  Our  retiring  Grand  Master  visited  41  out  of  54  subordinate  lodges 
and  12  Rebekah  lodges  during  his  term  of  office  and  on  all  of  these 
visits  he  was  accompanied  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  In  addition  to  the 
above  visitations,  the  Grand  Secretary  visited  6  additional  lodges 
and  it  was  the  source  of  mutual  pleasure  both  to  the  subordinate 
lodges  and  to  the  Grand  Officers  to  see  and  notice  ‘  how  beautiful  it 
is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity.’  ”

Maine. — Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “At  the  close 
of  the  year  1903  the  membership  of  Maine  was  22,206,  a  gain  of  523 
for  the  year,  against  532  for  the  year  1902.  A  net  gain  in  membership 
of  1055  in  two  years,  and  this  without  the  institution  of  a  lodge,  must 
be  considered  satisfactory  in  a  Jurisdiction  so  conservative  as  is 
Maine.  Especially  is  this  true  when  we  consider  that  the  minimum 
fee  for  the  degrees  in  a  subordinate  lodge  is  $20,  and  in  competition 
with  innumerable  beneficial  societies  whose  fees  are  but  $5.  One 
gratifying  feature  of  the  returns  is  that  the  largest  gains  come  from 
the  oldest  lodges.  The  past  year  has  been  emphatically  a  banner 
year  for  the  old  lodge.  The  greatest  gain  was  made  by  Laconia 
Lodge,  No.  44,  of  Biddeford,  with  forty-two  admissions,  followed  by 
Penobscot  Lodge,  No.  7,  of  Bangor,  with  forty-one  admissions.  These 
lodges  are  fifty-seven  and  sixty  years  of  age  respectively.  The  total 
admission  in  the  State  were  1192,  the  largest  since  1892.  The  sus¬ 
pensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  were  338  against  281  for  the  previ¬ 
ous  year.  The  deaths  were  precisely  the  same  as  the  year  before,  274. 
The  aggregate  assets  of  the  subordinate  lodges  is  $809,048.82,  a  gain 
of  $21,000.” 

Manitoba. — B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “During  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1903,  we  have  made  a  net  increase  of  6  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  and  537  members  and  126  in  Rebekah  membership, 
we  feel  that  the  record  is  a  fairly  good  one.  The  prospects  for  the 
present  year  are  bright.  Thousands  are  coming  to  this,  ‘  the  granary 
of  the  British  Empire,’  to  settle  on  our  prairie  lands.  Prosperity  is 
to  be  seen  on  every  hand,  surely  our  Order  will  share  in  this  prosperity. 
No  fraternal  society  holds  a  higher  place  in  the  confidence  of  our 
people,  and  our  entire  membership  seems  to  be  imbued  with  a  de¬ 
termination  to  make  Odd  Fellowship  boom  in  Western  Canada.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  C.  P.  Frazee,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It 
will  be  seen  that  we  are  still  moving  in  the  right  direction,  although 
not  so  fast  as  we  would  like  to  be.  I  think  I  am  safe  in  reporting  the 
Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  in  a  healthy  and  growing  condition  which 
bids  fair  to  continue  and  improve  during  the  present  year.  Only 
two  subordinate  lodges,  with  87  members,  have  been  added  since  my 
last  report,  so  that  the  growth  was  principally  in  the  lodges  previously 
in  existence.  So  far  this  year  four  new  lodges  have  been  instituted.” 

Maryland. — Jno.  M.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  me  to  report  a  substantial  increase  in  membership  during 
the  past  year,  both  in  the  subordinate  lodges  as  well  as  the  encamp¬ 
ments  and  Rebekah  lodges.  Apparently  there  is  great  interest  mani¬ 
fested.  The  membership  seems  to  have  taken  on  new  life  and  using 
their  efforts  in  the  furtherance  of  the  great  cause  in  which  we  are 
all  engaged  and  I  feel  that  a  greater  increase  in  membership  will  be 
'had  during  the  present  year  as  the  prospects  are  apparently  very 
bright.” 

Massachusetts. — John  U.  Perkins,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In 
the  subordinate  lodges  of  Massachusetts  during  the  year  1903  ‘  good 
standing  ’  was  the  necessary  qualification  for  services  of  a  paid 
watcher  or  nurse.  Note  the  result.  The  receipts  from  dues  were 
$12,500.00  in  excess  of  the  preceding  year,  while  the  suspensions  for 
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non-payment  of  dues  were  but  one  and  one-quarter  per  cent  of  the 
entire  membership,  the  smallest  ratio  for  the  last  fifteen  years  and  a 
decrease  of  twenty  per  cent  from  the  previous  year. 

“  During  the  year  no  new  subordinate  lodges  were  instituted,  no 
particular  demonstration  in  the  Order  caused  an  unusual  number  of 
applications  for  membership  to  be  received,  the  conditions  were  normal, 
practically  the  same  number  of  initiations  were  reported  as  during 
the  last  few  years,  and  yet  our  net  gain  in  membership  was  883,  the 
largest  acquisition  of  any  year  since  1896.  It  was  the  result  of  apply¬ 
ing  strict  business  principles  to  the  financial  transactions  of  a  lodge, 
and  we  feel  that  this  application  may,  to  a  great  extent,  solve  one  of  the 
greatest  problems  which  confronts  our  organization,  namely,  the 
annual  drain  for  suspension  of  delinquents. 

“  We  hope  this  legislation  may  be  extended  at  the  next  session  of  our 
Grand  Lodge  so  that  the  qualification  for  services  of  watchers  or 
nurses  in  each  subordinate  lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction,  whether  by 
draft  upon  the  members  or  by  hire,  shall  be  the  same  as  for  weekly 
benefits. 

“  December  31,  1903,  our  subordinate  lodges  numbered  241,  with  a 
membership  of  54,204,  an  average  of  225  brothers  to  each  lodge.  Hamp¬ 
den,  No.  27,  of  Springfield,  is  the  largest  with  799  members  on  its 
roll  and  Suffolk,  No.  8,  of  Boston,  the  smallest  with  a  membership 
of  46. 

“  Bethesda  Lodge,  No.  30,  of  South  Boston,  is  blessed  with  greater 
wealth  than  any  other  lodge  in  the  State,  having  $73,000.00  safely 
invested. 

“  The  assets  of  our  241  lodges  as  per  last  report  were  $2, 116, 501. 29.” 

Michigan. — P.  H.  Davey,  Grand  Master,  writes:  “Odd  Fellowship 
in  our  Jurisdiction  seems  to  be  on  the  boom.  Our  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  for  the  first  six  months  of  my  term  was  something  over  3100, 
and  I  think  that  we  may  look  for  greater  gains.  Our  new  Grand 
Secretary,  Brother  Wilder,  is  proving  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 
While  Brother  Whitney  filled  the  office  admirably,  still  he  had  gotten 
along  in  years  where  he  could  not  give  it  the  attention  a  younger  man 
would. 

“  I  suppose  it  has  been  reported  to  you  that  we  have  purchased  a 
Home  and  expect  to  occupy  the  same  soon.  We  flatter  ourselves  that 
we  have  the  finest  location  of  any  Home  in  the  United  States. 

“  We  are  instituting  an  unusually  large  amount  of  subordinate  and 
Rebekah  lodges  and  resuscitating  some  of  the  dead  ones.  We  intend 
to  clean  up  and  weed  out  all  dormant  lodges  between  now  and  the  time 
for  the  next  Grand  Lodge  meeting  so  that  we  may  be  in  working  order 
all  along  the  line.” 

H.  N.  Wilder,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  as  shown  by  our  annual  report  is  encouraging  indeed  and 
should  show  a  net  increase  for  the  year  of  3170,  but  owing  to  errors 
last  year  of  596,  we  are  obliged  to  report  only  2584  with  a  prospect 
of  still  greater  increase  this  year. 

“  Our  esteemed  Grand  Sec.,  E.  H.  Whitney,  having  been  called  to  his 
final  reward  since  our  last  report,  the  duties  of  the  office  devolving 
on  me,  were  far  greater  than  I  had  imagined,  yet  the  work  has  gone 
forward  grandly,  and  will  show  a  greater  increase  this  year  than 
ever  before,  if  the  present  interest  keeps  up,  and  I  see  no  reason  to  look 
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backward.  We  have  bought  a  Home  for  our  orphans,  widows,  aged 
and  indigent  members,  which  will  be  dedicated  soon  and  our  members 
show  a  determination  to  make  it  a  model  one.  Many  new  lodges  are 
being  instituted,  dead  ones  are  coming  to  life,  and  everything  points 
to  a  prosperous  future  with  us.  The  providing  and  maintaining  a 
Home  for  our  unfortunates  furnishes  interesting  employment  for  all. 
Never  before  have  I  seen  the  lodges  taking  the  interest  they  are  now. 
One  subordinate  lodge  reports  to  me  71  initiations  since  January  1st. 
The  work  here  is  very  interesting  and  fascinating  to  me. 

“  We  have  very  few  dormant  lodges  and  we  do  not  intend  to  have 
any  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Our  Sisters  are  a  close  second  in  the  race, 
and  come  forward  reporting  a  net  gain  of  2375.” 

Minnesota. — A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In  submit¬ 
ting  this  report,  I  have  nothing  special  to  announce  regarding  our 
work,  except  that,  while  the  world  is  building  marts  of  mammon,  the 
Order  in  this  State  is  erecting  temples  and  asylums  and  opening  count¬ 
less  channels  of  usefulness  and  benevolence.  Numberless  sick  and 
unfortunate  brothers  are  daily  and  hourly  adding  their  testimony 
to  the  healing  and  helpful  virtues  of  this  Siloam  of  comfort  and  con¬ 
solation,  and  17,386  brothers  and  6602  sisters  of  the  North  Star  State 
are  contributing  their  share  toward  the  fraternization  of  the  world. 
Fatherless  little  ones  have  been  cared  for,  and  the  widow  in  her  deep 
distress  is  telling  how  loving  hearts  watched  beside  the  now  deceased 
husband  and  father,  and,  since  he  went  away,  how  life  has  been  made 
brighter  and  sweeter  by  the  modest  and  unselfish  deeds  of  members  of 
the  Order.  At  our  Odd  Fellows’  Home  are  seen  the  old  members,  and 
wives  and  widows,  whose  sands  of  life  are  nearly  run,  living  in  peace 
and  comfort,  silently  awaiting  the  last  call,  while  at  the  same  time 
there  are  heard  the  merry  voices  of  children  just  entering  upon  that 
life  which  the  others  are  about  to  leave.  ‘  Onward  and  upward  ’  is 
the  motto  of  the  Minnesota  section  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Mississippi. — Walter  S.  P.  Doty,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is,  I  believe,  beginning  to  awaken  to  its 
1  responsibilities  and  opportunities,  and  I  look  for  the  best  year  in 
growth  and  development  that  we  have  had  in  a  long  time.” 

Missouri. — E.  M.  Sloan,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  You  will  see 
I  that  the  subordinate  branch  has  prospered  to  an  unusual  degree  the 
last  year,  making  the  largest  gain  in  membership  that  has  ever  been 
;  made  in  the  history  of  the  Jurisdiction.  Indeed,  the  tide  has  been 
turning  in  the  direction  of  Odd  Fellowship  for  several  years  past,  a 
community  wherever  a  lodge  exists  gradually  yielding  the  fact  that 
our  Order  is  to  be  permanent  and  destined  to  increase  in  membership 
and  usefulness  without  limitation  as  to  the  future. 

“  Assessment  Insurance  Companies  will  exist  as  long  as  man  desires 
to  get  something  cheap;  many  of  these  doubtless  have  done  much  good 
in  the  temporary  relief  of  the  families  of  their  members,  but  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  is  planned  upon  a  higher  plane.  Its  mission  is  to  give  out, 
not  receive;  to  help  the  helpless;  to  inculcate  sound  morals  and  such 
habits  of  industry,  economy  and  liberality  as  will  prove  it  a  blessing 
in  all  time  to  come.  The  Divine  hand  of  Providence  has  surely  been 
j  our  guide  else  this  Order  would  have  perished  long  ago.  The  unusual 
'  prosperity  of  the  Order  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
!  Grand  Lodge  as  indicated  in  the  reports  to  the  session  of  that  Body 
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in  1903,  justifies  the  statement  that  Missouri  is  no  exception,  but  that 
the  Order  is  destined  to  increase  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past.” 

Montana. — A.  J.  White,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “My  annual 
report  for  the  Grand  Lodge  shows  a  small  gain  from  last  report. 
Last  year  was  a  bad  year  for  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  This  year 
we  are  going  to  make  a  good  showing.  The  lodge  that  I  hold  member¬ 
ship  in  has  taken  in  5  by  initiation  and  2  by  card,  the  first  half  of 
the  term.  Evening  Star,  No.  58,  initiated  6  last  meeting  night,  so 
did  Montana  Lodge,  No.  1.  The  7  lodges  in  Butte  are  all  taking  in 
members  and  the  3  at  Helena.  There  are  5  petitions  out  for  new  lodges 
with  a  good  prospect  of  all  of  them  being  organized.  There  was  but 
one  lodge  instituted  last  year,  and  there  were  two  consolidations,  mak¬ 
ing  our  number  less  than  the  last  report.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Nebraska  is  get¬ 
ting  there.  This  report  is  a  better  one  than  has  been  sent  from  this 
Jurisdiction  in  many  years.  But  we  ought  to  make  it  better  still — and 
will.  It  is  not  easy  work,  however.  The  Order  is  slowly  assuming 
its  true  position  among  kindred  organizations  in  the  State.  We  hold 
few  dress  parades,  it  is  true,  but  the  brethren  report  for  duty  daily, 
and  there  has  never  been  a  time  in  my  remembrance  when  so  few 
were  absent  without  leave.  We  do  account  this  year  for  too  large  a 
number  of  deserters,  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  the  effec¬ 
tive  force  is  greater  by  1141  than  last  year,  and  if  I  mistake  not,  opera¬ 
tions  for  1904  will  prove  even  more  successful.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  annual 
returns  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903,  show  a  loss  in  mem¬ 
bership  of  two.  We  have  already  overcome  that  loss,  and  will  be  able 
to  show  a  gain  at  the  end  of  the  present  term.  We‘  are  also  in  hopes 
of  instituting  two  new  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  at  an  early  date,  as 
the  petitions  for  same  are  now  being  circulated.  Indications  now  point 
to  a  progressive  and  healthy  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  State  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1904.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
prosperous  condition  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  New  Hampshire  is  a -cause 
for  congratulatory  feelings  among  the  brotherhood.  While  the  net 
increase  for  the  past  year  has  not  been  quite  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  past  five  years,  we  feel  it  is  quite  satisfactory,  taking  into  consid¬ 
eration  the  fact  that  no  new  lodge  has  entered  as  a  factor  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  result. 

“  The  increase  of  population  in  this  State  is  not  of  a  character  that 
our  Order  appeals  to:  and  the  field  for  new  lodges  is,  I  believe,  pretty 
well  covered.  For  those  reasons  the  Order  cannot  grow  with  the 
same  ratio  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  but  will,  we  believe,  steadily 
advance  in  character  and  stability. 

“  The  sound  financial  condition  of  our  lodges,  as  a  whole,  is  its 
bulwark  of  success  and  perpetuity,  and  the  large  average  membership 
per  lodge  is  much  above  the  ordinary,  showing  as  it  does,  an  average 
of  137.4.  We  have  an  unbroken  chain  of  one  hundred  and  one  lodges, 
and  there  is  no  link  among  them  that  is  causing  any  serious  concern 
on  account  of  weakness.” 

New  Jersey. — Lewis  Parker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  ad¬ 
vised  that  there  is  a  season  of  activity  in  all  parts  of  our  State,  both 
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in  the  lodges  and  encampments.  Membership  is  steadily  growing,  and 
even  the  older  members  are  taking  renewed  interest  in  our  operations. 
New  lodges  are  in  contemplation,  and  we  trust  before  the  close  of  the 
present  year  we  will  have  several  new  lodges  added  to  our  roll.  Every¬ 
thing  is  encouraging.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  call  your  attention  to  the  splendid  gain  which  has  been 
made  during  the  year,  both  numerically  and  financially.  The  pros¬ 
pects  for  the  year  1904  seem  to  be  equally  bright,  and  with  the  great 
interest  which  is  being  manifested  in  all  branches  of  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  we  have  every  reason  to  expect  that  by  December  31, 
1904,  we  shall  have  attained  the  position  for  which  we  are  striving, 
and  be  able  to  report  a  membership  of  100,000,  if  not  more.” 

North  Carolina. — B.  H.  Woodell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We 
are  gratified  at  a  substantial  gain  in  every  department,  and  the  out¬ 
look  is  more  favorable  than  ever  before.  Our  determination  to  have 
a  better  educated  membership  in  the  work,  as  well  as  the  aims  and 
purposes  of  the  Order,  has  done  much  toward  accomplishing  the  pres¬ 
ent  results.  We  are  beginning  to  have  more  teachers,  better  prepared 
officers  in  our  subordinate  lodges,  and  this  brings  greater  interest  to 
the  members  as  well  as  better  lodge  work.  We  are  reducing  the  ratio 
of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  also  increasing  the  number 
initiated.  If  we  continue  to  press  forward  as  we  have  "done  for  the 
past  year  we  will  soon  become  a  great  power  for  good.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  great  number  of  new  societies  that  have  been  offering  apparent 
inducements  to  attract,  we  are  still  leading,  and  will  continue  to  lead.” 


North  Dakota. — Don  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We 
feel  very  well  satisfied  with  the  condition  of  things  so  far  as  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  branch  of  the  Order  is  concerned.  We  have  made  a  net  gain 
of  286  members,  the  greatest  net  gain  of  any  year  in  the  history  of 
the  Jurisdiction.  Since  January  1st,  we  have  instituted  six  new  lodges 
with  a  membership  of  135.  Most  of  the  lodges  have  been  active  dur¬ 
ing  the  present  term  and  we  are  hopeful  of  encouraging  returns  with 
the  next  semi-annual  reports.” 

Ohio. — C.  H.  Lyman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  pleases  me, 
indeed,  to  report  a  gain  in  membership  in  our  subordinate  lodges  of 
2849.  Only  twice  before,  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  has  this  gain  been  exceeded,  and  that  was  in  the  years  1867  and 
1868,  soon  after  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  when,  on  account  of  the 
return  of  ‘  our  hoys  in  blue,’  a  boom  of  great  dimensions  was  organ- 
!  ized  and  successfully  carried  out.  In  the  years  mentioned  the  gains 
were  2953  and  3151,  respectively.  From  the  number  of  petitions  we 
are  selling  at  this  time  we  are  anticipating  another  good  report  from 
our  lodges  at  the  close  of  the  present  year,  and  while  we  hardly  ex¬ 
pect  it  to  reach  the  high  water  mark  of  the  last  year,  we  do  expect  to 
be  able  to  report  an  unusual  gain.” 

Oklahoma. — G.  W.  Bruce,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Oklahoma  was  never  more  prosperous  than  during  the  last  year  which 
was  the  banner  one  for  us.  For  the  year  ending  October  15,  1903,  we 
made  a  net  gain  of  37  new  lodges,  and  2161  members.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  178  lodges,  and  upon  December  31,  1903,  we  had  a  mem- 
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bership  of  9192,  and  we  certainly  have  at  this  date  a  membership  of 
over  10,000.  With  our  first  subordinate  lodge  instituted  only  15  years 
ago,  we  are  certainly  proud  of  our  accomplishments. 

“  Since  October  15,  last,  we  have  instituted  18  lodges,  with  plenty  of 
room  for  more.  If  you  want  to  see  an  active  youngster,  keep  your  eye 
on  Oklahoma.” 

Ontario. — J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with  pleasure 
that  I  am  able  to  report  that  Ontario  has  had  a  year  of  unprecedented 
prosperity,  a  largely  increased  admission  by  initiation,  the  increase 
composed  chiefly  of  young  men,  eager  to  assist  in  carrying  on  our 
noble  work;  while  our  losses  by  non-payment  of  dues  have  as  per¬ 
ceptibly  decreased,  showing  undoubtedly  that  a  deeper  interest  is  being 
taken  by  our  membership  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  by  a 
discriminating  public,  for  surely  no  society  is  more  worthy  of  confi¬ 
dence,  or  is  doing  more  for  humanity’s  sake,  than  is  Odd  Fellowship. 
The  record  of  our  Order  for  the  past  year,  added  to  that  of  many 
years  past,  as  to  its  elevating  influence  on  society  in  general — as  well 
as  to  its  systematic  methods  of  benefits  and  relief — has  been  such  as 
to  merit  the  confidence  it  has  received.  The  year  1903  was  the  best 
year  in  a  long  series  of  very  successful  yeais,  a  greater  number  of  new 
members  admitted,  our  losses  decreased,  and  our  finances  steadily 
accumulating. 

“  Ontario  had  over  28,000  members  on  31st  of  December,  and  there  is 
but  little  doubt  that  the  30,000  we  hoped  for,  will  be  an  accomplished 
fact  ere  our  Grand  Lodge  meets  in  Toronto  in  August  next.  With 
this  Ontario  army  linked  in  the  bonds  of  Odd  Fellowship  with  the  vast 
army  of  Odd  Fellows  all  over  the  world,  God  and  Humanity  being  their 
watchword,  may  we  not  reasonably  expect  even  greater  results  as  the 
years  roll  by?  ” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  reports 
from  this  Jurisdiction  show  a  total  membership  of  10,399  in  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  a  net  gain  of  1154,  or  over  12  per  cent,  and  a  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  7896  in  Rebekah  lodges,  a  net  gain  of  835  or  nearly  12  per 
cent.  Our  total  assets  of  subordinate  lodges  amount  to  $657,113.82. 
Both  branches  of  the  Order  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  prospects 
are  very  good  for  another  successful  year.” 

Pennsylvania. — Joseph  H.  Mackey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Nu¬ 
merically,  our  increase  has  been  marvelous,  far  exceeding  the  expec¬ 
tations  of  the  most  optimistic,  as  to-day,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
we  have  an  aggregate  membership  numbering  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  thousand  (126,000).  Truly  a  vast  and  imposing  army,  earnestly 
engaged  in  an  endeavor  to  fraternize  mankind,  and  to  disseminate 
more  widely  the  ethical  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 

“  When  we  would  reflect  upon  the  possibilities  confronting  so  large  a 
body,  and  compare  the  measure  of  achievement  to  which  they  may 
attain,  with  the  accompanying  responsibilities,  we  are  reminded  of  the 
fact  that  the  limit  of  the  i  '•.mortal  Lincoln’s  estimate  of  troops  necessary 
to  suppress  the  Rebellion  of  the  Southern  States  was  only  60,000,  and 
that  the  victorious  armies  at  Waterloo  and  Gettysburg  were  but  ten 
thousand  more  than  this  number,  while  General  Lee  surrendered  at 
Appomattox  but  a  like  number,  or  70,000,  is  it  too  much  to  expect  that 
an  army  such  as  ours,  126,000  strong,  enlisted  in  fraternal  and  charit¬ 
able  pursuits,  should  make  for  itself  a  record  that  would  startle  the 
world? 
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“  We  should  remember,  with  grateful  thanksgiving,  the  wonderful 
recuperative  power  possessed  by  the  lodges  of  our  Order  throughout  the 
State,  under  most  adverse  and  trying  conditions.  The  recent  spring 
floods  which  were  the  severest  known  in  many  years,  devastated  a 
large  portion  of  the  State  in  the  sections  contiguous  to  its  streams. 
These  disasters  occurred  at  the  time  of  the  remittance  of  the  per 
capita  tax  and  the  returns  of  the  vote  for  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  Lodges  and  their  members  were 
disastrously  affected,  no  appreciable  effect  was  experienced  in  the 
promptness  of  the  returns — a  result  almost  unparalleled.” 

Quebec. — T.  J.  Potter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “During  the  past 
year  there  has  been  a  net  increase  of  122,  making  the  present  mem¬ 
bership  3259.  While  the  increase  is  not  as  large  as  we  would  like, 
we  are  gratified  that  we  are  slowly  but  steadily  increasing  in  lodges, 
membership,  and  finances.  The  net  assets  of  our  lodges  is  $98,915.84. 
We  hope  to  show  a  larger  increase  in  membership  in  our  next  report.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosly,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
annual  reports  received  from  the  subordinate  lodges,  I  regret  to  say, 
still  show  a  decrease  in  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  had  hoped 
that  we  would  be  able  to  make  a  better  showing  than  in  my  last  annual 
report,  but  have  been  disappointed.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  however, 
that  the  Order,  as  a  whole,  is  improving  in  spirit  and  work,  and  that 
new  life  is  being  infused  into  many  of  the  lodges. 

“  Much  of  this  revival,  ^o  to  speak,  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  zealous 
exertions  and  singleness  of  purpose  of  our  present  Grand  Master,  who, 
during  his  administration,  has  earnestly  endeavored  to  arouse  the 
dormant  energies  of  the  lodges  generally,  and  to  stimulate  the  mem¬ 
bership  to  more  zealous  labor  and  greater  activity.  This  new  life,  which 
is  being  infused  into  both  lodges  and  members,  must,  sooner  or  later, 
result  in  the  dawning  of  a  brighter  day  and  enhance  the  growth  and 
influence  of  our  noble  Order.” 

South  Carolina. — S.  P.  Killingsworth,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“The  Order  in  this  State  is  progressing  very  favorably;  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  up  to  December  31,  1902,  was  2817,  and  December  31,  1903,  it 
was  3896,  being  an  increase  of  38  per  cent.  This  can  justly  be  called 
the  banner  year  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  South  Carolina.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  was 
in  hopes  of  being  able  to  report  a  large  gain  for  the  past  year.  You 
will  see  that  it  was  385.  Still  we  feel  much  encouraged,  as  most  of 
our  lodges  show  an  increasing  interest  in  the  work  and  in  attendance. 
We  feel  that  there  is  a  good  healthy  prospect  for  improvement.  Since 
January  1st  we  have  added  three  new  lodges  to  our  list  and  have 
another  nearly  ready.  Our  heaviest  loss  during  the  year  is  from 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “This  is  by 
far  the  most  interesting  report  I  have  ever  made  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  inasmuch  as  it  shows  a  net  gain  of  46  in  the  number  of 
lodges  and  7304  in  lodge  membership,  which  is  an  increase  of  50  per 
cent  over  the  year  1902.  I  assure  you  that  the  interest  and  enthusiasm 
are  unprecedented  in  this  Jurisdiction.  We  are  now  the  largest  secret 
benevolent  society  in  this  State,  and  still  rapidly  increasing.” 
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Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  year  1903 
was  one  of  unparalleled  success  of  our  Order  in  the  State  of  Virginia; 
the  increase  in  all  items  is  very  gratifying,  it  being  in  fact  very  much 
greater  than  in  any  preceding  year  of  our  history.  A  comparison  of 
the  report  for  1903  with  that  of  1902  shows  increases  as  follows:  In 
membership,  3372;  in  receipts,  $29,907;  in  relief,  $6790.  The  amount 
expended  for  relief  and  education  of  orphans  is  never  large  in  this 
State,  as  our  system  of  public  free  schools  leaves  very  little  to  be  done 
by  the  lodges  along  that  line.  The  percentage  of  suspensions  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  is  much  less  than  in  former  years;  this  is  attribut¬ 
able  in  great  measure  to  the  awakened  interest  in  the  Order  in  the 
State,  causing  better  attendance  upon  lodge  meetings  and  more  prompt 
payment  of  lodge  dues.  You  will  observe  that  nearly  40  per  cent  of 
the  receipts  of  the  lodges  was  expended  for'relief;  this  shows  that  the 
Order  is  not  unmindful  of  its  duties  in  that  direction.” 


Vermont. — H.  E.  Parker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  year  1903 
has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  Vermont  Odd  Fellowship,  showing  a 
net  gain  of  329.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the  Juris¬ 
diction.  The  number  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  less  than 
for  a  number  of  years,  which  is  cause  for  congratulation.  The  con¬ 
tinued  growth  of  our  beloved  Order  in  Vermont  is  assured  for  the 
future.  The  Encampment,  Rebekah  and  Militant  branches  show  sub¬ 
stantial  gains,  while  the  Gill  Odd  Fellows’  Home  is  doing  a  great 
work,  and  is  a  source  of  pride  to  all  our  members.” 


West  Virginia. — E.  A.  Billingslea,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It 
gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  in  our  membership 
in  the  little  Mountain  State  over  my  last  report,  of  1150  members  in 
the  subordinate  lodge,  and  our  valuable  auxiliary,  the  Rebekah  branch, 
also,  made  a  very  creditable  increase  in  their  numbers.  Whilst  we 
rejoice  in  the  increase  we  have  made  in  numbers,  and  that  the  lesson 
taught  by  the  parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  has  been  carried  into 
remote  places,  we  also  rejoice  in  the  kind  of  material  that  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  Odd  Fellows  are  being  made  from.  We  realize  that  from  this 
material  nothing  but  good  results  will  be  obtained,  hence  we  fully  ex- 
pect  a  large  increase  in  membership  in  the  next  few  years.  I  might 
a(^  .  that  the  finances  of  the  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  are  upon  a 
solid  basis;  the  investments  have  been  very  carefully  made  and  the 
expenditures  are  carefully  looked  after,  so  that  taking  all  in  all,  we 
ieel  justly  proud  of  our  success,  and  we  rejoice  also  in  the  success  of 
our  sister  Jurisdictions,  and  hope  to  see  the  day  when  a  universal 
brotherhood  will  prevail.”

The  Order  in  Wisconsin  is  in  excellent  condition,  and 
we  look  tor  a  prosperous  year  at  the  close  of  1904  ” 


Wyoming.  Louis  Miller,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  happy  to 
inform  you  that  since  our  last  report  we  have  instituted  two  new 
lodges,  and  our  membership  has  increased  96.  We  have  also  two  or 
three  more  new  lodges  in  sight  to  be  shortly  instituted.  I  am  well 
satisfied  with  the  increasing  immigration  we  will  soon  rank  with  some 
of  our  older  Jurisdictions.” 
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ENCAMPMENTS. 

Alabama. — Robt.  West,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  year  just  closed 
is  one  that  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  peace  and  prosperity. 
Our  gains  numerically  and  financially  have  been  a  grand  success,  and 
we  can  point  with  pride  to  fifteen  new  encampments  on  our  roll,  and 
one  resuscitated  that  had  suffered  the  loss  of  their  lodge  room  and  all 
their  effects  twice  inside  of  two  years,  but  they  are  now  on  their  feet 
for  the  third  time,  and  have  gone  to  work  with  a  vim  that  is  charac¬ 
teristic  of  true  Odd  Fellows.  We  have  now  fifty-two  encampments  in 
this  Jurisdiction  with  one  tardy  in  reporting.  I  thought  one  year  ago 
they  would  surrender,  but  now  they  are  knocking  at  the  door  for 
admittance  to  the  old  parental  household,  and  with  the  present  out¬ 
look  you  may  expect  better  things  for  another  year.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Patriarchal 
branch  of  our  Order  is  in  an  improved  condition;  we  added  four  new 
encampments  in  1903,  and  never  in  our  history  have  we  been  in 
better  financial  condition  than  to-day.” 

British  Columbia. — T.  F.  Neelands,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “There 
was  a  slight  increase  in  membership  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the 
Order  during  the  past  year.  The  increase,  however,  was  not  as  large

A  net  gain 
of  368  means  much  here,  and  a  membersnip  of  6400  is  a  good  percent¬ 
age  of  both  membership  and  voting  population;  but  we  are  going  to 
increase  upon  this,  and  judging  from  the  enthusiasm  now  prevailing 
in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Jurisdiction,  I  should  not  wonder  if 
the  present  term  shows  even  a  gain  over  the  preceding  one.  As  you 
know,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  coming  over  here  to  see  us. 
Well,  we  will  be  here  when  you  come.” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  have  much 
pleasure  in'  saying  that  we  have  made  a  slight  increase  during  the  last 
twelve  months.  The  great  strikes  which  have  prevailed  in  Colorado 
during  the  past  year  have  affected  our  membership  and  we  are  not  as 
prosperous  as  we  should  be.” 

Connecticut. — Frederick  Botsford,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “When 
Alfred  S.  Pinkerton  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Grand  Sire  he  found 
the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  a  comatose  condition,  and 
with  all  his  energy  and  eloquence  attacked  this  lethargic  state  hoping 
thereby  to  infuse  new  life  into  the  encampments  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  his  Jurisdiction. 

“  He  appealed  to  the  officers  of  all  Grand  Encampments  to  help  him 
in  this  work,  for  a  hopeless  indifference  prevailed  everywhere;  the 
Grand  Patriarchs  and  their  associate  Grand  Officers  tried  to  enthuse 
subordinate  encampments,  officers  and  members,  urging  them  to  make 
one  united  effort  to  scatter  the  cloud  hanging  over  this  branch  of  our 
Order. 
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“  In  this  Jurisdiction  we  recommended  to  every  subordinate  to  appoint 
a  special  committee  to  visit  lodges  in  its  vicinity,  to  concentrate  their 
efforts  in  soliciting  applications  of  the  young  and  enthusiastic, 
energetic  brothers  to  become  members  of  the  encampment;  also 
adopted  a  systematic  plan  to  reduce  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  and  persistently  followed  up  our  plans  until  there  was  an 
improvement;  then  renewed  our  efforts,  and  for  the  last  two  years 
we  have  been  gaining. 

“  In  1903  two  encampments  were  merged,  thereby  two  weak  encamp¬ 
ments  became  one  strong  one  and  in  a  better  location  it  is  proving 
advantageous. 

“  On  January  1st  we  had  3798  members,  and  on  the  7th  we  instituted 
a  new  encampment  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  from  which  we  expect 
great  things,  this  will  make  our  membership  over  thirty-eight  hun¬ 
dred  on  July  1st,  and  we  hope  to  register  over  4000  another  year. 

“  To  sum  up,  the  Grand  Encampment  is  in  a  much  better  condition, 
financially  and  otherwise,  than  it  was  five  years  ago,  and  the  same  may 
be  said  of  the  subordinates,  with  flattering  prospects  in  the  future. 

“  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton’s  initiative  started  the  ball  moving,  very 
slowly  at  first,  but  surely;  all  over  the  country  the  situation  has  de¬ 
cidedly  improved  and  now  we  say  to  our  brothers,  keep  on,  success  will 
crown  your  efforts.  We  really  feel  greatly  encouraged.” 

Delaware. — J.  H.  Appleby,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  are  glad 
to  report  that  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  a  gain  of  one  encamp¬ 
ment  and  fourteen  members.  I  am  also  glad  to  say  that  the  encamp¬ 
ment  branch  in  this  State  has  taken  on  new  life  and  we  hope  to  be  able 
a  year  hence  to  report  greater  gain.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Patriarchal 
branch  is  not  falling  behind  the  lodges  in  an  increase  of  interest. 
There  has  been  one  encampment  instituted  since  our  last  report  to 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  there  is  a  total  of  242  members  enrolled, 
an  increase  of  140  since  last  year. 

“  We  are  expecting  a  substantial  increase  this  year,  in  proportion  to 
the  increasing  interest  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  we  were  encouraged  to  look  forward  to  one  of  prosperity;

The  activity  of  the  Patriarchs  has 
had  the  effect  of  stirring  up  the  desire  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
degree,  and  we  have  instituted  two  fine  cantons,  and  others  are  form¬ 
ing,  so  we  wrill  soon  lead  the  northwest  in  matters  pertaining  to  Odd 
Fellowship. 


“  Thus  do  we  see  the  reward  of  untiring  energy  and  well  directed 
eitort.  The  pull  has  been  long  and  hard,  but  the  success  attending  it 
amply  repays  us  for  all  the  labor  performed.  Many,  that  a  short  time 
ago  were  ignorant  of  the  blessings  that  flow  from  our  noble  Order  are 
now  working  with  us  with  a  will  in  educating  others  along  the  same 
lines.  Thus  will  we  fraternize  the  world.” 


Illinois.  H.  C.  Feltman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Patriarchal  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Illinois,  is  in  splendid  condition.  The  Grand  Officers 
|  as  well  as  the  patriarchs  generally,  are  enthusiastic  in  the  work' 
|  Thirteen  new  encampments  were  instituted  in  1903,  and  the  net  gain 
in  membership  was  about  1000.  At  this  writing  there  are  197  working 
encampments  in  the  Jurisdiction  and  petitions  are  being  circulated 
;  for  several  more.  Our  young  Grand  Patriarch  is  doing  splendid  work. 
He  is  very  active  and  his  administration  will  doubtless  be  a  very 
creditable  one.  Much  of  the  Grand  Patriarch’s  time  is  being  given  to 
visitations  among  encampments  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State 
Several  special  sessions  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  schools  of 
instruction  have  been  held  so  far  during  the  year,  and  much  more  of 
that  kind  of  work  will  be  accomplished  before  the  close  of  1904.  We 
expect  a  substantial  increase  during  the  present  year.”

— Lew  T.  Rees,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  I  can  report  to  you  a  most  prosperous  condition  existing 
now  among  our  encampments  in  this  Jurisdiction.  We  have  added 
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eight  to  our  list  of  working  encampments;  five  new,  and  three  rein¬ 
stated  during  this  fiscal  year.  We  are  now  in  correspondence  with  two 
others  which  we  hope  will  be  instituted  before  the  close  of  the  year.

— D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report 
shows  a  gain  of  110  members  for  1903  which  is  very  satisfactory,  and 
prospects  for  the  present  year  are  very  good.

judge  that  our  prospects  for  the  future  are,  to  say  the  least,  encour- 
aging.  , 
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“  We  have  a  good  staff  of  officers  in  the  Grand  Encampment;  men  who 
spare  neither  themselves  nor  expense,  to  do  what  they  can  to  advance 
Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship;  why  our  advancement  is  not  more  rapid 
I  cannot  understand.  Of  course  other  societies  have  their  paid  organ¬ 
izers  working  all  the  time  in  our  midst;  still  these  take  a  great 
many  whom  we  refuse  to  admit,  and  I  think  we  may  congratulate  our¬ 
selves  upon  the  fact  that  if  our  gains  are  small  they  are  of  the  very 
best,  the  good  and  the  true  men  of  these  Provinces.” 

Massachusetts.— John  U.  Perkins,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret 
to  report  a  slight  decrease  in  membership  in  our  subordinate  encamp¬ 
ments.  December  31,  1903,  it  was  10,987,  a  net  loss  for  the  year  of 
59.  Number  of  encampments,  82.  Average  membership,  134.  Largest, 
448.  Smallest,  28.” 

Michigan. — Jno.  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  condition 
of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  continues  in  an  extremely 
healthy  condition,  both  numerically  and  financially.  Last  year  it  was 
my  pleasure  to  report  that  this  branch  was  flourishing  as  never  before, 
and  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to  state  at  this  time  that  the  good  work 
goes  on,  and  is  in  no  way  abated.  The  report  of  a  year  ago  showed 
6784  members,  and  our  net  gain  was  544,  or  a  little  over  8  per  cent. 
The  conditions  are  healthy  in  Michigan  and  where  our  treasury  a  year 
ago  showed  the  neat  balance  of  $3939.08,  it  was  increased  to  $4688.04, 
or  nearly  20  per  cent;  and  in  view  of  the  straightened  circumstances 
of  our  finances  for  many  years,  this  condition  is  indeed  just  cause  for 
/  congratulation.  The  membership  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that 
the  revenues  are  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  this 
Grand  Body  in  session  and  the  operating  needs  of  this  office  and  all 
legitimate  costs  of  its  official  service.  In  spite  of  the  outlay  our  net 
revenue  increased  $700  and  over.  Not  only  has  the  numerical  strength 
been  augmented,  but  the  personnel  of  the  members  is  better;  more 
bright,  active  minds  are  enrolled  under  the  Patriarchal  banner  of  the 
greatest  and  grandest  Order  extant;  the  ritualistic  and  unwritten  work 
are  conferred  in  a  manner  commendable.  The  condition  of  the  Patri¬ 
archal  branch  is  on  a  par  with  the  other  branches  of  the  Order,  and 
we  see  the  bright  rainbow  of  promise  all  along  our  pathway.” 

Minnesota.— C.  R.  Wilkinson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  will 
observe  that  we  ended  the  year  with  nearly  $300  more  in  the  treasury 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  than  at  the  close  of  1902:  that  while  there 
were  then  ten  encampments  that  made  no  report  for  the  year,  this 
time  only  one  was  entirely  delinquent.  We  have  made  but  a  small 
gain,  but  have  cut  out  some  dead  timber  which  should  ha\e  been 
gotten  rid  of  before.  We  have  one  petition  on  hand  for  a  new  en¬ 
campment,  two  more  in  prospect,  and  expect  to  revive  one  of  the 
sleeping  ones.” 

Missouri—  E.  M.  Sloan,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “From  the  report 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  also  herewith  enclosed,  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  enthusiasm  in  the  subordinate  branch  has  affected  the 
Patriarchal  branch  as  well,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
encampments  as  well  as  a  greater  increase  in  membership  that  we 
have  been  able  to  note  for  several  years  past,  and  we  shall  hope  in  the 
future  that  our  reports  concerning  this  branch  of  the  Order  will  show 
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a  continued  increase  and  growth  in  all  that  relates  to  genuine  pros¬ 
perity  and  abiding  success.” 

Montana. — A.  J.  White,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  send  you  my 
annual  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  which  shows  a  loss  of  46 
members  since  last  report.  The  surrender  of  two  encampments  caused 
the  loss.  There  has  been  one  instituted  with  a  small  membership. 
And  one  has  been  instituted  since  January  1,  1904,  which  does  not 
show  in  this  report.  I  think  there  will  be  a  large  gain  this  year. 

“  The  encampment  that  I  hold  membership  in  has  taken  in  12  by 
initiation  and  2  re-instated  the  first  half  of  this  term  and  I  am  sure 
we  will  double  it  during  the  term.” 

Nevada. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  No  recent  year  has 
had  quite  so  hopeful  an  outlook  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
this  by  no  means  indicates  that  Nebraska  encampments  have  reached 
perfection.  There  seems  to  have  begun  a  revival  of  interest  in  the 
Jurisdiction  which  is  steadily  spreading  and  we  are  confident  the 
splendid  increase  shown  in  the  figures  for  1903  will  be  more  than 
duplicated  the  present  year.  Some  of  us  are  half  expressing  the  hope 
that  the  Sovereign  Body  will  not  exhibit  its  anxiety  for  our  welfare 
by  prescribing  any  more  cheap  remedies.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order,  the  annual  returns  for  1903  show  a  gain  of 
nine  members,  but  I  know  that  will  be  increased  considerably  this 
year,  as  the  holding  of  the  1904  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  San  Francisco  has  proved  quite  an  incentive — a  great  many  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  subordinate  lodge  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  visit  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  while  in  session, 
besides  participating  in  the  various,  ceremonies  and  exercises  incident 
to  the  occasion.  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  finances  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  this  year  which  is  quite  encouraging.” 

New  Hampshiee. — John  W.  Bourlet,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We 
regret  to  show  a  slight  decrease  in  membership  for  the  year  1903,  but 
this  need  not  cause  alarm  as  to  the  future  of  Encampment  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  New  Hampshire.  Earnest  hearts  and  willing  hands  are  at 
the  helm  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  we  are  sure  that  for  the  term  ending 
June  30,  1904,  at  which  time  our  fraternal  year  ends,  the  present 
decrease  shown  will  be  more  than  overcome  and  an  advance  showing 
made.  Two  new  encampments  have  been  instituted  in  flourishing 
towns,  and  the  prospect  for  renewed  interest  and  increased  attendance 
at  meetings  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  is  brighter  than  for  many 
months  past.  Look  out  for  better  reports  from  New  Hampshire  in  the 
future.”

Ohio. — F.  C.  Garrett,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  increase  in  our  membership  the  past  year  as  well 
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as  to  the  increase  in  the  assets  of  the  encampments.  The  cash  on 
hand  and  invested,  funds  at  the  close  of  the  year  are  largely  in  excess 
of  the  amount  shown  the  previous  year  although  the  relief  granted  is 
increased  over  the  sum  paid  during  the  former  term.  This  is  showing 
a  healthy  condition  in  finances  and  indicates  activity  and  interest 
generally. 

“  The  work  done  the  past  year  is  also  in  excess  of  that  for  the  year 
before  and  the  net  showing  is  15,182  members,  a  gain  of  729. 

“  But  above  all  I  am  pleased  to  report  again  that  I  have  received  a 
report  from  every  encampment  in  Ohio  for  the  June  and  December 
terms  and  every  report  balances  in  membership  to  a  man,  and  in 
finances  to  a  cent.  This  is  the  tenth  report  which  I  have  made  to  you 
with  this  showing  and  I  am  proud  of  the  record  that  Ohio  has  made 
in  this  respect. 

“  Another  indication  of  the  fine  condition  of  the  encampments  is 
that  but  one  encampment  treasury,  was  overdrawn  at  the  close  of  the 
year  and  that  for  only  $1.35,  and  this  being  a  newly  instituted  en¬ 
campment  the  expenses  for  working  apparatus  and  regalia  and  para¬ 
phernalia  were  heavy,  thus  overdrawing  the  treasury  the  small  sum 
mentioned.  The  outlook  is  good  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  I  hope  to 
make  next  time  a  showing  equally  as  satisfactory  to  all.” 

Oklahoma. — G.  W.  Bruce,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Patriarchal 
branch  of  the  Order  in  Oklahoma  has  had  three  prosperous  years  in 
succession,  and  it  is  doing  all  kinds  of  business  at  the  present  time. 
For  the  year  ending  October  15,  1903,  we  made  a  net  gain  in  encamp¬ 
ments  of  7,  and  in  membership  of  566. 

“  Since  that  date  we  have  instituted  5  new  encampments,  making  34 
now  in  all,  with  a  total  membership,  December  31,  1903,  of  1577. 

“  One  year  ago  last  October  we  organized  4  cantons  in  one  day,  and 
two  have  been  organized  since,  and  we  now  have  a  Department  Coun¬ 
cil,  all  of  which  have  certainly  tended  to  strengthen  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.”. 

Ontario. — M.  D.  Dawson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “There  appears  to 
be  quite  a  revival  in  this  branch  the  last  term.  The  increase  has  been 
good.  It  is  a  good  thing  when  we  see  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues  falling  off.  All  over  the  Jurisdiction  fresh  interest  appears 
to  exist,  and  the  increase  is  quite  noticeable  in  the  membership.  In 
the  cities,  however,  where  more  than  one  encampment  exists,  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  that  healthy  rivalry  that  we  would  like  to  see. 
One  good  encampment  is  better  than  two  weak  ones.  In  some  locali¬ 
ties  they  are  amalgamating,  and  in  isolated  cases  weak  encampments 
have  removed  to  healthier  localities.  I  am  delighted  to  report  good 
progress  and  trust  that  the  current  year  may  show  a  still  greater 
advance.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “This  Jurisdiction 
reports  2239  patriarchs  at  the  close  of  1903,  a  net  gain  of  257,  and 
nearly  all  our  encampments  are  in  a  healthy  condition,  one  having 
initiated  over  60  this  year.  Prospects  are  excellent  for  a  large  increase 
at  close  of  1904.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “As  inti¬ 
mated  in  my  report  covering  the  year  1902,  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellow- 
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ship  in  our  Jurisdiction  has  during  the  year  1903  made  a  net  increase 
in  its  membership  of  822.  The  number  of  working  encampments  has 
been  decreased  by  five  through  the  surrender  of  the  charters  of  some 
that  have  long  been  in  a  dormant  condition  and  the  merging  of  others 
whose  interests  could  be  better  served  by  the  united  strength  of  the 
two. 

“  The  present  year  presages  even  better  results.  Up  to  this  writing, 
June,  1904,  we  have  instituted  eleven  new  encampments  and  made  a 
net  gain  of  six  hundred  and  three  in  our  membership.  Permit  me 
to  offer  a  word  or  two  in  favor  of  non-beneficial  encampments,  prompted 
by  the  adverse  criticism  I  noted  in  your  last  Journal  by  the  Grand 
Scribe  of  a  sister  jurisdiction.  We  agree  that  the  tendency  of 
new  encampments  is  to  start  with  an  insufficient  membership  and  to 
incorporate  in  their  laws  the  minimum  scale  of  dues.  Rendering  them 
incapable  of  impressive  work  on  the  one  hand  or  of  disbursing  proper 
financial  assistance  on  the  other.  We  have  been  successful  in  insti¬ 
tuting  some  good,  strong  non-beneficial  encampments,  with  a  member¬ 
ship  sufficient  to  insure  success  both  in  work  and  finances.  These 
brothers  are  recruited  from  among  those  who  desire  the  advancement 
for  no  mere  pecuniary  gain.  They  usually  take  hold  of  the  work  with 
a  vim  and  energy  which  will  undoubtedly  meet  with  success,  and  at 
the  same  time  are  in  a  position  to  lay  a  financial  foundation  for  bene¬ 
ficial  uses  should  they  at  any  time  in  the  future  find  it  advantageous 
to  pay  sick  or  funeral  benefits.  After  an  encampment  has  been  in 
existence  for  a  few  years  they  will  better  understand  the  relation  of 
dues  and  benefits  and  avoid  many  of  the  errors  that  cause  the  young 
beneficial  encampment  to  become  discouraged  and  to  enter  upon  that 
downward  road  of  inactivity  which  has  but  one  end.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mossley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  Not¬ 
withstanding  the  promising  outlook  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship 
in  this  Jurisdiction,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1903,  I  regret  to 
report  a  loss  in  membership.  In  some  of  the  encampments  there  has 
been  no  abatement  of  energy  and  activity,  but  their  praiseworthy 
efforts  have  been  overbalanced  by  a  manifest  lack  of  zeal  and  energy 
on  the  part  of  a  majority  of  the  other  encampments.  This  apparent 
general  lack  of  interest  and  indifference  is  certainly  to  be  regretted, 
and,  unless  remedied,  unpleasant  results  must  necessarily  continue  to 
follow;  therefore,  it  behooves  one  and  all,  to  be  up  and  doing,  and 
strenuously  strive  to  revivify  and  keep  alive  the  old  spirit  of  progress, 
once  the  crowning  f  ature  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  ths  Juris¬ 
diction.” 

South  Dakota. — Harry  J.  Rice,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  very 
sorry  that  the  gain  last  year  was  so  small;  some  of  our  encampments 
are  quite  prosperous  while  some  seem  to  lack  interest. 


“  We  are  going  to  try  the  coming  year  to  revive  interest  in  this 
branch  and  hope  to  have  results.” 

Tennessee.— J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Our  progress 
has  not  been  very  great  and  yet  we  feel  that  under  the  circumstances 
we  have  done  well.  At  any  rate  we  are  very  much  gratified  at  the 
result.  The  Order  is  alive  in  this  State  as  it  has  never  been  before,  ■ 
and  the  prospect  is  encouraging.” 
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Texas. — Chas.  L.  Sauer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to 
report  an  increase  in  membership  and  renewed  activity  in  all  the 
i  encampments  throughout  this  Jurisdiction. 

“  Since  the  adoption  of  the  new  constitution  the  Grand  Encampment 
meets  at  different  date  and  place  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  while 
there  was  considerable  opposition  to  this  change  at  the  beginning,  I 
|  believe  that  in  the  end  it  will  prove  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  encampment 
branch  of  the  Order. 

“  When  both  bodies  met  at  the  same  date  and  place,  the  encampments 
in  most  instances  elected  as  their  representative  the  same  brother 
who  had  been  elected  by  the  subordinate  lodge  as  its  representative, 
and  the  result  was  that  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Encampment  were 
poorly  attended,  and  all  business  rushed  through  with  in  a  hurry  in 
order  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  it  is  now,  the 
Grand  Encampment  can  find  ample  accommodations  for  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  and  officers  in  small  cities  and  towns  at  its  annual  sessions, 
while  formerly  only  large  cities  could  be  selected  in  order  to  find 
hotel  accommodations  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment, 
Patriarchs  Militant  and  Rebekahs. 

“  Furthermore,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Encampment  is 
good  and  full  mileage  and  per  diem  is  paid  to  the  representatives  as 
well  as  to  the  officers.  As  the  Grand  Encampment  has  no  permanent 
home  the  annual  sessions  can  be  held  at  any  place  determined  on  at 
I  the  previous  meeting  and  wherever  it  can  be  of  most  benefit  to  the 
order.”

Utah. — M.  M.  Beaver,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  affords  me  great 
pleasure  to  report  to  you  a  revival  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  our  Jurisdiction.  Since  last  report 
we  have  gained  materially  in  our  membership,  and  good  reports  come 
from  all  the  encampments  in  the  State. 

“  Two  new  encampments  were  instituted  and  the  prospects  are  bright 
for  two  more  in  the  near  future.” 

Vermont. — Chas.  W.  Farr,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  the  outlook  for  1904  is  very  gratifying.  There  has  been  one 
!  new  subordinate  encampment  instituted  this  year,  with  prospects  of 
at  least  one  more,  and  what  is  more  encouraging,  there  seems  to  be  a 
renewed  interest  in  all  subordinate  encampments.” 

Virginia. — Thos.  V.  Turney,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  have  not 
very  much -in  Virginia  to  write  about,  so  far  as  the  Encampment  branch 
of  the  Order  is  concerned.  During  the  past  year  we  have  instituted 
four  new  encampments,  and  taken  the  charters  from  two  others. 
During  the  year  our  net  increase  in  membership  is  257,  which,  under 
the  circumstances,  we  call  good.  We  have  much  difficulty  in  keeping 
up  the  desired  interest  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  but  by  con¬ 
stantly  keeping  in  touch  with  the  encampments  we  are  able  to  do 
fairly  well.  The  coming  year  promises  to  be  a  good  one  in  Virginia, 
and  we  expect  to  be  able  to  institute  some  five  or  six  new  encamp¬ 
ments.  In  the  older  ones,  and  especially  in  those  working  under  the 
beneficial  plan,  our  best  increase  is  made,  for  in  these  encampments 
there  seems  to  be  more  interest  taken,  still  I  do  not  think  it  would  be 
wise  to  require  all  encampments  to  work  under  this  plan. 
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“  I  am  afraid  if  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  opens  the  ranks  of  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  to  scarlet  degree  members,  it  will  do  this  branch  of 
the  Order  an  incalculable  damage,  and  I  sincerely  hope  this  will  not 
be  done.” 

West  Virginia. — C.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  glad 
to  report  to  you  at  this  time  eight  new  encampments.  So  far  this 
year,  we  are  working  hard  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.” 

Wisconsin— L.  0.  Holmes,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “My  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1903,  shows  a  gain  of  108,  six  more  than 
last  year.  Instituted  one  new  encampment  and  moved  five  from  places 
where  they  were  dead  and  got  them  to  places  where  there  are  good, 
live  subordinate  lodges.  I  can  safely  say  that  we  are  in  better  shape 
than  one  year  ago.”

Wyoming.— Louis  Miller,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Our  encampments 
are  slowly  advancing.  You  will  notice  2  new  encampments  instituted 
and  an  increase  of  39  new  members.  There  will  be  several  new  en¬ 
campments  started  shortly,  which  will,  of  cource,  increase  our  mem¬ 
bership.” 


REBEKAH  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Alabama. — Allie  Robinson,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Alabama  Re- 
bekahs  are  in  a  more  flourishing  condition  than  any  year  previous. 
There  having  been  a  gain  of  20  lodges  and  a  gain  of  666  new  members. 
Their  finances  being  equally  as  flourishing,  more  than  doubling  that  of 
other  years.” 

Arizona. — Nettie  Scott,  Secretary,  writes:  “Three  new  Rebekah 
lodges  have  been  formed  in  Arizona  during  the  last  year,  making  a 
total  of  thirteen  good  working  lodges.  This  has  resulted  in  some  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  membership,  though  unfortunately  there  has  been  an 
unusual  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  which  leaves 
the  net  membership  smaller  than  might  be  expected  with  added  lodges. 
The  last  annual  Assembly,  held  at  Tucson,  like  every  session  held  thus 
far  in  the  history  of  this  Jurisdiction,  was  enthusiastic  and  a  source 
of  new  inspiration  to  those  present.  The  attendance,  though,  was  not 
so  large  as  at  some  previous  sessions,  owing  to  various  causes,  and  in 
that  respect  was  disappointing.  The  Jurisdiction  seems  to  be  prosper¬ 
ing  and  there  is  complete  harmony  between  all  lodges  and  all  officers 
of  the  Assembly,  which  is  as  it  should  be,  and  all  are  ambitious  for  the 
greater  prosperity  of  the  Order.  Arizona  has  suffered  unusually  with 
droughts  during  the  last  year,  which  has  reflected  somewhat  on  the 
general  prosperity  in  most  sections.  A  goodly  sum  was  raised  by  the 
Rebekah  branch,  to  be  added  to  the  fund  for  the  proposed  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home,  though  this  contribution  was  not  as  liberal  as  in  some  former 
years.  Arizona  Rebekahs  are  both  hopeful  and  ambitious  for  the 
future.” 

Arkansas. — Medora  A.  Reid,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  growth  of  the 
Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  been  satisfactory. 
We  have  instituted  twenty  Rebekah  lodges  this  year  and  petitions  for 
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five  more  are  ready  for  action.  The  year  has  been  one  of  general  har¬ 
mony  in  all  the  lodges.  Reports  show  an  increase  in  membership  in 
many  of  the  lodges.  Our  W.  &  O.  Home  at  Batesville  is  a  part  of  Re- 
bekah’s  great  work,  and  we  are  justly  proud  of  our  record.” 

California. — Mary  E.  Donoho,  Secretary,  writes:  “Figures  are  not 
all  of  a  report,  and  often  are  misleading,  yet  they  have  a  meaning,  and 
we  look  to  them  to  know  whether  we  have  advanced  or  retreated. 
Some  of  the  statistics  of  the  year,  just  closed,  are  as  follows:  We  have 
gained  6  lodges,  and  1770  members,  making  a  total  of  263  lodges,  and 
a  total  membership  of  23,338.  Total  receipts  for  the  year,  $57,687.05, 
total  disbursements,  $54,892.39,  excess  of  receipts  over  disbursements, 
$2794.66.  Amount  paid  for  relief,  $3427.81. 

“  Nothing  eventful  has  occurred  with  reference  to  our  Orphans’ 
Home;  everything  there  moving  along  quietly  and  happily.  The  closing 
year  found  us  with  55  little  children  in  our  care,  and,  in  bur  Treasury, 

!  to  credit  of  our  Orphans’  Fund,  a  neat  balance  of  $11,078.60. 

“  The  Rebekahs  of  California  will  be  in  evidence  in  San  Francisco, 
on  September  19,  1904. — We  shall  not  be  ‘  passing  by  on  the  other 
side.’” 

Connecticut. — Jennie  A.  Sparks,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  with 
pleasure  I  report  a  gain  in  membership  in  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  128 
last  year;  and  that  some  of  our  weaker  lodges  are  picking  up  and  tak¬ 
ing  on  new  life  and  send  me  very  encouraging  reports;  but  I  am  very 
I  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  we  have  lost  one  lodge  from  our 
number.  This  lodge  surrendered  its  charter  in  March,  1904,  but  with 
this  exception  I  can  say  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Order  through¬ 
out  the  State  is  very  gratifying.”

This,  in  my  opinion,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
sisters  refuse  to  take  advantage  of  the  permission  to  accept  as  appli¬ 
cants  for  admission  unmarried  white  women  over  the  age  of  eighteen. 
There  is  a  field  here,  if  cultivated,  which  would  add  materially  to  the 
strength  of  the  Rebekahs.” 

Delaware.— Isaac  W.  Hallam,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  It  makes 

one  feel  like  chanting,  Oh!  for  another  lodge  in  Delaware  of  the  Re¬ 
bekah  Degree;  then  with  elation  it  could  be  said  our  lodges  have  made 
quite  an  excellent  showing  for  the  year  1903.  As  facts  are  destructive 
!  of  romance  we  are  forced  to  keep  to  our  level,  and  report  that  we  num- 
|  ber  just  one  lodge,  that  it  has  added  33  to  its  membership  and  $50  to 
its  available  funds.  The  figures  are  small,  but  they  count  with  the 
majority.” 

Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  report  of  the 
Rebekah  lodges  of  the  State,  as  reported  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Assem- 
!  bly,  is  not  a  bad  showing;  and  it  is  reported  to  me  that  several  lodges 
have  been  instituted  since  the  date  of  the  report.” 

Indiana. — Mellie  Lindsay,  Secretary,  writes:  “Judging  from  the 
correspondence  and  letters  of  inquiry  during  the  past  year,  the  member¬ 
ship  in  general  is  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  noble  Order. 
Our  net  gain  for  the  year  was  1933 — not  so  large  as  we  had  hoped  for, 
but  yet  enough  to  be  proud  of.  Active  lodges  to  date,  531;  total  member- 
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ship,  December  31,  1903,  42,236;  receipts  of  lodges,  $39,222.83;  paid  for 
the  .relief  of  members,  $2131.85;  paid  for  the  support  of  I.  O.  O.  F. 
Home,  $5026.24.  A  large  part  of  our  success  is  due  to  the  hearty 
support  received  from  the  brothers.” 

Illinois. — Mary  P.  Miller,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekahs  of  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  are  strong  and  firm  believers  in  the  principles 
of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  interest  manifested  throughout  the  entire 
State  is  perceptible  in  increased  membership,  in  the  revival  of  several 
dormant  lodges  and  the  institution  of  a  number  of  new  lodges.  The 
Rebekahs  are  a  pleasant-faced,  sweet-tempered,  gentle-mannered,  un¬ 
selfish,  and  altogether  lovely  set  of  women,  who  delight  in  practically 
demonstrating  the  lessons  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  as  taught 
by  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Iowa. — S.  E.  Matheney,  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  Rebekah  Degree  con¬ 
tinues  to  flourish  in  Iowa,  now  boasting  of  over  35,000  members.  This 
prosperous  condition  no  doubt  is  due  to  the  work  of  efficient  officers, 
as  well  as  the  harmony  which  prevails  throughout  the  State  in  this 
Degree. 

“  Great  benefit  is  derived  from  our  district  meetings;  in  this  way  our 
members  become  acquainted  and  interested  in  each  other’s  welfare  and 
a  better  feeling  is  established.  Our  strong  lodges  are  brought  to  the 
realization  of  the  fact  that  the  weak  ones  deserve  great  credit  for  their 
courage  and  energy  exercised,  as  well  as  the  love  and  devotion  dis¬ 
played  by  them  for  our  Degree.  The  weak  lodges  in  these  meetings 
gain  new  ideas,  take  new  courage  and  enter  into  the  work  with  more 
interest.  The  central  thought  of  the  Iowa  Rebekahs  at  the  present  time 
is  the  welfare  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home  at  Mason  city. 
It  has  been  furnished  throughout  by  the  Rebekahs  in  an  excellent 
manner.  Just  recently  the  laundry  has  been  fully  equipped  at  an 
expense  of  $1094.  This  Home  has  now  been  in  successful  operation 
for  a  year,  and  has  for  its  inmates  one  old  man  and  wife,  seven  old 
men,  and  twenty-eight  boys  and  girls.  The  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  were  so 
fortunate  as  to  secure  a  matron  who  has  the  tact  and  ability  to  manage 
this  great  institution  with  perfect  ease  and  without  friction  among  its 
inmates.  At  the  present  time  sixteen  new  lodges  are  enrolled  for  this 
year,  and  but  two  surrendered  charters  recorded.” 

Kansas. — Mary  E.  Mays,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  a  pleasure  tc 
report  that  the  good  work  of  the  Order  in  our  Jurisdiction  has  gone! 
forward  most  encouragingly  the  past  year.  And  while  we  contemplate! 
with  some  degree  of  satisfaction  the  work  accomplished  in  the  pastil 
we  rejoice  yet  more  in  the  halo  of  rich  promise  through  which  we  look! 
into  the  future.  During  the  year  nineteen  lodges  have  been  added! 
with  a  gain  in  membership  of  1193,  giving  us  at  the  present  time  35q| 
lodges  with  a  total  membership  of  18,335.  Our  Home  fund  has  growr 
to  almost  $3000,  and  been  futher  increased  by  the  gift  of  a  $400( 
fruit  farm  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  Jurisdiction.  With  few  excep 
tions  our  lodges  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  very  much  interested 
in  everything  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  the  Order.’ 

Louisiana— E.  T.  Duckert,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekab 
branch  of  the  Order  in  this  State  has  become  a  very  potent  factor  ii 
Odd  Fellowship,  with  a  membership  on  January  1,  1903,  of  233  brother;! 
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and  247  sisters,  making  a  total  of  480  members.  The  membership  has 
increased  so  that  on  the  first  of  January  of  the  present  year  there  were 
272  brothers  and  265  sisters,  making  a  total  of  537  Rebekah  members; 
a  gain  of  57  members  during  the  year. 

Three  new  Rebekah  lodges  were  instituted  and  one  surrendered  its 
charter,  leaving  the  number  of  Rebekah  lodges  on  January  1  1904  23 
The  Rebekah  Assembly  held  its  first  annual  session  in  the  city  of 
Donaldsonville,  March  1,  1904,  at  the  same  time  znd  place  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  meeting.  The  President  of  the  Assembly,  Sister 
Lydia  E.  Kraemer,  and  associate  officers  paid  their  respects’  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  while  in  session  on  a  friendly  and  fraternal  visit  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.

The  constitu- 
i  tion  governing  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Louisiana  was  presented  and 
approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  what  the 
j  Rebekah  Odd  Fellows  will  continue  to  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  and 
1  subordinate  lodges  in  this  State  in  furthering  interests  of  Odd  Fellow- 
j  ship.” 

Maine.  Grace  E.  Walton,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  very  gratifying 
:  to  be  able  to  report  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  Maine  in  excellent  condition. 
A  substantial  gain  in  membership  has  been  made  and  three  new  lodges 
added  to  the  list.  Great  care  has  been  used  in  the  placing  of  new 
lodges  and  the  ultimate  success  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Maine 
is  largely  due  to  this  fact.  The  Assembly  officers  continue  the  "work 
of  visiting  lodges  and  holding  district  meetings.  The  facilities  for

Arithmetic  just  pants  in  its 
effort  to  keep  pace  with  their  growth  and  foot  up  the  record  of  their 
good  deeds.  We  are  proud  of  our  showing  for  the  year,  and  prouder 
still  for  the  promise  of  better  things  in  store.”

We  have  only 
eighty-eight  Rebekah  lodges,  and  it  may  be  some  time  before  we  are 
able  to  build  the  Home,  yet  we  feel  that  success  must  crown  our  efforts 
with  so  worthy  an  object  in  view,  and  that  what  seems  to  us  now  al¬ 
most  like  a  shadow  will  be  a  glorious  reality.” 

New  Jersey. — Mary  I.  Pullen,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
New  Jersey  has  never  been  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  at  the 
present  time.  During  the  past  year  three  new  lodges  have  been  insti¬

The- 
three  links  are  in  evidence  everywhere  and  if  we  continue  to  grow  in 
the  future  as  we  have  in  the  past,  Oklahoma  will  take  her  place  in 
the  front  ranks  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Oregon. — Ora  Cosper,  Secretary,  writes:  “In  reply  to  your  favorl 
of  June  8,  will  say  that  the  usual  prosperity  has  attended  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year.  Eleven  new 
lodges  were  added  and  a  gain  of  835  members  was  made.

T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  This  branch  of  the  Order 
is  not  what  it  should  be  in  this  State  with  its  fairly  large  membership 
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in  the  subordinate  lodges.  I  think  our  policy  of  organizing  small  lodges 
in  country  places  is  rather  a  source  of  weakness  than  strength,  as  such 
lodges  have  but  a  brief  existence,  and  accomplish  nothing  in  the  way 
of  practicable  results,  and  when  such  charters  are  revoked  it  has  a  bad 
influence  even  on  the  subordinate  lodge  in  that  locality. 

“  The  following  are  the  net  results  for  the  year — 3  additional  lodges, 
114  males  and  130  females,  total  increase,  224.  Increase  in  lodge  re¬ 
ceipts,  $612.55;  increase  in  relief  afforded  by  the  lodges  is  $252.25. 
We  find  that  the  lodges  located  in  the  larger  cities  in  the  State  gener¬ 
ally  do  very  good  work,  and  are  potent  factors  in  all  work  that  tends 
to  the  betterment  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  and  they  seem  never  to 
tire  in  that  labor  of  love  and  sacrifice. 

“  As  our  people  become  better  acquainted  with  the  aims  and  objects 
of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Old  Dominion  it  is  hoped 
and  believed  that  the  members  of  the  subordinate  lodges  will  become 
more  ready  to  work  for  the  prosperity  and  perpetuity  of  the  Rebekah 
lodges,  and  then  Virginia  will  be  able  to  make  better  annual  reports.” 

Vermont. — Louise  L.  Boyer,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  gives  me  pleas¬ 
ure  to  report  that  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition;  4  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  during  the 
year.

“  According  to  the  membership  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  this  State,  we  enjoy  the  distinction  of  having  the  second  largest 
membership  of  any  Jurisdiction  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  The  Rebekah  lodges  are  showing  much  interest  in  the  beautiful 
Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Walla  Walla,  having  contributed  during  the  year 
$272.91.  The  fund  for  the  establishing  of  a  monument  at  the  HomeJ 
Cemetery  is  rapidly  growing,  having  received  during  the  year  $233.12, 
toward  this  noble  work.  The  Rebekah  Assembly,  at  its  recent  session, 
donated  $50  toward  this  fund.” 

West  Virginia. — Hattie  Roney,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  regret  very 
much  to  report  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  of, , 
this  State  during  the  year  1903  was  not  so  good  as  reported  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.

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FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  part  of  the  report  is  shorter  than  it  has  been  for  years,  and  it 
is  due  entirely  to  the  failure  of  the  Officers  in  those  Jurisdictions, 
not  mentioned  in  the  report,  to  write  letters  in  reply  to  my  written 
request.  If  Grand  Secretaries  in  Jurisdictions  not  on  the  Continent 
of  North  America  could  be  brought  to  appreciate  the  value  placed  upon 
their  letters  and  reports  by  the  brothers  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  they  would  take  advantage  of  this  excellent  opportunity  to 
publish  their  views,  their  hopes  and  expectations  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  many  friends  throughout  the  world  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Alaska. — W.  H.  McBlaine,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Alaska  has  been  progressing  very  favorably  for  the  last  year;  we 
have  had  no  boom  but  still  the  good  work  has  been  moving  along  very 
nicely.  Alaska  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  been  doing  good  work  for  the  last 
six  months  but  it  is  a  very  hard  thing  to  make  a  big  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  as  Douglas  is  just  a  mining  camp  and  the  boys  are  coming 
and  going  all  the  time.  A  great  many  of  the  brothers  move  away,  and 
they  seem  to  get  careless  and  forget  to  pay  their  dues. 

“  Silver.  Bow  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Juneau,  is  getting  along  very  well. 
They  are  having  a  steady  increase  in  membership,  and  are  going  to 
build  a  lodge  hall  in  the  near  future.  The  population  of  Juneau  is 
more  steady  than  in  Douglas  and  the  brothers  of  Silver  Bow,  No.  2, 
will  have  a  great  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  by  and  by. 

“  Aurora  Encampment,  No.  1,  has  been  very  quiet  for  the  last  year, 
but  it  seems  to  be  taking  a  second  lease  on  life.  The  brothers  seem  to 
be  taking  more  interest  and  everything  is  booming.  We  have  been 
doing  a  good  deal  of  work  of  late. 

“  And  last  but  not  least  comes  Northern  Light  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1, 
of  Douglas;  the  sisters  are  energetic  and  they  are  doing  good  work. 
They  are  kept  busy  most  of  the  time  with  initiations  and  other  work. 
I  feel  confident  that  they  will  do  some  great  work  in  1904  in  Alaska.” 

Australasia. — John  Fulton,  Grand  Sire,  writes:  “I  have  pleasure 
in  submitting  a  brief  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Austral- 
j  asia.  Last  year  I  was  able  to  inform  you  that  despite  somewhat  unfa¬ 
vorable  conditions  considerable  progress  had  been  made  in  nearly  every 
Jurisdiction,  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  have  pleasure  in 
again  reporting  that  a  like  condition  of  affairs  prevails.  New  South 
Wales  and  Western  Australia  again  head  the  list  as  far  as  increase  in 
subordinate  lodges  is  concerned,  and  the  addition  to  our  numerical 
strength  in  these-  States  is  very  gratifying.  Victoria  and  Queensland 
have  also  been  active  with  the  result  that  several  new  lodges  have  been 
opened  during  the  year.  South  Australia  continues  to  make  steady 
progress  although  the  increase  in  membership  is  small.  I  have  not 
received  a  report  from  New  Zealand  and  Tasmania  for  some  months 
so  cannot  say  what  conditions  prevail,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  in  the  former  colony  satisfactory  work  is  being  accomplished. 

“  In  all  the  Jurisdictions  above  referred  to  considerable  financial 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  period  under  review,  and  it  is 
worthy  of  remark  that  if  there  is  one  feature  of  our  work  that  stands 
out  more  prominent  than  another  it  is  the  splendid  condition  of  the 
ij  benefit  funds.  In  many  cases  the  interest  received  on  investments  is 
i  sufficient  to  meet  current  liabilities  and  therefore  we  are  able  to  build 
up  a  large  reserve  in  case  of  emergency. 
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“  Quite  a  number  of  Rebekah  lodges  have  been  instituted  in  several 
States  during  the  past  twelve  months  and  much  enthusiasm  prevails  in 
connection  with  this  branch  of  our  Order.  As  an  evidence  of  the 
interest  taken  in  the  opening  of  new  lodges  I  may  remark  that  a  lodge 
was  opened  in  Victoria  during  February  last,  and  no  fewer  than  105 
candidates  presented  themselves  for  initiation.  There  was  a  time 
when  it  seemed  doubtful  if  the  Rebekah  branch  would  find  a  firm  foot¬ 
ing  in  Australasia,  but  that  period  has  given  place  to  a  condition  of 
affairs  that  admits  of  no  doubt  as  to  the  success  of  the  movement. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  has  been  strengthened  by  the  institution 
of  two  new  encampments,  one  in  New  South  Wales  and  the  other  in 
Perth,  Western  Australia.  Despite  repeated  attempts  on  the  part  of 
enthusiasts  to  work  up  interest  in  this  department  of  our  Order,  it 
has  not  proved  fruitful  on  Australian  soil.  It  is  difficult  to  understand 
why,  but  the  fact  remains  that  repeated  attempts  to  expand  this  branch 
have  ended  in  comparative  failure. 

“  An  important  function  will  take  place  at  Perth,  Western  Australia, 
during  February  next,  when  the  foundation  stone  of  the  proposed 
Orphans’  Home  will  be  laid.  This  will  be  the  first  institution  of  the 
kind  established  in  Australia  and  our  Western  brethren  are  animated 
by  the  greatest  enthusiasm  in  support  of  their  undertaking.  .  I  have 
been  honored  with  an  invitation  to  attend  the  celebrations  which  will 
take  place  during  session  week,  and  although  it  will  take  three  weeks 
to  enable  me  to  do  so,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  accede  to  the  ardent 
desire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  and  wish  them  ‘  God  speed  ’ 
in  their  noble  enterprise. 

“  During  the  year  organizing  work  will  be  vigorously  pushed  for¬ 
ward,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  after  the  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
to  be  held  at  Hobart,  in  May  next,  my  successor  in  office  will  be  able  to 
report  a  further  substantial  increase  in  our  ranks.” 

Denmark. — V.  Petersen,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  jmur  communication  as  to  P.  W.,  special  circulars  and 
proceedings,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  Danish  Juris¬ 
diction  is  constantly  progressing  and  is  working  in  an  excellent 
manner.  We  have  lately  had  two  events  of  great  importance,  which  I 
think  will  interest.  For  the  first,  the  Jurisdiction  has  gotten  a  splendid 
building  for  the  Order,  and  for  the  second,  it  has  celebrated  its  twenty- 
five  years  existence  under  very  favorable  prospects.  Our  building  for 
the  Order  belonged  formerly  to  Count  Schimmelmann,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  palaces  in  the  capital.  Although  the  palace  has  been 
kept  unchanged,  we  have,  by  an  additional  building,  procured  rooms 
for  two  lodges,  also  to  be  used  by  great  festivities,  where  there  can 
be  found  room  for  3000  people.  The  rooms  for  the  festivities  are  also 
used  for  concerts  given  by  the  greatest  artists.  The  building  is  located 
on  Bredgade,  28,  and  is  named  the  ‘  Odd  Fellow  Palace;  ’  it  was  dedi¬ 
cated  on  the  26th  of  April,  1901,  and  it  is  known  and  admired  of  all. 
The  palace  has  cost  $350,000.  The  twenty-five  years  jubilee  was  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  most  solemn  manner  on  the  30th  of  June  this  year,  with 
ritualistic  splendor,  and  so  many  Odd  Fellows  from  near  and  far 
partook  in  the  celebration,  that  the  apartments  could  hardly  room  them. 
Among  the  many  guests  of  honor,  who  were  present,  we  mention  the 
Secretary  of  Justice,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  Copenhagen.  The  Grand  Sire  promised  the  Jurisdiction  on 
occasion  of  the  day  a  legacy  of  10,000  crowns.  The  Order  in  Denmark 
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has  now  passed  into  the  second  quarter  of  a  century  under  very  promis¬ 
ing  prospects.” 

Hon.  Petrus  Beyer,  Grand  Sire,  writes:  “Our  Jurisdiction  shows 
a  good  progress  for  every  year,  and  referring  to  the  last  annual  report, 
I  would  like  to  state  that  the  Jurisdiction  now  has  30  subordinate 
lodges  with  over  3000  members,  3  encampments  with  300  members, 
Rebekah  lodges  with  100  members,  and  1  canton  (Patriarchs 
Militant),  with  24  members.  I  can  furthermore  state,  that  the  Danish 
Jurisdiction,  under  the  intelligent  ruling  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  is  work¬ 
ing  splendidly  and  fraternally,  and  under  contantly  promising  chances 
for  the  future.” 

Hawaii. — E.  E.  Hingley,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “While  all  the  lodges 
are  in  a  healthy  condition  in  regard  to  membership  and  finances,  you 
will  notice  that  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  3,  and  Olive  Branch  Rebekah  Lodge, 
No.  2,  have  not  been  so  fortunate  as  others  in  regard  to  membership. 
This  is  to  be  attributed  ^o  hard  times  and  general  business  depression, 
rather  than  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  officers  and  members.  The 
Territory  of  Hawaii  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  undergoing  one  of 
the  direst  and  most  protracted  business  depressions  that  has  ever  been 
known  in  the  history  of  our  little  country.  While  the  two  lodges 
mentioned  above  had  the  advantage  of  being  officered  by  able  and 
energetic  workers,  adverse  circumstances  have  proved  too  much  for 
them  in  the  last  year.  The  present  officers  of  these  two  lodges,  how¬ 
ever,  are  hopeful  and  confident  that  they  can  regain  their  quota  of 
members  during  the  present  times.  I  shall  do  all  I  can  to  encourage 
them  in  this  direction. 

“  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  which  I  have  the  good  fortune  to  be  a 
member,  has  always  been  fortunate  in  regard  to  membership  and 
;  financial  advantages.  This  lodge  has  at  present  under  construction 
1  an  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  four  stories  in  height,  situated  in  the.  heart  of 
j  the  business  section  of  Honolulu.  The  building  alone  will  cost  Excel¬ 
sior  Lodge  $70,000,  with  perhaps  an  additional  expenditure  of  $5000 
for  appropriate  furnishings.  The  lot  it  stands  on  is  valued  at  $20,000, 
making  a  total  investment  of  $95,000,  of  which  Excelsior  Lodge  is  sole 
owner. 

“  The  extraordinary  financial  success  of  Excelsior  Lodge  is  largely 
due  to  the  foresight  and  financial  ability  of  Brother  Joseph  O.  Carter, 
a  man  who  has  always  been  largely  identified  with  the  business  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  community,  and  who  has  been  continually  chairman  of  our 
board  of  trustees  for  the  space  of  35  years. 

ij  “  Taken  altogether,  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  a  fairly  prosperous  con¬ 
dition  in  this  country,  and  if  we  should  have  a  revival  of  business 
to  anything  like  the  standard  of  some  years  ago  we  can  confidently 
expect  quite  a  boom  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Territory.” 

France. — G.  Perin,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “Many  of  the  members 
ifor  want  of  employment  are  unable  to  pay  their  annual  dues,  and  last 
year  we  were  compelled  to  suspend  28  brothers  for  non-payment  of 
dues.  We  lost  two  by  death,  and  added  but  one  by  initiation.  Our 
j  net  loss  was  29,  leaving  us  with  but  40  members.  We  have  to  pay  an 
annual  rent  of  500  francs,  besides  benefits  amounting  this  year  to  1120 
francs.  You  will  understand  that  I  am  greatly  disappointed  that  I 
could  not  effect  the  revival  of  interest  in  this  lodge  that  I  hoped  for. 

[  will  continue  to  work  in  the  hope  that  these  evil  days  may  pass  and 
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that  our  brothers  may  devote  themselves  anew  to  building  up  the 
lodge.” 

Japan. — C.  H.  H.  Hall,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “A  glance  at  my 
report  shows  that  the  membership  is  a  little  short  of  that  of  last  year. 
In  all  respects  hut  increase  of  membership  Far  East  Lodge  is  doing 
pretty  well,  that  is  to  say  it  is  able  to  hold  regular  meetings  and  pay 
all  obligations  of  a  financial  character.  I  might  add  that  the  usual 
attendance  at  meetings,  six  or  seven  members,  enables  us  to  keep  up 
an  organization  and  cherish  the  germ  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Asia.  We 
are  trying  to  draw  some  encouragement  from  the  increase  of  American 
influence  at  Manila,  hoping  that  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship,  which 
will  of  course  strengthen  with  the  increase  of  Americans  there,  will 
diffuse  itself  about  the  Far  East.  With  lodges  at  Manila,  Hongkong 
and  Shanghai,  there  will  be  more  or  less  passing  to  and  fro  of  travel¬ 
ling  Odd  Fellows,  some  of  whom  may  look  in  upon  us  here  and  cheer 
us  with  news  about  the  Order  where  it  is  in  full  flower.  Hitherto 
most  of  our  applicants  for  visiting  privileges  have  been  men-of-war’s 
men  who  were  without  the  credentials  necessary  for  recognition  by 
the  lodge.  Apropos  this  subject  of  visiting  members,  I  may  allude  to 
the  application  of  Brother  Shimidzu,  a  Japanese  member  of  Dexter 
Lodge,  New  York  State.  Brother  Shimidzu  will  be  informed  of  the 
decision  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  recently  conveyed  to  us  by 
yourself,  but  our  members  are  unanimous  in  thinking  steps  should 
be  taken  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  admission  of  Japanese  into  the 
Order  because  when  such  members  return  to  Japan  they  are  likely 
to  resent  denial  of  visiting  privileges  here.  The  decision  against 
Brother  Shimidzu’s  admission  here  was  undoubtedly  well  based  upon 
Japanese  prohibition  of  secret  societies  and  if  the  rule  of  exclusion 
from  the  Order  on  that  ground  is  rigidly  enforced  the  fact  is  likely 
to  promote  sympathy  for  organizations  of  foreigners  in  Japan.  We 
find  it  necessary  to  act  with  much  circumspection  in  view  of  the  hos¬ 
tility  of  Japanese  law  toward  all  secret  assemblies  of  whatever  nation¬ 
ality.  This  attitude  of  the  Japanese  authorities  and  the  shifting 
character  of  the  foreign  population  should  be  kept  in  mind  when 
viewing  the  work  of  the  representatives  of  the  Order  in  Japan.  The 
members  of  Far  East  Lodge  deserve  commendation  for  their  plucky 
maintenance  of  an  organization  under  many  discouraging  conditions.” 

New  South  Wales,  Australia. — Geo.  T.  Clarke,  Grand  Secretary,  ) 
writes :  “  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the  24th  annual  session  j 

was  not  only  one  of  the  happiest,  but  one  of  the  most  successful  we  ‘ 
have  held  during  our  24  years  existence  as  a  Grand  Lodge.  Our  pro-  j 
gress  last  year  was  very  satisfactory.  We  instituted  11  lodges,  viz: 

7  subordinate  lodges  and  4  Rebekah  lodges,  and  initiated  1881  mem-  ] 
bers,  viz:  1380  subordinate  members,  36  widows,  and  465  Rebekahs; 
against  this  1298  were  written  off  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  other 
causes,  viz:  1163  subordinate  and  135  Rebekahs,  the  net  increase  for 
the  year  was  583,  which  brings  the  total  membership  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  up  to  8839.  The  total  income  for  the  year  amounted  to  £33,- 
711/17/9  and  the  expenditure  £28,644/19/2  showing  a  net  surplus  of 
£5066/18/71/£.  The  present  total  net  funds  of  both  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  subordinate  lodges  amounts  to  the  respectable  sum  of  £66,383/0/10. 

“  I  am  sure  the  above  information  will  be  very  gratifying  to  you,  and 
although  business  in  New  South  Wales  is  in  a  somewhat  depressed 
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state,  nevertheless  I  feel  sure  that  our  record  for  1904  will  compare 
favorably  with  that  of  other  Jurisdictions  for  the  past  year.  Our 
lodges  are  working  well,  especially  the  Sydney  Degree  lodge,  which 
is  a  source  of  very  great  strength  to  the  Order  in  New  South  Wales. 
During  session  week  they  gave  an  exemplification  of  the  degree  work 
in  full  dramatic  form,  and  the  brethren,  especially  from  the  country 
districts,  appreciated  the  efforts  of  the  Degree  Staff. 

“  You  may  publish  this  letter  in  your  annual  report  to  be  presented 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  San  Francisco.  I  would  like  very 
much  to  be  present  on  that  occasion  but  unfortunately  cannot  see 
my  way  to  absent  myself  from  Sydney  this  year,  but  I  am  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  a  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  at  no  very  distant  date. 

“  I  can  assure  you  the  greatest  interest  is  being  manifested  in  our 
Order  throughout  Australasia,  we  are  more  than  holding  our  own  in 
competition  with  other  societies,  and  if  the  same  interest  continues  the 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  the  largest  Friendly  Society  in  the  world,  will  soon  become 
also  the  largest  in  Australasia.” 

Netherlands. — I.  T.  Philips,  Grand  Master,  writes:  “Our  lodges 
are  working  and  in  general  in  a  good  condition.  I  should  have 
wished  that  more  would  be  done  for  the  promulgation  and  the  brothers 
should  give  more  attention  to  that  subject,  but  one  must  be  content 
and  not  put  his  wishes  too  high.  The  furtherance  of  our  Order  here 
in  our  country  must  be  a  matter  of  attention,  and  it  would  be  very 
considerable,  if  from  your  side  could  be  done  something  for  to  attain 
that  aim.  We  have  here  now  in  Amsterdam  five  lodges,  with  a  total 
of  532  members.  Several  places  with  one  or  more  members,  and  you 
see,  we  do  our  best. 

“  Some  days  ago  we  had  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
We  spent  in  our  work  one  evening  and  one  day.  There  were  25  Past 
Grands  present,  and  our  session  was  a  very  pleasant  one.  Our  Officers 
were  all  reelected. 

“  We  have  great  intentions  for  the  future.  Our  principal  business 
must  be  the  propaganda,  i.  e.  the  promulgation  of  our  noble  institu¬ 
tion  into  the  highest  and  most  elevated  and  distinguished  circle  of 
citizens.  It  is  not  very  easy  to  attain  this,  but  we  have  confidence  in 
our  strength,  and  in  our  perseverance.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  our 
session  reelected  me.  Our  building  here  in  Amsterdam  is  a  very  beauti¬ 
ful  one,  and  extraordinarily  good  for  our  purposes.  It  is  very  near  to 
my  dwelling  house.  I  hope  that  it  will  soon  be  too  small  to  contain 
all  our  members  at  once.” 

New  Zealand. — William  Reid,  Grand  Secretary,  writes,  under  date 
of  June  11,  1904:  “  It  has  been  decided  that  the  question  of  secession 

from  Australasia  should  be  left  over  until  our  biennial  session,  next 

month . Could  you  inform  me  if  there  is  any  chance,  if  secession 

is  decided  upon,  of  our  getting  a  quasi-independent  charter  like  that 
granted  to  Australasia?  or  would  we  have  to  put  up  with  a  state 
charter,  with  conditions  and  disabilities  which  would  not  suit  our 
local  circumstances?  How  the  matter  will  be  decided  in  session  will 
largely  depend  on  this,  and  I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  give  me  any 
indication  of  how  it  would  go  should  we  petition  for  severance  and 
a  new  charter. 

“  Since  the  last  Grand  Lodge  session  we  have  opened  successfully 
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three  adult  lodges,  and  two  juvenile  lodges,  which,  considering  our 
small  territory,  is  a  fairly  good  record.  Juvenile  lodges  are  not  of 
course  recognized  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  were,  for  a  long 
time,  left  severely  alone  by  New  Zealand.  In  competition  with  other 
societies,  however — and  we  have  a  large  number  of  opponents,  and 
competition  is  very  keen — we  found  that  we  were  being  handicapped 
by  not  having  a  juvenile  branch.  Other  societies  captured  the  rising 
generation,  and  among  them  sons  of  our  own  members,  who,  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  time,  were  drafted  into  the  adult  lodges  of  those  societies,  and 
were  lost  to  us.  We  have  now  four  juvenile  lodges  which  have  been 
fairly  successful,  and  which  have  already  sent  recruits  into  the  ranks 
of  our  lodges  whom  we  might  otherwise  have  lost.” 

Bro.  Reid  concludes  his  interesting  letter  by  discussing  the  question 
of  planting  the  Order  in  the  Transvaal,  South  Africa.  As  this  matter 
nas  been  practically  disposed  of  by  sending  a  .charter  for  a  lodge  in 
Johannesburg,  it  is  not  considered  necessary  to  print  the  remainder 
of  the  letter  in  this  report. 

In  reply  to  Bro.  Reid’s  letter  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  International  Relations  considered  and  adopted  at  the  session  of 
1903,  Journal,  pp.  403  to  408,  was  sent  to  him,  and  his  attention  called 
especially  to  that  portion  of  the  report,  on  page  404,  which  deals  to 
some  extent  with  the  question  at  issue. 

Sweden. — Fredr.  Geijer,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Regarding  our 
lodge  work  during  the  last  year  I  have  to  report  that  all  has  been  go¬ 
ing  on  well  with  a  quiet  and  steady  growth  as  well  in  members  as  in 
capital.  On  March  28th,  last  year,  we  instituted  Lodge  No.  30,  Saxo, 
in  Lund,  in  the  South;  on  August  1st,  Lodge  No.  31,  Samuel  Gustaf 
Hermelin,  in  Boden,  in  the  North,  and  again  we  returned  to  the  South 
to  institute,  Oct.  27th,  Lodge  No.  32,  in  Helsingborg;  this  year  we  have 
as  yet  instituted  Lodge  No.  33,  Nicolaus  Bothniensis,  in  the  Northern¬ 
most  parts  of  our  Jurisdiction,  in  Lulea.  The  distances  in  our  Juris¬ 
diction  are  long;  from  our  Southernmost  to  our  Northernmost  lodge 
there  are  more  than  1000  English  miles  and  considering  also  the  in¬ 
spections,  our  Grand  Lodge  Officers  have  a  good  deal  of  travelling  to 
do  in  every  year,  but  they  are  welcome  everywhere.  The  only  com¬ 
plaint  is  that  they  do  not  come  more  often.  When  we  had  insti¬ 
tuted  our  Lodge  No.  33,  all  our  ‘  Clubs  ’  had  been  transverted  into 
lodges,  but  shortly  afterwards  a  new  club  was  formed  at  Malmo  with 
our  Grand  Warden,  Bro.  Berlin,  at  the  head.  It  is  intended,  that 
this  club,  whose  name  is  ‘  Caritas,’  shall  be  transverted  into  a  lodge 
in  October,  when  our  Order  has  existed  20  years  in  Sweden,  and  there 
will  be  great  festivals  on  that  account  in  Malmo;  at  the  same  occasion 
a  magnificent  new  building,  which  our  brethren  in  Malmo  are  now 
erecting,  will  be  dedicated  to  the  use  cf  the  Order. 

“  It  is  a  general  wish  among  our  lodges  to  have  their  own  halls,  and 
at  eight  places  we  have  already  halls  owned  by  the  Order,  while  at 
three  places  more  our  brethren  are  now  building  their  halls,  and  at 
several  more  places  new  halls  are  planned.  Besides  a  plan  is  formed 
to  have  a  society  among  the  brethren  with  the  purpose  to  facilitate 
for  them  the  acquiring  of  real  estate  to  build  halls  of  their  own  upon. 

“  Last  summer  our  brethren  in  the  South  had  an  ‘  Odd  Fellow  Day,’ 
when  the  members  of  the  Order  met  for  friendly  intercourse;  our 
Grand  Warden  and  P.  G.  Herrstrom  spoke  about  the  Order  and  Odd 
Fellowship  and  various  topics  of  common  interest  were  discussed. 
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“  As  far  as  I  know,  our  Jurisdiction  is  the  only  one  in  the  Order, 
which  holds  only  quadrennial  sessions;  last  Grand  Lodge  meeting  was 
in  1901,  and  the  next  one  will  be  next  year.  We  have  found  no  incon¬ 
venience  as  yet  in  this;  a  good  deal  of  money  is  saved  and  our  laws 
are  not  exposed  to  be  amended  too  often.  Of  course  our  subordinates 
report  yearly  and  their  reports  are  closely  examined  by  our  executive 
officers  and  our  statistics  published  yearly.  Our  net  gains  for  last 
year  were  359  members,  and  in  capital,  about  $26,000.  We  expect  to 
form  in  a  short  time  new  clubs  and  afterwards  new  lodges  at  several 
new  places,  and  are  looking  forward  with  good  hopes  for  increase  and 
development  also  in  the  future.  Our  Order  is  respected  and  liked 
everywhere;  on  our  anniversary  day,  the  26th  April,  our  Crown  Prince 
was  again  present  here  in  Stockholm,  and  His  Royal  Highness  made, 
with  much  interest,  enquiries  about  our  Order  and  its  success  in  this 
country.  With  our  neighboring  Jurisdictions  we  are  on  good  terms. 
As  you  doubtless  know,  the  Danish  Jurisdiction  celebrated  last  sum¬ 
mer,  with  great  festivals,  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  introduction  of 
the  Order  in  Denmark,  and  our  Jurisdiction  was  at  that  occasion  rep¬ 
resented  as  well  by  our  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Laurentz,  as  by  our  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Lignell,  and  they  were  much  honored  by  our  Danish 
Brethren.  At  present  the  Danish  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Beyer,  is  on  a  visit 
here  in  Stockholm. 

“  We  have  in  Sweden  only  two  encampments,  one  in  Stockholm  and 
one  in  Malmo,  and  it  is  not  likely,  that  we  shall  have  any  more  for 
some  time  to  come.  They  are,  however,  both  in  a  flourishing  state; 
their  membership  was,  on  April  1st,  398,  and  is  now  486,  showing  a 
net  increase  of  88  members  for  the  last  year.  We  abolished  some 
time  ago  all  obligatory  benefits  in  the  encampment  branch,  believing 
that  they  belong  more  properly  to  the  lodges.  In  this  manner  our 
encampments  are  more  at  liberty  to  cultivate  ethic  topics  and  for  that 
purpose  we  are  also  preparing  a  new  ritual  for  the  encampments, 
which  is  likely  to  be  ready  for  next  Grand  Lodge  meeting  in  July, 
1905.  As  we  have  no  Grand  encampment  and  are  not  likely  to  have 
any,  our  encampments  are  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  our 
Grand  Lodge  members  of  course  must  have  the  R.  P.  D.” 


Switzerland. — Ed.  T.  Knuchel,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  my  fears,  expressed  to  you  in  January,  that  our 
Jurisdiction  would  suffer  a  relapse,  have  been  realized.  It  is  the  first 
relapse  since  1886  and  we  deeply  regret  it;  we  sincerely  hope  never 
again  to  be  obliged  to  make  such  a  report.  The  reason  lies  in  the 
)  small  number  of  initiations  last  year  against  which  stand  4  deaths, 
12  withdrawals,  and  2  dismissals.  Helvetia  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  Zurich, 
whose  membership  has  lately  steadily  declined  because  of  bad  experi¬ 
ences  with  former  members  and  dissatisfaction  with  the  location  of 
the  lodge  rooms,  initiated  no  new  members  at  all  last  year.  As  the 
lodge  several  weeks  ago  bought  a  home  of  its  own,  now  being  rebuilt, 
and  which  it  will  occupy  in  June,  we  feel  justified  in  hoping  that 
the  lodge  will  revive  and  bloom  and  thrive  as  formerly.  Rheinfall 
Lodge,  No.  9,  in  Schlaffihausen,  had  a  similar  experience.  Brothers 
who  had  worked  zealously  and  faithfully  for  our  beloved  Order,  have 
been  torn  from  the  lodge  by  death.  The  lodge  was  a  little  careless  in 
accepting  new  members.  Men  whose  ideals  were  not  sufficiently  high 
j  became  members,  were  disappointed  in  their  expectations  and  soon 
turned  their  backs  on  the  lodge.  But  there  are  still  faithful  members 
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in  Schlaffhausen  so  that  we  may  assume  that  here  also  the  crisis  will 
soon  be  past.  The  new  Gotthelf  Lodge,  No.  10,  in  Langenthal,  and  St. 
Jacobs,  (St.  James?)  Lodge  in  Basle  are  working  well  and  zealously. 
The  latter  has  been  obliged  to  sell  its  home  to  the  city  in  consequence 
of  the  alteration  of  the  streets,  but  realized  considerable  by  the  sale. 
A  new  house  in  the  centre  of  the  city  was  bought  at  a  reasonable 
price,  and  will  shortly  be  rearranged  for  the  purposes  of  the  Order. 
This  lodge  has  initiated  6  new  members  since  New  Years,  and  there 
is  good  prospects  that  the  expansion  will  last. 

“  Even  though  the  membership  has  decreased  the  standing  of  the 
Order  in  our  country  is  still  good.  The  financial  circumstances  are 
also  good,  all  our  lodges  have  nice  funds  at  their  disposal.  The  tables 
will  have  shown  you  that  the  Order  in  Switzerland  had  on  Jan.  1, 
1904,  means  to  the  amount  of  $30,807.23,  and  paid  out  during  the  last 
year  $2500.92,  in  benefits,  which  for  our  modest  circumstances  we 
may  consider  worthy  of  notice.” 

Western  Australia. — B.  B.  Hoddinott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I 
mailed  you  a  Journal  of  our  last  annual  session  in  which  you  will  see 
that  our  Orphans’  Home  will  in  due  time  be  an  accomplished  fact.  We 
intend  laying  the  foundation  stone  during  session  week  in  February 
next. 

“  By  an  accident,  which  happened  in  one  of  our  largest  mines,  our 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Tom  Bates,  with  four  others,  was  killed. 
He  was  an  enthusiastic  worker  and  a  general  favorite  with  all  who 
knew  him,  and  we  are  terribly  upset  over  our  loss. 

“  We  are  steadily  plodding  along  and  have  opened  three  new  lodges 
this  year  with  several  otheis  in  view,  and  as  the  objects  of  our  Orphans’ 
Home  become  more  generally  known  we  hope  for  a  much  larger  mem¬ 
bers’  roll.” 

Yukon. — Burne  Pollock,  Chief  Patriarch,  and  Andrew  Nerland, 
Scribe,  write:  “Herewith  you  will  find  the  first  annual  report  of 
Klondike  Encampment,  No.  1,  of  Dawson,  Yukon  Territory,  Canada. 
We  trust  that  the  report  will  show  for  itself  that  the  encampment, 
though  only  a  little  more  than  three  months  old,  is  in  a  good  condition 
as  regards  membership  and  finances. 

“  In  fraternal  feeling,  our  encampment  is  very  strong,  and  there  is 
promise  that  this  good  condition  of  affairs  will  continue. 

“  The  encampment  has  an  advantage  over  the  subordinate  lodge  in 
Dawson  in  one  marked  respect,  and  one  that  is  calculated  to  insure 
a  strong  organization,  and  one  best  calculated  to  carry  out  the  great 
principles  of  the  Order  in  a  proper  manner,  and  in  accord  with  the 
established  laws  of  the  Order.  In  Dawson  there  are  a  great  many 
Odd  Fellows  who  belong  to  lodges  on  the  outside  who  do  not  wish  to 
withdraw  from  their  home  lodges  and  become  active  members  of 
Dawson  Lodge,  consequently  they  are  regular  visitors  at  the  lodge, 
but  have  no  voice  therein.  They  feel  that  it  is  not  best  to  withdraw 
from  their  home  lodges  for  the  reason  that  they  are  only  temporarily 
located  in  Dawson,  and  may  move  on  to  some  other  northern  camp  in 
a  short  time,  and  also  from  a  sense  of  loyalty  to  their  native  city. 
All  these  visiting  brothers,  who  are  old  Odd  Fellows,  and  have  learned 
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the  lessons  of  the  Order  thoroughly,  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
encampment,  and  the  majority  of  them  have  not  taken  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  degrees,  hence  the  membership  of  Klondike'Encampment  is  made 
up  of  those  brothers  who  are  not  members  of  Dawson  Lodge,  and  of 
the  members  of  Dawson  Lodge  who  are  desirous  of  doing  a  larger 
work  in  the  Order.  This  combination  will  tend  to  build  the  encamp¬ 
ment  up  until  it  will  surpass-  the  subordinate  lodge  in  membership  and 
in  fraternity.  A  large  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  are  those  who  have  been  initiated  here,  and  they  do  not  as  fully 
comprehend  the  principles  of  the  Order  as  those  who  have  been  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  Order  on  the  outside. 

“  During  the  short  term  just  finished  the  work  of  conferring  the  de¬ 
grees  has  necessarily  been  somewhat  irregular,  in  that  the  encamp¬ 
ment  has  not  as  yet  been  able  to  collect  the  necessary  paraphernalia, 
but  it  is  the  intention-  during  the  term  about  to  begin,  and  with  the 
increased  membership  we  now  enjoy,  to  secure  as  much  as  possible 
of  the  material  which  is  essential  to  conferring  the  degrees  in  a  proper 
manner,  and  with  all  effects. 

“  The  outgoing  Chief  Patriarch  and  Scribe  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
officers  in  whom  the  patriarchs  have  placed  the  charge  of  the  encamp¬ 
ment  for  the  ensuing  term  are  well  qualified  to  fill  their  offices,  and 
we  predict  that  the  encampment  will  have  a  very  successful  term 
under  their  guidance  and  advice,  and  that  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  will  be  obeyed  and  the  great  principles  of  the  Order 
observed. 

“  The  need  for  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  Dawson  is  very  strong,  and  several 
attempts  have  been  made  to  organize  one,  but  the  necessary  petitioners 
have  never  been  secured.  I  secured  my  withdrawal  at  one  time  with 
two  others,  but  we  were  not  able  to  get  two  more,  and  failed  to  organ¬ 
ize.  There  are  many  former  Rebekahs,  and  a  number  of  wives  of  Odd 
Fellows  who  are  not  Rebekahs  but  would  join  if  a  lodge  was  started, 
and  there  are  no  ladies’  lodges  in  the  city  yet,  and  such  a  lodge  would 
be  a  success  in  many  ways.  Subordinate  lodges  of  Odd  Fellows  might 
well  be  started  at  several  other  places  in  the  Territory,  at  White  Horse, 
and  also  at  the  mining  centers  near  Dawson,  Grand  Forks,  Gold  Bot¬ 
tom,  Granville,  Cariboo. 

“  With  this  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  our  encampment, 
and  the  above  remarks  upon  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  Territory 
in  general,  the  past  officers  of  Klondike  Encampment,  No.  1,  for  the 
term  ending  December  31,  1903,  conclude  their  labors  for  the  time  be¬ 
ing  with  best  wishes  for  a  Happy  New  Year  for  the  Grand  Sire  and 
Grand  Secretary  and  other  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
well  wishes  for  the  success  of  the  Order  in  all  parts  of  the  world.”

THE  MEETING  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

San  Francisco!  California!  What  a  magical  charm  there  is  in  those 
loved,  familiar,  names.  How  suggestive  they  are  of  magnificent  dis¬ 
tances,  grand  scenery,  temperate  climate,  prodigal  and  almost  unhalt¬ 
ing  vegetation,  in  the  production  of  nearly  every  thing  in  nature  to 
please  the  eye,  charm  the  taste  and  delight  the  mind.  How  strong  the 
temptation  is  for  us  to  visit  that  attractive  part  of  this  great  Republic 
was  shown  at  the  session  of  1903,  when,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  representatives,  it  was  resolved  to  hold  the  session  of  1904  in  San 
Francisco,  and  this  without  invitation  from  the  Brotherhood  in  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Yet  the  hospitality  of  our  brethren  in  the  State  is  as  prodigal 
as  the  productions  of  its  soil  and  climate,  and  our  cordial  reception  and 
hospitable  entertainment  were  guaranteed  long  in  advance  of  our  ar¬ 
rival.  Our  brethren  and  sisters  of  the  Golden  State  vie  with  each  other 
in  their  efforts  to  make  pleasant  and  delightful  the  stay  of  their  guests, 
and  when  our  work  of  a  week  is  ended  and  we  turn  our  faces  homeward 
each  of  us  is  sure  to  feel  the  keenest  pangs  of  regret  in  bidding  adieu 
to  our  hospitable  hosts,  and  the  wonderful  attractions  of  this  enchant¬ 
ing  land. 

This  is  the  fourth  time  the  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  has  been  held  on  the  Pacific  coast,  one  meeting  having  been  held 
in  Portland,  Oregon,  in  1892,  and  the  others  in  California.  When  we 
met  for  the  first  time,  in  this  City  and  State,  in  1869,  thirty-five  years 
ago,  our  lodge  members  numbered  268,608.  At  the  time  of  our  meeting 
in  Los  Angeles,  in  1888,  an  increase  of  over  100  per  cent  in  19  years 
was  shown,  the  membership  then  being  554,404.  At  this  meeting  the 
reports  show  a  membership  of  1,151,421,  an  increase  of  more  than  100 
per  cent  in  16  years.  We  have  added  to  our  membership  882,813  broth¬ 
ers  in  thirty-five  years.  California  has  contributed  her  full  quota  of 
recruits  in  the  same  period  of  time.  From  a  membership  of  11,748  in 
1869,  advance  is  shown  steadily  year  by  year,  until  now  the  figures  are 
35,386,  a  trifle  over  300  per  cent  increase.  Thus  the  members  of  our 
great  Order  in  California  will  find  local  pride  mingling  with  their  feel¬ 
ing  of  joy  over  the  unprecedented  advance  made  in  1903. 


It  is  with  greatest  pleasure  that  I  offer  to  the  officers  and  members 
my  sincere  congratulations  upon  the  remarkable  prosperity  which 
marks  our  history  as  an  Order  in  the  year  1903.  Those  grand  results 
show  the  truth  of  the  saying,  “  in  union  there  is  strength,”  for  it  is 
the  united  effort  of  all  our  members  which  secures  the  vast  army  of 
recruits  that  swells  the  membership  list  each  year. 

In  closing  this  report  I  cannot  resist  the  inclination  to  express  my 
admiration  of  the  great  work  successfully  accomplished  by  Bro.  John 
B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Sire.  Correspondence  with  that  genial  and  worthy 
brother  has  been  an  unmixed  pleasure,  and  it  is  with  feelings  of  sad- 
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ness  and  regret  that  I  realize  that  the  end  of  our  official  connection  is 
so  near. 

And  now,  in  looking  from  the  past  into  the  future  let  us,  the  pledged 
votaries  of  Odd  Fellowship,  cherish  with  veneration  those  great  moral 
and  fraternal  truths,  which  glitter  with  the  brilliant  lustre  of  diamonds 
upcn  that  chart  of  human  brotherhood  proclaimed  by  Wildey  and  taught  > 
by  Ridgely.  We  may  confidently  rely  upon  the  Supreme  Head  of  the 
Order;  it  always  has,  and  ever  will,  prove  itself  equal  to  the  crisis,  and 
may  be  trusted  to  guide  wisely  and  well  the  councils  which  will  de¬ 
termine  the  welfare  of  Odd  Fellowship.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ADJUTANT-GENERAL, 
PATRIARCHS  MILITANT 


While  the  increase  in  the  Military  branch  of  the  Order  has  not  been 
so  great  as  was  expected  one  year  ago,  still  the  growth  has  been  good 
and  of  a  rather  healthy  character.  The  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree  is 
often  spoken  of  as  indicating  highest  rank,  and  if  this  were  true  we 
might  naturally  expect  to  find  amongst  our  soldiers  not  only  greater 
zeal  and  interest,  but  ability  of  higher  order  in  the  management  of  the 
business  affairs  of  the  cantons.  It  is  in  this  particular  duty  that  both 
interest  and  ability  is  sadly  wanting.  In  many  instances  reports  are 
not  forthcoming  until  the  last  moment,  and  only  then  after  repeated 
notices  of  request  from  this  office  and  that  of  the  General  Commanding. 

The  table  of  returns  accompanying  this  report  speaks  for  itself  and 
shows  at  a  glance  the  derelict  departments.  If,  in  the  states  where  this 
indifference  and  apathy  are  so  marked,  the  Grand  Representatives  to 
whom  this  report  is  made  would  lend  their  personal  effort  and  influence 
a  great  change  for  the  better  would  speedily  result.

J:  California.  Brig.-Gen.  H.  O.  Brower,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  I  have  been 
unanimously  re-elected  to  the  office  of  Department  Commander  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  for  another  three  years  with  conditions  most  favorable  and 
satisfactory  as  to  membership  and  harmonious  relations.  There  is  much 
activity  and  interest  manifest  throughout  the  entire  rank  and  file  of 
this  Department  far  exceeding  my  anticipations,  conditioned  as  it  was 
when  I  first  assumed  command  in  1900  with  only  9  cantons  and  a 
membership  of  390,  all  told.  I  am  now  able  to  report  to  you  19  cantons, 
j  6  battalions  and  3  regiments,  and  a  membership  of  919,  an  increase  of 
;  529,  thus  showing  an  annual  increase  of  34  per  cent. 

.  This  is  very  gratifying  to  me  and  speaks  well  for  the  Patriarchs 
:  Militant  in  this  Department.  During  my  administration  as  Department 
Commander  I  have  held  four  annual  cantonments  and  competition  prize 
drills;  $700.00  in  prizes  at  each  annual  cantonment,  in  all  $2800.00  in 
the  four  years. 
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“  During  the  last  year  I  have  mustered  in  2  new  cantons,  conferred  i 
the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  on  7  officers  and  chevaliers,  and  16  lady 
members  of  Rebekah  lodges,  visited  personally  nearly  every  canton  in 
my  Department,  and  cheerfully  report  the  attendance,  discipline  and 
drill  all  that  I  could  desire.  I  received  a  right  royal  welcome  at  each  : 
visitation,  thus  making  my  duties  both  pleasant  and  agreeable.” 


Illinois. — Maj.-Gen.  James  Henry  Harris,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “  In  connection  with  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  as  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  of  Illinois,  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  there  is  a  de¬ 
cided  increase  in  that  enthusiasm  and  spontaneity  of  purpose  that  is 
essential  in  any  movement  that  calculates  to  earn  success.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  Council  will  convene  on  the  23rd  of  the  month,  and  every  indica¬ 
tion  points  to  a  most  enthusiastic  and  delightful  gathering.  The 
Adjutant-General  may  rest  assured  of  one  fact,  and  that  is  that  under 
the  present  administration  there  will  be  no  relinquishing  of  effort  to 
make  the  degree  what  is  was  intended  it  should  be,  namely,  an  influen¬ 
tial  adjunct  to  the  great  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  toward  which  the  eyes 
of  the  military  inspired  member  should  be  admiringly  directed.”

“  The  question  of  holding  the  National  Encampment  at  Indianapolis  in 
1905  was  made  a  special  order  at  the  called  meeting  of  the  Department 
Council  and  every-one  present  was  called  on  for  his  opinion,  and 
not  a  voice  was  heard  in  opposition  to  the  meeting.  The  financial 
matter  in  regard  to  the  encampment  is  well  under  way,  the  first  prize 
to  be  offered  being  $1000  cash,  with  the  others  in  proportion.  If  we 
can  obtain  the  support  of  the  entire  Order,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years 
there  will  be  the  largest  increase  in  solid  membership  that  has  ever 
been  known  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  and  especially  if  they  will 
grant  us  the  privilege  of  recruiting  our  chevaliers  from  the  subordinate 
lodge  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant.” 


Iowa. — Maj.-Gen.  M.  F.  Le  Roy,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  The  Department  of  Iowa  is  very  active.  The  interest  is  constantly 
increasing.  The  last  session  of  the  Department  Council  was  the  largest 
meeting  the  Department  ever  had.  Arrangements  are  being  made  fori' 
two  summer  meetings,  one  at  Creston  and  the  other  at  Waterloo.

This  condition  has  been 
brought  about  by  the  enthusiasm  and  active  interest  taken  by  the  field 
and  canton  officers  throughout  the  Department.” 

Massachusetts. — Brig.-Gen.  Stephen  B.  Welch,  Department  Com¬ 
mander,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  Department  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  is  in  better  condition  than  at  my  last  report.  While  we  show 
a  loss  of  a  few  chevaliers  I  think  the  Patriarchs  Militant  generally  will 
profit  by  some  of  them  severing  their  connection  with  it.  We  are  look¬ 
ing  for  a  net  gain  this  year,  as  many  of  the  cantons  are  taking  on  new 
life  and  pushing  to  the  front  and  improving  in  the  rendering  the  degree 
work,  as  well  as  the  P.  M.  drill.” 

Michigan. — Brig.-Gen.  Thomas  E.  Robinson,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “Affairs  in  the  Department  of  Michigan  are  in  a  more  pros¬ 
perous  condition  than  they  have  been  for  some  years  past.

— Lieut.-Col.  John  W.  Nichols,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “The  cantons  in  my  Department  are  nearly  all  progressing. 

:  During  the  last  year  another  canton  was  mustered  in  at  South  Omaha, 

|  with  a  membership  of  28,  this  making  13  cantons  in  this  Department 
with  an  increase  of  37  in  membership. 

“  On  October  19,  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  cantons 
;  will  gather  at  Lincoln  for  a  general  demonstration,  and  for  competitive 
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drill.  The  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  will  be  conferred  upon  several  ( 
chevaliers.  The  inspection  of  cantons,  as  ordered  by  the  Inspector- 
General,  has  proved  beneficial  to  the  cantons,  and  has  stimulated  the 
chevaliers  to  greater  activity.” 


New  Hampshire. — Maj.  John  W.  Bourlet,  A.  A.-General,  writes:  It 

gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in  New  Hampshire  is  more  prosperous 
than  at  any  time  in  its  history.  There  was  a  larger  net  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903,  than  for  many  years, 
and  we  feel  that  the  showing  will  be  considerably  augmented  as  time 
rolls  by.  We  have  an  energetic  Department  Commander  and  a  hust¬ 
ling  Inspector  General,  who  are  infusing  new  life  into  our  cantons  by 
their  visits  and  instructions,  and  their  influence  is  being  strongly  felt 
throughout  the  Department.

Eddy,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “I 
have  the  pleasure  to  announce  that  the  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in 
the  Department  of  Ohio  seems  to  be  alive  in  all  sections  of  the  De¬ 
partment,  with  a  healthy  growth,  and  an  increased  enthusiasm  pervad¬ 
ing  most  of  the  cantons.  While  some  cantons  are  dilatory  in  making 
reports,  on  the  whole  they  are  doing  exceedingly  well,  and  since  the 
present  year  has  opened  there  has  been  quite  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  recruits,  with  few  losses  of  old  ones.  So  that  on  the  whole  the  pros¬ 
pects  are  very  flattering  for  the  future  of  that  branch  of  the  Order.”

Our  great  draw  -J 
back  in  this  State  for  the  last  twelve  months  has  been  the  scarcity  oi 
money  on  account  of  the  failure  of  our  cotton  crop,  which  is  the  mair|  i 
stay  of  finances.  However,  prospects  are  very  flattering  for  a  gooc 
crop  this  year,  and  I  feel  assured  that  we  can  make  a  very  creditabkf 
showing  in  our  next  report.  You  will  observe,  however,  from  our  las’i 
report  that  ‘  Old  Texas  ’  is  by  no  means  at  a  standstill,  but  is  slowlji 
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but  surely  moving  onward  in  this  work.  We  have  now  10  cantons,  all 
in  first  class  shape  except  one.  I  have,  however,  the  promise  of  its 
revival.” 

Wisconsin. — Albert  Sample,  A.  A.-General,  writes:  “  I  am  very 
thankful  to  report  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  P.  M.  in  Wisconsin 
has  our  Order  been  more  prosperous  and  contented  and  united  than  it 
is  now.”

And  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  said  Grand 
Encampment,  a  certified  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  the  under¬ 
signed  Representatives  of  said  Grand  Encampment  respectfully  peti¬ 
tion  this  Honorable  Body  for  a  duplicate  Charter  to  said  Grand  En¬ 
campment,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Nebraska. 
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Fremont,  Neb.,  Sept.  10,  1904. 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  the  regular  annual  session  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Nebraska  held  in  the  city  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska, 
October  14,  1902,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted:

to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  suggest  to  that  Sovereign  Body  the  fol¬ 
lowing  changes  in  the  wording  on  the  back  of  the  Certificates,  viz.: 

From  “  This  is  the  only  legal  receipt  for  dues  and  other  charges  and 
its  use  is  required  in  all  Lodges,  Rebekah  Lodges  and  Encampments. 
It  is  a  proper  credential  for  visiting  in  all  jurisdictions,  etc.” 

To  “  This  is  the  only  legal  receipt  for  dues  and  other  charges  and 
its  use  is  required  in  all  Encampments.  As  such  receipt  the  signature 
of  the  Financial  Scribe  only  is  required.  When  fully  executed  it  is  a 
proper  credential  for  visiting  in  all  jurisdictions,  etc.,  etc.” 

We  believe  a  change  like  this,  while  not  interfering  with  the  safe¬ 
guards  judiciously  thrown  around  the  Certificate  for  visiting  purposes. 
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will  simplify  and  curtail  formality  and  labor  in  its  use  as  a  receipt  for 
dues.

Whereas,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
I.  0.  0.  F.  of  Washington  were  duly  Instructed  by  said  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  to  secure  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  qualification  of  Officers  of 
subordinate  encampments  by  rotation  or  progression  recommending 
the  line  of  advancement  of  elective  Officers;  be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Encampment  may  prescribe  the  qualifi¬ 
cation  for  Officers  of  subordinate  encampments  in  their  respective 
Jurisdictions  as  follows: 

Any  Patriarch  having  served  a  regular  term  in  some  appointive 
office  of  the  encampment  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Junior 
Warden.  Any  Patriarch  having  served  a  term  in  some  elective  office  of 
an  encampment  shall  be  eligible  to  High  Priest.  Any  Patriarch  having 
served  a  term  as  High  Priest  shall  be  eligible  to  Senior  Warden,  and 
any  Patriarch  having  served  a  term  as  Senior  Warden  shall  be  eligible 
for  Chief  Patriarch,  so  that  the  progression  shall  be  service  in  appointive 
office  to  Junior  Warden,  Scribe,  Treasurer  or  Junior  Warden  to  High 
Priest,  to  Senior  Warden,  then  to  Chief  Patriarch,  provided  that  actual 
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I  service  during  a  majority  of  regular  meeting  nights  in  any  one  term 
shall  be  held  to  be  a  full  term. 

(No  legislation  necessary.  See  Report  155.) 

No.  11.  Reps.  Lueders,  Hathaway,  Cosgrove  and  Waters,  of 
Washington,  presented  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the 
j  Committee  on  Petitions : 

Whereas,  Yakima  Encampment,  No.  7,  was  granted  a  Charter  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  prior  to  the  organization  and  institu¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Washington,  and  said  Charter  hav¬ 
ing  been  destroyed  or  lost  by  fire,  said  encampment  is  now  and  for

Whereas,  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Washington  is  without  author- 
lj  ity  to  issue  a  duplicate  Charter  to  said  Yakima  Encampment,  No.  7, 
as  such  duplicate  Charter  should  properly  come  from  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge;  be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  direct  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  to  issue  a  duplicate  Charter  to  said  Yakima  Encampment,  No.  7, 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Washington.

Report  3.  Rep.  Trautmann,  of  New  York,  from  the  Committee 
on  Credentials,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Felloivs: 

Your  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  whom  was  referred  the  creden¬ 
tials  from  the  several  Jurisdictions  of  the  Grand  Representatives  to 
this  Sovereign  Body,  respectfully  reports  that  among  those  presented  is 
one  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Idaho,  dated  August  1,  1904,  signed  by 
the  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  under 
seal  appointing  Brother  D.  L.  Badley  Grand  Representative  for  the 
term  of  one  year  to  fill  a  vacancy  alleged  by  said  Jurisdiction  to  exist 
by  reason  of  the  total  membership  of  the  encampments  in  that  Juris¬ 
diction  exceeding  1,000  in  number  on  June  30,  1904.  It  appears  from 
the  conceded  facts  in  the  case  that  the  encampments  in  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  named  prior  to  June  30,  1904,  had  a  total  membership  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  700,  and  that  from  the  semi-annual  returns  of  the  subordi¬ 
nates  made  on  June  30,  1904,  its  total  membership  on  that  date  ex¬ 
ceeded  1,000.  The  last  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was 
held  in  the  month  of  October,  1903. 

The  Grand  Patriarch  of  Idaho  held  that  the  jurisdiction  was  entitled 
to  an  additional  Grand  Representative  to  this  Sovereign  Body  at  this 
session  by  reason  of  the  increased  membership  beyond  one  thousand, 
and  that,  therefore,  a  vacancy  existed  in  that  office,  and  proceeded 
accordingly  to  fill  the  same  by  the  appointment  of  Brother  D.  L.  Badley 
Grand  Representative  for  one  year. 

It  has  heretofore  been  held  that  such  additional  Grand  Representative 
can  not  be  appointed  in  recess  of  the  State  Grand  Body,  although 
the  returns  in  the  interim  show  that  the  Grand  Body  has  more  than 
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one  thousand  members.  Such  additional  Grand  Representative  can  only 
be  admitted  after  a  canvass  of  the  returns  by  the  Grand  Body,  and 
upon  its  certificate  that  it  has  the  requisite  number.  (White’s  Digest, 
1S95,  section  548;  Busbee  Digest,  section  756.) 

We  therefore  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appointment  of  Brother  D.  L.  Badley  as  an  1 
additional  Grand  Representative  for  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Idaho 
to  this  Sovereign  Body  is  null  and  void,  and  that  he  be  not  accorded  a 
seat  in  the  Body  under  said  appointment.

Facts  in  the  Case: 

■ 

On  March  27,  1903,  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  was  instituted  at  ( 
Rugby,  Tennessee;  in  the  May  following  the  Grand  Encampment 
officers  received  a  petition  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  encampment  at 
New  River,  Tenn. 

As  soon  as  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  learned  of  the  petition  for 
the  new  encampment,  through  its  Chief  Patriarch,  a  letter  was  sent  I 
to  the  Grand  Patriarch  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  location 
of  the  proposed  new  encampment  was  within  the  twelve-mile  limit, 
being  but  eight  and  one-half  miles  from  Rugby,  and  complaining  that 
if  the  new  encampment  was  instituted,  Rugby,  No.  78,  would  only  have  [ 
three  lodges  instead  of  five  from  which  to  draw  its  membership. 

Learning  later  that  preparations  were  being  made  to  organize  the 
new  encampment,  Rugby,  No.  78,  sent  a  formal  protest  under  seal  to 
the  Grand  Patriarch,  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  Grand  Scribe  of 
the  Grand  Encampment,  claiming  that  the  distance  of  the  town  of  New  : 
River  from  the  town  of  Rugby  was  less  than  nine  miles,  and  that 
Rugby,  No.  78,  would  not  grant  its  consent  to  the  institution  of  the  | 
proposed  new  encampment,  and  making  the  objections  to  same  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Tennessee,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  No  application  for  a  charter  for  a  subordinate  encampment  shall 
be  acted  upon  unless  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 

A  petition  as  provided  for  in  Section  1  of  this  Article,  if  the  Grand 
Encampment  he  not  in  session,  may  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch,  who,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  the 
Grand  Scribe,  may  issue  a  warrant  to  institute  the  same,  if  they 
become  satisfied  the  same  is  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  and  if  the 
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I  warrant  be  confirmed,  then  a  charter  may  be  issued;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  no  petition  shall  be  entertained  by  said  officers  to  institute 
an  encampment  nearer  than  twelve  miles  of  an  instituted  encampment 
without  the  consent  of  such  instituted  encampment.” 

The  Grand  Patriarch  did  not  reply  to  this  protest.  The  Grand  Scribe 
replied  that  he  considered  it  as  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Encampment 
and  would  file  it  as  such.  The  Grand  High  Priest  replied  as  follows; 

“  Mount  Horeb,  Tenn.,  June  2G,  1903. 

“  James  W.  Lourie,  Scribe,  Rugby. 

“Dear  Sir  and  Brother: — Your  letter  of  the  19th  received.  The  war¬ 
rant  for  New  River  Encampment  had  already  been  signed  by  me.  Hav¬ 
ing  nothing  before  me  to  show  that  it  was  not  for  the  good  of  the  Order 
to  institute  said  encampment,  when  the  warrant  was  presented  I  signed 
it.  On  the  other  hand,  my  information  was  that  it  was  from  12  to  13 
miles  over  the  usual  traveled  route  from  Rugby,  and  that  about  forty 
good  and  true  Odd  Fellows  wanted  to  join  the  Encampment  branch  of 
;  the  Order  and  could  not  be  induced  to  join  if  required  to  go  so  far  to 
attend  meetings.  The  whole  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Patriarch  and  whatever  his  action  may  be  I  trust  no  violence  will  be 
done  to  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  that  all  will  end  well  and  for  the 
good  of  the  Order. 

“  Yours  in  F.  H.  and  C.,

The  Grand  Patriarch  overruled  the  protest  and  caused  the  new  en¬ 
campment  to  be  instituted,  whereupon  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  peti¬ 
tioned  the  Grand  Encampment  for  relief,  setting  forth, 

First — That  as  the  dispensation  for  an  encampment  at  New  River 
was  obtained  by  fraud,  by  false-  information  furnished  by  the  brothers 
at  New  River,  and  the  encampment  unlawfully  instituted,  the  Grand 
Officers  having  received  lawful  information  under  the  seal  of  a  legal 
encampment  that  New  River  was  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Rugby,  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Tennessee  do  refuse  a  charter  to  New  River 
Encampment. 

Second — That  from  the  funds  or  property  of  New  River  Encampment 
I  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  be  awarded  the  sum  of  $4  (our  degree  fees) 
for  each  member  taken  in  at  the  institution  and  those  since  initiated. 

They  also  presented  affidavits  from  a  civil  engineer  and  an  ex-county 
judge  to  the  effect  that  the  town  of  New  River  was  situated  not  to 
!  exceed  nine  miles  from  Rugby  by  a  regular  county  road. 

The  Grand  Encampment  Committee  on  Charters  considered  the  peti¬ 
tion  of  No.  78  and  reported  recommending  that  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  officers  be  sustained  and  a  warrant  issued  to  the  new 
Encampment,  which  report  was  adopted. 

In  the  meantime  the  protest  of  Rugby,  No  78,  had  been  submitted  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  the  committee 
reporting  as  follows: 

“To  the  Grand  Encampment  I.  0.  0.  F.  of  Tennessee: 

“  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re¬ 
port: 

“  We  have  carefully  investigated  and  considered  the  protest  and  men- 
I  orial  of  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  which  encampment  prays  that  no 
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charter  be  granted  to  New  River  Encampment  No.  82  on  the  alleged 
ground  that  said  New  River  Encampment  is  less  than  the  required 
distance  from  Rugby  Encampment. 

“  we  have  also  considered  the  petition  for  redress  of  grievances  result¬ 
ing  from  the  organization  of  New  River  Encampment  hut  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  present  Grand  Encampment  in  adopt¬ 
ing  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Charters,  which  report  favored  the 
granting  of  charters  to  both  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  and  New  River 
Encampment,  No.  82,  precludes  the  necessity  of  a  report  by  your  com¬ 
mittee  upon  the  issues  involved  and  the  legal  questions  raised  in  said 
protest.” 

CONCLUSION  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  action  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Tennessee  should  not  be  disturbed.  It  is  and  ought  to  be  the 
best  judge  as  to  questions  of  distances  in  instituting  encampments 
in  its  Jurisdiction. 

It  will  be  further  noticed  that  the  12-mile  limit  provided  for  in  Sec¬ 
tion  2  of  Article  XI  applies  only  to  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment,  when  acting  upon  petitions  for  new  encampments,  during  the 
interim  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  does  not  apply  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  itself. 

In  other  words,  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Tennessee  has  not  placed 
a  distance  limit  upon  its  own  action  with  regard  to  instituting  encamp¬ 
ments,  and  this  is  a  wise  provision,  as  natural  barriers  might  make 
towns  by  an  air  line  only  a  few  miles  apart,  very  many  miles  apart  by 
a  practicable  traveled  route,  and  what  is  best  to  do  under  such  cir¬ 
cumstances  should  be  left  to  the  sound  discretion  of  the  local  Grand 
Body. 

We,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its 
adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Rugby  Encampment,  No.  78,  from  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Tennessee  in  instituting  New  River 
Encampment,  No.  82,  and  granting  it  a  charter,  be,  and  is  hereby,  dis¬ 
missed.  Signed  by  the  committee. 

Eeport  5.  By  Eep.  Mason,  of  Indian  Territory,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  FeUoivs: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Central  Lodge,  No..  1,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  from  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  regarding  the  payment 
of  benefits  to  Brother  N.  J.  Smith,  P.  G.,  have  carefully  examined 
the  record  as  set  forth  in  the  appeal.  We  find  that  Brother  Smith  was 
a  soldier  in  the  civil  war;  that  as  stated,  he  applied  for  a  pension 
upon  October  31,  1864,  alleging  as  a  reason  for  such  pension,  disease 
of  the  eyes  contracted  in  the  service;  that  said  application  was  not 
pressed  for  many  years  and  was  not  granted  until  May  21,  1881,  at 
which  time  he  was  allowed  back  pay  from  the  date  of  his  original 
application.  On  May  3,  1890,  August  25,  1897,  January  6,  1900,  and 
January  21,  1904,  his  pension  was  increased  on  account  of  the  causes 
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existing,  but  increasing  in  severity  as  set  forth  in  his  original  applica¬ 
tion.  Brother  Smith  made  application  to  and  was  admitted  by  initiation 
to  membership  in  West  Side  Lodge,  No.  250,  Jurisdiction  of  Michigan 
in  1871,  and  represented  himself  in  his  said  application  as  being  in 
sound  health.  He  removed  to  the  District  of  Columbia  and  was  admitted 
to  membership  in  Central  Lodge,  No.  1,  by  deposit  of  card  in  1883  and 
has  been  in  good  standing  in  said  lodge  since  that  date  There  is  no 
evidence  showing  that  from  1864  until  1898  the  disease  affectin-  his 
eyes  ever  disabled  him  from  following  his  usual  avocation  exceDt  that 
in  the  winter  of  1894  and  1895  on  the  contraction  of  a  ’  cold  it  was 
found  necessary  to  remove  his  left  eye  and  Central  Lodge,  No.  1,  paid 
him,  during  the  disability  attending  such  removal,  sixteen  weeks  sick 
benefits.  In  1903,  Brother  Smith  became  totally  blind,  and  his  pension 
was  increased  to  total  disability.  Central  Lodge  at  this  time  allowed 
him  two  weeks’  sick  benefits  and  then  refused  him  further  payments  on 
the  grounds  that  the  disability  from  which  he  is  now  suffering  is  and 
was  the  same  he  was  suffering  from  when  he  signed  his  application 
for  admittance  into  our  Order  in  1871. 


.  We  find  that  the  distinction  between  unsound  health  and  physical 
infirmity  has  been  before  this  Sovereign  Body  upon  several  occasions, 
and  we  think  it  has  been  fully  and  well  established  by  our  laws  that 
physical  infirmity,”  which  does  not  impair  a  man’s  ability  to  follow 
his  usual  avocation  and  does  not  affect  his  health  of  body,  is  not  a 
bar  to  his  admittance  into  the  Order.  We  think  the  case  in  question 
is  fully  covered  by  the  case  reported  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Journal  of  1895,  page  14,440,  which  fully  establishes  the  difference 
between  “  physical  infirmity  ”  and  “  unsound  health.” 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Central  Lodge,  No.  1,  from  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be  dismissed,  and  the 
action  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  is  hereby,  fully  sustained  and 
approved.  Respectfully  submitted,

Report  6.  .By  Rep.  Brown,  of  Kansas,  from  the  same  committee : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Elmer  E.  Wells  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  beg  leave  to  re¬ 
port  as  follows:  That  a  careful  examination  of  the  evidence  and 
facts  in  the  case  leads  to  the  opinion  that  there  is  but  one  point  in 
said  case  and  that  is  what  constitutes  the  completion  of  a  Trial  Com¬ 
mittee  and  when  a  trial  commences.  It  appears  from  the  evidence 
that  charges  preferred  against  Elmer  E.  Wells  of  Azur  Lodge,  No.  250, 
of  Indiana,  that  the  day  of  trial  was  set,  and  the  Brothers  who  were 
to  take  the  testimony  appointed;  the  date  was  January  23,  1903.  On 
said  day  the  trial  committee  was  present,  and  the  defendant  was  also 
present  in  person  and  by  attorney.  The  lodge  moved  that  the  case 
be  continued  because  the  attorney  for  the  lodge  was  sick.  This  motion 
was  overruled.  The  lodge  then  challenged  a  member  of  the  trial 
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committee  for  cause  and  he  was  excused,  this  leaving  the  trial  com¬ 
mittee  incomplete.  The  trial  was  then  adjourned  for  the  appointing 
of  a  successor  to  the  challenged  brother.  On  the  24th  of  January  the 
Noble  Grand  appointed  a  third  member  of  the  trial  committee.  After 
this  the  accused  was  notified  to  appear  for  trial  February  5,  1903,  that 
being  the  time  fixed  by  the  committee.  Section  6  of  Chapter  10  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Indiana  provides  as  follows: 

“  When  the  accused  or  the  aggrieved  or  injured  brother  shall  at  any 
time  before  the  date  fixed  for  trial  file  a  written  statement  with  the 
Secretary  that  he  is  satisfied  that  he  can  not  have  a  fair  and  impartial 
trial  in  said  lodge,  on  account  of  the  bias  and  prejudice  existing  against 
him,  then  a  change  of  venue  shall  be  granted  and  the  case  shall  be  re¬ 
moved  to  the  nearest  lodge  or  to  the  lodge  most  easily  accessible  to 
such  lodge.” 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  day  of  trial  fixed  by  the  lodge 
was  February  5th,  in  compliance  with  the  meaning  of  Section  6  above 
quoted  True,  January  23rd  was  the  day  fixed,  and  the  evidence  shows 
the  trial  was  postponed  without  day  and  another  day  was  fixed,  and 
that  the  brother  by  filing  his  application  for  a  change  of  venue  on 
February  4th  complied  with  the  law  governing  his  Jurisdiction  and 
that  he  ought  to  have  been  allowed  the  change,  and  the  case  sent  to  an¬ 
other  lodge  for  trial.  Therefore,  we  find  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  In¬ 
diana  erred  in  not  sustaining  the  appeal  of  the  brother,  and  we,  your 
committee,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  be 
reversed,  and  that  Azur  Lodge,  No.  250,  be  ordered  to  sustain  the  mo¬ 
tion  for  a  change  of  venue  and  the  case  be  sent  to  some  other  lodge 
for  trial,  according  to  Section  6,  Chapter  10,  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Indiana.

Eep.  Pryor,  of  Indiana,  took  no  part  in  the  action  on  the  above 
case. 

Eeport  7.  By  Eep.  Keller,  of  Texas,  from  the  same  committee : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Glen  Park  Lodge,  No.  1016,  from  the  action  and  decision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  matter  of  George  A.  Nye,  respectfully 
report  as  follows: 


From  the  transcript  furnished  by  said  lodge  it  appears  that  Glen 
Park  Lodge,  No.  1016,  located  at  Hazel  Dell,  Pa.,  was  not  working  har¬ 
moniously  and  that  Brother  G.  A.  Nye,  a  Past  Grand  of  said  lodge, 
had  for  some  time  contemplated  withdrawing  therefrom  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  being  an  applicant  on  the  petition  for  the  charter  for  a  new 
lodge;  and  that  on  June  14,  1902,  Brother  Nye,  having  paid  all  dues 
and  assessments  to  that  date,  and  being  in  good  standing,  sent  his 
resignation  of  membership  in  writing  to  his  lodge,  and  the  same  was 
presented  and  read  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  lodge  on  said  14th 
day  of  June,  1902. 


The  minutes  of  said  lodge  show  that  the  same  was  laid  on  the 
table  for  one  week  at  the  request  of  Brother  Nye.  The  record  also 
shows  that  Brother  Nye  denies  making  such  request,  and  that  he  was 
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not  present  at  said  meeting.  Your  Committee,  from  all  the  circum¬ 
stances,  believes  that  if  such  request  was  made,  it  was  not  done  by 
Brother  Nye  in  person  or  by  his  authority. 

On  June  21,  1902,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  lodge,  charges  were 
preferred  against  Brother  Nye,  alleging  that  he  was  drunk  on  June 
14,  1902,  and  we  think  the  evidence  discloses  that  the  offense  charged 
was  committed  after  his  resignation  of  membership  had  been  regularly 
presented  and  read  to  the  lodge,  and  so  far  as  this  record  shows  this 
was  the  first  offense  Brother  Nye  had  ever  committed.  Brother  Nye, 
claiming  that  he  had  resigned  when  the  charges  were  preferred  against 
him  and  that  the  lodge  had  no  jurisdiction  over  him,  made  no  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  case  and  interposed  no  defense  to  the  charge,  and  in  due 
course  of  time  he  was  tried  by  the  lodge,  found  guilty  and  expelled; 
and  subsequently  he  appealed  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  to 
have  the  action  of  the  lodge  set  aside. 

We  also  find  from  the  record  that  the  Grand  Master  between  Octo¬ 
ber  15,  1902,  and  January  20,  1903,  made  seven  separate  demands 
upon  said  lodge  for  the  papers  in  the  case;  and  finally  on  January  30, 
1903,  had  to  threaten  the  lodge  with  summary  action  for  insubordi¬ 
nation  before  his  request  was  complied  with. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  on  May  17,  1904,  adopted  and  ap¬ 
proved  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  which 
sustained  the  appeal  of  Brother  Nye  for  the  reason  that  at  the  time 
the  charges  were  preferred  the  Brother  had  ceased  to  be  a  member 

of  the  lodge. 

From  all  the  facts  shown  by  the  record  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  before  said  charges  were  preferred.  Brother  Nye  had 
finally  and  entirely  severed  his  connection  with  the  Order  and  that 
he  was  no  longer  in  any  respect  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Glen 
Park  Lodge,  No.  1016.  (Busbee’s  Digest,  Secs.  1030,  1033  and  1034.) 
We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Glen  Park  Lodge,  No.  1016,  be  dismissed 
and  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  be  sustained.

Eeport  8.  By  Bep.  Buckley,  of  Mississippi,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Felloivs: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Stewart  vs.  Pioneer  Lodge,  No.  7,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Richmond, 
Quebec,  report  as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

Brother  Ellis  M.  Stewart  was  a  member  of  Pioneer  Lodge,  No.  7, 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Richmond,  Quebec.  He  paid  all  dues  from  January,  1902, 
to  June  30,  1902,  and  did  not  pay  any  more  dues  till  October  1,  1902,  on 
which  date  he  paid  $3.00,  which  covered  all  dues  up  to  December  31, 
1902.  The  said  subordinate  met  on  September  30,  1902,  and  again  on 
October  7,  1902. 

i ■!  It  is  shown  from  the  testimony  submitted  in  this  case  that  Brother 

;  Stewart  became  sick  on  September  25,  1902,  and  was  attended  by  a 
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physician  on  October  3,  1902,  and  after  that  date  he  became  a  little 
better,  yet  as  stated  by  affidavits  he  continued  to  complain  of  his  sick¬ 
ness  and  died  suddenly  on  October  6,  1902.  His  widow,  Mrs.  E.  M.  1 
Stewart,  the  appellant  in  this  case,  made  application  for  the  Widow 
and  Orphans’  benefit  under  the  by-laws  of  said  subordinate  lodge, 
which  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Section  52.  The  widow  of  a  deceased  bona  fide  member  of  this 
lodge  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  shall  receive  from 
the  W.  and  0.  fund  of  this  lodge  the  sum  of  $100. 

Sec.  59.  Any  Brother  more  than  thirteen  weeks  in  arrears  for  dues 
or  other  legal  charges  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  until  two 
weeks  after  such  arrears  have  been  paid  in  full. 

The  said  subordinate  lodge  rejected  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Stewart 
upon  the  ground  that  her  husband,  Brother  E.  M.  Stewart,  was  over  ; 
thirteen  weeks  in  arrears  when  he  paid  his  dues  on  the  first  day  or 
October,  1902,  and  consequently  that  he  was  under  disability  until  \ 
two  weeks  after  that  date.  The  decision  of  the  subordinate  lodge  ? 
was  appealed  from  by  appellant  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  affirmed  the  action  of  the  surbordinate  lodge. 

After  careful  and  due  consideration  of  the  controversy,  it  is  the  j 
unanimous  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the  said  subordinate  and  ] 
Grand  Lodge  referred  to  have  committed  error,  for  the  reason  the  r 
deceased  could  not  have  been  in  bad  standing  with  his  lodge  even  j 
if  he  had  not  become  sick  till  after  adjournment  of  Pioneer  Lodge,  - 
No.  7,  on  the  7th  day  of  October,  1902,  because  he  had  till  said  time  ■ 
to  pay  his  dues,  and  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  the  record 
shows  he  paid  his  dues,  which  was  on  October  1,  1902,  and  for  the  : 
support  of  this  opinion  see  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  Jones  ; 
vs.  Montgomery  Lodge,  No.  57,  session  1891  and  1892,  at  page  12,998. 

It  is  clearly  shown  further  that  the  deceased  became  sick  on  Sep-  j 
tember  25,  1902,  and  he  could  not  have  become  in  bad  standing  even 
up  to  his  death;  that  is  to  say,  on  October  6,  1902,  had  he  not  paid  ! 
any  dues  at  all.  See  Busbee’s  Digest,  page  26,  section  78.  Therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved ,  By  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  the  appeal  of  appellant « 
in  said  cause  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  sustained,  and  that  Pioneer  | 
Lodge,  No.  7,  of  Richmond,  Quebec,  be  directed  to  pay  the  widow  the  f; 
$100  to  which  she  is  entitled.

Report  9.  By  Rep.  Chalfant,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  same; 
committee :  | 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows:  I 
Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Edward  H.  Colby,  appellant,  vs.  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  65,  from  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  would  ■ 
respectfully  report. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

The  appellant  was  a  member  of  Harmony  Lodge  above  mentioned,, 
when  on  June  10,  1903,  charges  were  preferred  against  him  in  said; 
lodge  for  “having  been  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,”' 
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the  specification  accompanying  the  charge  declaring  that  said  Colby 
had  allowed  a  man  (Frank  Kimball  by  name),  who  had  apparently 
fallen  down  a  flight  of  stairs  in  Colby’s  apartments,  to  remain  there 
the  greater  part  of  the  night  of  Thursday,  June  4,  1903,  without  noti¬ 
fying  friends  or  calling  assistance. 

The  evidence  discloses  that  on  the  night  of  June  4,  1903,  said  Kim¬ 
ball,  who  was  not  an  Odd  Fellow,  visited  the  house  of  Colby  several 
times,  each  time  giving  evidence  of  being  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  drink;  that  the  last  time  he  came  to  Colby’s  door  Colby 
was  in  bed,  but  arose  at  about  half-past  10  o’clock,  or  11,  and  rapped 
upon  the  door;  that  the  accused  ascertained  who  it  was  and  then 
went  down  the  stairway  to  the  lower  floor  and  opened  the  door  lead¬ 
ing  to  said  stairway,  which  stairway  leads  from  said  floor  to  the 
second  story;  that  said  Kimball  told  the  accused  that  he  had  been 
home  and  could  not  get  in;  that  the  accused  was  sick  with  a  cold, 
and  had  been  taking  quinine  and  was  perspiring  when  he  went  to 
the  door;  that  for  that  reason  he  told  the  said  Kimball  he  could  not 
stand  there  talking  with  him,  and  that  he  must  either  come  in  or 
go  away,  and  that  if  he  wanted  to  come  in  he  could  do  so,  and  go 
upstairs  and  lie  down  on  the  sofa  or  make  himself  comfortable  in 
any  other  way  he  chose;  that  the  said  Kimball  entered  the  house 
and  went  upstairs  without  assistance,  although  he  appeared  to  be 
badly  intoxicated;  that  the  said  Kimball  sat  down  in  a  rocking  chair, 
while  the  accused  went  immediately  to  bed;  that  at  half-past  11  the 
said  Kimball  spoke  to  the  accused,  telling  him  that  he  was  going 
out  doors,  as  he  (Kimball)  thought  he  would  feel  better  in  the  open 
air;  that  he  then  started  to  go  downstairs,  and  that  when  about  half 
way  down,  or  within  five  or  six  stairs  of  the  bottom,  he  fell;  and 
when  the  said  Kimball  fell  it  sounded  to  the  accused  as  if  his  feet 
had  slipped,  causing  him  to  slide  on  his  back  over  the  five  or  six 
stairs  to  the  bottom;  that  there  was  no  loud  noise,  or  sound,  as  of 
a  body  falling  and  striking  from  any  height;  that  he  arose  from  his 
bed  immediately  and  went  to  Kimball’s  assistance,  and  found  him  at 
the  bottom  of  the  stairs  on  the  floor;  that  from  the  way  the  fall 
sounded  he  did  not  think  Kimball  could  be  injured;  that  he  looked 
him  over  as  well  as  h;  could  in  the  night,  and  could  see  no  marks 
or  bruises  upon  him;  that  his  breathing  and  appearance  was  like  that 
of  a  man  in  a  drunken  stupor;  that  he  did  not  know  and  did  not 
suspect  that  Kimball  needed  any  assistance,  but  supposed  him  to  be 
in  a  drunken  stupor,  and  that  if  allowed  to  do  so  he  would  sleep 
it  off  and  be  able  to  go  about  his  business;  that  he  then  made  a  bed 
1  fnr  said  Kimhnll  rm  Hip  flnnr  in  the  entrV  way  at  the  foot  Ot  tile 
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doctor;  that  the  doctor  came  immediately,  and  soon  after  called  in; 
another  physician;  that  the  first  he  knew  or  suspected  the  said  Kimball 
was  injured  was  after  he  went  to  him  in  the  morning,  and  that  he 
then  did  everything  he  could  do  for  the  injured  man’s  comfort,  assist- 1 
ance  and  welfare;  that  the  said  Kimball  was  without  means,  and  that: 
the  accused  told  the  doctor  he  would  himself  pay  for  his  services  if 
he  would  attend  him. 

Both  of  the  physicians  testified  that  it  would  have  made  no  differ¬ 
ence  with  the  result  if  they  had  been  called  immediately  after  the 
accident;  they  also  testified  that  the  condition  in  which  the  accused 
probably  found  the  said  Kimball  immediately  after  the  accident  might1 
easily  have  been  mistaken  for  a  drunken  stupor,  and  that  when  they 
saw  him  in  the  morning  there  were  no  marks  or  bruises  on  his  face. 

The  fact  that  Colby  had  not  sent  for  medical  or  other  assistance 
when  first  he  found  Kimball  prone  on  the  stairs  was  relied  on  to 
constitute  the  offense  and  justify  the  punishment  inflicted.  It  proved 
sufficient  for  the  purpose,  in  the  view  of  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  65, 
and  Colby  was  expelled.  His  appeal  from  the  subordinate  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  that  Jurisdiction  was  dismissed,  and  Colby  therefore 
appealed  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

OPINION. 

The  Committee,  after  an  examination  of  the  evidence  and  papers 
submitted,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  offense,  if  any,: 
was  not  such  as  came  with  the  jurisdiction  of  Harmony  Lodge;  that: 
the  facts  do  not  prove  the  charge,  and  were  too  indefinite  and  uncer-; 
tain  to  apprise  with  sufficient  clearness  the  accused  of  the  nature  of 
his  offense. 

In  the  evidence  we  find  nothing  which  would  justify  the  summary 
expulsion  of  Edward  H.  Colby,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  find  much  in 
his  conduct  on  the  occasion  of  Kimball’s  injury  to  commend  on  the 
score  of  humanity. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  Edward  H.  Colby  vs. 
Harmony  Lodge,  No.  65,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  appeal  be  sustained,  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  be  reversed,  and  Harmony  Lodge, 
No.  65,  in  said  Jurisdiction,  be  directed  to  restore  Edward  H.  Colby 
to  membership.

Report  10.  By  Rep.  Isaac,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  have  held  two  meetings  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  one  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  January  30,  1904,  and  the 
other  at  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  July  9,  1904.  The  following  is  a 
report  of  the  business  transacted: 

Busbee  Digest:  It  was  shown  that  this  book  will  contain  about  twice 
as  many  pages  as  the  Digest  of  1895,  which  would  require  a  heavier 
and  better  binding,  thus  adding  materially  to  its  cost.  The  prices 
at  which  the  Busbee  Digest  shall  be  sold  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
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were  fixed  at  $3  per  copy  to  Grand  Bodies,  and  $3.50  per  copy  to  sub¬ 
ordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 

Lodge. 

New  Ceremonies:  The  Funeral  Ceremony  and  the  Rebekah  Memo¬ 
rial  Ceremony,  adopted  at  the  session  of  1903,  were  printed  and 
bound,  each  in  a  separate  book,  and  put  on  sale  January  1,  1904,  at 
20  cents  per  copy. 

Red ekah  Cipher  Books:  Owing  to  the  additions  made  to  this  cipher 
by  the  legislation  of  1903,  it  was  decided  to  issue  new  books  and  to 
exchange  them  for  the  former  edition  without  charge,  except  for 
transportation.  The  old  books  received  in  exchange  were  burned  in 
the  Grand  Secretary’s  office. 

Printing  and  Paper:  Bids  for  furnishing  the  paper  and  for  printing 
the  Officers’  Reports,  the  Daily  Journal  and  the  Journal  of  Proceed- 
:  ings  for  the  session  of  1904  were  opened  and  carefully  considered. 
The  contracts  were  awarded  as  follows: 

To  Phillips,  Smyth  &  Van  Orden,  of  San  Francisco,  California,  for 
the  paper  and  printing  the  Daily  Journal. 

To  the  Friedenwald  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  for  printing 
and  binding  the  Grand  Officers’  Reports  and  the  Journal  of  Proceedings; 

and 

I 

To  McDonald  &  Fisher,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  for  the  paper. 

The  Journal  of  Proceedings  for  1903  was  delivered  November  3, 
1903.  It  contains  600  pages,  and  20,000  copies  were  issued.  A  list 
of  all  the  supplies  furnished  to  the  Grand  Secretary  during  the  year 
ending  July  31,  1904,  is  set  forth  by  items  in  the  table  of  supplies 
in  his  report,  and  the  sums  paid  for  supplies  during  the  same  period 
are  embodied  in  the  table  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  in 
the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  and  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer. 

Jewel  for  a  Grand  Herald:  Under  instructions,  Journal  of  1903, 
pages  310,  326,  353,  the  committee  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
jewel  for  a  Grand  Herald  of  a  Grand  Lodge  be  a  Trumpet,  of  white 
metal,  two  and  one-half  inches  in  length. 

Book  of  Forms:  This  book  has  been  thoroughly  revised  throughout, 
each  ceremony  and  form  being  printed  to  contain  all  changes  made 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  date,  and  the  contents  of  the  book 
have  been  rearranged  upon  a  more  satisfactory  and  logical  plan  than 
they  were  in  the  former  editions  of  the  book.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  design  for  the  Charter  for 
Rebekah  Lodges  of  the  Order  would  respectfully  report: 

In  considering  this  important  subject  your  Committee  have  been 
guided  chiefly  by  the  report  of  a  former  Special  Committee  on  Re¬ 
bekah  Charter,  found  in  the  Journal  of  1902,  page  951,  which  report 
■yras  adopted,  page  969. 
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We  have  followed  the  suggestions  contained  in  that  report  as  to 
selections  and  arrangements  of  portraits  of  Wildey  and  Colfax,  the  em-j 
blems  of  the  Rebekah  Degree,  and  illustrations.  A  finished  engrav¬ 
ing  of  the  proposed  Charter  is  herewith  submitted  for  your  examina¬ 
tion,  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be,  and  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  contract  for  1,000  copies  suitable  for  Rebekah  Lodges 
chartered  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  6,000  copies  of  proper 
form  to  be  issued  by  Grand  Lodges,  and  place  the  same  on  sale  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  at  $1  each  to  Grand  Lodges,  to  be  sold  as  supplies. 

Resolved,  That  in  future  Grand  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  pur¬ 
chase  Rebekah  Charters  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  provided  that  in  Jurisdictions  where  a  form  of  Re-! 
bekah  Charter  is  already  in  use  such  Jurisdictions  shall  not  be  re¬ 
quired  to  purchase  this  form  from  the  Grand  Secretary  until  the  sup¬ 
plies  they  have  on  hand  are  exhausted.

Eeport  12.  By  Bep.  Yantis,  of  Illinois,  from  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Code  of  Buies  and  Procedure : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand 
Body  to  prepare  a  Code  of  Rules  and  Procedure  governing  appeals  to 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  per¬ 
formed  the  duty  assigned  to  them  and  have  completed  such  Code  of 
Procedure,  and  are  ready  to  submit  the  result  of  their  labors,  and 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  matter  of  said  Code  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  to  await  a  report  from  that  com¬ 
mittee  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  this  session.

Resolved,  That  the  Past  Grand  Sires  present  be  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  to  prepare  a  fitting  memorial  and  testimonial  in  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  admission  of  Past  Grand  Sire 
Durham  to  this  Sovereign  Body.

1000  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  be  drawn  on  our  treasury  of  Santa  Lucia 
I  Lodge,  No.  350,  in  the  sum  of  $200,  to  be  used  for  the  advancement  of 
I  our  beloved  Order,  the  same  to  be  made  payable  to  A.  T.  Pruess,  Treas- 
|  urer  of  the  Grand  Encampment  Committee.  J.  B.  WARD.” 

The  above  was  adopted  by  Santa  Lucia  Lodge  on  August  15,  1903, 
H;  having  been  presented  to  the  lodge  at  its  previous  regular  meeting. 

Brother  Findley  appealed  on  the  grounds,  in  effect,  that  it  was  an 
illegal  appropriation  of  the  funds  of  the  lodge. 

In  1884  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  presented  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  a  request  for  legislation  “  that  will  legalize  the  appropriation  of 
|  money  by  subordinate  lodges  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  Representatives  of  Grand  Bodies  of  the  Order  during  the  an¬ 
nual  sessions  of  such  Grand  Bodies;  and  also  to  grant  the  privilege  of 
j  appropriating  money  to  the  subordinate  lodges  for  the  purpose  of 
properly  observing  and  celebrating  the  recurring  anniversaries  of  their 
respective  lodges.”  (1884  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  9665.)  It 
j  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  which  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by  The  Sovereign 
[  Grand  Lodge: 

“  Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  does  not  recognize  the 
appropriation  of  the  funds  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid  as  proper  and  legitimate,  and  should  not  be 
countenanced  by  State  Grand  Bodies.”  (See  1884  Journal,  pages  9738, 

!  9804.) 

The  subject  of  allowing  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  to 
!  appropriate  their  funds  for  the  entertainment  of  Grand  Officers,  the 
reception  of  visiting  lodges  and  the  celebration  of  lodge  anniversaries 
came  before  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1887.  (See  1887  Journal, 

;  page  10,896.)  It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  which 
reported  “  that  such  proposed  legislation  is  inexpedient  and  calculated 
to  open  the  door  to  extravagant  expenditure  of  money  by  subordinate 
j  lodges  and  encampments,  to  the  great  injury  of  their  financial  con¬ 
i'  dition,”  and  recommended  that  the  proposed  legislation  be  not  adopted, 
j  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  was  adopted  by  The  Sov- 
!  ereign  Grand  Lodge.  (See  1887  Journal,  pages  10,944,  10,891,  11,000.) 

The  Constitution  of  our  subordinate  lodges  in  this  State  reads: 

“  The  funds  and  property  of  this  lodge  shall  be  held  exclusively  as  a 
trust  fund,  to  be  devoted  to  no  other  purpose  than  the  charitable  uses 
of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  expenditures  legitimately  made  for  lodge  pur¬ 
poses  and  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  lodge  or  Order,  and 
!j  the  uses  and  purposes  mentioned  in  section  2  of  this  article.”  (See 
j  Article  IX,  section  1.) 

Section  2  reads:  “This  lodge  may  provide  in  its  by-laws  for  the  set¬ 
ting  apart  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  of  its  annual  receipts 
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for  dues  as  a  contingent  or  special  fund  to  be  expended  in  its  discretion 
in  the  payment  of  necessary  and  proper  obligations  incurred  by  the 
lodge  not  included  or  provided  for  by  section  1  of  this  article.”  (See 
Article  IX,  section  2.) 

When  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  held  its  session  in  California, 
our  subordinate  lodges  have  contributed  from  their  general  funds 
liberal  sums  to  entertain  its  Grand  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives, 
or  to  celebrate  the  event.  A  parade  with  music  has  been  part  of  the 
entertainment  or  celebration.  Some  of  our  subordinate  lodges  in  this 
State  have  celebrated  their  own  anniversaries  and  have  appropriated 
moneys  from  their  general  funds  for  such  purposes. 

There  being  conflicting  views  of  the  law  in  this  matter,  arising  from 
the  legislation  and  decisions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  our 
own  Grand  Lodge  and  the  practice  of  lodges,  we  consider  it  expedient  1 
that  this  subject  matter  should  be  presented  for  the  consideration  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  so  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  leg- 
islation  or  decision,  may  define  the  rights  and  duties  of  subordinate 
lodges  in  regard  to  their  general  fund,  which  has  been  declared  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  our  Grand  Lodge  to  be  a  trust  fund 
for  charitable  uses  of  Odd  Fellowship,  to  be  appropriated  only  for  cer¬ 
tain  purposes  and  objects,  and  may  also  define  the  powers  of  Grand 
Lodges  over  this  subject  matter. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  report  and  resolution  be  submitted  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge)  by  our  Grand  Secretary,  with  the  request 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  define  the  rights 
and  duties  of  subordinate  lodges  in  regard  to  such  matters,  arid  the 
powers  of  Grand  Lodges  over  the  subject  matter.

Baker  and  Shaw,  of  California,  under  instruction 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  presented  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Rebekah  Degree : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  0.  F.,  of  the  State  of  California: 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  in  the  Rebekah  Assembly  on 
Wednesday,  May  11,  by  Gertrude  E.  Moreland  and  was  adopted  by  that 
Assembly  on  Thursday,  May  12,  1904.  We  hereby  submit  the  same 
to  your  honorable  body  and  we  trust  to  have  your  approval: 

Resolved,  That  this  Rebekah  Assembly  now  in  session  respectfully  1 
asks  the  Grand  Lodge  now  in  session  to  instruct  their  Grand  Repre-  f 
sentatives  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  use  their  best  efforts  in 
that  Sovereign  Body  to  secure  such  legislation  as  will  provide  for  a  Na-  i 
tional  Rebekah  Assembly.

You  will  please  notice  the  further  increase  over  last  year  in  the 
financial  condition  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  a  source  of 
congratulation  that  each  year,  as  its  record  is  inscribed,  presents  an 
increase  in  the  working  capital  of  our  Order  and  speaks  in  no  uncertain 
sound  of  the  firm  hold  it  has  upon  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  people. 
We  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Representatives  to  the  balance  sheet 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  its  encouraging  financial  statement. 

The  cash  balance  on  July  31,  1903,  is  shown  to  be  $95,237.99.  Since 
the.  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  an  investment  was  made 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  bonds,  amounting  to  $51,332.64,  leaving  a 
cash  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  $66,450.95.  This 
balance,  together  with  the  investment  as  stated  above,  in  a  quick  asset, 
makes  a  grand  total  of  $117,783.59,  an  increase  over  the  cash  balance 
of  the  previous  year  of  $22,545.60.

Your  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  whom  was  referred  the  creden¬ 
tials  of  Frank  E.  Andrews,  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Rep.,  from  the  Grand 
,|  Lodge  of  Michigan,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  given  this  case  careful 
consideration  and  find  the  facts  as  follows: 

At  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  held  in  the  subordinate  lodges  in 
Michigan  in  1903,  Albert  H.  Brown,  P.  G.  M.,  was  the  only  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Grand  Representative  to  The  S.  G.  L.  and  received  all 
the  votes  cast  for  that  office,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Michigan,  held  in  October,  1903,  he  was  declared  duly  elected  to 
said  office. 
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In  the  month  of  July,  1904,  the  Grand  Master,  acting  under  a  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  authorizing 
the  Grand  Master  to  suspend  an  officer  of  said  Grand  Lodge  until  the 
next  session  of  that  body  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  as¬ 
sumed  to  remove  the  said  Brown  and  appointed  Frank  E.  Andrews  to 
the  vacancy  thus  caused. 

The  committee  have  before  them  the  certificate  showing  the  election 
of  A.  H.  Brown,  which  is  in  due  form,  and  also  the  certificate  showing 
the  appointment  of  Frank  E.  Andrews,  as  above  set  forth. 

The  committee  further  find  the  fact  to  be  that  no  charges  have  been 
filed  against  the  said  A.  H.  Brown  in  any  subordinate  body  in  Michi¬ 
gan,  and  that  the  only  charges  against  him  are  the  charges  on  which 
the  Grand  Master  of  Michigan  removed  him,  and  which  charges,  under 
the  laws  of  Michigan,  stand  for  trial  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  no 
formal  charges  have  been  filed  with  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  S.  G.  L., 
but  there  have  been  filed  with  your  committee  affidavits  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  charging  Brother  Brown  with  having  converted  to 
his  own  use  about  $6500  of  a  fund  collected  and  held  by  him  as  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  Association  of  Michigan,  and  also 
charging  him  with  having  during  his  term  as  Grand  Master  of  Michi¬ 
gan,  collected  about  $900  for  charter  fees,  which  amount  he  also  con¬ 
verted  to  his  own  use. 

Brother  Brown  appeared  before  us  in  person,  as  well  as  by  attorney, 
and  admitted  having  converted  the  two  funds  mentioned,  but  urges  the 
fact  that  he  and  his  bondsmen  have  given  notes  to  said  Home  Associa¬ 
tion  for  his  shortage  to  it,  and  that  he  has  now  paid  up  in  full  the 
amount  due  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  for  the  fees  collected. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statement  of  facts  your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  A.  H.  Brown  ought  not  to  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  this 
Grand  Body,  but  we  also  find  that  the  Grand  Master  had  no  authority 
to  remove  the  member-elect  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  appoint  Brother 
Frank  E.  Andrews,  and  we  therefore  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved ,  first,  That  Albert  H.  Brown  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  denied  a 
seat  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  a  representative  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan.  Second,  that  the  appointment  of  Frank  E.  Andrews 
by  the  Grand  Master  of  Michigan  was  without  authority,  and  that  said 
Andrews  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  a 
representative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan.

The  question  being  on  the  report,  it  was  adopted.

Your  Committee  on  Credentials,  to  whom  was  referred  the  creden- 1 
tials  of  David  E.  Dale,  P.  C.  P.,  as  representative  from  the  Grand  En- 1 
campment  of  Pennsylvania,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  had  placed  in  i 
our  hands  a  protest  by  Ed.  C.  Deans,  P.  G.  P.,  against  the  seating  of 
Bro.  Dale,  and  that  a  voluminous  record  accompanies  said  protest.  This 
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protest  is  against  the  action  of  the  Canvassing  Committee  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  in  rejecting  certain  returns.  Your  com¬ 
mittee,  finding  no  one  present  to  prosecute  said  protest,  are  of  the 
opinion  that  it  ought  to  be  dismissed,  and  we  therefore  recommend  as 
follows: 

C.  Deans,  P.  G.  P.,  be  dismissed  and 
that  David  E.  Dale,  P.  C.  P.,  be  seated  as  Grand  Representative  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  in  accordance  with  the  certificate  of 
his  election.

Report  17.  By  Rep.  Pryor,  of  Indiana,  from  the  Committee  on 
Appeals : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Enterprise  Lodge,  No.  280,  of  Westboro,  Ohio,  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  in  the  case  of  Thomas  H.  Hughey  for  sick  bene¬ 
fits,  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

THE  FACTS. 

Thomas  H.  Hughey,  a  member  of  Enterprise  Lodge,  No.  280,  of  West¬ 
boro,  Ohio,  lived  continuously  during  this  controversy  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  Alva  Lodge,  No.  26,  of  Alva,  Oklahoma,  which  is  more  than 
five  miles  distant  from  his  Lodge  at  Westboro,  Ohio. 

About  November  6,  1900,  Brother  Hughey  was  taken  sick.  On  Jan¬ 
uary  25,  1901,  a  communication  from  Brother  T.  H.  Hughey  was  read 
by  Enterprise  Lodge,  and  the  N.  G.  ordered  the  communication  re¬ 
turned  to  him  to  comply  with  section  223  of  the  constituion  of  Ohio. 

On  January  28,  1901,  two  months  and  twenty-three  days  after  be¬ 
coming  sick,  the  first  certificate  was  sent  his  Ohio  lodge  from  his  attend¬ 
ing  physician.  On  March  21,  1901,  the  first  communication  bearing  the 
seal  of  Alva  Lodge  was  sent  to  Enterprise  Lodge  notifying  them  of 
Brother  Hughey’s  sickness,  and  also  that  Alva  Lodge  had  paid  Brother 
Hughey  five  dollars.  On  March  29,  1901,  Enterprise  Lodge  paid  this 
bill,  and  sent  Alva  Lodge  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  Ohio, 
referring  Alva  Lodge  to  sections  223  and  267,  and  a  very  urgent  re¬ 
quest  to  comply  with  that  law  thereafter. 

May  17,  1901,  certificate  No.  2,  three  months  and  nineteen  days  after 
certificate  No.  1  was  dated,  was  received  by  Enterprise  Lodge,  and 
also  a  statement  for  $15  from  Alva  Lodge  for  benefits  paid  Brother 
Hughey.  Alva  Lodge  was  again  notified  to  pay  no  further  benefits  to 
Brother  Hughey,  with  which  notification  Alva  Lodge  has  complied,  and 
the  claim  for  benefits  herein  is  now  made  by  Brother  Hughey.  Cer¬ 
tificate  No.  3,  same  date  as  No.  2;  certificate  No.  4,  dated  November  12, 
1901,  five  months  and  twenty-nine  days  after  No.  3;  No.  5,  dated  March 
4,  1902,  three  months  and  twenty-two  days  after  No.  4;  No.  6,  same 
date  as  No.  5;  Nos.  7  and  8,  duplicates  of  Nos.  2  and  3;  No.  9,  dated 
May,  9,  1902,  two  months  and  six  days  after  Nos.  5  and  6. 

On  January  14,  1902,  Brother  Hughey  wrote  to  Enterprise  Lodge,  re¬ 
questing  payment  of  benefits  for  the  above  time. 

Enterprise  Lodge  wrote  him  again  that  he  must  comply  with  sec¬ 
tions  222,  223  and  224  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  and  decisions 
thereunder.  If  he  would  do  this  Enterprise  Lodge  would  give  it  due 
consideration,  otherwise  the  lodge  would  do  nothing,  as  it  must  go 
according  to  the  laws  governing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 

Brother  Hughey  did  not  so  comply  as  requested,  but  made  an  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  who  presented  the  matter  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  in  1902,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Grievance. 
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This  committee  reported  “  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  instruct 
Enterprise  Lodge,  No.  280,  to  pay  Brother  Hughey  the  benefits  as 
claimed  by  Alva  Lodge  for  Brother  T.  H.  Hughey.” 

A  petition  for  a  rehearing  of  the  case  was  filed  by  Enterprise  Lodge, 
No.  280,  with  the  Grand  Master  on  the  ground  that  the  real  question 
in  interest,  namely,  “  did  Thomas  H.  Hughey  conform  to  the  laws  gov¬ 
erning  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in  making  his  application 
for  benefits  to  said  Enterprise  Lodge?  ”  was  not,  as  shown  by  said  re¬ 
port,  considered  or  passed  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Grievance. 

As  a  matter  of  good  faith  Enterprise  Lodge  deposited  with  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  Ohio  fifty  dollars,  in  order  to  comply,  as  far  as 
possible,  with  the  mandate  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  sustained  the  petition  for  rehearing,  and  at  the 
session  of  1903  reported  his  action  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Grievance,  and  their  report 
directed  Enterprise  Lodge,  No.  280,  to  pay  Brother  Hughey  the  sum  of 
sixty-one  dollars,  which  report  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio. 

An  appeal  was  then  taken  to  this  Sovereign  Body. 

THE  LAW. 

There  are  other  grounds  of  error  set  forth  in  the  appellant’s  appeal; 
but  as  the  one  detailed  above  is,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee, 
conclusive  of  the  matter,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  consider  them. 
Section  222  of  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  Ohio,  provides  that  each 
beneficial  member  in  good  standing  who  shall  be  disabled  by  sickness 
or  injury  to  his  person  from  following  some  legitimate  business,  pro¬ 
vided,  etc.,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  benefits  fixing  the  amounts. 

Section  223  provides  that  when  a  member  who  is  sick  and  disabled 
and  entitled  to  benefits  under  section  222  hereof  is  at  the  time  more 
than  five  miles  distant  from  his  lodge  he  shall  be  required,  in  case  he 
was  attended  by  a  physician,  to  present  to  his  lodge  with  his  appli¬ 
cation  for  benefits,  a  certificate  from  such  physician  setting  forth  the 
character,  or  nature,  cause  and  duration  of  said  sickness  or  disability, 
and  the  number  of  professional  visits  made.  He  shall  also  notify  the 
lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  within  two  weeks  from  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  his  sickness,  and  present  to  his  own  lodge  a  certificate 
from  such  lodge  substantially  the  same  as  the  physician’s  certificate. 
If  his  physician  is  an  Odd  Fellow,  the  lodge  shall  so  certify.  The  ap¬ 
plicant  shall  also  present  such  other  evidence  of  the  facts,  by  affidavit 
or  otherwise,  as  the  lodge  may  require. 

If  such  evidence  be  satisfactory,  the  lodge  shall  be  liable.  But  if  the 
brother  fails,  or  neglects,  to  furnish  such  evidence  within  the  time 
prescribed,  the  lodge  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  bene¬ 
fits  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  entitled 
to  vote.  Section  224  provides  that  applications  for  benefits  under  sec¬ 
tion  223  shall  be  presented  to  the  lodge  as  often  as  once  in  every  four 
weeks  during  such  sickness  or  disability,  together  with  the  evidence 
of  the  same,  as  required  by  said  section;  and  in  default  of  such  appli¬ 
cation  and  evidence  within  the  time  herein  specified,  the  lodge  shall 
not  be  liable  to  pay  said  benefits,  unless  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  present  and  entitled  to  vote. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  erred  in  directing  the  payment  of  said 
benefits  in  the  face  of  a  non-compliance  with  the  pre-requisites  re- 
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quired  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  erred  in  ap¬ 
proving  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  appeal  of  Enterprise  Lodge  No.  280,  from  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  be  sustained  and  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  be  reversed.  Journal,  1898,  page  15,978.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  were  referred  decisions 
numbered  72  and  73  of  the  Grand  Sire,  make  the  following  report 
thereon: 

In  each  of  said  decisions  the  Grand  Sire  has  correctly  held  that 
where  a  Grand  Body  becomes  entitled  to  an  additional  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  such  additional  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  must  be  elected  and  cannot  be  appointed.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  decision  in  each  case  should  be  confined  to  the  concise 
statement  of  the  law  contained  therein,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
decision  should  be  omitted.  We  therefore  offer  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  and  recommend  its  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  decisions  72  and  73  of  the  Grand  Sire  be  amended  so  ! 
as  to  read  as  follows  and  approved  as  so  amended: 

No.  72.  Statement  and  Question. — We  will  have  1000  members  in 
our  encampments  in  Idaho  on  the  30th  of  June.  We  will  be  entitled  to 
an  additional  Grand  Representative  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I 
Can  the  Grand  Patriarch  appoint  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  vacancy? 

Decision. — Under  the  law  as  set  forth  in  section  548,  White’s  Digest  I 
of  1895,  the  Grand  Patriarch  cannot  in  such  cases  appoint. 

No.  73.  Answering  your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  in  which  you  state  | 
that  the  encampment  membership  in  your  Jurisdiction  had  never  | 
reached  more  than  700  before  this  term,  but  that  you  have  now  several  i 
more  than  1000,  and  at  the  last  session  of  your  Grand  Encampment  you 
did  not  have  1000  and  ask  now  whether  there  is  a  vacancy  under  the 
law  entitling  you  to  an  additional  Grand  Renresentative,  and  whether 
an  appointment  can  be  made  by  your  Grand  Patriarch  of  such  addi¬ 
tional  Grand  Representative,  have  to  say  that,  under  the  law  stated  in 
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section  550  of  the  Digest,  it  would  seem  that  there  is  no  vacancy  and 
that  no  appointment  can  be  made.  If,  therefore,  you  have  such  addi¬ 
tional  Grand  Representative  at  the  next  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  election  by  the  Grand  Encampment  would  be  necessary.

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  decision 
No.  19,  of  the  Grand  Sire,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  same  has 
been  carefully  considered  by  your  committee,  and  that  the  said  decision 
should  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “  formal  regular,” 
in  the  first  line  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof,  and  inserting  the  words 
“  or  are  preferred  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  the  resignation 
is  tendered  ”  after  th6  last  word  of  the  second  line  of  said  first  par¬ 
agraph,  and  adding  the  words  “  until  the  said  charges  shall  have  been 
legally  disposed  of,”  and  by  striking  out  the  last  paragraph  of  said 
decision,  so  that  the  decision  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows,  to-wit:

Resolved,  That  the  last  paragraph  to  the  answer  to  question  No.  16 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
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“  if  the  local  law  does  not  regulate  or  provide  by  whom  charges  are 
to  be  preferred,  then  the  duty  would  specially  devolve  upon  the  Noble 
Grand,  and  in  the  event  of  his  absence  or  inability,  then  the  Vice-Grand 
should  perform  such  duty.  In  the  absence  of  any  local  regulation  any 
member  of  the  lodge  having  knowledge  of  such  violation  would  be 
authorized  to  prefer  charges.”

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Minority  Report  27.  By  Rep.  Trautmann,  of  New  York,  from 
the  same  committee :

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

The  undersigned,  disagreeing  with  the  majority  report  of  the  Judi¬ 
ciary  Committee,  approving  decision  No.  17  of  the  Grand  Sire,  makes 
minority  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  Grand  Sire  bases  this  decision,  “  that  the  funeral  ceremony 
adopted  in  1903  must  be  used  exclusively,”  upon  the  proposition  that  the 
resolution  for  the  preparation  and  report  of  this  ceremony  (Journal, 
1902,  page  947)  and  the  report  of  this  ceremony  (Journal  1903,  page  288) 
provides  for  a  ceremony  “  up-to-date,  uniform  and  impressive,”  and  the 
amendments  to  the  ceremony  reported  upon  adoption  thereof  made  no 
change  in  the  “  up-to-date,  uniform  and  impressive  ”  requirement  in¬ 
dicated  in  resolution  and  report. 

The  argument  does  not  sustain  the  decision.  One  form  of  ceremony 
may  be  “  up-to-date,  uniform  and  impressive,”  and  another,  or  others, 
equally  so. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  adopting  the  ceremony  reported  under 
the  resolution  mentioned,  merely  added  another  to  the  forms  of  funeral 
ceremony  already  in  use,  for  neither  the  resolution  therefor,  the  report 
thereof,  the  amendments  thereto,  nor  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  thereon,  contained  any  words  of  repeal,  either  expressly  or  by 
implication,  of  the  forms  of  funeral  ceremony  previously  in  use. 

Forms  of  funeral  service  or  ceremony  differing  from  each  other  were 
adopted  in  1874  (Journal,  pages  6173,  6221)  and  in  1878  (Journal,  pages 
7382-9,  7474),  and  the  latter  amended  in  1880  (Journal,  pages  8349,  8361). 
Yet  this  Body  held  in  1888  (Journal,  pages  11,385,  11,400)  that  either 
one  of  those  forms  might  be  used  entire,  or  instead  thereof  such  selec¬ 
tions  from  one  or  more  as  should  be  deemed  suitable  to  the  occasion 
might  be  used  in  the  discretion  of  the  subordinates.  (See  section  556, 
Busbee’s  Digest.) 

It  requires  affirmative  legislation  of  limitation  or  repeal  to  do  away 
with,  or  change,  that  which  has  been  adopted,  and  no  such  legislation 
has  been  had  in  respect  to  the  forms  of  funeral  ceremony  adopted 
prior  to  1903. 

Decision  No.  17  of  the  Grand  Sire  is,  therefore,  erroneous  and  should 
be  disapproved. 

This  report,  however,  would  be  incomplete  if  it  rested  with  the  fore¬ 
going  conclusion  and  failed  to  point  out  the  fact  that  the  ceremony 
adopted  in  1903  is  unconstitutional  and  illegal,  and  should  be  so  de¬ 
clared,  for  its  violation  of  the  fundamental  principles  and  tenets,  and 
as  well  of  the  ritual  and  the  written  laws  of  the  Order,  by  reason  of 
the  two  paragraphs  therein  comprising  the  28th  to  35th  lines,  in¬ 
clusive,  on  page  290. 

Every  initiate  is  instructed  upon  his  entrance  into  our  Order  that 
Odd  Fellowship  is  non-sectarian,  and  this  instruction  is  repeated  and 
emphasized  as  he  progresses  through  the  higher  degrees.  This  Body 
has  defined  sectarianism  (1888  Journal,  pages  11,105,  11,368,  11,396)  in 
the  following  language,  quoted  in  section  1873  of  Busbee’s  Digest: 

“  Our  Order  only  requires  a  belief  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme 
Being  as  a  qualification  for  membership,  and  has  no  affinity  with  any 
religious  sect  or  system  of  faith;  hence  everything  savoring  of  sec¬ 
tarianism  is  not  to  be  tolerated.  The  words  ‘  systems  of  faith  or  sect 5 
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do  not  have  reference  merely  to  sects  within  the  pale  of  Christianity, 
hut  have  a  far  broader  significance,  and  include  all  the  religions  of  the 
world.  In  this  sense  Christianity  is  a  sect;  hence  it  is  inexpedient,  un¬ 
wise  and  unlawful  to  make  prominent  reference  to  it  in  lodge  work. 
The  S.  G.  L.  in  1882,  Journal,  9147,  adopted  forms  of  prayer  to  be  used 
in  opening  and  closing,  but  left  the  use  of  them  optional  with  Grand 
Lodges.  These  forms  were  adopted  to  avoid  the  danger  of  offending  t 
brethren  of  different  sects  or  systems  of  faith  by  one  of  opposite  faith 
in  extemporaneous  prayer.  If  lodges  follow  these  forms  there  will  be 
no  danger  of  offending,  for,  although  taken  from  the  Christian  bible  : 
and  including  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  they  exactly  accord  with  the  funda¬ 
mental  doctrines  above  referred  to.  We  have  Jews,  and  we  have  Mo-  i 
hammedans  and  other  non-Christian  sects  within  our  Order,  and  the  : 
rule  applies  to  them  equally  with  members  of  the  Christian  faith.  They  j 
would  not  be  allowed  to  use  in  prayer  words  which  would  be  offensive 
to  Christian  ears;  hence  it  is  better  to  avoid  alluding  to  matters  be¬ 
longing  to  the  peculiar  faith  of  the  chaplain  engaged  in  prayer.” 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  cannot  itself  do  that  which  it  declares  j 
to  be  unlawful.  Its  adoption,  therefore,  of  the  funeral  ceremony  reported 
at  the  1903  session  was  a  nullity,  because  unlawful,  at  least  as  regards 
the  two  paragraphs  in  question,  which  read  as  follows: 

“  I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  he 
that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live;  and  who¬ 
soever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die.” 

“Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled;  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in 
me.  In  my  Father’s  home  are  many  mansions;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would 
have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  to  prepare 
a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again  and  receive  you  unto  myself;  that 
where  I  am,  ye  may  be  also.” 

These  words,  dear  to  the  Christian  heart,  consoling  to  those  of  the 
Christian  faith  when  gathered  around  the  grave  of  a  dear  one  who  died 
in  that  faith,  would  not  be  tolerated  in  a  Jewish  gathering  at  the  ob-i 
sequies  of  one  of  their  faith,  and  the  retention  thereof  in  the  form  of 
funeral  ceremony  of  our  Order  would  be  prohibitive  in  all  Jewish 
lodges  of  the  burial  of  their  dead  by  those  lodges,  of  the  performance 
of  that  one  of  the  duties  which  are  the  command  of  our  laws. 

The  undersigned,  himself  ascribing  to  and  an  adherent  of  the 
Christian  belief,  and  yielding  to  no  one  in  his  devotion  thereto,  submits 
that  which  is  distinctly  expressive  of  Christian  faith  has  lawfully  no 
part  or  place  in  any  of  our  forms  and  ceremonies;  and,  therefore,  as 
above  indicated,  the  funeral  ceremony  adopted  in  1903,  at  least  in  re¬ 
spect  to  the  two  paragraphs  thereof  above  quoted,  is  null  and  void  as 
unlawful. 

The  following  resolutions  are  recommended  for  adoption: 

Resolved ,  That  decision  No.  17,  reported  by  the  Grand  Sire  at  this 
session  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  disapproved. 

Resolved ,  That  the  two  paragraphs  in  the  form  of  funeral  ceremony 
adopted  at  the  1903  session,  comprising  the  28th  to  35th  lines,  inclusive, 
on  page  290  of  the  Journal  of  that  session,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are, 
stricken  from  said  ceremony  because  they  are  sectarian,  as  sectarianism ! 
is  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  and  defined  to  be  inexpedient  and 
unlawful.

That  in  their  opinion  all  the  words  after  “  business  ”  in  next  to  the 
last  line  of  the  decision  should  be  stricken  out,  and  that  with  such 
alteration  the  decision  should  be  approved.

Report  29.  By  Rep.  Semmes,  of  Alabama,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  decision  No. 
34  of  the  Grand  Sire,  report  as  follows : 

Question. — Our  law  requires  that  a  member  shall  notify  some  lodge 
of  his  sickness,  and  if  he  shall  neglect  to  do  so  he  shall  not  be  en¬ 
titled  to  benefits.  A  member  receives  his  benefits  up  to  the  time  he 
leaves  for  parts  unknown  and  later  presented  a  claim  for  benefits 
during  the  time  of  his  absence.  This  lodge  searched  in  vain  for  infor¬ 
mation  of  his  whereabouts. 

Did  the  member  forfeit  his  right  to  benefits  without  notice  to  either 
lodge? 

Decision. — The  provision  requiring  a  member  absent  from  his  lodge 
to  notify  another  lodge  where  he  is  of  his  sickness  is  a  reasonable 
regulation,  and  if  a  member  does  not  comply  with  it,  if  there  was  a 
lodge  near  enough  to  him  to  be  reasonably  accessible  to  notice,  and 
if  his  physical  or  mental  condition  was  not  such  as  to  render  him 
incapable  of  giving  the  notice,  then  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  benefits. 

Your  committee  are  in  some  doubt  as  to  what  notice  is  required.  If 
the  brother  was  required  to  give  notice  of  his  sickness  after  he  left 
the  neighborhood  of  his  lodge,  although  his  lodge  may  have  paid  him 
benefits  while  at  home,  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  after 
leaving.  If  the  brother  is  required  to  give  only  one  notice  of  his 
sickness,  and  was  taken  sick,  and  his  lodge  paid  him  benefits,  he 
would  be  entitled  to  benefits  for  the  same  sickness,  continuing  while 
away  without  any  further  notice. 

Construing  the  local  law  as  set  out  in  the  questions,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  but  one  notice  is  contemplated,  and  as  this 
notice  was  given,  or  if  not,  as  the  lodge  paid  him  benefits  without 
notice,  it  recognized  his  claim  to  benefits  and  is  estopped  from  setting 
up  a  want  of  notice,  and  the  brother  is  entitled  to  benefits  for  the 
same  sickness  after  his  departure.

Report  30.  By  Rep.  Thomas,  of  Utah,  from  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Transfer  of  Membership  by  Card  or  Certificate: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  special  committee  on  “  Transfer  of  Membership  by  Card  or 
Certificate”  would  respectfully  report  as  follows; 
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The  subject  matter  which  has  been  referred  to  your  committee  is 
the  proposition  introduced  by  Rep.  Thomas,  of  Utah,  at  the  1901  session,  i 
with  reference  to  change  of  membership  by  card  or  certificate,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  Through  changing  residence  many  members  of  the  Order 
leave  the  Jurisdiction  of  their  respective  lodges,  and,  after  such  re¬ 
moval,  fail  to  unite  with  lodges  in  the  locality  to  which  they  have 
moved  to  a  large  extent  because  of  the  cost  of  obtaining  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  and  depositing  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  This  failure  upon  the  part  of  members  changing  their  j 
residence  to  unite  with  a  lodge  results  largely  in  gradual  loss  of 
interest  in  the  Order,  and  finally  in  suspension  for  non-payment  of 
dues;  and 

Whereas,  The  question  how  to  prevent  the  drain  upon  our  mem-  i 
bership  resulting  through  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  a  1 
serious  and  vital  one  that  should  be  met  by  legislation ;  therefore, 
with  a  view  to  that  end,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  changing  his  residence,  and 
wishing  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence,  shall, 
upon  so  stating  in  his  application,  be  entitled  to  receive  a  withdrawal 
card  at  cost,  and,  upon  being  elected  to  membership,  to  admission 
without  charge  into  the  lodge  electing  him. 

This  proposition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  j 
which  committee  reported  that  in  their  judgment  the  proposed  legis-  j 
lation  would  be  encroaching  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  and  : 
subordinate  lodges,  and  recommend  that  it  be  not  adopted.  Upon 
the  consideration  of  this  report  it  was  ordered  laid  over  for  one  year, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  to  be  con-  j 
sidered  in  connection  with  report  No.  114  of  the  same  session. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  did  not,  in  1902,  nor 
in  1903,  report  upon  the  proposition,  and  upon  resolution  of  Rep. 
Thomas,  page  391,  of  the  1903  session,  the  whole  subject  matter  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  to  consider  and  report  upon 
same  at  this  session. 

Your  special  committee  have  given  this  proposition  very  earnest 
consideration  because  of  its  importance,  and  in  reaching  their  con¬ 
clusions  have  done  so  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  legislation 
with  reference  to  membership  enacted  by  this  Sovereign  Body  since  its 
beginning  up  to  the  present  time. 

A  study  of  this  question  brings  out  the  fact  that  as  the  Order  grew 
older  the  severity  of  its  legislation  upon  the  question  of  restoring 
suspended  members  to  membership  and  the  transfer  of  membership 
gradually  relaxed,  and  the  unfavorable  legislation  that  dominated  its 
earlier  years  was  superseded  by  milder  and  more  liberal  laws,  so 
that  to-day  it  is  more  possible  to  regain  and  retain  our  membership, 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  recognizing  that  it  was  better  to  hold 
and  win  back  old  members  than  to  permit  them,  through  unfavorable 
legislation,  to  drop  out;  in  other  words,  that  it  was  better  to  retain 
the  members  we  had  than  to  let  them  go  and  have  to  seek  new  ones. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation,  at  the  1901  session,  reported  ad¬ 
versely  to  the  pending  proposition  upon  the  ground  “  that  it  would  be 
encroaching  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  and  subordinate  lodges.” 
With  all  due  deference  to  the  unquestioned  ability  of  the  committee, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Body  show 
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that  this  same  argument  has  been  urged  against  every  proposition 
that  has  ever  been  made  looking  to  the  enactment  of  more  favorable 
laws  affecting  membership.  It  was  urged  for  years  against  the  en¬ 
actment  of  a  law  permitting  members  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  to  regain  their  membership  without  the  payment  of  all  dues 
owing  at  the  time  of  suspension,  as  well  as  those  accruing  from  the 
time  of  suspension  up  to  the  time  of  reinstatement.  It  was  urged 
against  the  adoption  of  the  non-beneficial  law  for  old  members.  In 
1855,  upon  such  a  proposition,  Grand  Representative  Schuyler  Colfax  re¬ 
ported  “that  to  create  a  non-beneficial  membership  for  aged  members 
would  bring  into  the  Order  antagonistical  elements  ”  and  a  “  tendency 
towards  discord.”  The  non-beneficial  law  was  nevertheless  subse¬ 
quently  enacted  and  is  on  our  books  to  stay. 

Also  in  1855,  thirty-six  years  after  the  institution  of  our  Order,  a 
special  committee  reported,  page  2496,  “  that  no  change  of  member¬ 
ship  shall  take  place  under  any  circumstances  without  the  usual  de¬ 
posit  of  a  regularly  authenticated  clearance  card.”  In  1868,  three 
years  after,  owing  to  the  fact  that  for  the  twenty  years  previous 
214,990  members  had  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  Grand 
Sire  Sanders  recommended  as  follows:  “I  believe  the  time  has  come 
when  we  should  throw  open  the  doors  of  our  lodge  rooms  for  the 
admission  of  these  very  men,  and  I  have  no  doubt  their  reception  will 
tend  to  advance  the  prosperity  of  our  Order.” 

In  1870  Grand  Sire  Farnsworth  reported  as  follows:  “Under  this 
system,  which  now  prevails  in  many  Jurisdictions,  the  condition  of 
a  brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  really  less  favorable 
than  that  of  a  stranger  applying  for  admission  to  our  Order,”  and 
in  making  his  recommendation  said:  “It  is  time  that  our  law  on 
the  subject  *  *  *  was  made  the  same  throughout  the  general 

jurisdiction,  and  that  Odd  Fellowship  should  be  known  and  recognized 
as  a  uniform  system  *  *  *  There  has  been  for  years  a  growing 
tendency  in  this  Body  *  *  *  to  shift  from  this  legitimate  authority 
to  the  State  Grand  Bodies  subjects  which  concern  the  whole  brother¬ 
hood.”  This  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Sire  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  of  which  P.  G.  Sire  Nicholson  was  chairman.  This 
special  committee  investigated  the  subject,  reaching  the  conclusion  that 
the  authority  which  for  fifty-one  years  it  had  been  claimed  did  not 
belong  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  really  did  belong  to  that  Sover¬ 
eign  Body,  and  in  accordance  with  their  conclusion  reported  the  law 
(page  4848)  which  authorized  the  issuance  of  dismissal  certificates.  At 
the  same  session  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  after  fifty-one  years  re¬ 
peatedly  declaring  that  the  payment  of  benefits  to  every  member  was 
a  fundamental  law  which  could  not  be  departed  from,  did  (page  4884) 
adopt  the  law  permitting  non-beneficial  membership  under  certain  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

For  seventy-seven  years  it  had  been  maintained  that  no  one  could 
belong  to  this  Order  unless  he  was  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge, 
yet  in  1896  (page  14,942),  to  meet  conditions  affecting  old  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  conditions  created  by  the  age  and  growth  of  the  Order,  a  law 
was  passed  providing  for  a  membership  at  large.  In  1857,  when  a 
great  necessity  arose  affecting  the  whole  membership  of  the  Order, 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  went  further  than  it  had  in  any  former 
legislation. 

In  1849  the  discovery  of  gold  caused  a  great  wave  of  immigration  to 
move  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coast.  With  this  immigration

were  thousands  of  Odd  Fellows.  This  removal  from  their  home  lodges 
and  inability  to  attend  other  lodge  meetings  caused,  as  it  does  nt>w, 
nearly  all  of  them  to  become  suspended.  When  the  Order  was  instituted 
on  the  Pacific  coast  the  large  number  of  these  suspended  Odd  Fellows 
attracted  attention.  To  meet  the  emergency,  and,  if  possible,  get  such 
suspended  members  back  into  the  Order,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
in  1855,  petitioned  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  authority  to  admit 
them  to  membership  without  their  being  compelled  to  procure  with¬ 
drawal  cards  from  their  former  lodges.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
had  such  petition  under  consideration  until  1857,  when  it  proceeded  fur-, 
ther  (page  2799),  by  a  vote  of  86  to  13,  in  what  is  called  “encroaching! 
upon  the  rights  of  Grand  and  subordinate  lodges  ”  than  ever  before  or 
since  by  adopting  an  amendment  to  Section  4  of  Article  XVI  of  the  then 
constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  follows:  “Provided,; 
however,  that  the  several  Grand  Bodies  situate  upon  the  Pacific  coast 
may  re-admit  to  membership  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions  upon 
such  terms  as  they  may  prescribe  suspended  members  of  the  Order 
residing  in  the  same  who  may  have  been  suspended  in  other  Juris-  ; 
dictions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  for  no  other  cause.”  At  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  another  was  pending  from  Illinois  i 
granting  the  same  rights  to  all  Grand  Bodies.  The  California  amend  ■ 
ment,  so  extraordinary  in  its  provisions,  was  supported  by  five  Grand  ; 
Representatives  who  afterwards  became  Grand  Sires.  The  committee 
upon  whose  report  the  amendment  was  adopted,  evidently  went  tc 
the  root  of  the  question,  and  made  (page  2777)  an  exhaustive  report.; 
in  which  they  said:  “By  the  laws  of  the  Order,  as  at  present  exist¬ 
ing,  brothers  suspended  or  expelled  (for  non-payment  of  dues)  *  *  * 

cannot  be  reinstated  in  the  Order  without  payment  of  all  dues  up  to  the 
time  of  suspension  or  expulsion,  and  also  all  that  have  accumulated  up 
to  the  time  of  application  for  re-admission  *  *  *  The  amendments ; 

as  presented  are  general  in  their  character  *  *  *  Your  committee 

fully  realizes  the  constitutional  obstacles  to  the  growth  of  the  Order  in 
*  *  *  our  Northwestern  Jurisdictions  and  are  willing  to  recommend  si 

that  general  legislation  which  their  peculiar  situation  would  seem  tcj 
demand.”  The  whole  report  as  made  by  the  committee  is  a  strong! 
argument  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  pending  legislation. 

The  foregoing  citations  of  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge' 
upon  questions  affecting  membership  have  not  been  in  a  spirit  of  criti¬ 
cism;  on  the  contrary,  they  have  been  made  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
all  legislation  tending  to  modify  the  ironclad  laws  affecting  membership 
was  opposed  by  the  same  argument  used  in  opposition  to  the  pending| 
proposition.  These  citations  have  also  been  made  because,  like  thcL 
pending  proposition,  they  all  bear  upon  the  question  of  membership] 
being  in  line  with  efforts  to,  if  possible,  retain  our  membership.  Wei 
believe  that  permitting  a  transfer  practically  without  cost  will  be  a  step- 
in  the  direction  of  holding  our  membership. 

The  question  of  transfer  of  membership  by  visiting  card,  official  cer| 
tificate  or  withdrawal  card  is  a  general  one;  it  affects  every  member! 
and  every  lodge  alike.  No  more  general  legislation  could  be  enacted] 
The  proposed  legislation  is  intended  to  be  another  step  forward  in  the! 
preservation  of  the  membership  of  the  Order. 

Believing  the  authority  of  The  Sovereign  Body  to  enact  this  legisla-j 
tion  to  be  ample,  the  question  is,  Should  it  be  enacted?  Your  special 
committee  believe  it  should.  One  great  question  has  always  confronted! 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  namely,  how  to  stop  the  steady  and! 
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heavy  drains  upon  its  membership  through  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues.  The  pending  legislation,  we  believe,  will  tend  to  lessen  the 
number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Change  of  residence  on  the  part  of  members  is  of  constant  occur¬ 
rence,  from  the  necessity  of  business,  the  improvement  of  prospects 
and  other  causes.  An  Odd  Fellow  moving  to  a  new  locality,  until 
he  becomes  sure  of  his  prospects  and  future,  frequently  hesitates  to 
advance  the  sum  charged  for  a  withdrawal  card  and  the  fee  for 
admission  to  membership  upon  it.  Being  at  his  new  place  of  resi¬ 
dence  a  visitor  he  cannot  be  as  active  as  he  was  in  his  own  lodge.  This 
inactivity  causes  loss  of  interest,  and  by  the  time  his  prospects  and 
future  are  determined  in  most  instances  he  is  in  arreas  and  dis¬ 
appears  from  the  Order  by  the  non-payment  of  dues  route.  This  is 
not  an  overdrawn  picture;  it  is  the  history  of  thousands  of  suspended 
Odd  Fellows. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  effect  of  this  law  will  be  to  stop  all 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  by  facilitating  transfers  of 
membership  it  will,  we  believe,  help  materially. 

It  may  be  justly  asked,  why  should  an  Odd  Fellow  who  has  once 
paid  his  initiation  and  degree  fees,  because  of  change  of  residence 
be  compelled  to  pay  another  admission  fee  if  he  wishes  to  remain  what 
he  has  been  solemnly  declared  to  be,  one  of  a  great  brotherhood? 
When  once  a  man  has  joined  our  Order  and  been  admitted  to  its 
charmed  circle  that  admittance  should,  as  long  as  he  obeys  the  laws 
and  commands  of  the  Order,  be  a  passport  without  additional  fees 
to  the  whole  world  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  sooner  this  principle  is 
recognized  in  our  membership  laws,  and  every  Odd  Fellow  given  to 
understand  that  once  an  Odd  Fellow  means  always  an  Odd  Fellow, 
that  around  him  has  been  thrown  the  sacred  influences  of  our  frater¬ 
nity  not  only  in  spirit,  but  in  law,  just  so  soon  will  a  mighty  stride 
have  been  made  toward  that  period  so  eloquently  set  forth  in  the 
ritual  of  the  Order. 

As  the  candidate,  having  passed  the  threshold  of  the  Order,  con¬ 
tinues  in  the  solemn  silence  of  that  never  to  be  forgotten  hour,  his 
journey  into  the  sacred  retreat  of  Odd  Fellowship,  there  must  come 
to  his  anxious  and  awakened  mind  with  all  the  force  of  revealed  truth 
the  message  of  a  universal  fraternity,  and  as  the  words  of  inspired 
prophecy,  in  simple  diction  and  unsurpassed  eloquence,  fall  from  earn¬ 
est  lips  to  him  will  be  lifted  the  veil  of  the  future  and  beyond  he  will 
see  a  great  brotherhood  of  which  he  is  to  be  one.  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  let  us  pass  this  law  and  do  our  share  towards  making  the  pro¬ 
phecy  of  the  initiatory  degree  complete. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved ,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  entitled  to  a  withdrawal 
card,  changing  his  residence  from  the  vicinity  of  his  own  lodge  to  the 
vicinity  of  another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  at  his  new  place 
of  residence,  upon  so  stating  in  his  application  for  membership,  and 
being  elected  by  ball  ballot,  as  provided  by  local  law,  shall  be  entitled 
upon  notice  being  sent  to  his  old  lodge  by  the  new  lodge  to  receive  a 
withdrawal  card  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  card  to  the  lodge,  and  to 
admission  to  his  new  lodge  without  being  required  to  pay  a  card  or 
admission  fee;  but  where  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must 
pay  the  expense  of  the  same.

We  thank  Thee  for  the  influence  and  power  of  woman  in  all  the 
great  social,  moral,  and  benevolent  movements  of  modern  times;  and  in 
the  development  and  operation  of  this  Order,  no  less  than  in  other 
institutions,  we  beg  for  Thy  encouragement  and  promotion  to  the 
highest  usefulness  and  achievement  for  good. 

Guide  and  direct  us  in  the  deliberations  of  this  hour,  that  we  may  be 
known  for  wisdom,  moderation,  and  efficiency;  and  may  it  please  Thee 
to  rectify  and  overrule  whatever  is  amiss.  With  this,  bless  all  the 
forms  of  Odd  Fellowship,  as  the  Order  conforms  to  Thy  will  and  word. 
Remember  among  us  the  sick  and  afflicted,  the  needy  and  the  poor,  the 
widow  and  the  orphan;'  and  lead  us  individually  to  w^alk  in  the  sight  of 
men,  as  in  the  sight  of  God,  according  to  the  principles  and  precepts  j 
of  our  Order,  as  founded  in  Thy  word.  And  for  Thy  name’s  sake,  all 
this  we  ask  that  we  make  Thy  glory  known  to  all  the  world.  AMEN. 

Noble  Grand — Vice-Grand,  what  is  the  object  and  purpose  of  this 
meeting? 

Vice-Grand — In  obedience  to  the  proclamation  of  our  Grand  Sire, 
and  pursuant  to  the  request  of  our  Grand  Master,  we  have  assembled  to 
commemorate  the  anniversary  of  the  institution  of  the  Rebekah  De¬ 
gree  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  to  render  unto  God  the  tribute  of  praise 
due  from  us  for  his  love  and  protection  during  the  year  passed. 

Noble  Grand — Sister  Secretary,  you  will  please  read  the  proclamation 
of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Secretary  will  read  as  requested. 

Noble  Grand — Past  Noble  Grand,  you  will  please  give  a  short  history 
of  the  institution  of  the  Rebekah  Degree. 

Past  Noble  Grand — Agitation  of  the  subject  was  probably  started 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  July  15,  1843,  when  Jesse  Leigh, 
a  nsember  of  that  body  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  instructed  to  urge  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
to  originate  an  honorable  side  degree  to  be  conferred  upon  the  wives 
of  all  Odd  Fellows  who  have  taken  the  Scarlet  Degree. 
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On  September  18,  1845,  Grand  Representative  Williamson  of  Alabama 
introduced  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  a  resolution  look¬ 
ing  to  the  adoption  of  some  measure  by  which  the  wives  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  might  be  enabled  to  make  themselves  known  to  members  of  the 
Order,  which  had  the  effect  of  securing  the  passage  of  a  resolution 
providing  for  the  issuing  of  a  card  to  the  wife  of  an  Odd  Fellow,  recom¬ 
mending  her  to  the  “  friendship,  aid  and  protection  ”  of  the  members 
of  the  Order  “  wherever  she  may  be  throughout  the  world.” 

On  September  16,  1850,  this  agitation  was  renewed  by  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  resolution  by  Grand  Representative  Smith  of  Northern  New 
York  requesting  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  to  inquire 
into  the  propriety  of  instituting  honorary  degrees  for  wives  and  daugh¬ 
ters  of  Scarlet  Degree  members,  and  also  wives  and  daughters  of  Past 
Officers.  This  resolution  was  referred  to  a  committee,  a  majority  of 
whom  reported  adversely  to  the  establishment  of  such  a  degree,  but  a 
minority — Grand  Representative  Schuyler  Colfax  of  Indiana — reported 
favorably,  and  on  September  20,  1850,  the  said  minority  report  was 
adopted,  and  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  the  following  Grand 
Representatives,  viz.,  Schuyler  Colfax  of  Indiana,  Chairman;  William 
T.  Martin  of  Mississippi  and  Edward  G.  Steele  of  Tennessee,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  prepare  the  degree.  From  year  to  year  this  degree  has 
grown  and  expanded,  until  to-day  it  is  a  great  organization,  having  for 
its  object  the  carrying  out  of  the  beneficient  principles  of  the  great 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  disseminating  a  knowledge  of  its  intrinsic 
excellencies  wherever  the  Order  is  known  throughout  the  world. 

'Nolle  Grand — Vice-Grand,  what  are  the  practical  workings  of  our 
Order? 

Vice-Grand — We  soek  to  alleviate  suffering  and  misery  wherever 
found.  Our  ministrations  of  mercy  are  performed  in  the  spirit  exhibited 
by  the  Good  Samaritan.  We  aim  to  be  the  hand-maiden  of  the  great 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  foregoing  all  selfish  purposes  for  the  betterment 
of  the  condition  of  our  sisters,  and  thus  fulfilling  the  Golden  Rule. 

Nolle  Grand — What  does  it  promise  as  a  social  order? 

Vice-Grand — Without  the  false  distinctions  so  often  arising  in  the 
world  at  large,  we  seek  to  elevate  all  members  to  the  highest  possible 
sphere  of  usefulness  exemplified  in  the  lives  of  the  heroines  whose 
names  are  embalmed  in  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

i  Nolle  Grand — Chaplain,  from  what  source  are  our  principles  derived? 

Chaplain — The  Holy  Bible  is  the  foundation  upon  which  our  beautiful 
degree  rests.  From  its  glorious  pages  we  learn  our  lessons  of 
pure  devotion  and  self-sacrifice.  “  Like  apples  of  golC  in  pictures  of 
silver  ”  are  our  words  of  ministration,  for  we  endeavor  that  they  shall 
be  spoken  in  due  season.  Our  inspiration  is  drawn  from  the  record  of 
the  lives  of  those  of  our  sex  who  shine  resplendent  in  noble  deeds  that 
never  die.  Rebekah,  “  whose  kindness  and  hospitality  to  an  humble, 
unknown  servant;  ”  Miriam,  whose  love  for  her  race  and  zeal  in  the 
service  of  God  promoted  her  to  lofty  praise  in  the  triumph  over  their 
enemies;  Ruth,  whose  gentle  nature  and  loving  disposition  well  fitted 
her  as  one  of  the  chosen  line;  Esther,  for  her  unselfish  loyalty  to  her 
people,  and  others  whose  names  are  equally  lustrous,  stimulate  us  to  a 
worthy  emulation  of  their  virtues. 
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Noble  Grand — Past  Noble  Grand,  are  there  any  monuments  mark¬ 
ing  the  progress  of  our  influence  upon  the  Order? 

Past  Noble  Grand — Yes,  our  influence  has  been  exerted  in  the  up¬ 
building  of  the  Order,  but  over  and  above  all  other  monuments  stand 
the  Homes  of  the  Order  in  the  various  Jurisdictions. 

We  have  earnestly  assisted  in  the  erection  of  these  Homes,  and  while 
the  great  Order  of  which  we  are  a  part  has  mainly  built  and  equipped 
them,  we  have  given  material  aid  in  their  management,  and  help  to  in¬ 
sure  the  success  of  this  most  laudable  and  benevolent  enterprise. 

Noble  Grand — What  are  these  Homes  doing  for  the  Order? 

Past  Noble  Grand — They  are  gathering  within  their  walls  the  or-  j 
phaned  children,  and  the  old  and  infirm  members  of  the  Order.  Many 
a  life  that  is  left  in  youth  to  grow  up  amid  baleful  influences  in  our 
cities  and  towns  has  been  rescued  and  made  to  shine  out  in  its  God- 
given  purity  under  the  blessed  inspiration  and  clear  atmosphere  of  the 
Homes  of  the  Order.  Many  an  aged  member  who  would  have  suffered 
if  left  to  the  charities  of  the  world  has  peacefully  closed  a  long  and  use-  > 
ful  life  under  the  tender  ministration  of  loving  hands  prompted  by  the 
lessons  instilled  in  the  lodge-room. 

Here  introduce  the  orator  of  the  occasion.

Noble  Grand — The  audience  will  arise  and  sing  the  closing  ode.

Report  42.  By  Rep.  Hynds,  of  Georgia,  from  the  Committee  on 
Legislation : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: ! 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  Resolution  i 
No.  15,  page  739,  that  article  I  of  the  by-laws  the  Sovereign  Grand  | 
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Lodge  be  amended  as  follows:  By  inserting  after  the  word  “  trnfli,”  in 
the  second  line,  the  words,  “  or  upon  the  application  of  twenty  per¬ 
sons  who  are  eligible  to  membership  under  the  laws  of  the  Order,” 
recommend  that  said  amendment  be  adopted  so  that  said  article  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Petition  for  a  subordinate  lodge.  Upon  the  petition  of  five  brothers 
of  the  Order  of  the  Degree  Truth,  or  upon  the  application  of  twenty 
persons  who  are  eligible  to  membership  under  the  laws  of  the  Order, 
praying  for  a  charter  to  institute  a  subordinate  lodge  in  a  State,  Dis¬ 
trict,  or  Territory,  where  a  Grand  Lodge  has  not  been  established,  this 
Lodge  may  grant  the  same.  Bach  subordinate  lodge  receiving  a  war¬ 
rant  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  shall  be  instituted  by  a  Past  Grand  of  the  Order,  regularly 
deputed  therefor  by  the  Grand  Sire,  who  shall  deliver  to  such  lodge  the 
warrant  and  charge  books,  and  shall  at  the  institution  thereof  give  all 
necessary  instructions.  Such  lodge  shall  be  visited  at  least  once  a 
year  by  the  Grand  Sire  or  some  Past  Grand  deputized  by  him  for  that 
purpose  or  by  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire.”

Blocks, 
colored  to  represent  the  respective  degrees,  should  be  provided  for  use 
in  building  the  altar. 

Grand  Master — Moved  by  loving  impulses  and  guided  by  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  our  beloved  Order,  the  Rebekah  Odd  Fellows  of  this  Jurisdiction 
have  builded  here  a  Home  where  the  unfortunate  and  the  aged  may 
find  repose  and  care  and  rest  beneath  a  sheltering  roof,  safe  from 
worldly  dangers,  and  pass  in  sweet  content  those  peaceful  closing 
hours  of  life  which  our  Father  and  our  God  may  give  them.  To  “  edu¬ 
cate  the  orphan  and  relieve  the  distressed  ”  are  commands  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  commands  which  all  branches  of  our  great  Fraternity  most  j 
faithfully  and  gladly  obey.

Grand  Marshal — Hail  thou,  fair  Herald  of  the  South,  where  gen-  f 
ial  warmth  decks  nature’s  form  with  rich  and  fragrant  bloom.  What 
bringest  thou  to  grace  our  altar’s  shrine  from  thy  fair,  flowering,  sunny 
clime? 

Herald  of  the  South  (a  lady) — From  out  the  fragrance  of  my 
sunny  land  I  bring  Friendship,  sweet  and  holy  gift,  which  doth  new 
impulse  give  to  life,  and  well  becomes  our  Order,  for  pink  has  ever 
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been  the  poet’s  type  and  emblem  of  the  fresh  springtime  of  life.  Woven 
by  nature  in  each  beam  of  light,  one  of  the  primal  colors  in  heaven’s 
bending  bow,  when,  by  the  prism’s  magic  power  ’tis  disentwined  from 
out  its  sister  rays,  it  yields  the  warmest  glow  and  bends  but  slightly 
from  its  course,  thus  symbolizing  Friendship,  warm  and  true.

High  Priest — I  am  the  High  Priest  of  my  people,  and  come  to  bear 
a  message  from  the  Patriarchs  to  those  who  have  assembled  here,  and 
this  we  ask,  nay,  more,  demand,  that  we  shall  have  a  part  in  setting 
up  this  altar  of  our  Order’s  faith.

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President — And  clothed  in  nature’s  universal  livery,  ’tis  a  type  and 
emblem  of  our  trust,  and  stands  to  us  a  symbol  of  undying  Love. 

High  Priest — Another  stone  we  bear,  symbol  of  Hope,  the  anchor  of 
the  soul. 

Grand  Master — Than  faith  no  safer  anchor  can  be  found  for  Hope. 
So  may  it  shine  in  golden  beams,  as  shines  the  rainbow  arch  of 
promise  which  springs  from  out  the  falling  tears  of  this  our  weary 
pilgrimage. 

President— So  shall  our  lives,  buoyed  up  with  Hope,  move  smooth¬ 
ly  on,  guided  by  Faith  and  by  that  Golden  Rule,  “  Whatsoever  ye  would 
that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them,”  and  when  our  life 
shall  close,  as  brightest  day  goes  out  in  golden  sunset,  may  it  be  ours 
to  sink  to  rest  midst  brightest  visions  of  a  golden  promise. 

High  Priest — One  more  remains,  the  crown  of  all,  the  greatest  and 
the  best,  for  though  we  have  all  else,  yet  destitute  of  Charity,  we  are  ! 
but  sounding  brass  and  tinkling  cymbals. 

Grand  Master — Sweet  Charity,  thou  gift  divine, 

This  stone  completes  our  altar’s  shrine, 

’Twill  ever  make  my  brother’s  sorrow  mine. 

(Enter  Patriarchs  Militant,  escorting  Rebekahs  and  attendants.)  J 

Grand  Master — But  who  are  these  who  into  this  our  presence  come? 

President — These  are  the  Rebekahs  of  our  noble  Order;  their  pro¬ 
totype,  that  fair  Rebekah,  who,  when  at  Nahor’s  well,  acknowledging 
divine  command,  went  forth  from  kindred,  home,  and  friends,  to  do  His  b 
will.  So  come  they  now  at  charity’s  behest  to  take  their  share  in  this 
great  work  of  Charity  and  Love. 

Grand  Master — ’Tis  this  we  need,  and  all  in  vain  our  labors  with-  i 
out  the  kindly  aid  and  earnest  sympathy  of  woman’s  gentle  heart.  So  ; 
now  we  turn  to  her,  as  did  the  Patriarch  Abraham  in  days  of  yore,  and  ) 
say,  “  Thou  art  our  sister;  share  this  trust  with  us.” 

Rebekah — I  do  accept  the  trust,  and  in  the  name  of  all  our  sister-  |i 
hood  I  pledge  our  faith  that  in  this  place  where  many  homeless  ones  jj 
will  come,  we’ll  ever  strive  to  make  of  it  a  home  in  truth  to  them;  and  ; 
may  the  bounteous  Giver  of  all  vouchsafe  to  bless  our  labors  and  l 
give  us  grace  and  strength  to  be  in  all  things  true  and  faithful. 

Grand  Marshal — Grand  Master,  our  altar  is  finished  and  duly  con¬ 
secrated  to  the  Lord. 

President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees — Grand  Master,  you,  with  the 
brothers  and  sisters  of  our  beloved  Order,  have  assembled  here  to-night  | 
to  witness  how  the  Trustees  appointed  under  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  have  fulfilled  the  trust  confided  to  them.  We  are 
pleased  to  say  that  the  building  is  finished  and  that  it  is  now  ready 
for  the  benign  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed.  To  you  I  deliver 
the  keys,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  and  in 
the  name  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  of  this  Jurisdiction,  we 
ask  that  it  be  formally  dedicated  as  the  (name  of  home).

Grand  Master — By  the  authority  and  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Jurisdiction  of 

• - ,  I  dedicate  this  Home  to  the  charitable  purposes 

of  our  Order;  to  the  dissemination  of  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth;  to 
the  practice  of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity  and  to  all  worthy  objects  of  our 
care. 

(The  Orator  of  the  day  will  deliver  a  suitable  address.) 

Grand  Master — Sisters  and  Brothers:  I  trust  that  each  one  of  us, 
as  we  go  from  the  solemn  ceremonies  which  we  have  this  day  witnessed, 
will  feel  the  lessons  of  its  teachings  deeply  engraven  on  our  hearts. 
In  setting  apart  this  building  for  the  uses  for  which  it  has  been  built 
we  are  but  illustrating  practically  the  teachings  of  our  Order,  “to 
visit  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and  to  protect  the 
orphan.”

Report  46.  By  Rep.  Hughes,  of  Ohio,  from  the  Committee  on 
Appeals : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  O.  E. 
Hawkins,  P.  G.,  appellant,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan,  in  affirming  the  finding  and  judgment  of  Tecumseh  Lodge, 
No.  14,  by  which  said  appellant  was  expelled  from  membership  in 
said  Tecumseh  Lodge,  report  as  follows: 

The  record  in  this  case  discloses  the  following  facts,  to  wit: 

That  at  a  regular  meeting  of  Tecumseh  Lodge,  No.  14  (a  subordinate 
lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan),  held  in 
the  lodge  room  of  said  lodge,  on  the  26th  day  of  March,  1901,  charges 
and  specifications  were  preferred  against  said  Orrin  E.  Hawkins  in  thei 
words  and  figures  following,  to  wit: 

To  Tecumseh  Lodge,  No.  14,  I.  0.  O.  F.: 

The  undersigned  members  in  good  standing  of  Tecumseh  Lodge, 
No.  14,  do  hereby  charge  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins,  of  Tecumseh  Lodge! 
No.  14,  with  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  the  ground  of  such 
charges  being  fully  set  forth  in  the  following  specifications,  to  wit: 

Specification  1.  That  the  above  named  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins  is 
guilty  as  charged  in  this:  That  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  1901,  said 
Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins,  while  talking  with  other  members  in  the  lodge 
room  after  lodge  meeting  in  regard  to  tone  and  contents  of  the  com-!1 
munciation  with  reference  to  banquet  of  February  22nd,  which  he  sent 
to  a  member  of  Blissfield  Lodge,  did  call  Brother  Wm.  Askin  a  “  God 
damned  liar,”  repeating  the  phrase  a  number  of  times,  and  shaking  his 
fist  in  the  face  of  the  brother  in  a  threatening  manner. 

Specification  2.  That  the  above  named  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins  is 
guilty  as  charged  in  this:  That  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  1901,  said 
brother  insulted  Brother  J.  J.  Orr  by  calling  him  a  “God  damned  liar.” 

Specification  3.  That  the  above  named  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins  is 
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guilty  as  charged  in  this:  That  on  the  5tli  day  of  March,  1901,  said 
Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins,  while  talking  with  members  in  the  lodge  room 
on  the  same  occasion  as  mentioned  in  the  above  specification,  did  make 
the  following  statement,  viz.:  “I  don’t  care  a  damn  for  the  lodge  or 
any  of  you.” 

Specification  4.  That  the  above  named  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins  is 
guilty  as  charged  in  this:  That  on  the  7th  day  of  December,  1900, 
or  thereabouts,  while  in  the  Rebekah  lodge,  then  in  session,  did 
threaten  to  prefer  charges  against  the  Noble  Grand  and  cause  her  to 
vacate  the  chair  in  less  than  fifteen  minutes,  and  afterwards  stated 
that  he  did  it  for  a  big  bluff,  all  of  which  acts  the  undersigned  charge 
are  contrary  to  the  laws  and  principles  of  the  Order.

A  trial  committee  was  duly  appointed  by  the  Noble  and  Vice  Grand 
on  the  9th  of  April,  1901.  On  the  15th  day  of  April,  1901,  said  com¬ 
mittee  met  and  organized  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  testimony 

and  reporting  a  finding  to  the  lodge.  No  testimony,  however,  was 
,  taken  on  the  date  last  named,  but  the  25th  of  April,  1901,  at  7:30 
o’clock  P.  M.,  was  by  the  committee  fixed  as  the  time  and  the  lodge  room 
of  the  said  Tecumseh  Lodge  as  the  place  for  the  hearing  of  said 
charges.  Pursuant  to  notice,  the  accused,  with  his  counsel,  met  with 
said  committee  at  the  time  and  place  above  specified  and  proceeded  to 
take  the  testimony  of  witness  there  present,  after  having  first  re¬ 
quested  the  said  Brother  Hawkins  to  plead  to  the  above  charges  and 
specifications.  Counsel  for  the  accused  thereupon  presented  objections 
to  specifications  2  and  4,  and  also  to  specification  No.  3.  The  com¬ 
mittee  sustained  the  objections  to  Nos.  2  and  4  and  overruled  the  ob¬ 

jections  to  No.  3. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  taking  of  the  evidence  of  some  witnesses 
on  that  evening  the  committee  adjourned  to  meet  again  on  the  27th 
of  April,  1901,  on  which  date  last  named  the  accused  and  his  counsel 
were  present,  but  neither  the  prosecution  nor  the  accused  desiring  to 
proceed  with  the  hearing  of  the  case  at  that  time,  an  adjournment  was 
had  to  Thursday  evening,  May  2,  1901,  at  7:30  P.  M.,  at  the  same  place. 
On  the  date  and  hour  last  named  the  trial  committee  reconvened,  but 
neither  the  accused  nor  his  counsel  were  present.  The  trial  committee 
continued  the  taking  of  evidence  presented  by  the  prosecution,  and  on 
that  evening  the  taking  of  testimony  was  closed  and  the  prosecution 
rested.  No  evidence  was  offered  on  behalf  of  the  accused.  The  com¬ 
mittee  thereupon  adjourned  till  Monday  evening,  May  6,  1901,  at  8 
o’clock  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  case  and  preparing  a  report 
thereon. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  evidence  presented  the  committee  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  ballot  on  specifications  1  and  3,  with  the  result  that  a  verdict 
of  guilty  as  charged  in  said  specifications  was  unanimously  reached. 
i  Thereupon  the  committee  proceeded  to  consider  what  penalty  should  be 
recommended  to  the  lodge.  After  due  deliberation  the  committee  form¬ 
ulated  the  following  report: 

I  Tecumseh,  Mich.,  May  8,  1901. 

To  Tecumseh  Lodge,  No.  14,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Michigan: 

I  The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  charges  and 
specifications  preferred  by  Brothers  E.  A.  Hodges  and  Wm.  Askin 
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against  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins  respectfully  report  that  they  have  per¬ 
formed  the  duty  assigned  them  and  find  on  specification  1  that  Brother- 
O.  E.  Hawkins  is  guilty  as  charged;  also  that  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins 
is  guilty  as  charged  in  specification  3  of  the  charge. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  Brother  Hawkins  be  expelled  from 
this  lodge. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  0.  E.  Hawkins  be,  and  is  hereby,  expelled 
from  this  lodge  and  from  all  privileges  and  benefits  of  Odd  Fellowship 
for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow. 

The  minutes  of  the  committee,  evidence  taken  and  the  papers  per¬ 
taining  to  the  trial  are  herewith  presented.

Trial  Committee. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Tecumseh  Lodge,  held  on  the  evening  of 
June  4,  1901,  all  the  evidence  taken  by  the  aforesaid  committee,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  finding  and  recommendation  thereof,  was  read,  at  the 
conclusion  of  which  a  ballot  was  had  on  said  report  and  recommenda¬ 
tion.  Twenty  members  were  present,  of  which  eighteen  voted  in  favor 
of  sustaining  the  report  and  two  against  sustaining  it.  Thereupon 
the  Noble  Grand  in  due  form  declared  Brother  O.  E.  Hawkins  expelled 
from  the  lodge  and  from  all  rights  and  benefits  pertaining  thereto. 

Hawkins  thereupon  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  from 
the  judgment  of  said  lodge  in  expelling  him  therefrom.  The  case 
was  heard  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  at  a  regular  session  thereof 
held  in  October,  1901,  the  appeal  of  said  Hawkins  was  dismissed  and 
the  judgment  of  expulsion  rendered  against  him  by  said  Tecumseh 
Lodge  was  affirmed. 

From  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  by  its  per¬ 
mission,  the  said  Hawkins  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
as  the  reason  for  and  ground  of  his  appeal  says: 

First — That  there  is  no  law  of  Tecumseh  Lodge,  or  of  the  Order, 
which  provides  for  the  penalty  of  expulsion  as  a  punishment  for  the 
offense  charged  in  specifications  1  and  3  above,  under  which  he  was 
tried  and  convicted.  He  further  insists  that  the  extreme  penalty 
which  the  Lodge  could  impose  upon  him  upon  a  conviction  of  the 
offense  charged  is  that  of  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $5,  and  further  that 
the  judgment  of  conviction  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence,  and  that 
the  conviction  of  the  appellant  was  secured  by  unfair  and  undue  advan¬ 
tage  in  this:  The  testimony  against  him  was  taken  and  received  by 
the  trial  committee  in  his  absence. 

Your  committee  has  given  to  this  case  careful  consideration.  We 
are  unable  to  agree  with  Brother  Hawkins  in  his  contention;  the 
record  of  this  case  clearly  shows  that  he  was  afforded  every  opportunity 
to  be  present  at  each  and  all  of  the  meetings  held  by  the  trial  com¬ 
mittee;  that  he  was  defended  by  able  counsel,  and  that  for  some  reason 
unknown  to  us  he  saw  fit  to  rest  his  case  without  presenting  any  evi¬ 
dence  whatever  to  the  committee.  His  contention  that  the  punishment 
inflicted  is  not  supported  by  law  is  founded  upon  the  claim  that  Section 
3  of  Article  XI  of  the  By-laws  of  said  Tecumseh  Lodge  is  the  law 
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which  measures  and  fixes  the  penalty  to  be  inflicted,  upon  the  con¬ 
viction  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him.  Said  section  3  reads  as 
follows: 

“  Any  member  who  shall  in  the  lodge  make  use  of  any  profane  or 
indecent  language,  or  refuse  to  obey  the  commands  of  the  N.  G.  when 
called  to  order,  or  use  disrespectful  expressions  towards  any  of  the 
officers  or  members  of  the  lodge,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  for  each 
offense  not  exceeding  five  dollars.” 

The  lodge  contends  that  the  penalty  to  be  inflicted  in  a  case  of 
this  kind  is  one  of  the  three  provided  for  in  Section  4  of  Article  XI 
of  the  By-laws  of  said  lodge.  Said  section  4  reads  as  follows: 

“  Any  member  who  shall  be  guilty  of  improper  conduct,  in  or  out 
of  the  lodge,  or  -hall  knowingly  bring  charges  against  a  brother  which 
he  is  unable  to  prove,  or  designedly  propose  unworthy  characters  for 
membership,  shall  subject  himself  to  fine,  suspension  or  expulsion, 
according  to  the  enormity  of  the  offense.” 

With  this  contention  of  Brother  Hawkins  we  are  unable  to  agree. 
Said  section  3,  above  quoted,  provides  a  punishment  for  conduct  un¬ 
becoming  an  Odd  Fellow  committed  in  the  lodge-room  during  a  session 
of  the  lodge.  Section  4,  above  quoted,  provides  the  punishment  for 
misconduct  of  a  brother  outside  of  the  lodgeroom  or  in  the  lodge- 
room.  The  offense  charged  against  Brother  Hawkins  was  committed, 
it  is  true,  in  the  lodge-room,  but  not  during  a  session  of  the  lodge. 
It  was  committed  after  the  close  of  the  lodge,  and  hence  section  4, 
above  quoted,  is  the  one  which  fixes  the  penalty  to  be  inflicted  in  his 
case  upon  a  conviction. 

The  evidence  presented  by  the  record  in  this  case  clearly  estab¬ 
lishes  the  guilt  of  the  accused  brother,  and  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  judgment  of  expulsion  rendered  against  the  appellant 
by  his  lodge  and  the  affirmance  thereof  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michi¬ 
gan  are  warranted  by  both  the  law  and  the  evidence,  and  should  not 
be  disturbed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  the  said 
Orrin  E.  Hawkins  be  dismissed  and  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Michigan  affirming  the  finding  and  Tidgment  of  Tecumseh  Lodge, 
No.  14,  be  sustained.

Potter,  Gaunt,  and  Buckley,  of  Kentucky,  pre¬ 
sented  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pe¬ 
titions  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Grand  Representatives  from  Kentucky  desire  to  present  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statements: 

In  the  year  1902  Brother  William  Phillips,  a  member  in  good  standing 
in  Mechanics’  Lodge,  of  Zanesville,  Ohio,  was  temporarily  in  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  Noah’s  Dove  Lodge,  No.  20,  of  Newport,  Kentucky,  and  re¬ 
ported  sick.  Noah’s  Dove  Lodge  looked  after  him,  and  from  time  to 
time  paid  him  the  benefits  allowed  by  his  lodge  and  drew  on  Mechanics’ 
Lodge  for  the  amount  so  paid.  Mechanics’  Lodge  soon  grew  tired  of 
paying  sick  benefits  to  this  brother,  and  complained  to  Noah’s  Dove 
Lodge.  After  considerable  correspondence  between  the  two  lodges,  on 
April  26,  1902,  Mechanics’  Lodge  wrote  a  very  ugly  and  unkind  letter  to 
Noah’s  Dove  Lodge,  charging  that  certain  of  Brother  Phillip’s  relatives 
at  Newport,  Kentucky,  and  certain  members  of  Noah’s  Dove  Lodge  had 
made  systematic  efforts  to  wring  from  Mechanics’  Lodge  money  for 
their  own  benefit.  (See  copy  of  letter  attached  hereto  marked  “  A.”) 

Noah’s  Dove  Lodge  was,  of  course,  very  much  offended  at  this  lan¬ 
guage.  Two  Grand  Masters  of  Kentucky  have  made  efforts  to  get  a  set¬ 
tlement  of  this  matter,  but  have  failed.  The  question  was  by  the  last 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  referred  to  us  to  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  this  reason  we  file 
this  statement,  and  ask  that  it  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee  for 
such  action  as  will  in  every  way  be  proper  and  just.  All  of  which  is 
respectfully  submitted.

Whereas,  The  Rebekah  Code,  section  18,  provides  as  follows:  “To 
pay  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  lodge  as  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  by  vote  determine  for  any  of  the  declared  purposes  of  this 
degree,  as  set  forth  in  subdivisions  first,  second,  and  third,  under  the 
head  of  objects  and  purposes;  ”  and 

Whereas,  The  object  and  purposes  of  the  Rebekah  Code  are  declared 
to  be  “  to  care  for  the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,”  and  in 
every  way  to  assist  their  own  members;  and 
Whereas,  It  has  been  adjudicated  that  under  our  code  for  Rebekah 
lodges  such  lodges  could  not  legally  pay  benefits  to  its  members  when 
such  members  are  sick  or  disabled;  and 
Whereas,  Many  Rebekah  lodges  in  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  now  do¬ 
nating  a  stipulated  amount  to  its  members  when  such  members  are 
sick  and  disabled,  such  donation  being  a  mere  subterfuge  to  circumvent 
our  laws  on  the  subject;  and 

Whereas,  The  privilege  to  pay  benefits  in  some  States  would  tend 
materially  to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Rebekah  branch  and  its 
beneficent  influences,  especially  in  states  where  close  competition  with 
kindred  organizations  is  a  vital  issue  to  the  existence  of  Rebekah 
lodges;  and 

Whereas,  The  Sovereign  Body  has  granted  to  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  the  power  to  grant  to  the  encampments  under  their  control  the 
right  to  be  either  beneficial  or  non-beneficial,  as  such  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  may  by  their  laws  provide  (Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal, 
1896,  page  15,073);  and 

Whereas,  The  Rebekah  branch  of  our  Order  should  have  and  receive 
the  same  privileges  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  our  Encampment 
branch,  in  so  far  as  the  same  pertains  to  the  payment  of  benefits;  there¬ 
fore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  section  18  of  the  Rebekah  Code  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  18.  To  pay  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  lodge  as  a  majority 
of  the  members  shall  by  vote  determine  for  weekly  benefits,  funeral  ben¬ 
efits  or  for  any  of  the  other  declared  purposes  of  this  degree,  as  set 
forth  in  subdivisions  first,  second,  and  third,  under  the  head  of  ob- 
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jects  and  purposes,  provided  that  before  any  subordinate  Rebekah  lodge 
in  any  Jurisdiction  shall  pay  benefits  it  shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  such  Jurisdiction,  or  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  should 
the  same  possess  the  power  and  control  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  in  such 
Jurisdiction. 

Provided  further,  that  when  benefits  are  paid  by  Rebekah  lodges  in 
any  Jurisdiction  sums  so  paid  as  such  benefits  shall  in  no  case  be  less 
than  one  dollar  for  each  week  during  the  period  of  such  sickness  or  dis¬ 
ability.

lodge  a  Past  Grand’s  certificate  upon  application  of  such  subordinate 
body  duly  made,  wherein  it  is  set  forth  the  name  of  member,  period  of 
service,  position  occupied,  and  action  taken  by  such  body,  and  duly 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer,  attested  by  secretary  or  scribe,  with  the 
seal  of  such  lodge  or  encampment;  provided,  however,  that  any  mem¬ 
ber  receiving  such  certificate  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and 
privileges  as  if  he  or  she  had  obtained  them  by  service  in  subordinate 
positions,  but  said  Past  Grand  shall  not  be  at  any  time  considered  as 
a  junior  Past  Grand  or  sitting  Past  Grand.

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  most  respectfuly  petitions  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  to  enact  such  a  change  in  the  funeral  ceremony  for

Grand  Representatives — Grand  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  several  State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall,  as  near  as 
may,  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated  annually 
by  rotation;  and  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise 
during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  of  any 
State,  District  or  Territory,  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  by  the  constitution  of  such  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  that  part  of  the  said  section  after  the 
word  “rotation,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to-wit: 

“  Provided,  however,  that  State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
entitled  to  two  Grand  Representatives  may  provide  by  general  law  for 
5  the  election  of  one  of  such  Grand  Representatives,  to  serve  for  one  year, 
his  successor  to  be  elected  annually  by  such  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
|  Encampment.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise

Resolved ,  That  this  Grand  Encampment,  through  its  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  request  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  appoint  a  committee, 
with  power  to  act,  to  make  arrangements  for  bonds  with  some  good, 
solvent  bond  company  to  bond  all  officers  of  the  different  branches  of 

our  Order  at  not  to  exceed - per  $100  per  annum,  and  with  the  right 

to  substitute  the  name  of  an  officer  elected  to  fill  any  vacancy  (no 
matter  how  caused)  for  the  name  already  in  the  bond,  with  all  its 
legal  effect,  when  application  is  made  by  the  Noble  Grand  or  other  pre¬ 
siding  officer  under  seal  of  the  lodge,  and  to  be  without  additional  cost 
to  the  lodge;  the  contract  with  said  company  to  be  for  not  more  than 
three  years.

Not 
less  than  five  members  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  be  competent  to  transact  business,  and  the  opinion  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  the 
judgment  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  or  questions  involved. 

In  case  the  requisite  number  of  Past  Grand  Sires  is  not  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  any  regular  session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  constitute 
a  quorum  of  such  Court  of  Appeals,  then  and  in  that  case  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  elect  by  ballot  or  otherwise  select,  as  it  shall  direct, 
from  the  Past  Grand  Representatives  in  attendance  at  such  session,  such 
number  as  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute,  with  the  Past  Grand  Sires 
in  attendance,  a  quorum  of  such  Court  of  Appeals.

Officers  and  Representatives : — In  concluding  my  services  as  your  pre¬ 
siding  officer  and  terminating  the  official  relations  which  for  the  past 
two  years  I  have  sustained  to  you  and  the  Order,  you  will  indulge  an 
expression  of  sentiment  and  appreciation  for  the  privilege  that  has 
come  to  me  from  the  fraternal  association  and  experience.  With  a 
sense  of  the  labor  and  responsibility  of  the  official  service  upon  which 
I  was  entering  and  with  the  firm  resolve  to  consecrate  myself  as  far 
as  necessary  to  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Order  this  has  been  kept 
in  view  throughout  my  term  and  the  labor  of  love  has  been  performed 
imperfectly  but  with  sincere  interest  and  fidelity.  Words  would  fail 
me  to  convey  the  sense  of  obligation  I  feel  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  consideration  shown  me  by  all  the  members  of  this  Body  and  also 
by  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  Order  generally  and  everywhere. 
From  all,  I  have  received  encouragement  and  fraternal  love  and  this 
||  has  lightened  and  made  pleasant  the  discharge  of  duty  and  responsi¬ 
bility.  My  acknowledgments  are  made  with  a  grateful  heart  and  the 
recollection  of  official  and  personal  association  with  you  and  with  all, 
shall  never  be  forgotten  but  shall  constitute  a  bright  and  delightful 
chapter  in  my  life  work  and  experience.  We  have  been  blessed  with 
two  years  of  harmony  and  unequalled  progress  and  prosperity,  the 
result  of  devotion  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  membership. 
Besides  the  carrying  out  of  the  great  mission  of  fraternal  and  benevo¬ 
lent  work  along  all  lines,  during  this  comparatively  short  period  a  net 
gain  of  two  hundred  thousand  members,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
brothers,  and  fifty  thousand  sisters  has  been  made,  and  the  Order  is 
stronger  and  better  prepared  for  its  great  and  good  work  and  is  stron¬ 
ger  in  the  love  of  its  membership  and  the  respect  of  the  world,  than 
ever  before.  Upon  such  a  condition  all  are  to  be  congratulated.  In 
its  future  and  onward  career  who  can  set  bound  or  limit?  In  addition 
to  work  and  influence  on  this  continent  many  civilized  countries  of 
the  world  have  already  the  benefit  of  the  institution.  Within  the  last 
two  years  the  standard  of  the  Order  has  been  erected  in  the  city  of 
Manila,  Philippine  Islands,  and  a  charter  has  also  been  issued  for  the 
institution  of  the  Order  in  the  city  of  Johannesburg,  South  Africa,  and 
thus  it  accompanies  civilization  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  May  we  not 
rejoice  and  be  glad  that  the  present  membership  of  1,436,000  have  all 
the  power  and  influence  for  good  which  come  from  perfect  harmony, 
cooperation  and  unity?  The  world  will  continue  to  be  made  better  and 
millions  of  lives  and  homes  made  brighter  and  happier  for  the  existence 
of  this  Order,  and  the  principles  of  fraternity,  benevolence,  and  hu¬ 
manity,  which  it  inculcates.

The  acting  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  acting  Grand  Marshal,  by 
order,  examined  the  Grand  Representatives  and  declared  them  duly 
qualified. 

Rev.  P.  A.  Simpkin,  Grand  Secretary  of  Utah,  Grand  Chaplain 
pro  tempore ,  offered  prayer. 
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The  acting  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  acting  Grand 
Sire,  declared  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

The  Grand  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  meeting,  when  Rep.  Buckley,  of  Kentucky,  moved  that  the 
reading  of  the  Journal  be  dispensed  with,  and  that  the  minutes  be 
approved  as  printed,  which  was  agreed  to. 


Rep.  Rinehart,  of  Florida,  presented  the  following  amendments 
to  the  constitution,  which  were  laid  on  the  table : 

Resolved ,  That  Section  1,  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution, 
which  reads  as  follows : 


“ARTICLE  IV. 


“  Section  1. — Duties  of  Grand  Sire.  The  Grand  Sire  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  preserve  order  and 
enforce  the  laws  thereof.  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote  whenever 
the  lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than  upon  a  ballot  for  officers, 
but  shall  not  vote  upon  any  other  occasion.  He  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees  not  required  to  be  raised  by  ballot,  and  appoint  all  District 
Deputy  Grand  Sires.  During  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge  he  shall 
have  a  general  superintendence  of  the  interests  of  the  Order.  He  may 
hear  and  decide  such  appeals  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  sev¬ 
eral  State  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  or  by  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  He  may  hear  and  decide  such  questions,  other  than 
questions  arising  out  of  the  constitutions  of  the  several  State,  Dis¬ 
trict  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  or  Grand  Encampments,  as  may  be 
submitted  to  him  by  the  several  State  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  En¬ 
campments,  or  by  the  Grand  Masters  or  Grand  Patriarchs  thereof,  or 
by  the  Grand  Representatives,  or  by  the  subordinate  lodges  or  en¬ 
campments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  And  his  decision  upon  all  appeals  and  questions  so  submitted 
to  him  shall  be  binding  upon  the  bodies  or  persons  submitting  the 
same  until  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  is  empowered  to  re¬ 
ceive  petitions  and  grant  warrants  for  the  opening  of  new  lodges  and 
encampments,  Grand  or  subordinate,  in  places  where  Grand  Bodies 
established  by  this  Grand  Lodge  may  not  exist;  and  all  warrants  so 
granted  by  him  shall  be  of  force  until  recalled  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 
At  every  communication  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  he  shall  make 
a  report  in  writing  of  all  his  official  acts  and  decisions  during  the 
recess.”

Article  IV  Section  1 — Duties  of  Grand  Sire.  The  Grand  Sire  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  preserve  order 
and  enforce  the  laws  thereof.  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote  when¬ 
ever  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than 
upon  a  ballot  for  officers,  but  shall  not  vote  upon  any  other  occasion. 
He  shall  appoint  all  committees  not  required  to  be  raised  by  ballot,  and 
appoint  all  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires.  During  the  recess  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  he  shall  have  a  general  superintendence  of  the 
interests  of  the  Order.  He  may  hear  and  decide  such  questions  as 
may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  several  State  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand 
Encampments,  or  by  the  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments  under  im¬ 
mediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  may  hear  and 
decide  such  questions  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  several  State 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  or  by  the  Grand  Masters  or 
Grand  Patriarchs  thereof,  or  by  the  Grand  Representatives,  or  by  the 
subordinate  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  And  his  decision  upon  all  appeals  and 
questions  so  submitted  to  him  shall  be  binding  upon  the  bodies  or  per¬ 
sons  submitting  the  same  until  reversed  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
He  is  empowered  to  receive  petitions  and  grant  warrants  for  the  opening 
of  new  lodges  and  encampments,  Grand  or  subordinate,  in  places  where 
Grand  Bodies  established  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  not  exist; 
and  all  warrants  so  granted  by  him  shall  be  of  force  until  recalled  by 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  At  every  communication  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  he  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  of  all  his  official  acts 
and  decisions  during  the  recess. 

Signed  by  Grand  Representatives  of  three  Grand  Bodies. 

Resolved,  That  section  1  of  article  IX,  which  reads  as  follows ; 

“  Article  IX,  Section  1 — Grand  Representatives.  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several  State,  District,  and  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated 
annually  by  rotation.  And  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or

Mason,  of  Indian  Territory,  moved  the  following,  for  which 
he  asked  immediate  consideration,  which  was  granted. 

Resolved ,  That  J.  A.  Craig,  Assistant  Grand  Guardian,  of  Maritime 
?  Provinces,  who  remained  from  the  session  of  this  Body  to  follow  the 
precepts  of  our  Order  in  caring  for  Grand  Representative  Lawrence, 
now  deceased,  of  Massachusetts,  be  accorded  the  honor  of  his  position 
>  and  that  he  be  allowed  his  per  diem  same  as  if  he  had  been  present. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

Rep.  Watson,  of  Florida,  moved  the  following,  for  which  he  asked 
■  immediate  consideration,  which  was  granted : 

Resolved,  That  the  mileage  and  per  diem  of  Grand  Chaplain  J.  W. 
Venable  be  allowed  him  as  though  he  were  present  at  this  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  he  being  unable  to  attend  by  reason  of 
the  infirmities  of  age. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

NTo.  74.  M.  A.  Raney,  General  Commanding,  moved  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Mili-

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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  FellowsM 

The  undersigned,  Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  last  annual 
session,  pursuant  to  report  and  resolution  presented  by  the  Committee 
on  International  Relations  (1903  Journal,  pages  403,  408,  429),  submits 
report  as  follows: 

The  year  that  has  passed  has  been  all  too  short  and  not  sufficient, 
for  the  digesting  of  the  “  entire  history  ”  of  foreign  relations,  as 
directed,  and  that  work  is  incomplete,  which  fact  is  made  the  subject  of 
special  recommendation  below. 

That  which  relates  directly  to  the  subject  of  charters  to  foreign 
Jurisdictions,  as  bearing  upon  and  resulting  in  adoption  by  the  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body  of  a  uniform  charter  for  those  Sovereignties,  and  the  later 
history  concerning  that  charter,  your  committee  presents  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement  or  generalization: 

Exhaustive  report  (1900  Journal,  pages  925,  941)  upon  the  subject 
of  foreign  charters,  and  recommending  the  revised  and  uniform  char- 1 
ter,  was  made  by  a  special  committee,  of  which  our  Grand  Sire-elect 
was  chairman  and  our  present  Grand  Sire,  our  Deputy  Grand  Sire- 
elect,  Brother  Grassmann,  for  some  years  chairman  of  Foreign  Rela- ) 
tions,  and  Brother  Waldo  were  members.  The  temptation  is  strong 
to  reproduce  in  this  report  the  major  part  of  that  report  as  presented 
by  that  committee.  Present  purposes,  however,  may  be  fully  served; 
by  stating  the  substance  of  parts  thereof. 

In  1846  (Journal,  pages  932,  933)  the  first  foreign  Sovereignty  was 
created  by  charter  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  Amer¬ 
ica,  which  gave  to  that  Body  “  power  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd 
Fellowship  within  British  North  America,  independent  of  this  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge,  except  ” : 

1.  Signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures,  charges  or  any  other  part  or 
portion  of  written  or  unwritten  work  of  the  Order  as  known  and  prac¬ 
ticed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should  not 
be  at  any  time  in  any  wise  altered  or  repudiated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  North  America. 

2.  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  reserved  the  right  to  give  the  annual! 
traveling  password,  both  Jurisdictions  to  use  the  same  traveling  pass¬ 
word. 

3.  Membership  qualifications  within  the  foreign  Jurisdiction  to  be 
identical  with  those  established  for  subordinate  lodges  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

In  1868  (Journal,  page  4,295)  the  next  foreign  sovereignty  was  cre¬ 
ated  by  charter  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  “  with  power  i 
in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship  within  the  said  province, 
except  in  the  following  respects,  to  wit”:  (The  exceptions  being  the 
same  and  in  the  same  language  as  the  reservations  in  the  charter  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America,  adding,  however,  in  the 
second  reservation  the  right  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  prescribe 
the  form  of  card.) 

The  third  of  these  reservations  was  relaxed  and  modified  in  1871 
(Journal,  page  5,274)  by  amendment  to  article  XVI  of  the  constitution 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  permitting  Jurisdictions  outside  of 
North  America  to  fix  their  own  age  qualifications  for  membership. 
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In  1872  (Journal,  pages  5,475  5,477,  5,521,  5,522)  sovereignty  was 
given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  by  a  charter  making 
it  “  independent  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  all  respects  except¬ 
ing  as  follows”:  (The  exceptions  being  the  same  and  in  the  same 
language  as  the  first  two  reservations,  but  omitting  the  third  or  mem¬ 
bership  qualification  reservation  in  the  charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia,  with  provision  added  empowering  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
German  Empire  to  establish  and  grant  charters  to  subordinate  and 
Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments  within  the  German  Empire,  and 
within  such  other  Germanic  European  countries  as  might  apply  there¬ 
for.) 

In  1884  (Journal,  pages  9,521,  9,522)  charter  was  issued  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Kingdom  of  Denmark,  authorizing  and  empowering  it  “  to 
hear  and  determine  all  and  singular  matters  and  things  relating  to 
the  Order  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  according 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
I.  0.  0.  F.,  provided  always  that  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Denmark  pays  due  respect  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
I.  0.  O.  F.,  and  the  ordinances  thereof.”  This  charter  contained  no 
specified  reservations  such  as  were  set  forth  in  the  other  charters 
above  enumerated.  Similar  charter  was  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  in  February  of  1900  (Journal,  pages 
524,  886,  914). 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  practically  disbanded  in 
1853,  and  in  1854  surrendered  its  independent  charter,  whereupon  its 
lodges  and  encampments  reverted  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  (Journal  1853  and  1854,  pages  1989,  1990,  1999,  2111,  2139, 
2177,  2210,  2211). 

Complications  arose  in  the  sovereignty  of  Australia  of  such  gravity 
that  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1877  (Journal,  pages  7368,  7452, 
7453)  deemed  it  important  to  empower  Grand  Sire  Stokes  to  proceed  to 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  to  effect  an  adjustment,  it  being  provided 
in  event  of  his  inability  to  do  so  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Harmon  was 
authorized  and  empowered  to  act  in  his  stead. 

Brother  Stokes,  being  unable  to  go,  Brother  Harmon  made  the  visit 
to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  his  report  thereof  (1878  Journal,  pages 
7680,  7690)  showing  a  great  labor  well  performed.  Brother  Harmon 
found  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  chartered  in  1868,  “  with 
power  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship  within  said  province  ” 
of  Australia  (except  the  reservations  above  mentioned),  had  assumed 
in  February  of  the  following  year  to  create  New  Zealand  (not  within 
the  province  of  Australia)  a  sovereignty  by  a  charter  granted  by  it 
identical  in  terms  and  provisions  with  its  charter  from  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  under  which  the  New  Zealand  Grand  Lodge  claimed  to  be 
independent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  to  the  same  degree  that 
the  latter  was  independent  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This  claim 
was  not  conceded  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  and  New  Zealand, 
refusing  to  yield  her  claim,  it  devolved  upon  Brother  Harmon  to  accom¬ 
modate  their  differences,  which  he  accomplished  by  inducing  each  Grand 
Lodge  to  surrender  the  charter  it  held  and  accept  a  charter  instead  from 
the  new  sovereignty  then  created  by  the  name  of  the  “  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia,  I.  O.  O.  F.,”  with  jurisdiction  over  Australia,  New 
Zealand  and  Tasmania,  and  a  charter  therefor  from  The  Sovereign 
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Grand  Lodge.  New  Zealand  stipulated,  however,  as  condition  prece¬ 
dent  thereto,  that  the  power  should  be  somewhere  reserved  to  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  thereafter  “  detach  New  Zealand  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  if  experience  proved  it 
wise,”  and  this  was  conceded  by  Australia  in  agreement  to  insert  in  the 
constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  then  to  be  created,  a 
provision  to  that  effect,  and  Brother  Harmon  says  in  his  report  (1878 
journal,  page  7683)  :  “  All  in  Australia  said  that  without  such  agree¬ 

ment  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  future  separation  should  New 
Zealand  desire  it.” 

The  following  paragraphs  from  Brother  Harmon’s  report  are  copied 
at  length  here  because  of  their  pertinency  and  application  to  present 
conditions  and  questions,  evidencing  his  prescience  and  foresight  in 
apprehending  complications  that  he  saw  were  sure  to  arise: 

“  This  brings  me  to  a  point  where  I  desire  to  present  a  thought  or 
two  in  connection  with  our  foreign  Jurisdictions.  In  what  respects  are 
they  sovereign?  In  what  are  they  more  sovereign  than  our  own  State 
Grand  Lodges,  save  in  the  power  to  grant  charters  to  new  Grand 
Bodies?  In  the  charters  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire 

and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  we  reserve  the  power  to  give 

the  work  written  and  unwritten,  the  traveling  password  and  the  card. 
The  questions  suggested  involve  the  extent  of  these  reservations,  and 

I  think  the  reservations  will  in  the  future  be  found  to  cover  a  large 

number  of  practical  questions  which  will  arise  in  these  foreign  coun¬ 
tries;  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  hold  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  has  the  exclusive  power  to  continue  these  reserva-  . 
tions.  Otherwise  there  might  be  a  half  dozen  conflicting  decisions  by 
different  foreign  Sovereign  Grand  Bodies. 

“  Your  commissioner,  therefore,  respectfully  advised  the  Grand  Sire 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  and  also  the  Grand  Lodge  itself, 
that  if  a  question  arose  which  might  involve  these  reservations  it 
would  be  wise  at  once  to  seek  a  decision  by  the  Grand  Sire  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  as  that  decision  would  be  reviewed 
by  that  Body  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  without  appeal,  and 
its  action  be  final.” 

The  charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  pursuant  to  Brother 
Harmon’s  arrangement  (1878  Journal,  pages  7572,  7573),  gave  to  it 
“distinct  sovereignty,”  and  “independent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  in  all  respects,  excepting  as  follows,”  the  exceptions 
being: 

1.  Signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures,  charges,  written  and  unwrit¬ 
ten  work  not  to  be  modified  or  altered  by  them. 

2.  Right  reserved  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  give  annual  trav-  t 
eling  passwords,  both  Jurisdictions  to  use  the  same,  and  to  furnish  all  I 
books  of  lectures  and  charges  and  cards  or  certificates. 

3.  Membership  qualification  to  be  as  prescribed  in  article  XVI  of  the 
constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

And  it  was  added  specifically  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  | 
should  have  the  power  to  grant  charters  in  its  jurisdiction  to  subor-  , 
dinate  and  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  to  sustain  the  same  rela- 
tion  to  it  as  under  our  system,  and  that  it  should  pay  due  respect  to 
this  Body  and  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter. 
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Complaints  came  in  due  course  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  Empire,  in  the  main  arising  from  the  objections  there  to  the  re¬ 
vised  ritual  of  1880,  though  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  had  expressly 
reserved  in  the  charter  to  that  Grand  Lodge,  the  right  to  determine  the 
written  and  unwritten  work  of  the  Order.  These  complaints  were  made 
the  subject  of  reference  to  a  special  committee  comprising  Past  Grand 
Sires  Nicholson,  Sanders,  Stokes,  and  Garey,  whose  report  (quoted  in 

1  1884  Journal,  pages  9654,  9656)  recommended  that  foreign  Grand  Juris¬ 
dictions  be  conceded  “  almost  complete  independence  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,”  bound  only  to  the  “  preservation  and  maintenance  of 
the  three  great  essentials  as  the  common  inheritance  of  Odd  Fellows 
in  every  land  and  in  every  tongue 

First — The  preservation  and  the  operation  of  the  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship. 

Second — The  carrying  out  of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

Third — The  adherence  to  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order  as  it  ema¬ 
nates  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  latter  proposition  embodying  within  it,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
the  use  of  the  annual  traveling  password  and  explanation. 

Pursuant  to  the  recommendations  of  this  report,  the  Grand  Sire, 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
were  instructed  to  communicate  clearly  to  the  foreign  Grand  Jurisdic- 
!  tions  details  of  these  three  reserved  essentials,  to  the  end  that  there 
|  might  be  no  doubts  or  disputes  in  relation  to  the  matter  thereafter. 
Such  specification  of  details  was  framed  by  those  officers,  and  an  agree¬ 
ment  was  signed  by  the  officers  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  reciting  at  length  both  that 
report  and  that  specification  of  details  and  agreeing  on  behalf  of  both 
Grand  Bodies,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  not  in  anywise  to  alter 
or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords,  grips,  or  any  of  the 
unwritten  work  as  then  known  or  as  might  thereafter  be  prescribed 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  The  substance,  to  wit,  the  legends,  sentiments,  and  principles  con¬ 
tained  in  the  ritual  or  unwritten  work,  forever  to  remain  as  prescribed 
and  authorized  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  form  in  language 
and  matter,  however,  to  be  changed,  preserving  the  substance  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  so  as  to  conform  the  same  to  the 
language  and  genius  of  their  own  people. 

3.  The  right  forever  reserved  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  give 
annual  traveling  and  Rebekah  passwords,  both  Jurisdictions  to  use  the 
same. 

4.  All  the  details  in  the  specification  above  mentioned,  not  particu¬ 
larly  specified  in  these  reservations,  to  be  strictly  adhered  to  as  part 
of  the  same. 

Denmark  and  Switzerland  charters  (1892  Journal,  pages  12,815, 
12,817)  and  Sweden  (1897  Journal,  page  15,225)  were  granted  inde¬ 
pendent  charters  each,  in  its  reservations  and  conditions  following  the 
general  lines  of  the  agreement  of  1884  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
German  Empire. 
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The  foregoing  shows  the  status  of  foreign  charters  at  the  time  of 
the  above  mentioned  report  of  1900,  which  in  its  concluding  para¬ 
graphs  forcefully  discussed  the  imperative  need  of  uniformity  in  such 
charters  and  the  distinct  reservation  therein  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  supreme  power  in  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  world,  with 
exclusive  power  to  enter  new  countries  and  grant  charters  for  Grand 
Lodges;  no  subordinate  Grand  Lodge  to  have  the  right  to  excommuni¬ 
cate  or' to  proclaim  non-intercourse  with  any  other  subordinate  Grand 
Lodge  or  its  membership;  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  alone  to  promul¬ 
gate  all  passwords  and  those  passwords  to  be  written  and  spoken  in  the 
English  language  to  preserve  uniformity  of  spelling  and  sound;  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  be  the  final  arbiter  in  disputed  questions  be¬ 
tween  Grand  Lodges  or  Grand  Jurisdictions  or  where  vital  interests  of 
the  Order  are  involved,  and  alone  to  have  authority  to  enact,  amend  or 
alter  written  or  unwritten  work  and  to  require  and  compel  every 
Grand  Jurisdiction  to  make  the  “  Fatherhood  of  God  ”  the  basis  of  lodge 
membership.  Following  this  discussion  of  needs  the  report  in  question 
recommended  the  following  resolution  and  uniform  charter,  which  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  desiring  to  concede  to 
its  foreign  Jurisdictions  the  largest  measure  of  independence  consistent 
with  the  unity  of  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  world,  hereby  tenders 
to  each  of  said  Jurisdictions  a  new  and  revised  charter  of  the  tenor  and 
form  hereinafter  set  forth. 

This  charter  is  to  be  granted  and  shall  become  effectual  in  each  Juris¬ 
diction  upon  its  formal  acceptance  by  regular  and  lawful  action  of  such 
Jurisdiction,  in  accordance  with  existing  laws;  and  when  accepted 
and  issued  shall  supersede  all  existing  charters,  supplemental  charters 
and  grants  to  such  Jurisdiction,  and  all  agreements  and  stipulations 
affecting  the  same. 

FORM  OF  UNIFORM  CHARTER  FOR  FOREIGN  JURISDICTIONS. 

INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS. 

SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

CHARTER  FOR  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  -  | 

To  all  whom  it  may  concern: 

KNOW  YE  THAT  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  OF  THE 
INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS,  by  virtue  with  the 
authority  vested  in  it.  doth  hereby  create  into  distinct  sovereignty  and 
independence  in  Odd  Fellowship  the 

GRAND  LODGE  OF  - 

With  full  power  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship,  as  herein¬ 
after  more  fully  set  forth,  within  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  herein¬ 
after  prescribed  and  allotted. 

The  powers  and  obligations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  hereby  chartered 
shall  be  and  remain  as  herein  prescribed,  and  not  otherwise: 

First — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  the  source  of  all  true  and  legit¬ 
imate  Odd  Fellowship  and  the  supreme  power  in  the  Order  throughout 
the  globe,  except  in  so  far  as  it  has  released  or  granted  powers  to  Grand 
Lodges  by  charter  or  otherwise. 
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It  has  original  jurisdiction  and  ultimate  power  to  enforce  and  con¬ 
strue  this  charter;  and  has  appelate  jurisdiction,  and  is  the  final  ar¬ 
biter  in  all  questions  and  controversies  between  Grand  Lodges  char¬ 
tered  by  it. 

Second — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  reserves  to  itself  and  shall 
alone  have  the  power  to  introduce  Odd  Fellowship  into  new  countries 
by  the  institution  of  Grand  or  subordinate  lodges  therein,  except  so 
far  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  delegate  or  grant  such  power  to  others. 

Third — It  is  now  and  shall  always  remain  the  fundamental  creed  of 
the  Order  that  we  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Pre¬ 
server  of  the  universe. 

• 

Fourth — The  Order  is,  and  shall  forever  continue  to  be,  bound  to 
charitable  and  beneficent  works,  in  visiting  the  sick,  relieving  the  dis¬ 
tressed,  burying  the  dead  and  educating  the  orphan,  and  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  all  those  reciprocal  duties  and  benevolences  which  spring 
from  our  recognition  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood 
of  Man,  and  from  the  inculcation  and  practice  of  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth. 

The  manner,  charter,  and  extent  of  monied  relief  to  be  extended  is 
to  be  determined  and  regulated  by  each  Jurisdiction. 

Fifth — No  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  the  right  to  excommunicate  any 
other  Grand  Lodge  or  the  lodges  subordinate  to  it,  nor  to  proclaim  or 
enforce  non-intercourse  between  such  Grand  Lodge  or  its  subordinates, 
and  another  Grand  Lodge,  its  members  or  subordinates,  except  by  the 
consent  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  upon  good  cause  shown  to 
exist  therefor. 

Sixth — Among  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Order  there 
shall  at  all  times  and  under  all  conditions  and  circumstances  be  in¬ 
cluded  the  following  qualifications;  namely,  that  the  applicant  shall  be 
a  free  white  male  of  good  moral  character,  a  believer  in  a  Supreme 
Being,  the  creator  and  preserver  of  the  universe. 

Seventh — The  Grand  Lodge  chartered  hereby  shall  not  at  any  time 
in  anywise  alter,  or  repudiate,  or  permit  to  be  altered  or  repudiated 
within  its  jurisdiction,  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords  or  grips, 
or  any  part  of  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order  as  now  known  and 
practiced,  and  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Eighth — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  reserves  unto  itself  the  right 
to  prescribe  and  give  to  the  Grand  Lodge  hereby  chartered,  and  the- 
said  Grand  Lodge  is  obligated  to  receive  the  Annual  Traveling  Pass¬ 
word  and  Explanation,  and  the  Annual  Password  of  the  Rebekah  De¬ 
gree,  which  passwords  and  none  other  are  to  be  used  within  said  Juris¬ 
diction  for  their  respective  purposes,  and  shall  be  used  and  spoken  in 
the  English  language. 

Ninth. — Cards  of  visitation  and  final  cards  prescribed  and  issued  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  respected  and  received,  and  visita¬ 
tion  thereon,  and  deposit  thereof  shall  be  permitted  as  now  practiced 
and  prescribed. 

Tenth. — The  Grand  Lodge  hereby  chartered  shall  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  instrument;  otherwise  this  charter  shall  be  of  no  further 
force  or  effect. 
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Eleventh. — In  respect  to  all  matters  not  herein  specifically  provided 
and  reserved,  the  Grand  Lodge  hereby  chartered  and  created  shall  he 
independent;  and  within  the  lknits  of  its  jurisdiction .  shall  he  the 
Sovereign  and  Supreme  head  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.

It  is  significant  and  pertinent  to  the  objections  to  the  uniform  charter 
so  adopted  that,  at  the  same  session  (1900  Journal,  pages  969,  972), 
Brother  Wright,  as  chairman  of  another  special  committee,  made  re¬ 
port  upon  the  Australasian  controversy,  which  controversy  points  the 
query  whether  further  reservation  in  the  uniform  charter  would  be 
unjust.  In  that  case  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  subordi¬ 
nate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  had  taken  action,  which 
Brother  Wright’s  report  shows  to  have  been  legal  and  valid,  dis-  t| 
missing  its  Grand  Secretary  from  office,  and  this  action,  without  any  | 
appeal  therefrom,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  reviewed  ex  parte, 
adopting  resolution  condemning  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  South  Wales.  Brother  Wright  in  his  said  report  made  no  sugges¬ 
tion  of  interference  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  but  instead  that  subordinate  Grand 
Lodge  was  advised  to  unconditionally  resume  and  perform  all  its  rights 
and  duties  with  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia. 


Upon  the  promulgation  of  the  action  of  1900  adopting  the  uniform  j 
charter,  the  Grand  Sire  of  Sweden  (1901  Journal,  page  86)  wrote  in 
commendation  and  approval,  expressing  appreciation  of  the  advan-  r 
tages  thereof,  as  giving  full  liberty  to  independent  Grand  Lodges  in  | 
matters  of  less  importance,  while  clearly  pointing  out  their  rights  and 
obligations  in  matters  of  greater  import;  and  stated  that  his  Grand 
Lodge  thankfully  accepted  the  proposed  new  charter  if  it  should  be 
explained  and  amended  in  certain  respects,  to-wit:  Specifying  the 
Kingdom  of  Sweden  as  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Swedish  Grand  Lodge; 
making  the  fifth  provision  clearly  specify  the  Grand  Lodges  chartered 
by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  the  ones  intended  to  be  referred  to 
therein,  and  accompanying  the  “  free  white  male  ”  membership  qualifi¬ 
cation  with  a  provision  including  the  right  to  establish  Rebekah 
lodges. 

From  the  Netherlands  objection  was  made  to  the  third  provision  of 
the  uniform  charter,  with  request  that  the  words  “  Supreme  Being  ” 
be  changed  to Supreme  Power,”  and  that  the  words  “  Creator  and  Pre¬ 
server  of  the  Universe”  be  stricken  out  (1901  Journal,  pages  87,  88). 


Brother  Wright,  for  the  special  Committee  on  Charters  for  Foreign 
Jurisdictions,  reported  on  these  objections  (1901  Journal,  pages  405, 
406),  recommending  that  the  request  from  the  Netherlands  be  not 
granted,  and  that  the  fifth  provision  in  the  uniform  charter  be  con¬ 
strued  as  not  applying  to  a  foreign  Grand  Lodge  excommunicating  or 
declaring  non-intercourse  with  its  own  subordinates,  but  only  to  the 
subordinates  and  members  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  this  report  was 
adopted. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  specifies  objection  to  but  one  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  uniform  charter,  to-wit:  To  the  second  clause  or  para¬ 
graph  of  the  first  provision  and  to  the  fifth  provision,  that  they  may 
be  construed  as  subjecting  it  to  the  possibility  of  appeal  by  Grand  or 
subordinate  lodges  chartered  by  it,  from  its  determinations,  to  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  These  provisions  in  their  original  text  are 
not  reasonably  to  be  so  construed.  Yet  if  they  were  open  to  such  con¬ 
struction,  the  interpretation  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  1901,  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  would  settle  the  matter 
of  interpretation  in  that  respect. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  criticising  all  of  the  eleven 
distinctive  features  of  the  uniform  charter,  except  the  seventh,  eighth 
and  ninth,  conceded  as  practically  embodied  in  their  charter,  present 
no  substantial  reasons  for  real  objection  to  any  of  those  provisions. 

Perusal  of  their  journals  and  of  the  correspondence  had,  with  trans¬ 
lations  carefully  made  and  as  carefully  compared,  give  conviction  to 
the  undersigned  that  they  have  not  misunderstood  the  uniform  char¬ 
ter  or  the  letters  written  to  them,  and  that  their  writings  have  not 
been  misunderstood  here.  Their  attitude,  of  objection  or  criticism,  and 
of  refusal  hitherto  to  accept  that  charter,  is  doubtless  attributable  to 
misunderstanding  by  them,  a  misunderstanding  which  seems  not  to  be 
that  of  incorrect  conception  because  of  faulty  or  defective  transla¬ 
tions,  but  rather  a  misunderstanding  of  conditions  and  misapprehen¬ 
sion  of  motives  with  us  and  of  the  causes  that  led  to  our  adoption  of  a 
uniform  charter.  They  seem  to  be  persuaded  to  the  opinion  that  it  was 
attributable  to  Brother  Block  and  inspired  by  him  with  purpose  an¬ 
tagonistic  to  them.  When  they  are  brought  to  realize  that  he  had  noth¬ 
ing  whatsoever  to  do  with  the  framing  of  that  charter,  that  its  inception 
was  born  of  our  own  experience  and  that  the  logic  of  events  and  the 
lessons  of  that  experience  would  have  brought  its  enactment  about  if 
that  brother  had  never  been  known  to  them  or  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  we  may  indulge  the  hope  that  their  attitude  of  criticism  will 
yield  to  sentiments  of  approval  thereof  and  consent  thereto. 

The  resolution  creating  the  undersigned,  your  committee  of  one,  con¬ 
templated  the  collating  and  digesting  of  the  history  of  foreign  rela¬ 
tions,  the  making  certain  as  to  accuracy  of  translations,  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  reasons  presented  for  refusal  of  the  charter  and  the  submis¬ 
sion  of  results  for  the  consideration  of  your  Committee  on  International 
Relations  at  this  session.  Those  results  are  given  above.  Argument 
and  recommendations  thereon  are  more  properly  the  province  of  that 
committee  and  are  left  to  it. 

The  work  done,  however,  and  the  knowledge  gained  thereby  have 
impressed  the  undersigned  with  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a 
compilation  not  so  meager  as  a  mere  index,  nor  yet  so  elaborate  as 
an  exhaustive  digest,  which  shall  embody  in  one  document  the  succes¬ 
sive  steps  in  the  establishment,  growth,  development  and  progress  of 
each  foreign  jurisdiction,  the  conditions  therein  and  the  changes  from 
time  to  time,  with  references  to  Journal,  pages,  etc.,  so  that  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  its  future  committees  may  have  therein  the 
information  needed  for  a  full  and  correct  understanding  of  facts  re¬ 
quisite  to  be  known  for  the  forming  of  correct  conclusions,  but  which 
now  are  lost  to  sight  and  present  knowledge  in  the  mess  of  matter  con¬ 
tained  in  your  session  Journals  from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time. 
The  material  for  such  a  compilation  is  in  part  in  hand  by  reason  of 
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the  digesting  of  your  records  on  the  subject  in  performing  the  duty 
assigned  during  the  past  year,  hut  the  proper  completion  thereof  in 
tangible  form  leaves  much  yet  to  be  done.  The  undersigned  therefore 
suggests  for  your  consideration  that  the  special  committee  of  one  be 
continued  for  that  purpose. 

This  report  should  not  be  closed  without  acknowledgment  of  the 
valuable  services  rendered  by  Brother  Dr.  Charles  Weil,  of  Buffalo, 
New  York,  in  the  matter  of  translations;  of  the  help  given  by  Brother 
Frand  Mankiewicz,  editor  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  paper  “  Der  Fuhrer,”  along 
the  same  line;  of  the  courtesy  of  Brother  Otto  Schaettle,  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  in  correspond¬ 
ence  from  Germany,  and  later  by  personal  interview  at  the  office  of 
the  undersigned,  in  explanation  and  discussion  of  the  matters  involved, 
and  of  the  kindness  of  Grand  Sire  Goodwin  and  Grand  Secretary  Grant 
in  encouragement  and  facilities  freely  given  for  the  work  which  to  the 
writer  has  been  as  interesting  as  it  certainly  has  been  exacting  and 
laborious.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  International  Relations  report  as  follows  upon 
those  portions  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  which  were  referred  to  this  committee: 

The  correspondence  with  the  several  foreign  Jurisdictions  shows 
general  progress,  harmony  and  good  feeling,  giving  cause  for  gratifica¬ 
tion  and  confident  expectation  of  substantial  growth  and  development. 

One  subject  seems  to  call  for  separate  and  special  mention,  and  that 
is  the  indicated  desire  of  New  Zealand  for  sovereignty.  The  report 
of  this  committee  last  year  suggested  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Zealand  must  seek  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  before 
any  recourse  is  made  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand 
Sire  of  Australasia  also  in  his  letters  expresses  himself  feelingly, 
though  fraternally  withal,  upon  the  suggested  action  of  New  Zealand 
without  notice  to  the  Australasian  Grand  Body.  Both  this  committee 
of  last  year  and  the  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  in  thus  giving  expres¬ 
sion  to  the  opinion  that  Australasian  consent  is  requisite,  must  have 
overlooked  the  compact  between  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  when 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  was  chartered  twenty-six  years  ago, 
reported  by  Commissioner,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Harmon  (1878  Journal, 
page  7,683)  renewing  the  power  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  there¬ 
after  “  detach  New  Zealand  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia  if  experience  proved  it  wise.” 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  The  Grand  Lodge  regards  with  satisfaction  the  fa¬ 
vorable  conditions  generally  reported  in  foreign  Jurisdictions,  and  ap¬ 
proves  the  acts  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  Secretary  in  respect 
thereto,  as  shown  by  their  reported  correspondence. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  hereby  is,  instructed  to 
.!  answer  the  inquiry  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  New  Zealand  (found 
on  page  57  of  Grand  Secretary’s  report)  to  the  effect  that  this  Sovereign 
;  Grand  Lodge  has  power  to  act  upon  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
;]j  Zealand  directly  submitted  to  this  Body,  but  hopes  that  the  request  if 
made  will  have  Australasian  consent  first  sought,  to  the  end  that  its 
!  consent  may  freely  be  given  if  severance  is  seriously  desired.

Your  Committee  on  International  Relations  submit  report  as  fol¬ 
lows  upon  the  subject  of  the  Uniform  Charter  for  Foreign  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  and  the  report  of  your  special  committee  of  one  in  relation  thereto, 
which  was  referred  to  this  committee: 


The  fruition  of  time,  the  experience  which  the  passing  years  have 
given,  the  examination  and  research  had,  and  the  careful  consideration 
which  the  subject  has  received,  all  combined  to  demonstrate  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  the  action  in  1900  in  adopting  a  uniform  charter,  and  as  well 
the  excellence  of  the  form  then  reported  by  Brother  Wright’s  com¬ 
mittee  and  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Upon  full  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  history  of  foreign  relations,  and  giving  due  weight  to  all 
that  has  been  communicated  from  foreign  Jurisdictions,  your  commit¬ 
tee  are  of  the  opinion  that  any  change  of  provisions,  form  or  text  in  that 
document  would  be  unwise.  It  represents  the  settled  opinion  and  judg¬ 
ment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  light  of  the  needs  and  the 
experience  of  the  Order.  Quoting  somewhat  from  the  report  of  this 
committee  at  last  annual  session,  the  hope  is  indulged  that  “  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  with  its  great  strength  of  mem¬ 
bers  and  long  and  successful  experience  and  record,  concerning  that 
which  it  seriously  deems  vital  and  absolutely  essential  to  the  unifica¬ 
tion  of  the  entire  Order  everywhere,”  may  now  win  approval  of  this 
charter  by  all  “  those  to  whom  this  Sovereign  Body  has  been  ever  kind 
and  to  whom  it  has  given  all  that  they  have  of  the  Order,  and  from 
whom  nothing  has  been  or  is  asked  for  the  privileges  bestowed.” 


“  Uniformity  of  charter  to  all  other  sovereignties  is  a  necessity.” 


Your  committee  thus  report,  recognizing  the  importance  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  and  that  present  action  is  to  settle  the  matter  on  your  part.  This 
being  so,  it  rests  with  the  foreign  Jurisdictions,  each  of  itself,  by  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  charter,  to  do  its  part  towards  the  needed  I.  O.  O.  F. 
unification. 


Your  committee  approve  the  suggestion  that  the  special  committee 
of  one  be  continued. 

The  following  resolutions  are  recommended  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  here  makes  record  of 
its  settled  judgment  and  opinion  that  the  uniform  charter  adopted  in 
1900  is  an  imperative  need  of  the  Order  for  that  proper  unification 
which  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Order,  and  fraternally  re- 
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quests  each  foreign  Jurisdiction  to  accede  to  the  judgment  and  wish  of 
this  Body  and  to  accept  that  charter. 

Resolved ,  That  the  special  committee  of  one  be  continued  for  the 
purposes  stated  in  his  report.

follows: 

Question:  An  insane  brother,  supported  at  public  expense,  dies 
while  an  inmate  of  a  hospital  for  the  insane.  Are  his  heirs  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member  the  accumulated 
and  unexpended  weekly  benefits  that  deceased  would  have  received  had 
he  recovered  from  the  disability? 

Beg  to  report  that  we  shave  carefully  considered  the  subject  matter 
of  this  question.  The  word  “  heirs  ”  is  comprehensive,  and  in  this  case 
should  be  construed  according  to  the  rules  of  the  law  of  the  land. 
Under  the  laws  of  our  Order  “  weekly  benefits  ”  due  an  insane  brother 
while  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane  should  be  held  for  his  use  or  ex¬ 
pended  solely  for  his  benefit;  but  any  such  accrued  benefits  should, 
at  the  death  of  the  brother,  be  paid  to  his  widow,  orphans  or  dependent 
relatives,  according  to  the  fact.  If  there  be  none  such,  then  any  such  \ 
unexpended  benefits  revert  to  the  general  funds  of  the  brother’s  lodge.  |

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Marcus  Frederick  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  in 
approving  the  action  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  of  Nevada,  in  expelling 
him  from  the  Order  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 


FACTS  IN  THE  CASE. 

On  the  evening  of  July  11,  1901,  at  an  installation  of  officers,  Marcus 
Frederick  made  objection  to  the  installation  of  the  Noble  Grand-elect  ? 
on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  eligible.  His  objection  was  over-  , 
ruled  by  the  installing  officer.  Brother  Frederick  continued  to  object 
and  refused  to  sit  down,  though  repeatedly  ordered  to  do  so,  until  he 
had  finished  making  his  objections. 

It  appears  that  at  another  installation  of  an  appointed  officer  one 
week  later  he  again  made  objection,  was  overruled;  persisted  in  his 
objection;  was  ordered  to  sit  down,  which  he  refused  to  do  until  he 
had  completed  setting  forth  his  objections. 

These  two  occurrences  seem  to  have  created  a  great  deal  of  feeling 
and  some  disturbance,  and  as  a  result  on  August  1,  1901,  Otto  Hartung,  j 
P.  G.,  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  preferred  charges  against  Marcus  Fred-  | 
erick  as  follows: 

I,  Otto  Hartung,  a  member  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  of  Nevada,  hereby 
charges  Brother  Marcus  Frederick,  a  member  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14, 
with  having  been  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  as 
more  fully  appears  by  the  following  specifications: 

Specification  first— On  the  evening  of  July  11,  1901,  at  a  regular  meet-  | 
ing  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  in  their  hall,  while  the  District  Deputy  | 
Grand  Master,  Brother  E.  L.  Drappo,  was  acting  as  installing  officer. 
Brother  Marcus  Frederick  objected  to  the  installation  of  Brother  C.  R. 
Custer  as  Noble  Grand  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14. 

The  D.  D.  G.  M.  listened  to  his  objections,  made  a  ruling  that  Brother 
Custer  was  eligible  to  be  installed  and  attempted  to  proceed  with  the 
installation,  but  was  interrupted  by  Brother  Marcus  Frederick,  who 
insisted  on  talking,  and  did  continue  to  talk  until  he  saw  fit  to  sit 
down,  notwithstanding  he  was  commanded  to  do  so  one  or  more  times 
by  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  both  by  word  of  mouth  and  the  use  of  the  gavel, 
Brother  Marcus  Frederick  thereby  hindering  the  business  of  installa¬ 
tion  and  acting  in  contempt  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 
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Specification  second— That  on  the  evening  of  July  10th,  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  was  asked  to  install 
Brother  J.  V.  Peers  as  Warden  of  the  lodge.  He  attempted  to  do  so, 
when  Brother  Marcus  Frederick  objected  to  the  installation.  The 
'D.  D.  G.  M.  listened  to  the  objection  and  ruled  that  the  installation 
'was  proper,  and  attempted  to  proceed  with  said  installation,  when 
Brother  Marcus  Frederick  insisted  on  talking,  refusing  to  obey  the 
command  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  stop  talking  and  sit  down,  said  com¬ 
mand  being  made  two  or  more  times  by  word  of  mouth  or  by  the  use 
of  the  gavel,  and  the  said  Brother  Marcus  Frederick  did  keep  his  feet 
and  talk  until  he  saw  fit  to  sit  down,  thereby  hindering  the  work  ol 
installation  and  acting  in  contempt  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.,  Brother  E.  L. 
Dirappo. 

Specification  third — That  the  said  Marcus  Frederick  by  filing  friv¬ 
olous  papers  in  the  lodge,  making  threats  of  very  grave  proceedings 
to  be  taken  by  him  against  the  lodge,  and  thereby  consuming  the  time 
of  the  meetings  that  should  be  devoted  to  the  regular  business  of 
the  lodge,  is  keeping  members  from  attending  the  meetings  and  caus¬ 
ing  other  members  to  declare  that  they  will  not  attend  the  meetings 
if  not  stopped,  is  detrimented  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  lodge  meet¬ 
ings  are  held  and  is  calculated  to  destroy  the  harmony  and  good  feel¬ 
ing  which  now  prevails  in  the  lodge.  Yours  in  F.  L.  and  T., 

OTTO  HARTUNG,  P.  G. 

Reno,  Nev.,  Aug.  1,  1901. 

The  trial  committee  found  Brother  Marcus  Frederick  guilty  on  all 
three  specifications  and  reported  accordingly  to  the  lodge,  which,  after 
considering  the  report,  expelled  him  from  the  Order. 

Brother  Frederick  appealed  from  the  action  of  the  lodge  to  the  Grand 
Master  of  Nevada,  who  sustained  the  appeal,  and  ordered  Reno  Lodge 
No.  14,  to  reinstate  him  to  full  membership.  The  lodge  appealed 
from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  over¬ 
ruled  the  Grand  Master  and  sustained  the  action  of  Reno  Lodge,  No. 
14,  in  expelling  Brother  Frederick. 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  of  1902  request  was 
made  that  Brother  Marcus  Frederick  be  granted  permission  to  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  on  which  request  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Nevada  failed  to  act. 

It  also  appears  from  the  record  that  the  objection  of  Brother  Fred¬ 
erick  to  the  installation  of  Brother  Carter  as  Noble  Grand  of  Reno 
Lodge,  No.  14,  was  afterward  sustained  by  the  Grand  Master,  who 
•ordered  a  new  election. 

At  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1902,  Brother  Fred¬ 
erick  presented  a  petition  setting  forth  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  ask¬ 
ing  this  Sovereign  Body  to  order  his  reinstatement  to  membership.  The 
petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  which  made  the 
following  recommendations: 

Resolved,  first.  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  in 
refusing  to  grant  permission  to  Brother  Frederick  the  right  of  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  against  its  action  in  his  case  was  not 
in  accord  with  the  true  spirit  of  fraternity;  second,  that  said  Grand 
Lodge  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  require  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  to 
reinstate  Brother  Marcus  Frederick  to  membership  in  said  lodge. 
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The  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Petitions  was 
adopted. 

At  the  1903  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nevada  petitioned  for  a  rehearing  in  the  Marcus  Frederick  case, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions.  This  committee 
reported  recommending  that  the  petition  be  denied.  Upon  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  report  it  was,  on  motion  of  Representative  Sedgwick,  of 
Nevada,  amended  to  the  effect  that  the  petition  be  granted,  which 
amendment  was  adopted,  and  in  addition  thereto  Representative  Spoon¬ 
er,  of  New  York,  offered  the  following  motion,  which  was  adopted,  viz.: 
That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  be  required  to  send  up  to  the  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  all  of  the  papers  in  the  Marcus  Frederick  case; 
that  a  copy  of  all  the  papers  in  the  case  he  served  upon  Marcus  Fred¬ 
erick,  and  further,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  be  required  to  give 
Brother  Frederick  sixty  days’  notice  of  every  step  taken  in  the  matter, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

In  accordance  with  this  last  action,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada  sent 
up  all  the  papers  in  the  case,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Appeals,  and  in  consequence  of  which  this  report  is  made: 

OPINION  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  committee  have  read  carefully  the  110  pages  of  written  matter 
contained  in  the  papers  of  this  case  and  have  given  all  the  facts  careful 
consideration. 

Your  committee  believe  this  case  from  the  facts  to  be  one  in  which 
both  sides  are  to  blame,  and  in  several  instances,  if  the  papers  are 
correct,  the  law  of  the  Order  has  not  been  followed. 

The  expulsion  of  a  brother  upon  such  specifications  as  are  contained 
in  the  charges  preferred  against  Brother  Marcus  Frederick  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  a  harsh  and  severe  sentence.  At  the  best 
the  sentence  should  never  have  been  greater  than  fine  or  suspension. 

Inasmuch  as  the  sentence  of  expulsion  was  inflicted  more  than  three 
years  ago,  your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  matter  of  the  expulsion  of  Marcus  Frederick 
from  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  Nevada,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nevada  in  sustaining  the  same,  this  Sovereign  Body  reaffirm  its 
action  of  1902,  ordering  the  said  Marcus  Frederick  restored  to  member¬ 
ship  by  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  Nevada,  and  all  objections  to  such  action 
be,  and  are  hereby,  dismissed.

Majority  Report  162.  By  Rep.  Semmes,  of  Alabama,  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary:. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

A  majority  of  your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
Decision  No.  34  of  the  Grand  Sire,  report  as  follows: 

Question:  Our  law  requires  that  a  member  shall  notify  some  lodge 
of  his  sickness,  and  if  he  shall  neglect  to  do  so  he  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  benefits.  A  member  receives  his  benefits  up  to  the  time  he  leaves 
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for  parts  unknown  and  later  presented  a  claim  for  benefits  during 
the  time  of  his  absence.  This  lodge  searched  in  vain  for  information 
of  his  whereabouts. 

Did  the  member  forfeit  his  right  to  benefits  without  notice  to  either 
lodge? 

(Decision:  The  provision  requiring  a  member  absent  from  his  lodge 
to  notify  another  lodge  where  he  is  of  his  sickness  is  a  reasonable 
}  regulation,  and  if  a  member  does  not  comply  with  it,  if  there  was  a 
lodge  near  enough  to  him  to  be  reasonably  accessible  to  notice,  and 
if  his  physical  or  mental  condition  was  not  such  as  to  render  him 
incapable  of  giving  the  notice,  then  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  benefits. 
If  the  local  law  required  the  brother  to  give  notice  of  his  sickness  to 
some  lodge  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  place  to  which  he  moved,  as 
assumed  by  the  Grand  Sire,  the  Grand  Sire’s  decision  is  correct.  If 
the  local  law  required  the  brother  to  give  notice  of  his  sickness  to  his 
own  or  some  other  lodge,  and  made  no  provision  for  any  other  or 
further  notice  to  be  given,  he  would  be  entitled  to  benefits,  provided 
he  could  satisfy  his  lodge  that  he  was  sick  to  the  extent  of  entitling 
him  to  benefits,  and  the  sickness  was  a  continuation  of  the  sickness 
for  which  his  lodge  paid  him  benefits  before  he  left  the  neighborhood 
of  his  lodge. 

The  local  law,  as  sent  out  in  the  question,  is  so  indefinite  that  it  can 
not  be  directly  answered  either  yes  or  no.

Provided,  that  the  word  manufacturer  herein  shall  not  be  applicable 
to  one  who  raises  grapes,  manufactures  wine  therefrom,  and  sells  the 
same  at  wholesale  only.

Eep.  Blake,  of  New  Jersey,  in  an  appropriate  manner,  addressed 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  closing  his  address  with  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  beautiful  gavel  to  Bro.  Wright,  which  he  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Eepresentatives  of  Pennsylvania.  The  address 
was  as  follows : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives :  I  find  myself  in  something 
of  a  dilemma  and  hardly  know  how  to  put  the  play  of  Hamlet  on  the 
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stage  without  someone  to  take  the  part  of  Hamlet;  the  Hamlet  for  this 
occasion  being  our  absent  Grand  Sire. 

On  Wednesday  following  Decoration  Day,  it  was  my  privilege  to  go 
to  Gettysburg  and  there  I  visited  the  National  Cemetery.  Being  a  Grand 
Army  man,  my  mind  reverted  to  the  41  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the 
events  of  Gettysburg  in  1863.  1  thought  of  the  progress  this  country 

has  made  since  then,  and  of  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellowship  during 
the  same  period.  I  also  thought  of  the  beautiful  and  patriotic  senti¬ 
ments  expressed  by  Reps.  Montague,  Semmes  and  others  at  the  memor¬ 
ial  service  on  the  death  of  McKinley,  of  the  great  state  of  California 
where  we  are  now  meeting  over  3000  miles  from  Gettysburg,  of  the  great 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  the  home  of  our  beloved  Grand  Sire,  and  the 
thought  came  to  me  that  a  gavel  from  Gettysburg  presented  to  our 
Grand  Sire  at  this  time  and  place  would  not  be  inappropriate.  I  there¬ 
fore  ordered  one  before  leaving  Gettysburg,  the  head  to  be  made  from  a 
red  cedar  grown  at  Devil’s  Den  and  the  handle  from  an  oak  grown  on 
Big  Round  Top.  In  due  time  it  came  and  I  had  two  silver  plates  placed 
on  the  head,  one  inscribed  “  Robert  E.  Wright,  Grand  Sire  I.  O.  O.  F., 
California,  September,  1904,”  and  the  other  “  From  the  Grand  Reps,  of 
New  Jersey.”  Grand  Sire,  in  turning  this  over  to  the  Reps,  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  to  be  conveyed  to  our  Grand  Sire,  I  desire  to  say  that  I 
believe  Gettysburg  to  be  a  lasting  monument  of  the  valor  and  patriotism 
of  our  comrades  who  met  on  that  field,  both  the  Gray  and  the*Blue. 

I  also  believe  that  we,  as  one  of  the  largest  and  grandest  representative 
bodies  in  the  world,  exemplify  the  spirit  of  charity  and  toleration  more 
than  any  other,  and  that  we  are  stronger  than  ever  bound  together  in 
Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  Now  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Reps,  of  New 
Jersey,  I  present  this  gavel  to  be  conveyed  to  our  most  esteemed  Grand 
Sire,  Robert  E.  Wright.

Conway,  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  was  introduced  by  Past 
Grand  Sire  Cable,  who  was  in  the  chair,  and  in  the  absence  of 
Grand  Sire  Wright,  the  gavel  was  handed  to  Brother  Conway,  who 
stated  briefly  as  follows : 


I  want  to  thank  the  Grand  Representatives  present  for  the  confidence 
reposed  in  me  in  electing  me  to  the  high  and  distinguished  office  of 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Sire  it  becomes  my 
duty,  as  presiding  officer,  to  officiate  at  the  closing.  Our  time  is  limited 
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to  minutes,  as  the  excursion  for  Palo  .  Alto  will  leave  promptly  at  2 
o’clock,  therefore  there  is  no  time  for  remarks  further  than  to  say  that 
I  appreciate  the  honor  conferred  upon  me,  and  will  endeavor  in  future 
to  so  conduct  myself  as  to  meet,  if  possible,  the  sanguine  expectations  of 
my  friends.  We  have  received  a  telegram  from  Brother  Wright  an¬ 
nouncing  his  selection  of  appointive  officers,  which  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  you,  and  I  will  also  appoint  the  members  of  the  Sub-Com¬ 
mittee  on  Finance,  and  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies. 

The  following  obituary  notices  were  presented: 


Reps.  Baker,  Shaw,  Wever,  and  Foster,  of  California,  submitted 
the  following :  . 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
Morris  March  Estee,  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  eminent  jurists 
of  California,  died  on  October  18,  1903,  at  Honolulu,  where  he  was 
serving  as  judge  of  one  of  the  Federal  Courts. 

Brother  Estee  was  born  in  Freehold,  Warren  County,  Pennsylvania, 
in  November,  1834,  but  his  parents  moved  when  he  was  but  a  child  i 
to  Concord,  in  the  same  State,  where  his  early  life  was  spent  as  a 
farmer  boy.  He  attended  the  public  school  for  a  while,  then  went  to 
Waterford  Academy;  leaving  that  institution  in  1853,  he  came  to  Cali¬ 
fornia,  arriving  here  in  his  nineteenth  year,  and  commenced  mining 
at  Cold  Springs,  El  Dorado  County.  From  there  he  moved  to  Volcano,  i 
Amador  County,  and  for  a.  time  continued  mining,  but,  young  and  } 
ambitious,  he  soon  took  up  the  study  of  law,  and  in  1855  he  entered 
the  office  of  Judge  F.  M.  Paulding,  a  fellow  Pennsylvanian,  and  there 
laid  the  foundation  of  his  future.  In  the  year  1856  he  united  with 
Volcano  Lodge,  No.  25,  and  from  that  time  was  always  an  enthusiastic  i 
Odd  Fellow.  In  1857  he  removed  to  Sacramento  and  entered  the  law  1 
offices  of  Clark  and  Gass,  and  in  1859  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  ! 
Supreme  Court.  In  1863  he  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  from  Sacramento 
County  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  his  long  and  honorable  political 
career.  Brother  Estee  always  manifested  a  broad  and  statesmanlike 
interest  in  all  questions  affecting  the  State  or  Nation  and  contributed  j 
liberally  of  his  time  and  money  to  promulgate  the  doctrines  of  the 
political  party  with  which  he  was  affiliated.  At  all  times  he  occupied 
a  prominent  place  before  the  public.  As  a  member  of  the  Pan-American 
Congress  he  did  good  work  and  left  the  impression  of  his  worth  on 
that  body.  Notwithstanding  his  interest  in  public  and  fraternal  affairs, 
he  found  time  to  prepare  and  publish  three  volumes  of  a  work  on 
pleading,  practice,  and  forms,  which  has  become  a  standard  authority,  ; 
and  has  been  of  general  use  in  all  States  where  there  is  a  Code  prac-  i 
tice. 

Brother  Estee  was  also  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
F.  &  A.  M.  of  California  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  affairs  of 
that  Order,  of  which  he  was  an  esteemed  member  for  many  years. 

A  consistent  and  faithful  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  his  legal  ability  j 
was  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  Order,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  profited  by  his  membership. 
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His  remains  were  brought  from  his  Island  home,  and  he  was  buried 
with  the  honors  of  the  Order  amid  a  large  assemblage  of  friends  and 
fcrothers,  who  gathered  to  pay  the  last  sad  duty  which  the  living  can 
render  the  dead.  A  faithful  brother  has  departed  and  the  Order  in 
California  sincerely  mourn  his  loss. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Another  of  the  bright  and 
shining  lights  in  the  temple  of  California  Odd  Fellowship  has  been 
:  extinguished  and  we  sincerely  mourn  our  loss.  Charles  Nelson  Fox, 
j  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representa- 
!  five,  died  at  his  home  in  Oakland,  Alameda  County,  May  1,  1904. 

Brother  Fox  was  born  in  Wayne  County,  Michigan,  March  9,  1829. 
Immediately  after  reaching  his  majority  he  was  initiated  into  Wash- 
j  tenaw  Lodge,  No.  9,  of  Michigan,  and  the  next  evening  after  his  initia¬ 
tion  was  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  and  from  that  time  until  he  left 
for  California  was  never  out  of  office  in  his  lodge.  He  left  for  Cali¬ 
fornia  in  July,  1857,  and  on  arriving  here,  owing  to  his  remoteness 
from  any  lodge,  was  for  some  time  not  an  active  member  of  any  lodge, 
but  he  finally  united  with  California  Lodge,  No.  1,  withdrawing  from 
that  lodge  to  become  a  charter  member  of  Bay  View  Lodge,  No.  109,  at 
Redwood  City,  and  on  the  institution  of  that  lodge  became  its  first 
J  Noble  Grand,  and  since  that  time  he  was  never  out  of  office  in  the  Order 
until  a  few  weeks  before  his  death. 


Entering  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  in  1863,  he  was  elected  Grand 
Warden  in  May,  1865,  and  Grand  Master  in  1867.  He  was  taken  from 
the  floor  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  elected  Grand  Patriarch  in 
1868  and  presided  over  both  bodies  in  the  same  week.  In  1869  he  was 
elected  Grand  Representative. 

• 

Brother  Fox  was  honored  by  an  appointment  to  Associate  Justice  of 
j  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  which  position  he  filled  with  rare 
ability.  As  a  jurist  and  a  citizen  he  was  honored  by  his  fellow  men. 


His  work  and  labors  in  connection  with  the  Odd  Fellow’s  Home  of 
California  are  a  part  of  its  history,  and  time  will  but  add  to  his  honor 
in  this  regard.  He  was  the  first  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
gave  five  years  of  unselfish,  earnest  work  to  its  interests. 


He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Veteran  Odd  Fellows’  Association 
of  California,  in  1877,  and  was  one  of  its  Presidents,  serving  in  1878. 
As  an  Odd  Fellow  the  many  duties  confided  to  him  were  always  frater¬ 
nally  and  conscientiously  performed.  His  was  a  life  truly  inspiring  to 
every  Odd  FelloAV  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  so  true,  so  sympa¬ 
thizing. 

“  The  light  that  comes  from  the  life  of  Brother  Charles  N.  Fox  will 
remain  to  brighten  the  pathway  of  the  Order  in  California  until  time 
shall  be  no  more.” 


Grand  Slire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Again  we  are  called  on  to 
announce  that  another  has  fallen  at  the  post  of  duty  and  Lewis  Leander 
Alexander,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  departed 
this  life  at  Fair  Play,  El  Dorado  County,  on  May  27,  1904. 
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Brother  Alexander  was  born  in  Winchester,  N.  H.,  October  2,  1828, 
and  21  years  later  he  was  initiated  in  Hampden  Lodge,  No.  27,  of 
Springfield,  Mass.  He  came  to  California  soon  after,  arriving  here 
July  15,  1850,  and  at  once  he  became  an  earnest  worker  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  and  when  Sonora  Lodge,  No.  10,  of  Sonora,  Cal.,  was  instituted, 
became  a  charter  member.  Later  he  assisted  in  organizing  Bald  Moun¬ 
tain  Encampment,  No.  4,  in  the  same  place  and  filled  all  the  chairs  in 
that  encampment  as  well  as  in  his  lodge. 

On  his  way  to  California,  via  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  he  was  de¬ 
tained  there  for  nearly  three  months,  and  during  that  time  assisted  in 
organizing  the  Odd  Fellows’  Association,  which  did  much  good  in  car¬ 
ing  for  the  sick  and  burying  the  dead,  among  the  many  there  waiting 
for  transportation  to  California,  and  the  work  of  this  committee  was 
of  great  value  as  there  was  a  very  large  amount  of  sickness  and  dis¬ 
tress  among  the  waiting  thousands.  A  miner  by  profession,  he  was 
actively  employed  in  his  business,  yet  he  always  found  time  to  devote 
to  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Order  and  was  ever  working  to  broaden 
its  field.  In  1883  he  began  to  urge  upon  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
the  advantage  of  admitting  members  at  the  age  of  18,  and  always  re¬ 
mained  an  enthusiastic  advocate  of  that  measure. 

In  1883  he  was  one  of  a  committee  to  organize  a  “Home  for  aged 
and  indigent  Odd  Fellows,”  and  made  a  favorable  report  thereon,  but 
action  was  postponed  until  some  years  later,  when  he  witnessed  the 
culmination  of  his  desires  by  being  present  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Thermalito,  Butte  County,  and  later  at  the 
Orphans’  Home  at  Gilroy. 

In  1880,  while  superintending  the  Father  DeSmet  mine,  in  the  Black 
Hills,  Dakota,  he  was  commissioned  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  institute 
Black  Hills  Encampment,  and  also  assisted  at  the  institution  of  several  i 
subordinate  lodges  in  that  Territory. 

He  was  an  earnest  speaker  and  was  in  demand  at  anniversaries  of 
the  Order  and  lodges,  and  commanded  the  highest  respect  and  esteem  ! 
of  all  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact. 

He  passed  away  among  his  loved  mountains  where  he  had  so  long 
lived  and  held  sweet  communion  with  nature  and  with  nature’s  God, 
and  was  followed  to  his  final  resting  place  by  a  large  circle  of  mourn¬ 
ing  friends.

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
Warren  Heaton  died  on  May  17,  1904,  and  his  funeral  services  were 
being  held  at  his  home  in  Oakland,  Alameda  County,  at  the  time  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California  was  being  called  to  order  on  Monday,  May  19. 

Brother  Heaton  was  born  in  Burton,  Geauga  County,  Ohio,  in  1824, 
and  was  at  an  early  age  initiated  into  Geauga  Lodge,  No.  171.  The 
gold  excitement  in  California  soon  impelled  him  to  seek  a  home  here 
on  the  Pacific  slope  and  he,  on  his  arrival  here,  located  at  Forest  City, 
Sierra  County,  and  when,  in  1854,  a  lodge  was  instituted  there  he  became 
one  of  its  charter  members,  remaining  a  member  thereof  until  1859, 
when  he  went  to  Virginia  City,  Nevada,  uniting  with  Mount  Davidson 
Lodge,  No.  3.  Returning  from  there  he  settled  in  Sacramento,  uniting 
with  El  Dorado  Lodge,  No.  8,  from  which  lodge  he  withdrew  and 
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became  one  of  the  charter  members  of  Enterprise  Lodge,  No.  293,  of 
Oakland,  and  of  which  lodge  he  was  a  member  on  the  date  of  his  death. 

He  represented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  at  the  session  of 
September,  1859,  serving  but  one  year.  He  was  an  earnest,  faithful 
Odd  Fellow,  and  ever  laboring  in  the  fields  of  our  Order.  An  unosten¬ 
tatious  worker,  his  example  of  fidelity  has  inspired  many  a  young  man 
to  emulate  his  virtues,  and  surely  “  his  works  do  follow  him.” 

Eep.  Stier,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives . — The  sad  duty  of  reporting 
the  death  of  Past  Grand  Representative  Mark  David  Brainard,  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  Odd  Fellow,  an  upright  citizen,  an  able  lawyer,  a  true  friend, 
and  a  courteous  gentleman,  devolves  upon  me  at  this  time. 

Brother  Brainard  was  born  at  Elmira,  New  York,  on  the  25th  day 
of  November,  1844.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  while  yet  a 
boy,  he  enlisted  in  the  army  and,  at  the  close  of  the  war  settled  in 
Montgomery,  Alabama.  In  1865  he  was  elected  clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  and  while  holding  that  office  studied  law.  In  1875  he  went  to 
Washington,  D.  C.,  to  accept  a  position  as  clerk  in  the  Patent  Office. 
In  1877  he  became  a  law  clerk  in  the  Interior  Department,  which  posi¬ 
tion  he  held  for  four  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  resigned  to 
embark  in  the  practice  of  law,  continuing  in  that  profession  until  his 
health  became  impaired,  a  period  of  about  twenty  years.  His  life  was 
an  exemplary  one  and  his  genial  disposition  won  for  him  a  host  of 
friends.  His  staunch  integrity  was  recognized  by  all  who  came  within 
the  circle  of  his  business  or  social  life. 

Brother  Brainard  was  a  true  Odd  Fellow.  He  held  membership  in 
every  department  of  the  Order  and  his  brethren  bear  testimony  to  his 
sterling  worth  and  his  faithful  performance  of  every  duty  assigned  him. 

He  was  elected  to  represent  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  entered  that  body  in 
September,  1882.  He  was  continued  in  the  office  of  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  for  ten  years,  filling  the  high  and  honorable  position  with  dis¬ 
tinction,  meriting  and  receiving,  at  all  times,  the  approbation  of  his 
constituency,  and  winning  for  himself  the  friendship  and  esteem  of 
the  entire  Body. 

He  was  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  his 
ability  as  a  lawyer  and  legislator  was  recognized  by  all.  The  Journals 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  speak  with  more  emphasis  than  I  can 
command  of  the  ability  he  displayed  as  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee. 

He  did  what  he  believed  to  be  his  duty  without  favor  or  partiality. 
What  he  construed  to  be  right,  he  used  all  the  powers  of  his  mind  and 
heart  to  establish.  How  well  he  performed  his  duty  is  a  part  of  the 
history  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  future  results  alone  will  disclose  the 
utility  and  worth  of  his  acts  and  work. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  serve  with  him  in  this  Body  and  personally 
to  enter  into  and  become  conversant  with  the  largeness  of  his  heart 
and  the  nobleness  of  his  Character.  The  Jurisdiction  which  he  repre¬ 
sented  shall  ever  miss  his  devotion  to  its  interests  and  the  various 
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bodies  in  which  he  held  membership,  his  wise  counsels.  The  members 
of  the  Order  in  the  District  of  Columbia  feel  his  loss  with  deep  sorrow, 
but  his  memory,  to  us  who  survive  him,  is  a  precious  relic,  and  his 
good  qualities  and  virtues  remain  with  us  as  a  memorable  legacy  that 
will  outlast  the  perishable  things  of  the  times  in  which  he  lived  and 
acted  a  part.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1904,  at 
Washington,  D.  C. 

He  has  finished  his  course,  served  his  day  and  generation  and  left  his 
impress  upon  the  Jurisdiction  he  honored  by  his  service.

Eep.  Church,  of  Iowa,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — John  Norwood  Clark,  at  that  1 
time  the  oldest  Odd  Fellow  in  the  United  States,  passed  away  at  his 
home  at  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  at  half  past  one  o’clock  P.  M.,  February  17, 
1904. 

The  stress  and  strain  of  the  infirmities  attendant  upon  old  age — 
rather  than  any  special  ailment — caused  his  death.  Although  he  had 
fallen  upon  an  ice-clad  walk  less  than  two  weeks  before,  it  is  believed 
that  the  weakened  condition  of  the  venerable  gentleman,  caused  his 
unsteadiness  and  the  consequent  fall,  rather  than  the  accident,  hasten¬ 
ing  his  dissolution,  for  no  signs  of  notable  injuries  followed  the  fall. 

It  was  in  Baltimore  on  January  30,  1837,  that  he  joined  the  Order, 
in  the  very  first  structure  erected  by  the  Odd  Fellows  in  America.  No 
member  of  the  great  Order  now  living  in  this  country  surpassed  our 
beloved  brother  in  point  of  years  of  service  in  the  world-spanning 
Brotherhood.  Only  ten  lodges  existed  in  the  United  States  when  he 
became  a  member. 

Brother  Clark,  when  three  months  of  age,  removed  from  his  birth¬ 
place  in  Philadelphia,  with  his  parents,  to  Baltimore.  When  eight 
years  of  age  he  removed  to  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  at  the  age 
of  twelve  he  returned  to  Baltimore. 

In  1836,  on  July  28,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Jane  Sturtevant. 
This  happy  event  was  solemnized  at  Ellicott’s  Mills,  Maryland.  In  the 
spring  of  1837,  Brother  Clark  went  to  Pittsburg,  plodding  afoot  to  the 
metropolis,  with  his  knapsack  upon  his  back.  Here  he  became  a  shoe¬ 
maker.  Two  years  later,  his  health  failing,  he  returned  to  Baltimore, 
where  he  lived  until  1841.  Then  he  went  back  to  Pittsburg.  The  \ 
climate  proving  unfavorable,  Brother  Clark  again  moved  in  1842,  this 
time  to  Cincinnati.  For  about  a  decade  he  lived  there,  and  on  October 
21,  1853,  he  came  to  Iowa  City,  where  he  lived,  esteemed,  admired,  and 
beloved,  until  the  last  great  call  came  to  him.  Here  he  conducted  a 
shoe  shop.  Later  he  clerked  for  a  jeweler. 

In  the  course  of  time,  he  founded  the  *“  Old  Curiosity  Shop,”  a  veri¬ 
table  replica  of  Dickens’  masterfully  pictured  institution,  and  for  many 
years  this  place  of  business  was  famous  all  over  Iowa. 

Both  Brother  Clark  and  his  good  wife  were  Universalists;  and,  after 
service  in  the  church  in  Pittsburg  and  Cincinnati,  became  faithful 
friends  of  the  Unitarian  church  in  Iowa  City. 
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To  the  grand  old  couple  six  children  were  born,  but  his  wife  and 
all  but  one  of  their  children  preceded  him  to  the  spirit  world. 


Brother  Clark  was  honored  frequently  and  highly  by  his  brother 
Odd  Fellows,  and  private  citizens.  He  was  elected  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  October,  1864,  serving  to  October,  1865,  long 
long  ago,  and  but  once  after,  if  ever,  until  1902,  did  he  miss  a  single 
assemblage  of  that  organization.  Gold  medals  and  rich  gifts  of  other 
kinds  betokened  his  standing  in  the  Order.  In  other  days  he  was  an 
energetic  member  of  the  Masonic  Order;  and  also,  at  his  death,  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  although  for  nearly  seventy  years  Odd  Fellowship 
was  his  one  great  love.  In  private  circles  of  non-fraternal  life  he  was 
held  in  the  highest  regard,  also,  as  we  have  said,  and  his  friends  and 
neighbors,  and  younger  men,  loved  to  do  him  honor.  For  more  than 
forty  consecutive  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  election  board  of  Iowa 
City.  He  was  city  marshal,  city  treasurer,  township  trustee,  city 
assessor,  and  filled  other  notable  posts  throughout  a  period  ranging 
from  1855  until  old  age  lifted  from  him  the  cares  of  office,  and  bade 
him  rest  upon  well  earned  laurels.  He  was  a  staunch  Democrat,  a  good 
citizen,  loved  his  city,  State  and  nation,  above  the  mere  demands  of 
partisan  politics.  In  every  way,  a  man  of  great  heart,  noble  nature, 
and  splendid  citizenship,  J.  Norwood  Clark,  all  Iowa  will  testify,  was 
one  of  natures  noblemen,  one  of  the  best  and  grandest  men  who  ever 
set  foot  upon  the  virgin  soil  of  the  Hawkeye  State,  whose  richness  and 
greatness  he  helped  to  achieve.  “  After  life’s  fitful  fever  he  sleeps 
well,”  may  well  be  said  lovingly  and  yet  tearfully  of  one  of  God’s  most 
beloved  sons. 


He  was  initiated  in  Gratitude  Lodge,  No.  5,  January  30,  1837,  in  the 
first  Odd  Fellows’  building  ever  erected  in  America,  in  which  he  passed 
the  chairs  and  became  a  P.  G.  in  his  mother  lodge.  He  was  initiated 
in  Jerusalem  Encampment,  No.  1,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  June  5,  1840, 
the  first  encampment  ever  organized  in  the  world.  Removing  to  Pitts¬ 
burg  he  took  a  withdrawal  card  from  Gratitude  Lodge,  No.  5,  April  24, 
1841,  and  deposited  it  in  Western  Star  Lodge,  No.  24,  at  Pittsburg, 
May  10,  1841.  Removing  from  Pittsburg  to  Cincinnati,  he  took  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  from  Western  Star  Lodge,  No.  24,  June  7,  1843,  and  de¬ 
posited  it  in  Ohio  Lodge,  No.  1,  Cincinnati.  Having  previously  moved 
to  Iowa  City,  Brother  Clark  took  a  card  from  Ohio  Lodge,  No.  1,  April 
10,  1855,  and  deposited  it  m  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  44,  of  Iowa  City,  on 
May  1,  1855,  where  he  remained  a  member  until  his  death.  This  shows 
that  he  has  been  an  Odd  Fellow  for  sixty-seven  years  and  eighteen  days. 
Never  in  all  that  time  was  he  non-beneficial  or  out  of  the  Order.  He 
joined  Good  Samaritan  Encampment,  No.  5,  of  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  June 
4,  .1857,  and  held  this  membership  at  his  death.  May  9,  1890,  he  made 
application  for  membership  in  Canton  Iowa  City,  No.  13,  and  held  his 
membership  until  the  canton  surrendered  its  charter.  He  again  joined 
this  branch  of  the  Order  in  1901,  at  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting  at  Pres¬ 
ton,  Iowa.  He  was  a  member  of  Electric  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  331,  of 
Marshalltown,  Iowa. 


He  was  representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  in  1859,  1860,  and 
1861;  elected  Grand  Warden  in  1862;  was  Deputy  Grand  Master  in 
1863;  was  Grand  Master  in  1864.  He  was  Scribe  of  Good  Samaritan 
Encampment  for  forty-seven  consecutive  years,  commencing  with  the 
term  of  1857.  He  was  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
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Lodge  session  at  Baltimore  in  1868,  and  to  San  Francisco  in  1869,  and 
I  think  attended  all  the  subsequent  sessions  up  to  1901,  with  the  pos¬ 
sible  exception  of  the  year  1872.  He  was  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Iowa  in  1862,  and  was  Grand  Treasurer  of  that  Grand 
Body  for  eleven  years  prior  to  1901. 

This  is  the  short  history  of  the  Brother’s  life.  He  was  a  part  of  the 
great  continent  during  its  most  active  building.  J.  Norwood  Clark 
was  born  July  30,  1814.  That  year  Napoleon  bade  farewell  to  the 
places  of  his  activities  and  set  out  for  his  retirement  at  Elba.  On  the 
26th  of  February,  1815,  Napoleon  left  Elba  and  landed  at  Cannes. 

The  subject  of  this  memorial  lived  in  all  the  time  that  saw  the  suc¬ 
cesses  and  defeats  of  that  wonderful  commander.  This  Brother  entered 
life  when  Marshal  Ney  was  leaving  it;  that  Marshal  Ney  who  died  at 
the  hands  of  his  enemies  with  the  cry  of  “  Long  life  France  ”  upon  his 
lips. 

James  Monroe  was  the  fifth  president  of  the  United  States.  From 
that  president  until  the  present  one  Brother  Clark  saw  each  successive 
administration  with  its  changes,  revolutions,  rebellions,  achievements, 
advancements,  and  successes.  He  saw  the  legislation  for  the  re-charter 
of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  fail.  In  the  same  year  the  Black  Hawk 
war  commenced  and  ended.  In  1839  the  Mormons  crossed  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  into  Illinois  and  built  the  city  of  Nauvoo.  The  Lincoln  and 
Douglas  debates;  the  surveying  of  the  route  for  the  Pacific  railroad;  the 
election  of  President  Lincoln;  the  war  of  the  rebellion;  the  death  of  the 
great  commander  at  Mt.  McGregor  and  treasured  his  message  of  “  let  us  ( 
have  peace”;  the  changes  in  administrations;  nearly  ninety  years  of 
tariff  legislation;  the  differences  upon  the  money  question;  the  assassi¬ 
nation  of  Lincoln,  Garfield,  and  McKinley;  the  rise  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  Labor  Union.  All  these  were  during  this  life  and  of  which, 
in  results,  he  was  a  part. 

“  The  curfew  tolls  the  knell  of  parting  day.” 

The  children  drop  their  playthings  and  cease  their  sport  and  obey 
the  warning.  The  day  is  done.  One  knock  upon  the  door  or  one  pull 
of  the  bell.  The  question  is  not  asked,  “  Who  is  this?  ”  It  is  known  to  be 
the  unbidden  but  certain  guest.  Death  is  here.  The  sun  in  its  mellow 
light  passes  below  the  horizon. 

“  The  night  cometh  when  no  man  shall  work.” 

This  presentation  naturally  ends  with  the  subject  of  death.  It  is  the 
one  that  stands  at  the  head  of  all  subjects;  it  is  greater  than  all  others. 
Before  it  all  men  stand  unprotected.  Some  always  with  fear  and  others 
with  brave  resignation. 

Shall  the  study  of  this  life  bring  any  one  of  us  to  a  greater  realiza¬ 
tion  of  the  needs  of  man?  Shall  a  view  of  this  person’s  activities  make 
us  better  men?  If  so,  then  his  life  has  not  been  as  nothing  and  my 
work  will  not  have  been  in  vain  in  presenting  it  to  you. 

There  are  two  great  mysteries.  One  the  mystery  of  birth,  the  other 
the  mystery  of  death.  Which  is  the  greater?  Certainly  the  mystery 
of  birth,  if  we  know  the  one  we  shall  understand  the  other.  Both 
mysteries  are  hidden;  neither  has  been  revealed.  Under  the  law  of  the 
equality  of  men  the  life  of  this  humble  shoemaker  stands  as  a  shining 
sign  of  our  Order.  Was  he  not  my  Brother?  This  was  ever  his  ques¬ 
tion  and  it  can  be  said  of  him  that  he  believed  that  “  Pure  and  reli- 
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gion  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father,  is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless 
and  widows  in  their  affliction,  and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  before 
the  world.” 

Note. — I  am  indebted  to  the  daily  newspapers  of  Iowa  City,  the  Iowa 
Odd  Fellow  at  Maxwell,  Iowa,  and  the  records  of  the  Order  for  much 
of  the  material  of  this  address. 

Hep.  Johnson,  of  Iowa,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  is  with  great  sadness  that 
!  we  report  at  this  time  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past 
Grand  Representative  S.  P.  Smith. 

Brother  Smith  joined  the  Order  January  5,  1867;  took  Encampment 
degrees  October  12,  1869;  joined  the  canton  February  24,  1893;  and  was 
advanced  step  by  step  until  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred 
August  1,  1903,  at  his  home  in  Iowa  Falls,  la.,  he  had  attained  the 
exalted  rank  of  Brigadier-General  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 

Brother  Smith  was  installed  as  Grand  Patriarch  at  Clinton,  la., 
October  17,  1893,  and  took  his  seat  at  Dallas,  Texas,  as  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative,  September  21,  1896;  also  at  Springfield,  Ill.,  September  20,  1897. 
Brother  Smith  was  a  grand,  good  Odd  Fellow  and  an  honored  citizen, 
having  served  several  terms  as  mayor  of  his  city.  He  was  very  promi¬ 
nent  in  business,  social,  and  church  circles. 

He  sought  to  exemplify  the  beautiful  lessons  of  our  Order  in  his  daily 
walk  and  conversation.  He  made  many  warm  friends,  who  remained 
so  to  the  end.  His  life  was  an  inspiration  to  all  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact. 

He  has  taken  the  last  degree  and  we  trust  is  reposing  in  Abraham’s 
bosom  in  the  Grand  Lodge  above. 

Rep.  Alexander,  of  Massachusetts,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives . — William  Ellison  Parmenter 
was  born  in  Boston,  March  12,  1816,  subsequently  moved  ro  Cambridge, 
where  his  school  days  were  passed,  and  graduated  at  Harvard  College, 

I  class  1836,  and  Dane  Law  School,  class  1841.  Was  the  son  of  Hon. 

William  Parmenter,  for  many  years  a  member  of  Congress  and  a  promi- 
!  nent  citizen  of  Cambridge.  Brother  Parmenter  was  initiated  in  New 
England  Lodge,  No.  4,  July  1,  1842,  and  was  installed  Noble  Grand  the 
following  year.  Admitted  to  Bunker  Hill  Encampment,  No.  5,  February 
21,  1844,  subsequently  withdrew  and  joined  Tri-Mount  Encampment, 
No.  2,  Boston.  Elected  Grand  Secretary  August,  1844,  in  which  office 
|  he  served  till  August,  1845,  when  he  was  elected  Grand  Representative 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Elected  Grand  Master  August,  1847, 
and  Grand  Patriarch,  1848.  He  served  the  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years 
as  its  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and,  if 
the  wishes  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  could  have  prevailed, 
would  have  continued  to  serve  in  this  office  for  a  more  extended  period, 
which  would  have  resulted  in  his  obtaining  the  highest  position  in  our 
|  Order. 

Brother  Parmenter  was  one  of  the  most  active  and  devoted  workers 
in  the  Order  in  the  years  of  its  infancy,  when  it  was  heroic  work  to 
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stem  the  tide  of  public  opinion.  Ever  ready,  with  willing  hands,  and 
cheerful  heart,  he  gave  time  and  labor  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  Order. 
Previous  to  his  decease  he  was  the  senior  Past  Grand  Master  then  living. 

When  a  half  century  elapsed,  since  his  retirement  from  the  office  of 
Grand  Master,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  interview  the  brother  and 
solicit  his  presence  at  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  annual  session  of 
September,  1898,  that  committee  reported  that  Brother  Parmenter  appre¬ 
ciated  the  invitation  extended  and  sincerely  regretted  that  his  advanced 
age  and  health  precluded  his  complying  with  the  same. 

In  March,  1871,  Brother  Parmenter  was  appointed  Special  Justice  of 
the  Boston  Municipal  Court  and  was  made  Associate  Justice  in  Decem¬ 
ber  of  the  same  year.  January,  1883,  he  was  appointed  Chief  Justice, 
resigning  the  same  in  1902.  His  services  in  this  department  .were  appre¬ 
ciated  and  his  decisions  were  impartial  and  justly  rendered. 

Brother  Parmenter  died  at  Arlington,  October  4,  1903. 

“  A  champion  in  our  hour  of  need, 

A  prophet  armed  with  forethought  wise. 

Rest  then,  thy  life’s  work  over 
Blest  by  the  words  ‘  Well  done.’ 

Rich  in  long  years’  fruitage, 

He  hath  laid  his  burden  down. 

The  dross  of  the  earth  hath  vanished 
There  gleameth  the  Christian  crown.” 


Rep.  Maring,  of  Missouri,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives—  It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that 
I  announce  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  Lewen  T.  Mintern  on  May  14,  1904.  Brother  Mintern  was  born  m 
Mason  County,  Virginia,  October  13,  1819.  He  was  married  at  Pleasant 
Flats,  Virginia,  April  7,  1842,  to  Catharine  Knopp,  who,  with  seven 
children,  survives  him.  Brother  Mintern  took  great  interest  in  public 
affairs  and  was  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  State  militia  in  1857.  He  was 
initiated  in  King  Hill  Lodge,  No.  19,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  in  November, 
1859.  After  serving  in  some  of  the  minor  offices  he  was  elected  and 
served  a  term  as  Noble  Grand.  He  was  at  the  end  of  his  term  elected 
as  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  admitted  and  received  the 
Grand  Lodge  degree,  May  15,  1866,  and  in  May,  1870,  was  elected  Grand 
Warden;  in  May,  1873,  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  in  1874 
was  made  Grand  Master.  He  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (then  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States),  and 
served  as  such  in  sessions  of  1875  and  1876.  He  was  elected  Grand 
Patriarch  in  1877,  and  represented  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Missouri 
in  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1879  and  1880.  Brother 
Mintern  also  served  as  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a 
number  of  years.  . 

In  the  Order  he  was  devoted  in  his  love  for  it  and  did  his  part  with 
earnest  fidelity  and  won  the  high  esteem  of  his  brethren.  We  mourn 
his  loss  to  the  fraternity  and  deeply  sympathize  with  his  bereaved 
family.  Thus  passes  away  another  of  the  faithful  “  old  guard,”  one 
who  was  beloved  by  all  for  his  works,  and  for  his  kindly,  benevolent 
and  Christian  character. 
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Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives.— William  Gillett  Ritch  was 
born  in  1830  in  Ulster  County,  State  of  New  York.  He  received  an 
academic  education,  and  is  a  lawyer  by  profession  but  a  stock  raiser  by 
choice.  While  quite  young  he  served  as  deputy  county  clerk  of  his 
native  county.  Also  as  a  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  In  1855  he 
became  a  resident  of  Hudson,  Michigan,  where  he  was  engaged  in 
business,  as  a  carpenter  and  builder.  The  following  year  he  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Miss  Olive  M.  Babcock  of  Wisconsin.  He  has  two  married 
daughters  and  a  son,  the  latter  with  his  father  as  foreman  of  his  cattle 
range.  In  1857  he  became  a  resident  of  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin,  worked 
at  his  trade  for  a  time  and  then  was  elected  and  re-elected  clerk  of  the 
district  court  of  Winnebago  County.  Following  which,  he  enlisted  in 
the  46th  Wisconsin  Infantry,  and  was  commissioned  1st  lieutenant  and 
adjutant  of  his  regiment  and  thus  served  meritoriously  until  the  close 
of  the  war. 


Returning  to  private  life  he  was  elected  a  Republican  member  of  the 
State  Senate,  and  made  chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  printing. 
He  proved  influential  in  securing  important  legislation.  He  was  elected 
a  presidential  elector,  voting  for  General  Grant,  at  his  first  election  to 
the  presidency.  He  was  appointed  messenger  and  bearer  of  the  returns 
to  Washington.  He  next  became  proprietor  and  editor  of  the  Winne¬ 
bago  County  Press,  independent,  within  the  lines  of  his  party.  His 
being  threatened  with  physical  disability,  prompted  a  change  of  cli¬ 
mate.  He  sold  his  newspaper,  and  under  a  commission  of  President 
Grant,  as  secretary  of  the  territory,  became  a  resident  of  New  Mexico. 
He  was  reappointed  by  President  Grant  and  subsequently  received  a 
third  commission  as  secretary  from  President  Hayes.  During  this  ser¬ 
vice,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  he  served  nearly  three  years  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate  as  governor  of  the  territory.  In  1874,  1875  and  1876  he  made  the 
first  reports  on  education  in  the  territory,  to  the  commissioner  of  educa¬ 
tion.  On  the  re-establishment  of  the  Historical  Society  in  1880  he  was 
elected  and  re-elected  president  of  that  society,  declining  a  further 
j  election.  He  also  organized  and  was  chosen  president  respectively,  of 
the  Bureau  of  Immigration  and  the  Educational  Association  of  New 
Mexico;  was  a  commissioner  of  the  Centennial  Exposition  of  1876,  and 
elected  from  Socorro  County  to  the  constitutional  convention  of  1889 
and  made  chairman  of  the  committee  on  education.  He  reported  the 
strong  non-sectarian  educational  clauses  of  the  constitution,  which  were 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  convention. 


Oh  the  authorization  of  the  normal  school  of  New  Mexico  at  Silver 
City  in  1893,  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  board  of  regents,  and 
is  now  serving  under  a  third  term.  Upon  his  motion  the  school  was 
promptly  opened,  and  has  been  a  growing  success  ever  since. 

For  many  years  he  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  editorial  col¬ 
umns  of  the  New  Mexican.  Advocacy  of  an  efficient  public  school 
system  had  its  place;  and  in  the  face  of  bitter  hostility  of  certain  news¬ 
papers,  was  largely  instrumental  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  present 
public  schools,  which  now  compare  favorably  with  educational  work 
elsewhere.  .  He  has  long  been  an  occasional  contributor  to  newspaper 
and  magazine  literature.  Situated  as  he  is  now  on  his  cattle-range  ill 
the  mountains,  he  finds  it  an  agreeable  pastime, 
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Governor  Ritch’s  ideals  in  public  affairs  are  not  only  excellent  in 
public  education  lines  which  at  the  outcome  make  for  more  worthy  and 
patriotic  citizenship;  but  he  also  stands  for  those  equitable  relations 
of  capital  and  labor,  which  under  just  and  wholesome  laws  will  afford 
the  best  possible  opportunity  and  stability  for  the  industrial  masses. 

He  has  been  something  of  a  student  of  Spanish-American  history, 
and  possesses  a  good  library  in  this  line.  He  is  author  of  the  Blue 
Book  of  New  Mexico,  1882,  and  “  Aztlan,”  1885. 

As  governor,  he  was  active  in  obtaining  and  organizing  a  military 
force  for  repelling  the  Indian  raids  of  1877  and  the  year  following. 
It  also  fell  to  his  lot  to  deliver  addresses  on  various  occasions,  notably 
at  the  conference  of  the  pallium  on  Archbishop  Lamy;  at  the  banquet 
given  in  honor  of  the  visit  of  General  Grant  to  New  Mexico  upon  his 
return  voyage  around  the  world;  and  the  welcome  of  President  Hayes 
at  Santa  Fe  in  1880,  returning  with  his  party  from  th«d  Pacific  coast. 

As  secretary,  New  Mexico  never  had  a  more  obliging  or  efficient 
officer. 


His  ranch  home  is  now  situated  at  San  Andres  Park,  in  Socorro 
County,  a  few  miles  east  of  Engle.  The  many  official  positions  he  has 
held  have  been  filled  by  him  with  marked  ability,  integrity  and  effi¬ 
ciency,  and  he  has  been  since  his  advent  into  the  territory  a  very  pro¬ 
gressive  and  good  citizen. 


W.  G.  Ritch  was  made  an  Odd  Fellow  shortly  after  reaching  his 
twenty-first  year,  joining  Napanoch  Lodge,  Jurisdiction  of  New  York. 
Brother  Ritch  therefore  completes  his  fiftieth  year  in  the  Order,  con¬ 
temporaneous  with  the  commemoration  of  the  semi-centennial  of  Odd 
Fellowship  in  the  Trans-Missouri  west.  He  has  passed  the  chairs  in 
the  subordinate  lodge  three  times.  He  became  a  member  by  initiation 
of  the  encampment  at  Appleton,  Wis.,  and  a  charter  member  of  Oshkosh 
Encampment  in  1868  and  of  Albuquerque  Encampment  No.  4  in  1891, 
passing  the  chairs.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Winnebago  Lodge] 
No.  120,  of  Neenah  Lodge,  No.  41,  of  Wisconsin,  and  of  Aztlan  Lodge 
No.  3,  of  Santa  Fe.  He  received  the  Rebekah  degree  in  Winnebago,  No. 
120,  back  in  the  sixties,  and  is  now  a  member  of  Electric  Rebekah  Lodge, 
No.  331,  of  Iowa,  having  received  the  later  work  from  that  lodge  under  a 
special  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Sire. 


He  first  became  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Mexico  in  1887 
at  the  Socorro  session  and  was  appointed  Deputy  Grand  Master  pro  tem. 
He  has  been  a  regular  attendant  of  that  body  at  every  session  since, 
including  the  twelfth  session  held  this  week  in  Santa  Fe,  serving  fre¬ 
quently  as  the  representative  of  his  lodge,  and  at  each  session  as  chair¬ 
man  of  some  important  committee.  He  was  installed  Grand  Marshal 
at,  Socorro  in  1889;  Grand  Warden  at  Las  Vegas  in  1890;  Deputy  Grand 
Master  at  Raton  in  1891;  and  Grand  Master  at  Silver  City  in  1892, 
serving  in  the  latter  office  two  years.  As  Grand  Master  he  visited  every 
lofige  m  the  Jurisdiction,  except  one,  at  least  once,  and  instituted  two

ot  a  system  of  education  in  Odd  Fellowship  after  the  methods  of 
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Chautauqua  and  moved  its  reference  to  a  special  committee  to  report 
at  the  next  session.  He  was  made  chairman  of  the  committee  and  made 
report  accordingly,  recommending  the  granting  of  the  memorial.  At 
the  session  of  1898  he  addressed  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  favor 
of  the  adoption  of  the  report.  On  motion,  further  consideration  was 
postponed  until  the  next  session.  Coming  to  a  vote  the  measure  was 
finally  defeated,  being  deemed,  as  remarked  by  Representatives,  many 
years  ahead  of  the  times  as  a  feature  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Brother  Ritch  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  joining  in  1876; 
and  has  received  the  degrees  in  York  rite  masonry. 

Eep.  Stewart,  of  Oregon,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Geo.  H.  Chance,  one  of  our 
oldest  and  most  respected  members,  passed  away  on  Saturday,  Septem¬ 
ber  3,  1904,  after  an  illness  lasting  from  May  14,  1904. 

Brother  Chance  was  born  in  England  in  1830  and  immigrated  to 
California  at  an  early  day,  and  was  initiated  in  Sonora  Lodge,  No.  10, 
of  Sonora,  Cal.,  April  9,  1856,  and  transferred  to  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Oregon,  August  9,  1860.  He  joined  the  Encampment  Branch  July  8, 
1864,  and  represented  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon  in  this  Sover¬ 
eign  Body  in  1883-4,  also  1889-90. 

Brother  Chance  was  one  of  the  original  promoters  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 
Home  in  Oregon  and  did  more  to  raise  money  for  it  than  any  other 
member  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

He  was  a  warm-hearted,  charitable  Christian  gentleman,  and  many 
of  his  good  deeds  will  never  be  known. 

Thus  has  passed  away  one  who  truly  loved  Odd  Fellowship. 

Eep.  Kuykendall  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
Peter  Hamma,  of  Wyoming,  was  born  in  Cairo,  New  York,  January  20, 
1837,  and  died  in  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  November  9,  1903. 

After  receiving  a  good  common  school  education  and  while  young  in 
years  he  came  west  to  Nebraska  and  afterwards,  in  1868,  to  a  section 
of  Dakota  now  included  within  the  limits  of  Wyoming.  He  was  made 
an  Odd  Fellow  in  and  became  a  Past  Grand  of  Cheyenne  Lodge,  No.  1; 
was  exalted  in  and  became  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  of  Hope  Encamp¬ 
ment,  No.  2;  was  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Past 
Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Wyoming.  He  was  a 
man  of  more  than  average  ability  within,  as  well  as  without,  the  Order, 
being  the  main  pillar  and  stay  in  the  erection  of  the  present  commo¬ 
dious  hall  belonging  to  his  lodge  that  he  loved  so  well.  In  civil  life  he 
was  honored  by  his  fellow  citizens  of  Cheyenne  by  election  as  aider- 
man  of  the  city  and  re-elected  for  several  terms,  and  as  a  representative 
in  the  Legislative  Assembly  also  for  several  terms,  and  by  holding 
other  positions  of  honor  and  public  trust,  in  all  of  which  he  served 
with  great  honesty  of  purpose  and  marked  ability. 

He  left  a  widow,  son  and  daughter  to  mourn  his  death,  and  many 
warm  friends  besides  his  brethren  of  the  Order,  to  grieve  over  his 
departure  to  that  other  shore  towards  which  we  are  all  hastening.

EIGHTIETH  ANNUAL  SESSION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE 

Was  it  a  week  of  pleasure  mingled  with  business,  or  was  it  business 
interspersed  with  pleasure?  There  was  so  much  of  both  crowded  into 
one  short  week  that  the  question  is  difficult  for  the  delegates  to  answer. 
As  to  visitors,  other  than  Representatives,  it  was  certainly  one  round 
of  pleasure  from  beginning  to  end. 

We  are  accustomed  to  hear  of  different  kinds  of  hospitality  and  each 
section  of  our  great  country  is  proud  to  excel  in  this  old-fashioned 
virtue.  But  what  shall  we  call  the  hospitality  of  California?  Just  as 
the  people  of  this  great  commonwealth  represent  the  progressive  spirit 
of  all  quarters  of  the  globe,  so  is  the  hospitality  of  California  a  com¬ 
posite  of  all  kinds  of  hospitality  known  to  men.  It  is  generous;  it  is 
spontaneous;  it  is  warm-hearted;  it  is  abundant.  Space  will  not- per¬ 
mit  us  to  go  into  the  length  and  breadth  and  depth  of  the  welcome  ex¬ 
tended.  An  enterprising  committee  with  $40,000  at  its  disposal,  backed 
by  such  a  State,  such  a  city  and  such  a  citizenship,  left  nothing  lacking. 

The  decorations  were  most  elaborate.  The  city  had  dressed  itself 
as  never  before  in  honor  of  the  Knights  Templar  conclave  and  many 
of  these  brilliant  features  of  decoration  with  slight-  changes  were 
utilized  by  the  Odd  Fellows  who  enlarged  upon  this  foundation  and 
made  such  improvements  and  additions  as  their  ingenuity  could  sug¬ 
gest.  At  night  the  splendor  of  the  day  decorations  was  surpassed  by 
the  electrical  display.  The  huge  bell  formed  by  thousands  of  little 
incandescent  bulbs  was  ablaze  in  all  its  glory  and  the  principal  build¬ 
ings  were  draped  in  strings  of  light. — The  Odd  Fellow  Review. 

OPENING  EXERCISES  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

The  most  favorable  conditions  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Eightieth 
Annual  Session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Nature,  evidently  as 
joyous  as  those  assembled,  supplied  a  perfect  day  for  the  opening  of 
the  ceremonies  and  good  cheer  waited  on  all. 

Early  Monday  morning  the  visitors  began  assembling  at  the  Lyceum 
Theater  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  building  to  welcome  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  California.  Officials  of  the  Fraternity  and  civic  officers  joined 
in  greeting  the  dignitaries  of  the  Order  and  wishing  that  success  might 
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attend  their  efforts.  The  visitors  to  San  Francisco  were  made  to  feel 
at  home  in  speeches  breathing  sincerity  and  were  invited  to  partake  of 
the  bounteous  hospitality  of  a  great  State  noted  throughout  the  land 
for  its  hospitality.  The  seating  room  of  the  hall  was  taxed  to  its 
utmost  capacity  and  the  visitors  lustily  cheered  the  Golden  State,  show¬ 
ing  their  appreciation  of  the  warm  welcome  accorded  them. 

According  to  the  programme  introductory  remarks  were  to  have  been 
made  by  Reuben  H.  Lloyd,  president  of  the  meeting,  but  he  was  unable 
to  attend  owing  to  ill  health  and  his  place  was  taken  by  Bro.  James  W. 
Harris,  chairman  of  the  reception  committee,  who  made  a  few  appro¬ 
priate  introductory  remarks  and  introduced  Mayor  Eugene  E.  Schmitz, 
who  spoke  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  EUGENE  E.  SCIlMiTZ,  MAYOR  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — On  many  occasions  it  becomes  my  pleasant 
duty — never  more  pleasant  than  now — to  welcome  distinguished  bodies 
of  friends  from  home  or  abroad  to  our  fair  city.  A  notable  opportunity 
was  that  so  lately  afforded  by  the  presence  in  San  Francisco  of  the 
Knights  Templar.  I  realize  distinctly  the  great  good  which  is  accom¬ 
plished  by  organizations  such  as  theirs  and  yours,  appreciating  fully 
that  you  stand  for  the  betterment  and  uplifting  of  all  your  members,  as 
well  as  for  the  general  good  of  your  communities  and  our  common 
country.  The  people  of  San  Francisco  may  well  feel  pleased,  and  they 
do  so  feel,  to  welcome  among  them  such  another  distinguished  body. 

The  Western  welcome  for  which  our  people  have  become  so  noted  is 
never  a  forced  one.  It  springs  spontaneously  from  the  hearts  of  our 
citizens.  Always  do  they  realize  that  those  they  greet  and  to  whom  they 
proffer  the  hospitality  of  their  homes  are  not  strangers.  Rather  are 
they  brethren  and  relatives,  the  common  descendants  of  men  who  in 
earlier  days  sent  forth  the  youth  of  their  households  to  people  this 
great  land  of  ours  by  the  western  sea;  to  build  it  up  to  what  it  has 
since  become,  the  great  State  we  are  so  proud  to  have  you  come  and 
look  upon. 

Friends,  again  I  welcome  you.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  latch¬ 
string  of  our  people  is  never  drawn  in.  The  truth  is  that  we  have  no 
latchstring;  we  have  never  had  one,  and  we  never  will  have  one  when  it 
is  a  matter  of  receiving  among  us  such  as  go  to  make  up  organizations 
as  splendid  as  yours,  so  powerful  for  good  for  all  that  uplifts  not  only 
your  own  Order  but  our  entire  people.  I  say  again,  we  are  proud  and 
glad  to  meet  you;  proud  and  glad  to  offer  you  the  comforts  and  cheer 
of  our  homes,  the  warm  greeting  of  our  hearts.  Enjoy  yourselves  to  the 
utmost  while  you  are  with  us — you  cannot  please  us  better.  Still  again, 
and  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  I  bid  you  welcome. 

Bro.  J.  W.  Linscott,  Grand  Master,  was  then  introduced,  and  delivered 
the  following  appropriate  address: 

ADDRESS  OF  ,T.  W.  LINSCOTT,  GRAND  MASTER,  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  and  highly  prized  privilege  to 
voice  the  welcome  of  the  35,000  Odd  Fellows  of  this  Golden  State  to  you, 
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my  brothers.  It  will  be  inadequately  done,  for  words  of  mine  will 
utterly  fail  to  express  their  hearty,  loyal  greeting. 

From  the  mountains  of  the  north,  where  Mount  Shasta’s  snowy  peak 
is  a  beacon  light;  from  the  ragged  Sierras  from  whose  recesses  many 
millions  of  golden  ore  to  enrich  the  treasuries  of  the  world  have  been 
taken,  and  in  which  countless  millions  more  yet  remain;  from  the 
great  valleys — vast  storehouses  of  the  products  of  the  fertile  soil — 
where  the  grain  fields,  the  orchards  and  the  vineyards  vie  with  each 
other  in  the  amount  of  wealth  they  bring  as  the  reward  of  patient 
industry;  from  the  great  forests  of  our  northern  coast,  the  home  of  the 
giant  sequoias;  from  the  beautiful  sea-coast  towns  scattered  along  the 
shores  of  the  mighty  Pacific;  from  the  sunny  southland,  where  the 
energy  of  man  has  done  so  much  to  improve  nature  and  create  many  a 
paradise;  from  this  great,  thriving  metropolis  of  our  western  coast, 
and  the  cities  and  towns  around  this  beautiful  bay  whose  waters  flow¬ 
ing  through  the  Golden  Gate  are  destined  to  carry  the  commerce  of 
the  Orient;  aye,  from  this  great  empire  State,  with  its  unsurpassed 
scenery,  its  delightful  climate  suited  to  the  desire  of  all,  its  immense 
and  varied  resources  waiting  for  the  development  of  man  until  its 
product  shall  have  increased  a  hundred  fold — the  story  of  which  has 
never  been  half  told — I  hear  the  voices  of  my  brothers  from  Del  Norte 
to  San  Diego,  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea,  as  they  shout  welcome, 
thrice  welcome  to  you  to-day. 

We  greet  you  as  representative  citizens  of  our  sister  commonwealths 
beyond  the  mountains — each  a  constituent  part  of  the  great  nation 
which  we  love  and  over  which  floats  the  starry  banner,  emblem  of 
liberty,  and  we  trust  that  our  coming  together  may  strengthen  the 
bonds  which  unite  us  as  a  great  people,  and  make  us  just  a  little 
stronger,  truer  and  nobler  for  the  duties  of  citizenship. 

We  greet  you,  especially,  as  representatives  of  the  great  body  of  Odd 
Fellows  in  your  respective  Jurisdictions — representatives  of  the  great 
brotherhood  which,  bound  together  by  the  triple  links,  has,  we  believe, 
during  its  existence,  had  an  uplifting  influence  in  the  world,  and  which, 
we  are  confident,  is  destined  to  do  its  part  in  carrying  out  the  great 
plan  of  the  Creator  for  the  elevation  of  humanity,  bringing  about  that 
time  when  the  innate  selfishness  of  man  shall  be  transformed  into  the 
spirit  of  true  brotherly  love. 

Many  of  us  who  greet  you  recall  our  boyhood  days  spent  in  localities 
whence  you  come.  We  are  loyal  and  true  to  California,  but  memory 
holds  very  precious  the  fond  associations  of  our  childhood,  and  the 
old  home  is  still  held  in  recollection  dear. 

Many  more  of  those  who  bid  you  welcome  are  native  sons  of  the 
Golden  West — sons  of  the  pioneers  of  the  early  days,  who  as  citizens 
and  as  Odd  Fellows  bore  the  heat  and  the  burden  of  the  day  at  a  time 
when  it  meant  much  to  stand  for  right  living  and  true  manhood. 

Not  alone  do  your  brothers  in  Odd  Fellowship  bid  you  welcome  to 
this  western  shore.  The  15,000  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  Branch  of  our 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  unite  with  us  in  hearty  expressions  of  good 
will  and  cheer.  They  represent  a  potent  factor  in  our  work,  and  their 
helpfulness,  their  earnestness  and  their  fidelity  to  the  principles  of 
Odd  Fellowship  have  proved  an  inspiration  to  us  in  our  good  work. 

California  opens  her  arms  to  you  and  bids  you  welcome.  Your 
brethren  of  this  Jurisdiction,  stanch,  noble  and  true  Odd  Fellows,  open 
their  hearts  and  homes  to  you,  trusting  that  you  will  use  us  in  any 
way  that  shall  help  to  make  your  stay  with  us  pleasant  and  enjoyable. 
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We  hope  that  many  of  you  may  find  it  convenient  to  visit  many 
portions  of  our  State  during  your  stay  with  us,  for  “we  have  many 
pretty  things  to  show  you.” 

May  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  pleasant  and 
profitable;  may  your  work  while  here  be  such  as  to  redound  to  the  best 
interests  of  our  beloved  Order;  and  may  Heaven’s  choicest  blessings 
rest  upon  you  collectively  and  individually,  now  and  henceforth,  is 
the  sincere  wish  of  your  brothers  of  California. 

On  behalf  of  the  Grand  Encampment  Bro.  William  H.  Barnes,  Grand 
Scribe,  welcomed  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  following  appro¬ 
priate  address: 

ADDRESS  OF  WILLIAM  H.  BARNES,  GRAND  SCRIBE,  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

Thirty-nine  years  ago  to-day,  after  four  years  of  the  most  terrible  war 
the  world  had  ever  known,  after  four  years  of  anxiety  and  absence,  at 
the  call  of  Grand  Sire  VeTch  the  Southern  States  sent  up  their  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  Baltimore,  Md.  They  knew  not  what  their  reception 
might  be,  but  strong  in  the  faith,  and  relying  on  the  durability  of  the 
obligations  that  had  been  taken  by  all  around  a  common  altar,  they 
felt  assured  of  a  true  fraternal  greeting.  And  a  welcome  was  given 
and  a  scene  enacted  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  a  fraternity. 

Kennedy,  Moore,  Ellison,  Craighead,  Sherlock,  Nicholson,  Veitch, 
Sanders,  Lamberton,  Stokes,  Stuart,  Farnsworth,  White,  Carey  and  a 
hundred  others  were  there,  who  with  eloquent  voices,  tear-dimmed  eyes 
and  hearty  hand-clasps  rejoiced  over  the  return  of  those  so  long  absent 
from  the  fold. 

Around  that  altar,  at  that  time,  those  men  pledged  their  best  and 
ceaseless  efforts  for  the  onward  progress  of  our  Order,  whose  voice  the 
roar  of  artillery  had  failed  to  silence,  whose  silken  ties  the  sword  had 
been  powerless  to  sever.  And  they  have  kept  their  word.  The  200,000 
members  of  that  time  have  added  more  than  1,000,000  to  their  numbers. 
Wherever  civilization  has  extended  its  footsteps  or  Christianity  erected 
its  throne  the  three  links  are  seen  and  the  click  of  the  gavel  of  Amer¬ 
ican  Odd  Fellowship  falls  like  music  on  the  traveler’s  ear. 

Few  of  the  men  of  ’65  are  with  us  to-day  and  yet  as  one  of  those  few 
I  have  the  great  privilege  and  honor  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  California  and  the  patriarchs  of  this  golden  land  by  the  mighty 
Pacific,  of  extending  to  you  a  welcome  to  our  Jurisdiction,  our  hearts 
and  our  homes. 

Like  the  journey  of  the  pilgrims  which  you  have  seen  illustrated  you 
have  crossed  deserts  and  mountains,  passed  through  rocky  gorges  and 
traversed  the  wilderness,  but  now  you  are  in  glorious,  unapproachable, 
unequaled  California,  the  land  of  the  orange  and  olive;  where  you  can 
sit  beneath  the  fig  trees  and  look  out  upon  illimitable  fields  of  golden 
grain;  where  the  tents  of  the  patriarchs  are  pitched  in  the  shadows  of 
towering  mountains  which  seem  to  prop  the  skies  and  bear  the  heavens 
upon  their  uplifted  shoulders;  beneath  majestic  trees  which  were  grow¬ 
ing  when  this  old  world  was  young;  in  regions  where  thundering  cas¬ 
cades  and  waterfalls  sound  everlasting  anthems  to  their  great  Creator; 
and  again  where  tropical  flowers  and  plants  fill  the  air  with  fragrance 
and  charm  the  eye  with  their  beauty. 

This  golden  land,  golden  not  only  in  its  mineral  wealth,  but  in  sun¬ 
shine  and  surroundings,  and  grandest  of  all — golden  in  the  practice  of 
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that  first  great  duty  of  a  patriarch— hospitality,  and  to  this  land  I 
welcome  you  in  the  name  of  the  patriarchs  of  California. 

I  cannot  look  to-day  upon  the  faces  of  those  who  welcomed  me  in 
1865.  The  most  of  those  have  taken  down  their  tents  on  earth  and 
passed  beyond  the  swelling  waters  of  the  dark  river  and  gone  to  the 
bright  beyond,  but  I  can  and  do  welcome  their  noble  and  faithful 
successors.  In  that  olden  time  when  the  Georgia  delegation  left  At¬ 
lanta,  there  was  a  boy  in  that  State  of  some  10  or  12  years  of  age,  a 
promising  son  of  a  worthy  sire,  and  it  is  a  great  privilege  and  happi¬ 
ness  to-day  to  greet  him  as  the  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  American  Odd  Fellowship.  His  administration  has  been  one 
of  the  most  brilliant  and  successful  in  the  annals  of  this,  our  ever 
prosperous  Fraternity,  and  I  know  that  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  every 
heart  when  I  pray  that  the  choicest  blessings  of  our  Supreme  Master 
on  high  may  rest  upon  him  and  his,  now,  henceforth  and  forever. 

You  come  from  all  points  of  our  National  Jurisdiction — 

Where  northern  hills  with  starry  crowns  and  emerald  mantles  stand  ; 

Where  southern  founts  bedew  the  flowers  that  fringe  their  golden  sands ; 
Where  Eastern  cities  proudly  lift  on  high  their  sculptured  crest ; 

Where  Western  woodlands  view  the  sun  roll  down  Pacific’s  breast, 

Where  the  Hudson  swells  its  waves  and  sweeps  the  lone  Columbia's  tide ; 
Where  Warren  fell,  where  Marion  fought,  and  bold  Montgomery  died. 

From  thence  ye  come,  with  faithful  hearts,  an  army  brave  and  strong, 

To  strive  for  truth,  and  peace,  and  love,  to  war  with  hate  and  wrong. 

And  this  army,  whose  victories  are  only  for  the  good  of  humanity, 
whose  conquests  are  for  peace  and  good  will  among  men — whose 
marches  are  marked  by  the  blessings  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  I 
welcome  to  our  tents.  May  you  individually  and  collectively  enjoy 
your  sojourn  among  us.  May  you  be  spared  for  many  years  to  con¬ 
tinue  your  mission  for  the  uplifting  and  upbuilding  of  the  principles 
of  Odd  Fellowship;  and  when  one  by  one  you  are  called  from  your 
labors  here  below,  may  we  all  reunite  in  that  glorious  Supreme  Eternal 
Assembly  where  the  sound  of  the  gavel  for  adjournment  will  never  be 
heard.  Again,  welcome,  thrice  welcome,  to  the  tents  of  the  patriarchs. 

For  the  Rebekahs  President  Dora  L.  Gardner  made  a  very  winning 
address  of  welcome,  which  met  with  hearty  applause.  She  said,  in 

part: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bid  you  welcome.  As  Californians  we 
are  proud  that  you  thought  enough  of  us  to  visit  us  here  and  that  you 
will  carry  home  happy  recollections  of  your  week  in  this  State.  It 
is  now  fifty-three  years  since  the  Rebekahs  were  organized,  and  during 
that  time  our  Order  has  grown  wonderfully.  During  your  stay  here  we 
will  do  all  in  our  power  to  make  you  feel  at  home,  and  hope  that  when 
you  leave  us  you  will  feel  that  you  have  been  among  friends. 

Hon.  John  B.  Goodwin,  the  Grand  Sire,  was  then  introduced,  and  in 
his  usual  happy  manner  responded  to  the  welcoming  addresses. 

RESPONSE  OF  HON.  JOHN  B.  GOODWIN,  GRAND  SIRE. 

Brother  Chairman,  Mr.  Mayor,  Grand  Master,  Grand  Scribe  Barnes  and 
Sister  President:  — 

The  kind,  cordial  and  eloquent  words  of  greeting  from  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  different  branches  of  the  order  in  California  and 
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from  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  great  city  of  San  Francisco,  make' 
us  all  feel  comfortable  and  at  home;  and  in  behalf  of  the  officers  and 
representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  all  accompanying 
them,  it  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  extend  sincere  thanks.  We 
esteem  it  a  great  privilege  to  be  within  the  borders  of  California  and 
within  the  gates  of  this  great  city  and  in  the  midst  and  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  this  Jurisdiction  and  have  ample 
assurance  that  in  voting  on  our  own  motion  to  pay  you  a  visit  we  made 
no  mistake.  With  such  a  magnificent  and  fraternal  welcome  accorded 
us  ever  since  we  reached  California  soil,  we  can  but  wonder  what  you 
would  have  done  had  we  come  on  your  invitation.  We  have  been  and 
are  greatly  impressed  with  the  advantages  and  resources  of  your 
State  and  with  the  public  spirit  and  state  pride  of  your  people,  and 
were  not  much  surprised  when  your  worthy  chairman  and  my  good 
friend  and  brother  General  Harris,  introduced  me  as  the  Grand  Sire 
of  “  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  California.”  Having  learned  that 
there  is  nothing  small  in  territory  or  resources  or  claims  of  its  people, 
it  is  not  strange  that  with  all  your  wealth  of  climate,  scenery,  fruits, 
flowers,  agriculture  and  resources,  your  chairman  should  set  up  a  claim 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  also.  Nor  was  he  altogether  mistaken 
in  his  claim,  for  all  have  found  since  arriving  here  that  we  are  yours 
and  under  your  fraternal  keeping  and  influence  and  that  in  a  large 
sense  we  are  in  the  present  situation  “  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of 
California,”  and  all  seem  to  be  delighted  with  the  situation. 

We  appreciate  highly  the  welcome  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  San 
Francisco,  the  metropolis  of  this  coast  and  one  of  the  great  cities  of 
the  Continent  and  which,  with  one  of  the  best  harbors  in  all  the  world 
and  by  virtue  of  its  situation  both  in  respect  to  this  country  and  to 
the  Orient  and  to  Australasia,  is  destined  to  a  still  greater  prestige 
among  the  first  cities  of  America  and  of  the  world.  Glorious  San 
Francisco!  Who  ever  heard  of  California  without  hearing  of  this 
wonderful  city?  Be  assured,  Mr.  Mayor,  we  shall  all  feel  additional 
interest  in  the  career  and  influence  of  the  city  over  which  you  preside 
for  having  the  privilege  of  being  here  and  .having  received  such  a 
gracious  reception  through  you. 

Words  fail  us  to  express  the  delight  we  all  feel  in  the  greeting  from 
the  brothers  and  sisters  of  California,  for  the  Order  in  this  State  is 
known  and  respected  throughout  all  the  Jurisdictions  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  for  the  splendid  work  and  record  and  for  the  marvelous  growth 
and  strength  which  it  has  attained  and  which  is  in  keeping  with  the 
high  development  and  civilization  of  this  coast.  The  Grand  Master 
speaks  for  and  represents  all  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  vast  mem¬ 
bership  working  in  California  and  on  this  occasion  we  would  recall  the 
fraternal  and  benevolent  spirit  of  the  early  members  here  who  minis¬ 
tered  to  each  other  in  the  excitement,  struggles  and  hardships  of  the 
pioneer  days,  even  in  the  epidemic  which  visited  the  camps  of  the 
miners  in  the  valleys  of  the  Sacramento  when  there  was  “  lack  of 
woman’s  nursing,”  and  this  service  was  rendered  by  Odd  Fellows.  No 
wonder  that  planted  here  under  such  conditions  and  with  such  a  begin¬ 
ning  the  Order  has  been  blessed  with  signal  prosperity. 

Our  Brother  Grand  Scribe  and  Past  Grand  Master  Barnes  greets  us 
for  the  patriarchs  who  dwell  in  tents  in  California.  Brother  Barnes 
served  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  and  earned  his 
title  of  Past  Grand  Master  there  and  in  that  Jurisdiction,  his  name  is 
a  household  word  among  us  who  love  and  honor  him  as  you  in  Cali-

fornia  love  and  honor  him.  It  seems  to  me  that  he  illustrates  a  high 
and  peculiar  type  of  Odd  Fellow,  being  as  he  is,  a  product  of  the 
Georgia-California  variety.  He  visits  in  Georgia  and  gives  and  receives 
inspiration  and  we  gladly  hear  his  eloquent  and  familiar  voice  in  the 
great  greeting  of  this  day. 

Last,  but  not  least,  in  the  reception  to  us  is  sister  Gardner,  President 
of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  your  State,  illustrating  in  her  own  person 
and  that  of  the  sisters  of  the  Jurisdiction  the  graces  and  loveliness  of 
womanhood  united  in  the  fraternal  and  benevolent  work  of  the  Order. 
With  great  pleasure  do  we  acknowledge  the  beautiful  and  inspiring 
address  with  which  she  has  favored  us  as  the  worthy  and  official  repre¬ 
sentative  of  all  the  sisters  of  the  State.  Without  the  sisters  our  Order 
would  not  be  complete.  With  the  sense  of  loneliness  which  Adam 
possessed  till  given  woman  as  a  companion,  this  Order  entered  its 
field  of  work  with  brothers  only,  but  later  found  that  woman’s  co¬ 
operation  in  a  work  to  which  she  was  so  well  adapted  was  indispen¬ 
sable  to  its  perfection  and  the  door  was  opened  to  her  and  she  has 
reflected  honor  and  glory  in  her  membership  and  on  the  Order. 

Many  of  us  came  across  the  Continent  to  reach  this  famous  and 
golden  shore  and  came  impressed  with  the  manifold  resources  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  since  coming,  find  that  the  half  had  not  been  told  us. 
Country  blessed  by  the  Creator  with  health-giving  climate,  wealth  of 
mines  and  profusion  of  fruits  and  flowers  and  agricultural  resources, 
the  greatest  of  all  the  possessions  within  your  borders  is  the  manhood 
and  womanhood  of  the  virtuous  and  patriotic  people  of  the  State 
fittingly  represented  in  those  who  are  brothers  and  sisters  in  this 
Order,  and  whose  interest  we  have  gathered  to  serve.  We  come  in  the 
name  and  under  the  auspices  of  the  I.  0.  O.  F.,  a  world-wide  fraternal 
and  benevolent  organization  which,  while  not  the  oldest,  is  so  adapted 
to  the  wants  and  needs  of  humanity  that  it  has  received  such  a  response 
and  has  been  so  blessed  in  its  career  as  to  stand  now  at  the  head  of 
the  column  of  fraternities  in  the  volume  of  benevolent  and  fraternal 
work  and  in  numerical  strength  and  membership,  having  at  the  end  of 
1903,  1,151,421  brothers,  and  284,681  sisters,  or  a  total  of  1,436,102 
members,  and  having  expended  over  one  hundred  million  dollars  in 
relief  since  1830,  and  now  expending  for  the  same  good  cause  over  four 
million  dollars  annually.  Resides  its  benevolent  work  Odd  Fellowship 
has  been  and  is  a  great  influence  in  promoting  good  feeling  and  fellow¬ 
ship  between  the  people  of  all  portions  of  the  country,  and  drawing 
mankind  generally  closer  together  in  sympathy.  Performing  such 
work,  it  deserves  and  receives  the  respect  and  encouragement  of  all 
good  people,  whether  united  in  membership  with  us  or  not.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Civil  Government  may  well  welcome  the  supreme  law¬ 
making  Body  of  an  Order  which  conserves  the  well  being  of  the  people 
and  makes  of  them  better  citizens  and  which  stands  for  the  observance 
of  law  and  order.  While  the  Fraternity  is  represented  in  nearly  all 
civilized  countries  of  the  world  inhabited  by  the  Caucasian  race,  or 
where  they  gather,  still  the  Gibraltar  of  its  strength  is  on  our  own 
Continent,  in  the  United  States  and  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  Body 
which  you  greet  to-day  represents  the  Order  in  every  State  and  Terri¬ 
tory,  and  in  the  various  Provinces  of  Canada,  and  whether  owing 
allegiance  to  the  country  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  or  the  Standard  of 
Britain,  unitedly  engage  in  legislation  for  the  promotion  of  the  interest 
of  the  Order;  while  the  foreign  jurisdictions  not  with  us  by  Repre¬ 
sentatives  are  with  us  in  fraternal  and  loyal,  loving  sympathy.  Within 
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the  last  two  years  the  Standard  of  our  Order  was  unfurled  in  the  city 
of  Manila,  Philippine  Islands  and  already  a  charter  has  gone  to  South 
Africa  to  institute  a  Lodge  at  Johannesburg  and  truly  the  time  is  near 
when  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  will  encircle  the  globe.  Under  the  inspiration  of 
the  present  surroundings  let  us  hope  that  the  work  of  the  present,  the 
eightieth  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  will  redound  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  Fraternity  and  promote  the  dissemination  of  the 
principles  of  the  Order  among  mankind  and  to  coming  generations. 
Again  thanking  all  who  have  participated  in  this  generous  reception  to 
us,  permit  me  to  conclude  with  a  wish  for  the  blessings  of  Heaven  upon 

the  brothers  and  sisters  of  California.

RECEPTION  TO  THE  GRAND  SIRE  AT  THE  PAVILION  AND  THE 

PALACE  HOTEL. 

The  bell  tapped  the  hour,  8  o’clock,  and  the  Pavilion  was  crowded 
from  gallery  to  main  floor. 

Some  said  that  6000  were  there,  and  this  came  near  the  truth.  There 
were  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  at  every  nook  and  crook  of  the  great 
building  and  good  fellowship,  that  was  by  no  means  odd  in  view  of  the 
genial  spirits  who  had  a  hearty  welcome  and  a  heartier  handshake 
for  all. 

The  opening  ceremonies  of  the  evening  were  certainly  successful. 
The  arrangements  were  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  it  was  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  the  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  East  and  the  coast 
were  satisfied  that  the  brethren  in  San  Francisco  had  left  no  stone 
unturned  to  make  for  them  a  good  time — and  a  lengthy  period  of  it. 

Professor  Sarvell’s  chorus  of  500  voices  followed  the  introductory 
musical  selection  of  the  orchestra.  The  great  combination  of  trained 
voices  could  not  have  done  better.  The  singers  were  at  their  best,  and 
at  the  stroke  of  the  baton  and  a  wave  of  the  leader’s  hand  they  sang: 

Here  we  welcome,  here  we  welcome, 

We  welcome  you,  we  welcome  you  ! 

The  sovereign  ruler  of  our  noble  band  of  millions ! 

From  every  nation,  from  every  strand. 

From  the  mountains,  valleys,  deserts,  meadows,  cities  great; 

W e  welcome  you  with  thanksgiving. 

To  the  Golden  Gate  of  the  Pacific. 

To  the  land  of  sunshine,  gold  and  flowers, 

To  her  mountains  high,  her  broad  and  fertile  plains, 

In  the  name  of  our  city  and  its  people. 

And  of  “  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,” 

Here  we  welcome,  here  we  welcome. 

We  welcome  you,  we  welcome  you  ! 

As  soon  as  the  last  note  of  an  encore  had  died  away,  Past  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter  W.  W.  Watson  made  a  brief  introductory  address,  in  which  he  made 
reference  to  the  work  that  should  come  before  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  programme  for  the  week.  He  introduced  Grand  Sire 
John  B.  Goodwin,  who  was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  great  audi- 
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ence.  Grand  Sire  Goodwin  spoke  in  a  clear,  strong  voice,  heard  in  all 
parts  of  the  building.  He  told  of  the  noble  work  of  the  Odd  Fellows, 
their  rapid  growth  throughout  not  only  the  United  States,  but  all  the 
countries  of  the  world.  The  Order  to-day  has  a  membership  of  1,446,000, 
and  to  this  vast  number  hundreds  are  added  daily. 

When  disaster  has  overtaken  cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States 
the  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Rebekahs  have  been  in  the  fore  among  the 
societies  that  have  administered  to  the  sick  and  helpless,  the  fatherless 
and  motherless.  When  the  Americans  conquered  in  the  Philippines  it 
was  not  many  days  before  the  Organization  had  spread  in  the  new 
possessions  and  gained  a  foothold  among  civilians  and  soldiers.  Even 
in  South  Africa,  with  Boer  and  British,  the  Order  was  strong  and  far 
reaching  and  on  the  battlefield  the  link  of  friendship,  love,  and  truth 
not  even  cold  steel  or  bursting  shells  could  sever. 

The  speaker  was  frequently  interrupted  by  applause.  To  the  right 
and  left  of  him  were  the  Officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  in 
front  of  him  were  a  noble  600  of  visiting  comrades.  From  this  nucleus 
of  faithful  supporters  of  the  Order  the  cheers  of  approval  spread  to 
e,very  part  of  the  audience. 

Grand  Sire  Goodwin  explained  the  purposes  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
made  so  clear  the  benefits  that  are  to  be  derived  from  membership  that 
it  was  common  expression  among  those  who  listened  to  him  that  he 
had  made  converts  to  the  cause. 

After  Grand  Sire  Goodwin’s  address  Miss  Lulu  Purlenky  sang  a 
contralto  solo,  “  Let  Me  Love  Thee.”  Miss  Purlenky  made  a  hit  at  both 
the  afternoon  and  evening  entertainments.  Her  voice  is  powerful  and 
well  trained  and  her  rendition  of  Arditi’s  difficult  composition  was  all 
that  the  most  exacting  critic  could  expect. 

Grand  Master  John  W.  Linscott,  of  California,  addressed  the  brothers 
on  the  advance  of  Odd  Fellowship.  He  followed  on  the  lines  drawn  by 
Grand  Sire  Goodwin  and  gave  much  interesting  data  concerning  the 
work  of  the  Order.  He  was  listened  to  attentively  and  gave  way  to 
Past  Grand  Master  William  H.  Barnes,  of  San  Francisco,  who  is  known 
“  from  Maine  to  Southern  California  and  from  Washington  to  Florida.” 

Everybody  who  is  an  Odd  Fellow  in  California  knows  “  Brother 
Barnes” — better  than  the  men  from  Maine,  of  course — so  when  he 
appeared  at  the  front  of  the  platform  there  burst  forth  a  cheer  that 
had  the  right  ring  in  it. 

Mr.  Barnes  gave  some  interesting  figures  concerning  the  status  of 
the  Order  in  California.  He  told  of  the  days  when  he  first  thought  of 
joining  the  Odd  Fellows,  and  of  the  subsequent  pleasure  derived  from 
being  brought  within  the  scope  of  its  world-wide  influence  for  good. 
Decades  have  passed  and  history  has  been  made  since  he  placed  his 
hand  upon  the  links,  but  no  better  history  could  have  been  created  from 
an  Odd  Fellow’s  point  of  view  than  that  evolved  with  the  years  that 
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have  added  strength  to  Americanism,  and,  as  a  natural  consequence,  j 
to  ail  well-founded  fraternal  organizations. 

Following  Brother  Barnes’  address  Robert  W.  Jones,  a  barytone  with 
a  pleasing  voice,  rendered  “  Queen  of  the  Eearth,”  by  Pinsuti.  He  was 
encored  several  times.  The  chorus  sang  the  “  Gloria,”  from  the 
“  Twelfth  Mass  ”  of  Mozart,  and  the  orchestra  ended  the  evening’s 
programme  with  a  march  by  Sousa. 

The  reception  tendered  Grand  Sire  Goodwin  and  Mrs.  Goodwin  in 
the  Marble  and  Maple  rooms  of  the  Palace  Hotel  Monday  evening  was  a 
striking  affair.  Patriarchs  Militant  in  full  dress,  with  their  wives  and 
daughters,  and  Odd  Fellows  in  evening  dress  crowded  the  handsome 
suite  to  pay  their  respects  to  the  man  that  has  the  leadership  of  the 
Order.  Other  distinguished  Odd  Fellows  were  guests  at  the  function, 
which  was  the  most  formal  affair  given  since  the  opening  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. — San  Francisco  Gall. 

RECEPTION  AND  ENTERTAINMENT  BY  THE  REBEKAHS. 

Mechanics’  Pavilion  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  Tuesday 
night  during  the  reception  tendered  by  the  officers  of  Rebekah  day. 
So  great  did  the  audience  become  that  at  9  o’clock  the  police  were 
obliged  to  issue  orders  that  no  more  persons  be  allowed  in  the  galleries. 
At  that  hour  there  were  at  least  7000  persons  in  the  galleries  and  5000 
more  on  the  main  floor. 

Grand  Sire  Goodwin,  who  arrived  early  and  watched  the  rapidly 
growing  crowds  with  intense  interest,  remarked  that  “  California 
always  does  things  on  a  large  scale,  and  this  attendance  proves  it.” 
Sister  Dora  Gardner,  State  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  was 
more  than  satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  ladies  of  the 
Order  to  make  Rebekah  day  a  grand  success.  Sister  Gardner  said  that 
she  knew  that  there  would  be  a  large  attendance,  but  she  did  not 
expect  to  have  “  this  big  building  crowded  to  suffocation.” 

Sure  enough,  it  was  warm  and  stifling  in  the  galleries.  Several 
ladies  grew  weak  from  the  effects  of  the  oppressive  atmosphere,  and 
there  was  more  than  one  who  had  to  leave  the  building.  But  there  is 
nothing  that  succeeds  like  success,  and  faint-hearted  men  and  light¬ 
headed  women  did  not  militate  in  the  least  against  the  one  result  to  be 
desired,  viz.,  a  splendid  record  for  the  women  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

The  evening’s  entertainment  was  opened  with  a  musical  selection  by 
the  orchestra,  after  which  President  W.  W.  Watson,  P.  G.  M.,  and  Past 
Grand  Representative,  called  the  Rebekahs  to  order  with  a  few  appro¬ 
priate  remarks  about  women  as  a  factor  in  promoting  just  such  big 
events  as  were  transpiring.  President  Watson  introduced  Sister 
Gardner,  who  then  addressed  the  audience  and  told  them  something 
of  the  success  of  the  Order  of  Rebekahs,  their  mission  in  life  and  the 
good  that  they  have  accomplished  individually  and  collectively. 

Sister  Gardner  spoke  of  the  beneficiary  system  inaugurated  by  the 
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Order,  of  the  protection  afforded  the  widows  and  orphans  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  home  of  the  Order  at  Gilroy. 

Twenty-five  thousand  sisters  were  enrolled  on  the  lodge  books  and  in 
ten  years  this  number  will  have  been  increased  two-fold.  It  has  been 
demonstrated  in  late  years  that  the  Rebekahs  have  been  growing  at 
a  much  greater  ratio  than  in  the  early  periods  of  their  existence. 

Grand  Sire  Goodwin  was  introduced  after  Sister  Gardner  had  finished 
her  address  and  he  played  the  gallant  very  successfully  with  the  ladies. 
Some  wholesome  words  of  advice  with  a  little  well-handled  flattery  won 
many  a  feminine  nod  of  approval  for  the  portly  gentleman  from 
Atlanta.  Grand  Sire  Goodwin  spoke  of  the  co-operation  of  the  women 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  their  untiring  efforts  to  assist  in  promulgating 
the  sentiment  that  has  made  Odd  Fellowship  a  permanency  among 
fraternal  societies. 

Fifty-three  years  of  cooperation  have  won  a  distinctive  place  in  the 
Order  for  the  women  members,  the  Rebekahs.  Purity  of  purpose  and 
effective  legislation  have  been  the  outcome  of  the  assistance  of  the 
hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  and  rules  the  world. 

The  speaker  referred  to  California  and  praised  San  Francisco  and 
the  State  for  their  generosity.  He  spoke  of  the  splendid  reception 
accorded  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  by  the  people  of  the 
city  and  said  that  he  had  heard  that  San  Francisco  never  did  anything 
half-way,  and  now  he  was  convinced  of  the  absolute  truth  of  the 
statement. 

Throughout  the  evening’s  entertainment  there  were  a  dozen  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fire  Department  on  duty  to  prevent  smoking  and  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  inflammable  material  with  which  the  Pavilion  was  decor¬ 
ated. 

The  afternoon  was  set  apart  for  the  reception  of  the  Past  Noble 
Grands  of  the  Rebekahs  and  the  headquarters  in  the  south  wing  of 
the  gallery  were  crowded  with  ladies  and  their  invited  guests.  Sister 
Dora  Gardner  officiated  and  was  assisted  by  a  corps  of  members  of  the 
Order.  The  following  Past  Noble  Grands  were  present:  Mrs.  Nellie 
Mitchell,  Miss  Fannie  Benjamin,  Mrs.  Olive  Allen,  Mrs.  M.  Karsner, 
Mrs.  Caroline  Hoxett,  Mrs.  Belle  Savage,  Mrs.  Helen  Carpenter,  Mrs. 
Marion  Greenwood,  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Lyon,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Moreland,  Mrs. 
Ada  Madison,  Mrs.  Elmer  Johnson,  Mrs.  Mary  Hawley  and  Mrs.  Jennie 
Katzenstein. 

Vocal  solos  were  rendered  by  Miss  Juliet  Grenninger,  Mrs.  Grace  E. 
McPhail  and  Mrs.  Katzenstein.  The  Park  Band  furnished  instrumental 
music  for  the  promenade  concert.  Refreshments  were  served  in  the 
first  reception  room  in  the  east  end  of  the  gallery. 

DRESS  PARADE  AND  DRILLS. 

Brigadier  General  H.  O.  Brower  was  delighted  with  the  result  of 
Tuesday’s  competitive  drills  and  inspections.  The  most  spectacular

feature  of  the  evening’s  programme  was  the  dress  parade  and  the  con¬ 
ferring  of  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  by  General  Brower.  In  the  after¬ 
noon  the  competitive  drills  of  four  cantons  took  place. 

Assembly  was  sounded  at  7  o’clock  in  the  evening,  at  which  time 
every  canton  representing  the  First  and  Second  Regiments,  Department 
of  California,  was  on  the  floor  of  the  north  wing  of  the  Pavilion.  In 
all  there  were  about  300  Patriachs  Militant  ready  for  the  ceremony. 

The  First  Regiment  was  composed  of  three  battalions.  The  first  bat¬ 
talion  comprised  two  Sacramento  cantons,  Major  John  Batcher  com¬ 
manding.  The  second  battalion  comprised  the  Santa  Rosa  and  Napa 
cantons,  and  the  third  battalion  the  cantons  of  Visalia  and  Fresno. 
The  Second  Regiment,  first  battalion,  was  represented  by  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  No.  5,  Oakland  and  Eureka  cantons,  Major  C.  H.  Kornbeck  com¬ 
manding;  second  battalion,  San  Jose  and  Vallejo  cantons,  Major  M.  V. 
Davis  commanding,  and  third  battalion  Watsonville  and  Santa  Cruz, 
Major  A.  N.  Judd  commanding.  Colonel  W.  H.  Sherburn  commands 
the  First  Regiment  and  Colonel  C.  H.  Wever,  of  Alameda,  the  Second 
Regiment.  Lieutenant  Colonel  W^H.  Woodbridge,  of  Los  Angeles,  was 
with  Colonel  Sherburn,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  H.  A.  Towle,  of  Vallejo, 
is  with  Colonel  Wever. 

Four  well  drilled  cantons  each  executed  seventy-six  specially  selected 
movements  at  the  competitive  drills  for  visiting  Odd  Fellows  Tuesday 
afternoon.  The  military  judges  named  the  winners  of  prizes.  In  the 
interim  friends  of  San  Jose,  Santa  Barbara,  Vallejo,  and  Watsonville 
cantons  remained  on  the  anxious  seat. 

The  scedule  of  drill  was  carefully  arranged  so  as  to  carry  the  corps 
through  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  the  company.  General  Com¬ 
manding  M.  A.  Raney  named  Colonel  Patterson,  Major  E.  T.  Brown 
and  Lieutenant  H.  L.  Landers,  of  the  United  States  Army,  Coast  Artil¬ 
lery,  to  act  as  judges  of  the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  competing  can¬ 
tons.  There  were  two  classes  in  the  drill,  San  Jose  and  Santa  Barbara 
in  class  C,  with  twelve  men  and  three  officers,  and  Vallejo  and  Watson¬ 
ville  in  class  B,  with  eighteen  men  and  three  officers.  San  Jose  was 
scheduled  to  come  on  the  floor  first.  Captain  F.  E.  Colley  commanded 
San  Jose  and  his  officers  were  Lieutenant  J.  W.  Darling  and  Ensign 
Lewis  Jackson.  Santa  Barbara  followed  at  the  expiration  of  the  thirty 
minutes  allotted  for  drill.  Captain  W.  H.  Thompson  commanded  Santa 
Barbara,  No.  36,  and  had  with  him  Lieutenant  H.  J.  Mitchell  and 
Ensign  John  P.  Smith.  In  class  B  Vallejo,  No.  16,  came  on  the  floor 
first  with  Captain  F.  J.  Walter  in  command,  assisted  by  Lieutenant 
A.  E.  Edgcumbe  and  Ensign  F.  A.  Shortridge.  Watsonville,  No.  32, 
followed  with  Captain  A.  E.  Hall  in  command,  assisted  by  Lieutenant 
Pader  Anderson  and  Ensign  L.  Hartvigsen. 

PRELIMINARY  MOVEMENTS 

The  drill  regulations  were  for  cadence  in  quick  time  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  preliminary  movements:  Form  canton  single  rank,  open  ranks  for 
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inspection,  inspection  of  swords,  inspection  of  uniforms,  inspection  of 
military  appearance  and  steadiness.  Close  ranks,  present  and  carry 
swords.  The  regular  drill  then  opened  with  the  manual  of  arms. 

San  Jose  began  the  drill  with  a  few  slight  errors  in  the  manual,  due 
to  lack  of  unison,  but  improved  as  the  drill  progressed.  In  the  facings 
there  was  some  delay  in  time  and  in  dressing  preliminary  movements: 
Form  prompt  enough  in  perfecting  the  alignment.  The  right  and  left 
toirns  were  very  well  executed  and  were  applauded.  “  Backward  guide 
right  ”  pleased  the  experts  and  “  left  by  files  ”  to  “  form  three,  left 
oblique  ”  were  good.  There  were  some  slight  errors  in  distances  in 
deploying  column  of  threes  in  open  order  and  in  forming  column  of 
platoons  to  the  front  there  was  a  hitch  in  the  alignment. .  The  general 
drill  effect  was  exceedingly  good,  however. 

Santa  Barbara  came  on  the  floor  with  an  improved  cadence  and  was 
a  litle  snappier  than  San  Jose  in  executing  orders  in  the  manual  of 
arms.  Santa  Barbara’s  corps  seemed  to  have  paid  especial  attention  to 
this  part  of  the  drill.  There  were  some  errors  on  the  right  of  the  line. 
In  company  front  the  step  of  the  canton  was  firm  and  quick  and  the 
alignment  almost  perfect.  In  the  oblique  marching  there  did  not  seem 
to  be  much  difference  between  San  Jose  and  Santa  Barbara.  There 
seemed  to  be  an  impression  that  Santa  Barbara  will  win  the  prize  for 
class  C. 

Vallejo  in  the  class  B  drills  made  a  fine  showing  and  only  two  serious 
errors  will  mitigate  against  the  corps  being  a  strong  favorite  for  first 
place.  The  chevaliers  showed  that  they  had  practiced  carefully  and  de¬ 
voted  much  time  to  military  detail  and  they  will  probably  win  notwith¬ 
standing  the  mistakes  during  the  opening  movements  of  the  test.  One 
of  the  files  dropped  his  sword  just  before  the  company  was  ordered  to 
fall  out  for  reformation  and  in  the  sword  inspection  a  file  on  the  left 
of  the  line  knocked  his  hat  from  his  head. 

VALLEJO  IN  LINE. 

This  made  the  Vallejoites  nervous  for  a  few  moments,  but  they  soon 
regained  their  steadiness.  They  executed  the  manual  of  arms  in  ex¬ 
cellent  style  and  went  through  the  rest  of  the  drill  well.  Their  turns 
were  loudly  applauded  and  “  right  front  into  line  ”  was  exceptionally 
well  done.  In  dressing  line  the  files  were  inclined  to  shuffle  and  move 
too  slowly  into  position  and  the  experts  made  a  note  of  this. 

Watsonville’s  men  were  not  far  behind  Vallejo  in  the  manual  of  arms. 
They  erred  slightly  in  the  center,  but  the  experts  were  the  only  ones 
who  noticed  the  technical  mistakes.  The  distances  were  not  kept  quite 
so  well  as  Vallejo  kept  them  and  in  “  mark  time  ”  part  of  the  command 
was  out  of  step.  As  with  all  of  the  other  corps  the  turns  were  good 
and  the  execution  of  movements  by  three  and  sixes  was  carried  out 
according  to  the  strict  line  of  the  tactics. 

The  dress  parade  occurred  promptly  at  8  o’clock.  The  cantons  were 
escorted  to  the  main  floor  by  the  Park  Bank  and  formed  on  the  south 
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side  of  the  pavilion.  The  regular  order  of  dress  parade  as  prescribed 
by  army  tactics  was  observed.  After  inspection  and  the  order  to  close 
ranks  from  open  order,  the  command  “  parade  rest  ”  was  given  while 
the  pretty  ceremony  of  conferring  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  held  the 
attention  of  the  vast  audience. 

There  were  many  complimentary  remarks  by  those  who  noted  the  fine 
military  appearance  of  the  cantons  and  their  proficiency  in  the  trying 
maneuvers  of  dress  parade.  General  Brower  explained  that  the  degree 
of  Patriarchs  Militant  is  purely  military  and  for  display  purposes  and 
that  all  civic  matters  pertaining  to  its  membership  can  only  be  ar¬ 
ranged  through  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order.  The  unit  of 
organization  of  a  degree  is  a  canton,  which  must  consist  of  at  least 
fifteen  members.  The  cantons  throughout  the  United  States  are  organ¬ 
ized  into  battalions,  regiments,  brigades,  divisions,  army  corps  and  an 
army. 

WOMEN  RECEIVE  HONORS. 

MEMBERS  OF  REBEKAH  LODGES  ARE  GIVEN  MERITORIOUS  DECORATIONS  OF 

CHIVALRY. 

Following  the  battalion  drill  by  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  a  review 
of  the  men  in  uniform  by  the  highest  commanding  officers  of  the  mili¬ 
tary  branch  of  the  Order,  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  on 
four  members  of  the  Rebekahs  for  meritorious  service  in  behalf  of 
the  Order.  Clothed  in  white  and  escorted  by  uniformed  officers  the 
women  who  were  to  receive  the  Decoration  marched  to  the  center  of  the 
pavilion.  There,  while  every  corps  stood  with  bared  heads,  they  re¬ 
peated  after  Brigadier  General  H.  0.  Brower  the  beautiful  and  solemn 
vows  that  are  made  upon  receiving  the  Decoration. 

Slowly  and  solemnly  the  promise  was  given  “  to  relieve  distress, 
succor  the  sick,  comfort  the  bereaved,  and  help  wives  and  women,”  and 
although  the  words  of  the  speaker  did  not  carry  far,  the  immense  inclo¬ 
sure  was  silent  during  the  ceremony.  At  last  the  final  words  were 
reached,  “  I  pledge  my  sacred  honor,”  and  General  Brower  requested  a 
short  prayer.  The  huge  audience  still  remained  silent  while  the  tem¬ 
porary  grand  chaplain,  Peter  Simpkins,  invoked  a  blessing  on  the  event. 

The  first  sound  to  break  the  stillness  was  when  little  Miss  Jessie  i 
Harris  pinned  the  Decoration  on  Miss  Ella  Rose,  of  Indian  Territory,  ; 
the  first  of  the  honored  women,  then  the  audience  burst  into  applause, 
which  increased  as  Miss  Hattie  E.  Haight,  of  Indian  Territory,  Miss 
Anna  H.  Luders,  of  Washington  and  Miss  Theora  Mobley,  of  Idaho, 
were  decorated  in  turn. 

Previously  to  the  actual  conferring  of  the  decoration  by  the  little 
maid,  short  speeches  of  welcome  advice  and  encouragement  were  made 
by  Miss  Rachel  E.  Mitchell,  Mrs.  Mabel  Richardson  Kromiller,  Miss 
Edna  Hales  and  Miss  Carrie  Inch,  who  formed  a  committee  of  honor 
about  the  newly  honored  members.

VISITING  ODD  FELLOWS  ENJOY  TRIP  TO  NAVY  YARD  AT  MARE  ISLAND. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  features  of  the  Session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  and  one  that  will  perhaps  linger  longest  in  the  memories  of 
those  fortunate  enough  to  enjoy  it  was  the  bay  excursion  Wednesday 
on  the  big  ferry-boat  Berkeley.  At  9  o’clock  A.  M.  the  boat  pulled  out, 

■  hearing  at  least  800  persons  looking  forward  to  a  day  of  enjoyment. 
At  5  o’clock  Wednesday  evening  as  happy  a  group  of  excursionists  as 
ever  stepped  from  steamer’s  deck  to  shore  was  landed.  Not  an  accident

or  unpleasant  incident  marred  the  pleasure  of  the  day.  The  weather 
was  nearly  perfect.  In  the  early  morning  a  haze  hung  over  the  bay 
and  shore,  but  about  the  time  the  party  started  out  the  sun  dispelled 
this.  As  the  boat  pulled  out  from  her  slip  the  band  aboard  playing 
patriotic  airs  the  last  trace  of  fog  disappeared. 

The  boat  first  headed  for  the  Golden  Gate  and  from  its  decks  the 
excursionists  had  a  splendid  view  of  the  water  front  and  residences  on 
the  hillsides.  Passing  Angel  and  Alcatraz  islands  and  the  frowning 
forts  at  Black  Point  and  the  Presidio,  the  guests  looked  out  through 
the  Golden  Gate  and  saw  before  them  the  broad  expanse  of  the  Pacific, 

|  calm  and  peaceful  as  its  name  implies.  Turning  back,  the  steamer 
headed  for  Mare  Island,  where  the  guests  aboard  her  had  an  excellent 
view  of  tke  vessel  whose  unexpected  arrival  in  this  harbor  caused 
speculation  and  comment  on  two  continents — the  Russian  cruiser  Lena, 
now  stripped  of  her  fighting  apparatus.

The  homeward  trip  was  without  incident.  The  sun  shone  brightly 
from  a  cloudless  sky  and  there  was  just  sufficient  breeze  blowing  to 
make  it  comfortable  aboard  the  boat.  The  party  passed  close  enough 
to  Goat  Island  to  get  a  good  view  of  the  naval  training  station  there. 

||  A  visit  was  also  made  to  the  Union  Iron  Works. 

The  affair  was  managed  by  a  joint  committee  of  Odd  Fellows  and 
Rebekahs,  made  up  as  follows:  Captain  Jones,  who  had  charge  of  the 
vessel;  E.  R.  Moss,  H.  R.  Wolff,  R.  C.  Stahle,  E.  Quintero,  Mrs.  G.

The  Grand  Sire  and  other  Officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
boarded  Admiral  McCalla’s  launch  at  1  o’clock  and  were  taken  to  the 
Navy  Yard  where  they  were  guests  of  the  Admiral  at  a  luncheon  served 
in  his  home.  They  were  met  by  the  Admiral  and  his  staff  when  the 
launch  landed  and  were  escorted  by  them  through  the  Navy  Yard, 
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then  the  luncheon  was  served.  It  was  pronounced  as  an  enjoyable 
occasion  by  all  present,  and  as  the  guests  left  they  gave  three  cheers 
for  the  genial  and  hospitable  Admiral  McCalla. 

TWO  CRACK  DRILL  CORPS. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.,  CANTON  AND  SACRAMENTO  GIVE  EXHIBITION. 

No  better  exhibition  of  crack,  drilling  could  have  been  given  than 
that  of  Washington  Canton  and  Sacramento  Canton  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon  at  the  Mechanics’  Pavilion.  The  contest  was  to  decide  the  national 
championship  in  class  A,  Patriarchs  Militant  drill  regulations.  The 
cantons  both  did  so  well  that  it  was  hard  to  determine  which  of  them 
was  entitled  to  the  prize,  but  the  Washington  Canton  carried  off  the 
honors. 

About  5000  persons  witnessed  the  drills.  Sacramento  came  on  the 
floor  first,  and  by  its  perfect  cadence  of  step  and  well  maintained  dis¬ 
tances  won  much  applause.  In  the  manual  of  swords  the  canton  was 
not  quite  so  proficient  as  Washington,  but  otherwise  there  was  not  f 
much  difference  between  the  competing  teams. 

Sacramento  suffered  a  trifle  in  dressing  less  promptly  than  its  oppo¬ 
nent,  and  lost  some  in  the  movements  by  sixes. 

Washington  came  on  the  floor  to  the  tune  of  the  Washington  Post 
March,  and  moved  a  little  slowly  for  the  quickstep  set  by  the  band. 
The  leader  took  the  hint  and  gave  the  signal  for  slower  time,  but  soon 
the  canton  from  the  capital  city  had  settled  down  to  business  and 
improved  its  step  so  as  to  come  within  the  regulation  time. 

Colonel  Patterson,  Major  Brown,  and  Lieutenant  Landers,  of  the  reg¬ 
ular  army,  acted  as  judges  and  decided  to  withhold  their  decision  until 
at  night,  at  which  time  the  winning  teams  were  announced  and  the 
prizes  awarded. 

^Washington  met  with  one  misfortune  early  in  the  drill.  In  the  move¬ 
ment  “  rear  three  left  front  into  line,  double  time,”  one  of  the  Patriarchs 
slipped  and  fell  with  considerable  force,  but  he  gamely  regained  his 
position  in  line  and  went  through  the  difficult  drill  without  making 
another  error.  The  canton  was  particularly  complimented  on  the  brisk 
manner  in  which  it  executed  its  movements.  The  ginger  that  the  men 
from  the  East  put  into  their  work  counted  much  with  the  judges. 

In  the  evening  there  was  a  dress  parade,  in  which  all  of  the  cantons 
that  have  attended  the  session  took  part.  The  Rebekah  drill  corps  of 
San  Francisco  was  also  in  line  and  was  frequently  applauded.  Captain 
Allie  Parker’s  young  ladies  have  certainly  made  a  study  of  “  time  and 
space  ”  and  know  how  to  apply  it  mechanically.  After  the  dress  parade 
the  young  ladies  gave  an  exhibition  drill,  executing  a  number  of  diffi¬ 
cult  orders,  and  were  on  the  floor  for  nearly  three-quarters  of  an  hour. 

The  usual  tactics  employed  in  the  ceremony  of  dress  parade  were 
executed  by  the  cantons.  The  commands  were  formed  in  a  hollow 
oblong,  and  in  the  center  the  commanding  officers  were  stationed,  at  th© 
front  and  center  of  the  battalion,  facing  the  grand  stand.

RECEIVE  GRAND  DECORATION. 

Arrayed  in  the  showy  dress  uniform  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  before 
the  throngs  that  filled  the  Pavilion  to  overcrowding,  many  officers  and 
chevaliers  received  from  General  M.  A.  Raney,  through  the  hands  of 
Miss  Jessie  Harris,  the  insignia  of  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry. 

While  the  long  lines  of  the  battalions  of  Patriarchs  Militant  stood  at 
attention  General  Raney  addressed  the  men  chosen  for  the  highest 
Decoration  in  the  Order.  He  bade  them  advance  to  the  altar,  which 
consisted  of  a  large  drum  placed  in  the  center  of  the  hall,  on  which 
rested  an  open  Bible.  To  this  altar  the  men  advanced  and  were  asked 
if  they  were  ready  to  assume  the  obligations  that  go  with  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  Decoration.  In  full,  round  tones  came  the  answer  in. 
unison  “  I  am.”  At  this  the  candidates  for  the  honor  were  directed  to 
kneel  in  a  circle  around  the  drum  while  they  each  repeated  in  unison 
the  following  vow: 

Of  my  own  free  will  and  accord  in  the  presence  of  these  living  wit¬ 
nesses,  I  voluntarily  promise  and  pledge  myself  to  defend  maidens, 
wives,  widows  and  orphans  in  their  rights;  to  relieve  distress,  to  per¬ 
mit  no  extortion  in  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  prevent"  it,  and  to  administer 
justice  to  the  advancement  of  honor  and  the  suppression  of  vice.  All 
of  which  I,  in  this  presence,  do  vow  it  is  my  purpose  and  intention  to 
perform  under  a  penalty  which  shall  be  no  less  than  a  degradation  or 
loss  of  my  personal  and  military  honor  if  I  violate  this  solemn  obli¬ 
gation. 

After  repeating  this  vow  the  men  arose  and  formed  in  line  across  the 
Pavilion.  Then  occurred  speeches  of  advice,  wisdom,  encouragement 
and  warning,  spoken  by  the  young  women  of  the  Rebekahs  who  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  ceremonies  when  the  members  of  the  Rebekah  degree 
received  the  Decoration. 

The  first  of  the  speakers  was  Miss  Rachel  E.  Mitchell.  She  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Mrs.  Mabel  Richardson  Kromiller,  Miss  Edna  Hales  and  Miss 
Carrie  Inch.  Each  of  the  befitting  speeches  received  loud  applause  from 
the  audience.  Then,  as  the  uniformed  line  knelt  to  be  Decorated,  little 
j  Miss  Harris  advanced  and  receiving  each  insignia  from  the  general 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  pinned  it  on  the  breast  of  each  kneeling 
man.  As  each  man  was  Decorated  there  came  a  round  of  applause 
from  the  crowded  Pavilion.  A  short  prayer  by  the  brigade  chaplain, 

|  Major  George  T.  Shaw,  ended  the  ceremonies.

GRAND  PARADE. 

Whether  Local  Weather  Forecaster  G.  H.  Wilson,  who  was  tempo¬ 
rarily  in  charge  of  the  glorious  climate  of  California  Friday  in  the 
absence  of  Forecaster  McAdie,  made  especial  arrangements  with  the 
cloud  banks  to  keep  away  from  San.  Francisco  during  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
parade,  or  whether  the  Odd  Fellows  themselves  have  a  knack  of  stop¬ 
ping  downpours  with  word  of  command,  is  hard  to  determine. 

The  good  people  of  the  city  know  that  hardly  a  drop  of  rain  fell 
during  the  three  hours  that  the  procession  was  in  process  of  formation 
and  in  line  of  march,  and  yet  it  would  have  been  a  very  easy  matter  to  j 
have  found  any  number  of  persons  who  would  have  waged  that  some¬ 
thing  akin  to  a  deluge  would  occur  before  the  gorgeously  arrayed 
patriarchs  and  daintily  costumed  women,  the  regaliaed  legions  and 
pretty  floats  had  passed  from  the  streets  to  shelter. 

The  rain  did  not  come,  but  the  clouds  were  there.  Occasionally  a 
drop  fell.  Before  the  procession  was  ready  to  fall  in  the  rain  of  the 
early  morning  had  washed  away  the  dust  and  rendered  the  streets 
clean  for  the  long  march  and  countermarch.  The  cantons  were  at 
their  posts  and  even  the  ladies  were  not  mindful  of  the  threatening 
skies.  They  wore  dresses  that  would  have  been  turned  to  sorry  sights 
had  the  showers  that  followed  in  the  afternoon  happened  in  the  fore¬ 
noon,  as  Forecaster  Wilson  said  they  would.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that 
Jupiter  Pluvius  must  have  had  an  understanding  with  Grand  Marshal 
E.  H.  Black.  General  Black  and  his  aids  met  at  Battery  and  Market 
streets,  where  they,  with  a  detail  of  police  headed  by  Chief  Wittman, 
assembled  to  act  as  escort  to  Grand  Sire  John  B.  Goodwin.  At  10 
o’clock  whistles  announced  that  the  procession  was  ready  to  start  and 
half  an  hour  later  the  head  of  the  parade  wheeled  into  the  center  of 
Market  street  and  moved  forward. 


CROWD  ON  STREETS. 

Market  street  was  crowded  with  people,  but  the  grand  stands  were 
not  very  well  patronized.  Van  Ness  avenue  was  well  lined  on  both  sides 
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with  lookers  on,  but  there  were  not  so  many  of  them  as  when  the 
|  ‘Knights  Templar  paraded.  The  threatening  weather  kept  many  away. 
The  stands  were  deserted  for  the  sidewalks,  for  the  ladies  wanted  to  be 
near  convenient  doorways  in  case  the  storm  developed.  Small  boys,  who 
reaped  a  harvest  of  dimes  and  nickels  during  the  Templar  parade  from 
selling  cracker  boxes  to  stand  on,  were  not  so  successful  in  disposing 
of  their  “  box  seats,”  as  one  youngster  called  them.  There  was,  how¬ 
ever,  a  deal  of  enthusiasm  among  those  who  stood  at  the  curbs,  and 
every  handsome  float  and  every  well  drilled  canton  was  given  its  full 
share  of  applause. 

Canton  Washington,  No.  1,  was  given  the  place  of  honor  in  the  line, 
at  the  head  of  the  column,  after  the  police  and  general  staff.  The 
patriarchs  executed  many  drill  maneuvers  on  the  march  and  were 
cheered  repeatedly.  All  of  the  crack  drill  corps  that  took  part  in  the 
recent  contests  at  Mechanics’  Pavalion  were  recognized  by  the  crowds 
and  cheered  as  they  marched  steadily  forward  with  the  quick,  firm 
step  of  the  soldier.  While  Canton  Washington  was  almost  at  the  end 
of  the  line  of  march,  and  the  countermarch  of  the  procession  was  almost 
completed  an  unfortunate  incident  occurred  at  the  turning  point  of  the 
parade  at  Van  Ness  avenue  and  Pine  street.  E.  A.  Bauber,  who  was 
marching  with  one  of  the  lodges  from  the  interior  of  the  State,  dropped 
to  the  street.  His  comrades  rushed  to  his  assistance.  An  ambulance 
was  summoned  for  the  patient  and  driven  rapidly  to  the  Central  Emer¬ 
gency  Hospital.  Medical  help  was  of  no  avail,  for  Frater  Bauber  had 
expired  before  he  reached  the  hospital.  Death  was  due  to  heart  disease. 

All  of  the  Officials  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  were  in  carriages, 
as  were  the  ladies  who  participated  in  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry 
ceremonies  that  took  place  at  the  Pavilion  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
evenings.  The  Officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  did  not  ride  with 
the  first  division,  but  were  with  the  tenth  division.  Shields  with  the 
i  names  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States  and  foreign 
countries  represented  were  attached  to  each  carriage  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  section.  The  flags  of  British  Columbia,  Ontario  and  many 
other  of  the  British  possessions  were  displayed  frequently  with,  of 
|  course,  the  Stars  a.\d  Stripes. 

Many  of  the  floats  were  very  elaborately  designed.  The  model  of 
the  Orphans’  Home  if  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  drawn  by  four  horses,  was  an 
|  exceptionally  good  feature.  The  Oriental  float  attracted  a  great  deal  of 
attention,  as  did  the  float  “  Rebekah  at  the  Well.”  There  were  at  least 
a  score  of  floats  with  women  of  the  Rebekah  Lodges  dressed  in  white 
seated  on  tiers  of  seats,  forming  pyramids  of  pretty  faces  and  summery 
costumes.  The  “Hayseed”  float  of  the  Mission  Rebekahs  was  piled 
high  with  bales  of  hay,  upon  which  the  ladies  from  the  Mission  perched 
and  enjoyed  an  especially  good  view  of  the  procession. 

One  of  the  most  Striking  features  of  the  parade  was  the  “  Chariot 
of  Apollo,”  drawn  hy  four  splendid  wWte  Worses,  “  Friendship,  Loyq 
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and  Truth”  float,  and  that  with  a  score  of  little  boys  and  girls  from 
the  Odd  Fellows’  Orphans’  Home  were  well  received. 

The  last  division  of  the  parade,  the  fourteenth,  was  made  up  of 
carriages  containing  officers  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Thermalito* 
residents  of  the  home  and  Officers  and  Past  Officers  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly. 

HEAD  OF  COLUMN. 

At  the  head  of  the  long  column  that  showed  only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  membership  of  Odd  Fellows  throughout  the  State,  came  the 
platoon  of  police  under  the  leadership  of  Chief  of  Police  George  W. 
Wittman.  In  command  of  this  splendid  body  of  men  that  well  represent 
the  police  force  of  the  city  was  Captain  Henry  Gleeson.  Along  the 
entire  line  of  march  the  appearance  of  the  police  was  heartily  ap-  < 
plauded  by  the  gathered  thousands. 

Following  the  mounted  police  came  the  handsome  uniformed  Grand 
Marshal  E.  H.  Black  and  his  staff.  They  were  all  mounted  on  gor¬ 
geously  caparisoned  horses,  and  made  an  imposing  sight.  Behind  them 
came  the  uniformed  infantry  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  marching 
rhythmic  time  and  swinging  along  with  military  precision.  Through¬ 
out  the  line  of  march  they  performed  many  evolutions  with  a  snap  that 
showed  the  result  of  many  a  hard  drill. 

At  the  head  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  came  General  Commanding 
M.  A.  Raney,  accompanied  by  his  staff.  Following  them  came  Brigadier 
General  H.  O.  Brower,  commanding  the  Department  of  California,  and 
his  staff.  Then  came  the  three  regiments  of  marching  Patriarchs  j 
Militant.  The  first  regiment  was  headed  by  Colonel  W.  H.  Sherburn 
and  his  staff.  Among  those  in  the  first  regiment  were  cantons  from 
Sacramento  and  Fresno.  The  second  regiment  was  headed  by  Colonel 
C.  H.  Wever  and  his  staff,  and  was  composed  of  cantons  from  San  Jose, 
Vallejo  and  Watsonville.  In  the  third  regiment  were  cantons  from 
Eureka,  San  Diego,  Riverside  and  Santa  Barbara.  At  their  head  rode 
Colonel  C.  W.  Buker  and  his  staff.  Following  the  third  regiment  and 
heading  the  carriages  containing  the  Grand  Representatives  came  a 
tally-ho  in  which  were  seated  the  four  young  ladies  who  officiated  in 
the  conferring  of  the  Decoration  and  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  at 
the  Mechanics’  Pavilion.  In  this  portion  of  the  parade  came  the 
seventy  carriages  containing  the  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Eightieth 
Annual  Session.  These  carriages  were  decorated  with  flags  and  bore 
shields  with  the  names  of  the  States  from  which  the  Representatives 
came,  as  follows: 


PARADE  BY  DIVISIONS. 

First  Division. — At  the  head  of  the  first  division,  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  the  band,  came  W.  M.  Simpson,  the  Marshal  Commanding,  and  his 
aids.  The  entire  division  consisted  of  lodges  from  Alameda  County, 
and  among  the  number  were  the  following:  Evening  Star,  Porter,

Fountain,  Enterprise,  Niles,  Livermore,  Columbia,  Berkeley,  Elmhurst, 
Harbor  and  old  brothers  from  Niles  in  carriages. 

Second  Division. — The  entire  second  division  was  devoted  to  Sacra¬ 
mento,  and  they  worthily  filled  their  place  in  the  line.  At  their  head 
came  the  Platt  band  and  Charles  D.  Bliss,  the  Marshal  Commanding, 
and  his  aids.  A  Sacramento  float  handsomely  decorated  in  green  and 
gold  and  bearing  a  camper’s  tent  and  gold  digging  outfit  was  a  feature 
of  the  division. 

Third  Division. — Santa  Clara  County  was  given  the  third  division  to 
take  care  of.  Headed  by  the  Santa  Clara  band  and  the  Santa  Clara 
Lodge,  No.  238,  came  one  of  the  most  picturesque  floats  of  the  parade. 
Fifty  little  boys  and  girls  from  the  Rebekah  Orphans’  Home  at  Gilroy 
seated  in  triple  tiers  on  a  large  float  draped  in  white  and  purple  and 
trimmed  with  green  bows,  evoked  exclamations  of  admiration  along 
the  line  of  march. 

Fourth  Division. — Then  came  the  local  lodges  forming  the  largest 
division  of  the  parade.  The  division  was  led  by  the  California  Lodge 
band  and  T.  W.  B.  Leland,  the  Marshal  Commanding,  and  his  aids. 
The  lodges  in  line  were:  California,  No.  1;  San  Francisco,  No.  3;  Tem¬ 
plar,  No.  17,  in  uniform,  and  Magnolia,  No.  29,  headed  by  a  little  girl 
dressed  in  white  on  a  float  trimmed  with  magnolia  leaves. 

AN  ATTRACTIVE  SHOWING. 

Fifth  Division. — G.  L.  Perham,  Marshal,  commanded  this  division, 
which  made  a  most  attractive  showing.  It  was  headed  by  a  splendid 
band,  followed  by  a  long  line  of  carriages  containing  members  of  Yerba 
Buena  Lodge,  No.  15;  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  13;  Concordia  Lodge,  No. 
122;  Hermann  Lodge,  No.  145,  and  Franco-American  Lodge,  No.  207. 
In  the  second  carriage  were  four  members  of  Yerba  Buena  Lodge,  No. 
15,  who  have  been  members  of  the  Order  for  over  fifty  years.  They 
were  J.  S.  Reed,  J.  J.  Grady,  Frank  Miller  and  N.  B.  Cook.  Two  hand¬ 
some  four-in-hand  coaches  added  much  to  the  beauty  of  this  portion 
of  the  parade.  One  was  occupied  by  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  90.  They 
were  in  a  handsome  coach,  drawn  by  four  prancing  blacks.  The  other 
was  occupied  by  Golden  Star  Lodge  from  San  Rafael.  It  was  elabor¬ 
ately  decorated  with  pink  dahlias.  The  ladies  were  all  attired  in  light 
gowns  and  pretty  hats  and  carried  sunshades  made  of  pink  and  green. 

Sixth  Division. — H.  D.  Saville,  Marshal,  commanding.  This  was  one 
of  the  most  elaborate  portions  of  the  parade.  In  the  lead  was  an  open 
carriage,  drawm  by  four  magnificent  bay  chargers.  In  it  were  the  four 
remaining  charter  members  of  Apollo  Lodge,  No.  123 — W.  F.  Norcross, 
P.  G.;t  A.  D.  Grimwood,  P.  G.;  G.  B.  Densmore  and  G.  G.  Burnett,  P.  G. 

A  BEAUTIFUL  FEATURE. 

Then  came  other  members  of  that  lodge,  walking,  followed  by  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  features  of  the  parade.  It  was  a  chariot  drawn  by 
four  magnificent  pure  white  Arabian  steeds,  driven  by  Apollo  in  gor* 
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geous  robes  of  white  and  gold.  A  big  coach,  with  the  words  on  the 
sides:  “  Our  elder  brothers,”  contained  some  elderly  members  of  Apollo 
Lodge.  Little  Blowen  May  Jones,  in  Grecian  costume,  rode  a  small 
pony,  led  by  her  father,  J.  H.  Jones,  and  J.  Nygren. 

Bay  City,  No.  71,  drove  in  four  splendid  turnouts,  which  were  su¬ 
perbly  decorated  with  a  lavish  floral  display  and  a  wealth  of  gay 
ribbons. 

Oriental  Lodge,  No.  90,  were  on  a  number  of  beautifully  decorated 
floats.  Loyal,  No.  15,  occupied  six  automobiles.  The  ladies  were  all 
dressed  in  white. 

Seventh  Division. — E.  L.  Marshall  commanded  this  division,  which 
included  Unity  Lodge,  No.  131;  Pacific  Lodge,  No.  155;  Alta  Lodge, 
No.  205;  Golden  West  Lodge,  No.  322;  Farnsworth  Lodge,  No.  95; 
Odin  Lodge,  No.  393,  and  visiting  lodges,  followed  by  Templar  Rebekah 
Lodge,  No.  19,  and  Mission  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  225,  in  float  and  car¬ 
riages.  Mission  Rebekah  Lodge  had  a  genuine  hayseed  float.  It  was 
finely  arranged,  and,  laden  with  its  wealth  of  lovely  women,  their 
costumes  decorated  with  bunches  of  barley  and  oat  heads,  attracted 
much  favorable  comment.  Templar  Rebekah,  No.  19,  made  a  pleasing 
picture  in  a  big  float  decked  with  pink  and  green  bunting. 

Eighth  Division. — This  division  was  commanded  by  Louis  Kragen 
and  included  Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  222;  Spartan  Lodge,  No.  125;  Occi¬ 
dental  Lodge,  No.  179;  Golden  Gate  Lodge,  No.  204;  Sargent  Lodge, 
No.  368,  and  visiting  lodges,  followed  by  Jubilee  Rebekah  Lodge,  No. 
239,  in  float  and  carriages,  which  were  praised  for  their  elaborate 
decorations.  Little  Dewey  Anderson  dressed  as  a  regulation  cowboy 
and  riding  a  Shetland  pony  attracted  attention  all  along  the  line  of 
march. 

Ninth  Division. — W.  H.  Sharpe,  Marshal,  commanded  this  division, 
which  was  made  up  of  Morse  Lodge,  No.  257;  Western  Addition  Lodge, 
No.  285;  Presidio  Lodge,  No.  334,  and  visiting  lodges,  followed  by 
Walhalla  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  130,  in  float  and  carriages.  Here  the 
same  beautiful  floral  embellishments  were  in  evidence  that  prevailed  in 
the  preceding  division. 

EEBEKAHS  IN  TALEY-HOS. 

Tenth  Division.: — The  tenth  division  formed  on  Bush  street,  with  the 
right  resting  on  Battery.  The  division  was  under  command  of  Charles 
Stallman,  ably  assisted  by  W.  H.  Manul,  J.  J.  Phillips,  B.  F.  Tebford, 
M.  D.  Mayer  and  W.  F.  Harris.  Prominent  in  the  division  were  the 
members  of  Wildey  Encampment,  who,  besides  the  regalia  of  the  Order, 
wore  purple  hats.  The  division  consisted  of  Golden  Gate  Encampment, 
Walhalla  Encampment,  Wildey  Encampment,  Unity  Encampment  and 
Oriental  Encampment.  Amity  Rebekah  Lodge  in  gayly  decorated 

tally-hos  and  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  in  carriages 
followed. 

Eleventh  Division.-^The  Contra  Costa  County  Odd  Fellows,  who  made 
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up  the  eleventh  division,  introduced  a  novelty  in  the  way  of  aids.  Two 
charming  ladies,  Miss  Ada  Miller  and  Mrs.  Vita  Roberts,  appropriately 
costumed,  acted  as  aids  to  Marshal  Glass.  The  other  aids  were  Frank 
Critchett  and  J.  Wallace  de  Witt.  A  handsome  float  had  been  arranged 
by  the  Rebekahs,  but  owing  to  the  forbidding  aspect  of  the  weather  it 
was  left  on  the  other  side  of  the  bay.  In  the  line  were  the  following 
lodges:  Pacheco,  No.  117;  Twilight,  No.  119;  San  Joaquin,  No.  151; 
Martinez,  No.  297;  Crocket,  No.  329;  Byron,  No.  335,  and  Danville, 
No.  378,  followed  by  the  Rebekahs  in  carriages. 

Twelfth  Division. — Solano  and  Napa  counties  were  well  represented 
in  the  twelfth  division  under  command  of  George  Weniger,  assisted  by 
A.  H.  Shepard.  The  members  turned  out  in  full  regalia  and  were  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  Rebekahs  in  handsomely  decorated  floats  and  carriages. 
In  the  line  were  representatives  of  Golden  State,  Napa  and  Mount 
Moriah  Lodges  and  Camp  Vallejo. 

LODGES  OF  SAN  MATEO. 

Thirteenth  Division. — A  good  showing  was  made  by  the  lodges  from 
San  Mateo  County.  L.  P.  Behrens  was  marshal,  commanding  the  divi¬ 
sion,  and  he  was  assisted  by  Frank  Granger,  W.  C.  McLain  and  H.  A. 
Stagg.  In  the  line  were  lodges  from  Bay  View,  San  Mateo,  Mayfield, 
Mountain  View,  Pescadero  and  Ocean  View.  The  Rebekahs  of  Olive 
Branch  and  San  Mateo  Lodges  followed  in  carriages,  prettily  decorated, 
which  won  applause  along  the  line. 

Fourteenth  Division. — A  feature  of  the  parade  was  the  float  of  the 
general  relief  committee,  illustrative  of  the  good  work  done  by  the 
Order.  It  represented  a  home  in  which  aid  is  being  offered  to  the 
suffering.  E.  E.  Drees  was  marshal,  commanding  the  division,  and 
J.  F.  Coffman  and  O.  M.  Tuttle  acted  as  aids.  In  the  line  were  the 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  carriages,  the  trustees  of  the  Odd 
Fellows’  Home,  the  Veteran  Odd  Fellows’  Association,  residents  of  the 
Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Thermalito,  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand 
Officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  the  Rebekah  Veteran  Association. 

PRIZES  AWARDED  WINNERS. 

DRILL  CORPS  AND  LODGES  RECEIVE  CHECKS  AFTER  DRESS  PARADE. 

Canton  Washington,  No.  1,  won  the  first  prize  in  class  A,  and  was 
handed  a  check  on  Friday  night  for  $1000  by  Grand  Scribe  Barnes,  who 
made  the  presentation  speeches  in  awarding  the  prizes  to  the  success¬ 
ful  drill  corps.  Sacramento  was  second  and  received  $150.  Vallejo 
won  the  first  prize  in  class  B  and  received  $150,  with  Watsonville  a 
close  second.  The  latter  canton  received  $100.  Santa  Barbara  won  in 
class  C,  $100,  and  San  Jose  got  the  second  prize  of  $50. 

The  awarding  of  prizes  was  preceded  by  a  dress  parade  in  which  all 
of  the  cantons  that  appeared  in  the  parade  took  part.  After  the  drill 
was  over  Canton  Washington  was  called  to  the  front  and  Grand  Scribe 
Barnes  complimented  the  members  on  the  splendid  drill  they  had  given. 
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He  said  he  thought  it  an  honor  to  offer  the  prize  to  a  canton  that  had 
come  so  many  miles  to  win  it  and  incurred  so  much  expense  in  so  doing. 
The  speaker  said  he  hoped  that  the  pleasant  memories  of  the  meeting 
in  San  Francisco  with  Brothers  from  the  West  would  in  years  to  come 
further  recompense  those  who  had  traveled  over  the  Rockies  to  the 
distant  Pacific  Coast. 

Grand  Scribe  Barnes  also  made  short  speeches  of  congratulation  to 
the  other  winning  cantons  and  said  he  hoped  that  all  were  satisfied 
with  the  fairness  shown  in  distributing  the  awards.  The  cantons 
answered  approvingly  with  cheers. 

A  number  of  cash  prizes  were  awarded  lodges  that  made  a  good  show¬ 
ing  in  the  grand  parade.  A  special  prize  of  $75  was  awarded  the 
Rebekah  drill  corps  that  has  done  such  good  work  during  the  session.

To  the  San  Francisco  lodges  having  the  greatest  number  of  members 
in  line — First  prize,  won  by  Yerba  Buena  Lodge,  $75;  second  prize.

To  the  lodges  outside  of  San  Francisco  having  the  greatest  number 
of  members  in  line — First  prize,  Petaluma  Lodge,  $75;  second  prize, 
Golden  State  Lodge,  $50;  third  prize,  Harbor  Lodge,  $25. 

To  the  San  Francisco  lodges  having  the  largest  percentage  of  mem¬ 
bers  in  line — First  prize,  Odin  Lodge,  $75;  second  prize,  Farnsworth 
Lodge,  $50;  third  prize,  California  Lodge,  $25. 

To  the  lodge  or  encampment  outside  of  San  Francisco  having  the 
largest  percentage  of  members  in  line — First  prize.  Bay  View  Lodge, 
$75;  second  prize,  Crusade  Lodge,  $50;  third  prize,  Berkeley  Lodge,  $25. 

To  -the  lodge  or  encampment  making  the  best  appearance — Wildey 
Lodge  won  the  $75  prize. 

Lodge  or  encampment  presenting  the  best  special  feature — Prize  of 
$75  won  by  Apollo  Lodge. 

To  the  lodge  or  encampment  coming  the  greatest  distance,  computed 
by  miles  and  members— First  prize,  Sacramento  Lodge,  $75;  second 
Prize,  Contra  Costa  Lodge,  $50;  third  prize,  Fresno  Lodge,  $25. 

To  the  Rebekah  Lodge  of  San  Francisco  making  the  best  general 
appearance— First  prize,  Loyal  Lodge,  $75;  second  prize,  Mission  Lodge, 
$50;  third  prize,  Oriental  Lodge,  $25. 

To  the  Rebekah  Lodge  outside  of  San  Francisco  making  the  best 
general  appearance— First  prize,  Olive  Branch  Lodge,  $75;  second  prize, 
Golden  Star  Lodge,  $50;  third  prize,  Santa  Clara  Lodge,  $25. 

The  floor  was  cleared  for  a  grand  ball  after  the  awarding  of  prizes 
and  hundreds  of  dancers  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  indulge 
in  their  favorite  pastime.  Many  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  were  in 
evening  dress  and  the  gowns  of  some  of  the  ladies  were  very  handsome. 

Dancing  continued  until  midnight,  at  which  hour  there  were  still 
about  five  thousand  persons  in  the  building.  During  the  dress  parade 

and  awarding  of  prizes  there  were  about  eight  thousand  persons  in 
attendance. 
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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  EXISTING  LAWS,  ETC. 

1.  Resolved ,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  contemplating  the 
amendment  of  existing  laws  or  the  revision  of  decisions  heretofore 
rendered,  shall,  when  presented  for  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  that  section  of  the  law  to  be 
affected,  or  of  the  decision,  as  the  same  would  read  if  amended.  (1893, 
page  13,421.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  into  this 
Sovereign  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered  con¬ 
secutively  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal, 
and  when  reported  from  committee  for  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  reference  to  said  resolution  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be 
sufficient  identification  thereof  without  repeating  its  provisions  at  length 
in  the  committee  report.  (1899,  pages  378,  402,  416.) 

APPEALS. 

3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  without  consent,  the  only  condition  be¬ 
ing  that  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Body  shall  stand  as  final 
and  conclusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (Article 
I,  Section  4,  Constitution;  Journal  1883,  pages  9325,  9442;  and  1885, 
pages  9984-9994,  10,151.) 

4.  A  Past  Grand,  a  member  of  a  State  Grand  Body,  may  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  consent  of  the  State  Grand  Body 
in  case  of  a  claim  for  benefits  made  by  him.  (1885,  pages  9984,  9994, 
10,151.)

7.  The  records  in  all  cases  of  appeals  must  be  forwarded  to  the 

Grand  Secretary,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  Wednesday  preceding  the 

second  Monday  in  September  in  each  year,  so  that  they  may  be  fur¬ 
nished  the  Committee  on  Appeals  by  the  morning  of  the  Wednesday 
following,  and  that  the  briefs  of  both  appellants  and  appellees,  if 

printed  at  all,  shall  be  printed  separate  and  apart  from  the  record.

8.  Appeal  papers  must  be  furnished  by  the  appealing  parties,  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  on  a  page  of  the  same  size  as  that  of  the  printed 
Journal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

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9.  It  is  not  required  that  the  record  in  appeals  from  the  action  of 
subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  printed.

10.  Appellants  must  furnish  250  copies  of  all  appeal  papers,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  legislation  of  1855  and  the  legislation  of  1875,  found  on 
page  6562  of  the  Journal.

11.  In  all  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  be  required 
of  the  appellants  to  send  with  their  papers  a  certified  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  their  Grand  Body,  of  the  Constitution  for 
subordinates  and  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  involved  in  the  appeal.

nays,  unless  he  is  excused  by  a  vote  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  voting.

23.  Resolved,  That  the  printer  of  the  Daily  Journal  be  interdicted  by 
the  proper  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  permitting  any 
person  to  have  access  to  the  manuscript  or  matter  entrusted  to  his  care, 
that  he  is  to  regard  the  matter  as  private,  and  no  one  shall  be  allowed 
to  copy  or  make  extracts  therefrom,  but  every  copy  printed  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

Degree;  and  by  being  a  Past  Grand  is  meant  having  the  Grand  Lodge

A  visitor  must  also  be  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  stand¬ 
ing.  (1899,  pages  42,  390,  398.) 

54.  Resolved,  That  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  of  each  session  of  this 
Sovereign  Body,  it  shall  resolve  itself  into  secret  session,  and  the  Un¬ 
written  Work  shall  be  exemplified  by  the  Grand  Sire,  or  some  one  ap¬ 
pointed  by  him,  under  bis  supervision.  (1894,  pages  14,024,  14,025.) 

55.  Resolved,  That  whenever  this  Sovereign  Body  shall  meet  at  any 
place  other  than  its  home  the  Grand  Sire  shall  instruct  the  Grand  Mes¬ 
senger  to  attend  the  place  of  meeting  at  least  three  days  in  advance  of 
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the  session,  and  prepare  the  hall  for  said  meeting,  and  attend  to  such 
other  duties  as  will  be  proper  and  necessary  for  the  requirements  of 
this  Sovereign  Body,  for  which  services  the  Messenger  shall  receive 
three  days’  additional  compensation.  (1889,  page  11,764.)

56.  Resolved ,  That  hereafter  no  vote  shall  he  taken  on  any  motion  or 
resolution  required  to  be  submitted  in  writing  until  the  same  has  been 
read  in  full  from  the  desk  of  the  Grand  Secretary.

“  Brother  Estee  always  manifested  a  broad  and  states¬ 
manlike  interest  in  all  questions  affecting  the  State  or 
Nation  and  contributed  liberally  of  his  time  and  money  to 
promulgate  the  doctrines  of  the  political  party  with  which 
he  was  affiliated.  At  all  times  he  occupied  a  prominent 
place  before  the  public.  As  a  member  of  the  Pan-American 
Congress  he  did  good  work  and  left  the  impression  of  his 
worth  on  that  body.  Notwithstanding  his  interest  in  public 
and  fraternal  affairs,  he  found  time  to  prepare  and  publish 
three  volumes  of  a  work  on  pleading,  practice,  and  forms, 
which  has  become  a  standard  authority,  and  has  been  of 
general  use  in  all  States  where  there  is  a  Code  practice. 

“  A  consistent  and  faithful  member  of  the  Odd  Fellows, 
his  legal  ability  was  always  at  the  disposal  of  the  Order, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  profited  by  his  member¬ 
ship.” — Journal,  896. 

Charles  Nelson  Fox,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  in  Oakland,  May  1,  1904,  aged  seventy-five  years.

“  He  was  an  earnest  speaker  and  was  in  demand  at  anni¬ 
versaries  of  the  Order  and  lodges,  and  commanded  the  high¬ 
est  respect  and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  was  brought  in 
contact. 

“  He  passed  away  among  his  loved  mountains  where  he 
had  so  long  lived  and  held  sweet  communion  with  nature 
and  with  nature’s  God,  and  was  followed  to  his  final  resting 
place  by  a  large  circle  of  mourning  friends.” — Journal,  898.

Shall  a  view  of 
this  person’s  activities  make  us  better  men?  If  so,  then  his 
life  has  not  been  as  nothing  and  my  work  will  not  have 
been  in  vain  in  presenting  it  to  you. 

“  There  are  two  great  mysteries.  One  the  mystery  of 
birth,  the  other  the  mystery  of  death.  Which  is  the  greater? 
Certainly  the  mystery  of  birth.  If  we  know  the  one  we 
shall  understand  the  other.

“  In  the  Order  he  was  devoted  in  his  love  for  it  and  did 
his  part  with  earnest  fidelity  and  won  the  high  esteem  of 
his  brethren.  We  mourn  his  loss  to  the  fraternity  and 
deeply  sympathize  with  his  bereaved  family.  Thus  passes 
away  another  of  the  faithful  ‘  old  guard,’  one  who  was  be¬ 
loved  by  all  for  his  works,  and  for  his  kindly,  benevolent 
and  Christian  character.”'

“  Governor  Ritch’s  ideals  in  public  affairs  are  not  only 
excellent  in  public  education  lines  which  at  the  outcome 
make  for  more  worthy  and  patriotic  citizenship;  but  he 
also  stands  ior  those  equitable  relations  of  capital  and 
labor,  which  under  just  and  wholesome  laws  will  afford  the 
best  possible  opportunity  and  stability  for  the  industrial 
masses. 

“  As  governor,  he  was  active  in  obtaining  and  organizing 
a  military  force  for  repelling  tne  Indian  raids  of  1877  and 
the  year  following.  It  also  fell  to  his  lot  to  deliver  ad¬ 
dresses  on  various  occasions,  notably  at  the  conference  of 
the  pallium  on  Archbishop  Lamy;  at  the  banquet  given  in 
honor  of  the  visit  of  General  Grant  to  New  Mexico  upon  his 
return  voyage  around  the  world;  and  the  welcome  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Hayes  at  Santa  Fe  in  1880,  returning  with  his  party 
from  the  Pacific  coast.  As  secretary,  New  Mexico  never  had 
a  more  obliging  or  efficient  officer.” — Journal ,  906. 

Geo.  H.  Chance,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Oregon, 
September  3,  1904,  aged  seventy-four  years.

Proposed  at  September  Session,  1904 


AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  2,  ART.  XVI. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  2  of  Article  XVI  of  the  S.  G.  L.  Constitution 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order 
except  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of 
North  America,  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  estab¬ 
lished  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications 
as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation.” — Journal ,  page  803. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  IX. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Sovereign  Body,  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Grand  Representatives. — Grand  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  several  State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall,  as  near  as 
may,  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated  annually 
by  rotation;  and  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise 
during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  of  any 
State,  District  or  Territory  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  by  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  that  part  of  the  said  section  after  the 
word  “  rotation,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to-wit: 

“  Provided,  however,  that  State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
entitled  to  two  Grand  Representatives  may  provide  by  general  law  for 
the  election  of  one  of  such  Grand  Representatives,  to  serve  for  one  year, 
his  successor  to  be  elected  annually  by  such  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death  resignation  or  otherwise 
during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  filling  such  office  at  the  time  such  vacancy  shall  occur,  in  the 
manner  set  out  in  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.” 
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So  that  the  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

“  Section  1.  Grand  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several 
State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose 
seats  shall  be  vacated  annually  by  rotation.  Provided,  however,  that 
State,  District  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  entitled  to  two  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  may  provide  by  general  law  for  the  election  of  one  of  such  Grand 
Representatives,  to  serve  for  one  year,  his  successor  to  be  elected 
annually  by  such  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  Grand  Representative  filling  such  office  at 
the  time  such  vacancy  shall  occur,  in  the  manner  set  out  in  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  such  State,  District  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment.” — Journal,  page  818. 

AMENDMENT  TO  ART.  X. 

Resolved,  That  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Article  X.  Past  Grand  Sires  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this 
Grand  Lodge,  with  the  power  of  debating  and  making  motions,  but  shall 
not  have  the  privilege  of  voting  unless  they  be  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,”  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  Amend  said  Article  X  by  adding  at  the  commencement  of  said 
Article  X  before  the  words  “  Past  Grand  Sires  ”  the  words  “  Section  1.” 

2.  Further  amend  said  Article  X  by  adding  a  new  section  as  Section 
2,  as  follows: 

Section  2.  The  Past  Grand  Sires  in  attendance  at  each  regular 
session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  constitute  a  Supreme  Tri¬ 
bunal,  which  shall  be  known  and  hailed  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Court  of  Appeals  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  have  exclu¬ 
sive  jurisdiction  over  all  questions  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Constitution  and  upon  the  construction  of  any  of  its  provisions.  Not 
less  than  five  members  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  be  competent  to  transact  business,  and  the  opinion  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  the 
judgment  of  the  court,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  or  questions  involved. 

In  case  the  requisite  number  of  Past  Grand  Sires  is  not  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  any  regular  session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  constitute 
a  quorum  of  such  Court  of  Appeals,  then  and  in  that  case  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  shall  elect  by  ballot  or  otherwise  select,  as  it  shall  direct, 
from  the  Past  Grand  Representatives  in  attendance  at  such  session, 
such  number  as  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute,  with  the  Past  Grand 
Sires  in  attendance,  a  quorum  of  such  Court  of  Appeals.  Past  Grand 
Sires  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  additional  mileage  and  per  diem  on 
account  of  service  as  members  of  such  Court  of  Appeals.  Any  Past 
Grqnd  Representative  who  becomes  a  member  of  such  Court  of  Appeals 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  serving  as  such,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  mileage  and  per  diem  as  is  paid  to  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  So  that  the  said  Article  X? 
lyhen  amended,  shall  read  as  follows; 
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Article  X,  Section  1.  Past  Grand  Sires  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  in 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  power  of  debating  and  making 
motions,  but  shall  not  have  the  privilege  of  voting  unless  they  be  Grand 
Representatives. 

Section  2.  The  Past  Grand  Sires  in  attendance  at  each  regular  ses¬ 
sion  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  constitute  a  Supreme  Tribunal, 
which  shall  be  known  and  hailed  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Court 
of  Appeals  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  all  questions  arising  under  this  Constitution  and  upon 
the  construction  of  any  of  its  provisions.  Not  less  than  five  members 
of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  is  competent 
to  transact  business,  and  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  of  such  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  the  judgment  of  the  Court, 
and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  question  or  questions  in¬ 
volved.  ' 

In  case  the  requisite  number  of  Past  Grand  Sires  is  not  in  attend¬ 
ance  at  any  regular  session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum  of  such  Court  of  Appeals,  then  and  in  that  case  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  elect  by  ballot  or  otherwise  select,  as  it 
shall  direct,  from  the  Past  Grand  Representatives  in  attendance  at  such 
session,  such  number  as  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute,  with  the  Past 
Grand  Sires  in  attendance,  a  quorum  of  such  Court  of  Appeals.  Past 
Grand  Sires  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  additional  mileage  and  per 
diem  on  account  of  service  as  members  of  such  Court  of  Appeals. 
Any  Past  Grand  Representative  who  becomes  a  member  of  such  Court 
of  Appeals  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  serving  as  such 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  mileage  and  per  diem  as  is  paid  to  Grand 
Representatives  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. — Journal,  page  818. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  IV. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  of  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  which 
reads  as  follows: 


“Article  IV. 

“  Section  1. — Duties  of  Grand  Sire. — The  Grand  Sire  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  preserve  order  and 
enforce  the  laws  thereof.  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote  whenever  the 
lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than  upon  a  ballot  for  officers,  but 
shall  not  vote  upon  any  other  occasion.  He  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees  not  required  to  be  raised  by  ballot,  and  appoint  all  District 
Deputy  Grand  Sires.  During  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge  he  shall 
have  a  general  superintendence  of  the  interests  of  the  Order.  He  may 
hear  and  decide  such  appeals  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  sev¬ 
eral  State  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  or  by  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.

the  Grand  Representatives,  or  by  the  subordinate  lodges  or  encamp¬ 
ments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
And  his  decision  upon  all  appeals  and  questions  so  submitted  to  him 
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shall  be  binding  upon  the  bodies  or  persons  submitting  the  same  until 

(reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  is  empowered  to  receive  petitions 
and  grant  warrants  for  the  opening  of  new  lodges  and  encampments, 
Grand  or  subordinate,  in  places  where  Grand  Bodies  established  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  may  not  exist;  and  all  warrants  so  granted  by  him 

■  shall  be  of  force  until  recalled  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  At  every  commu¬ 
nication  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  he  shall  make  a  report  in 
writing  of  all  his  official  acts  and  decisions  during  the  recess.” 

Be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “  other  than  questions  arising 
out  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  several  State,  District  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  or  Grand  Encampments,”  so  that  the  section  as  amended 

I  will  read  as  follows: 

Article  IV. 

Section  1. — Duties  of  Grand  Sire. — The  Grand  Sire  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  preserve  order  and  enforce 

I  the  laws  thereof.  He  shall  have  the  casting  vote  whenever  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  equally  divided,  other  than  upon  a  ballot 
for  officers,  but  shall  not  vote  upon  any  other  occasion.  He  shall 
appoint  all  committees  not  required  to  be  raised  by  ballot,  and  appoint 
all  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires.  During  the  recess  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  he  shall  have  a  general  superintendence  of  the  interests 
of  the  Order.  He  may  hear  and  decide  such  questions  as  may  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  him  by  the  several  State  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments,  or  by  the  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments  under  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  may  hear  and 
decide  such  questions  as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  several  State 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  or  by  the  Grand  Masters  or 
Grand  Patriarchs  thereof,  or  by  the  Grand  Representatives,  or  by  the 
subordinate  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  And  his  decision  upon  all  appeals  and 
questions  so  submitted  to  him  shall  be  binding  upon  the  bodies  or  per¬ 
sons  submitting  the  same  until  reversed  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
He  is  empowered  to  receive  petitions  and  grant  warrants  for  the  open¬ 
ing  of  new  lodges  and  encampments,  Grand  or  subordinate,  in  places 
where  Grand  Bodies  established  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  not 
exist;  and  all  warrants  so  granted  by  him  shall  be  of  force  until  re¬ 
called  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  At  every  communication  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  he  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  of  all  his 
official  acts  and  decisions  during  the  recess. — Journal,  page  853. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  IX. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  IX,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Article  IX,  Section  1. — Grand  Representatives . — Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several  State,  District,  and  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated  annually 
by  rotation.  And  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  other¬ 
wise  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  of

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the  word  “three”  and  by  striking  out  the  following:  “and  shall  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  whose  seats  shall  be  vacated  annually  by 
rotation.” 

So  that  the  section  as  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

Article  IX,  Section  1. — Grand  Representatives. — Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  several  State,  District,  and  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
And  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise  during  the 
recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  of  any  State,  District, 
or  Territory,  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  pointed  out 
by  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge 
or  Grand  Encampment.

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  5,  ART.  XVI. 

Resolved,  That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution,  which 
is  as  follows:  “  Sec.  5.  Saloonkeepers,  etc.,  not  admitted. — No  saloon¬ 
keeper,  bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  this  Order,”  be  amended  by  repealing  said  section,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: 

Sec.  5.  No  saloonkeeper,  saloon  owner,  bartender,  manufacturer  of, 
dealer  in,  or  agent  for  the  sale  of,  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage, 
or  professional  gambler,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order. 
Provided,  that  the  word  manufacturer  herein  shall  not  be  applicable  ■ 
to  one  who  raises  grapes,  manufactures  wine  therefrom,  and  sells  the 
same  at  wholesale  only.
